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‘“THE WORLD’S APPROACH TO GOD”’. 


Rev. L. H. Ruge of the Congregational Church used the above as his 
theme last Sunday evening in the opening union meeting of 
the Baptist and Congregational Churches, Manchester. 


Mr. Ruge began his sermon by us- 
ing the memorable words in the 
Lord’s Prayer, ‘‘Thy Kingdom 
Come’’. The following is but a 
brief abstract of the sermon. 

_ “Thy Kingdom Come’’. The words 
fell as a prayer from the lips of Je- 
sus. The glory of the Kingdom of 
David and Solomon was gone. The 
prayer had no reference to that. It 
soared beyond the flashing pinacles 
of the temple at Jerusalem, beyond 
the conquoring city of Romulus, far 
beyond—‘‘Thy Kingdom Come’’. 

The trembling lips of a suffering 
humanity repeats in in all ages— 
“Thy Kingdom Come’’. Forever 
this aspiration leaps the boundaries 
of civilization, learning, art, science, 
power—‘Thy Kingdom Come’’. The 
ambitions of statesmen, the dreams 
of poets, the visions of phophets and 
reformers forever, O Lord, fall short 
—‘Thy Kingdom Come’’. 

The preacher defined the Kingdom 
of God in the words of Paul as 
‘righteousness and peace and joy in 
the Holy Spirit’’. He continued: 

““The kingdom of God is founded 
upon upright dealings, honesty in 
business, justice in government. It 
means ro tariff walls for America 
as well as no stonewalls for China. 
When the Kingdom of God comes 
the walls come down. It means no 
revenue retaliations among nations. 
It means the American latchstring 
out for every down-trodden soul 
from no matter where. Human poli- 
cies may differ, but that is the policy 
of brotherhood and humanity or the 
Kingdom of God. 

The agitation that is becoming 
world-wide along the line of right- 
eousness is the simple coming of the 
Kingdom of God. The unwritten 
edict has gone forth from the 
world’s master, Jesus Christ, that 
righteousness shall be exalted among 
the nation. 

And the movement for righteous- 
ness goes hand in hand with the 
peace movement, a most significant 
sign of the coming of the Kingdom. 
Every peace society in the world is 
active and flourishing and millions 
are rolling in to establish peace. God 
has hitched commerce and prosperi- 
ty, jealous of their world prestige, 
to his conquoring church. 

Who are the builders of this King- 
dom? Every upright man and wo- 
man seeking conscientiously to do 


the will of God. Every teacher in- 
stilling the principles of manhood 
and womanhood. 

Josiah Strong goes so far as to 
say that ‘“‘the looms of industry are 
weaving for it, the mills are grind- 
ing for it, the selfish corporations 
are made to pay tribute to it, the 
narrow schemes of government are 
made to conform to it.’’ 


In a word all the myriad powers 
of the earth are working to build the 
Kingdom of God. Millions not em- 
braced in the formal roster of the 
church are building this Kingdom. 


The Kingdom and the Church are 
not co-equal and co-extensive, one 
and the same thing. It is the teach- 
ing of bigotry to say God works on- 
ly through the church. History 
shows that the church may be flour- 
ishing and the kingdom at the same 
time may be lanquishing. I believe 
there is more Kingdom of God in the 
world today than when the church 
ruled the world. But the church is 
the best medium of furthering the 
Kingdom. She is the one great ex- 
ponent of the Kingdom. 


In a day the cry for righteousness 
rings through the world. Like a 
flash of full-orbed sunlight the Otto- 
man empire bursts through its long 
darkness. A king dethroned, an au- 
tocrat overthrown causes no com- 
ment today because the world has ar- 
rived at its historic period where it 
demands and expects the Kingdom 
of God that Jesus Christ inaugurat- 
ed. 


In a little South Sea isle they have 
engraved upon a missionary’s tomb- 
stone: ‘When he came in 1848 there 
was not a Christian here, when he 
left in 1872 there was not a heath- 
en’’, And as the Kingdom was su- 
preme in that South Sea isle so shall 
it be supreme o’er all the earth. 

Against the protest that the pro- 
gram and purpose of Christianity is 
impossible omniscience plans and 
omnipotence empowers. Utopia be- 
comes rational and the dream becom- 
es real.

which Horace sang, but which Christ, 
as the world spirit and power, makes 
real,

MANCHESTER WOMAN’S CLUB 


Dr. Leon H. Vincent Lecturer For Opening Meeting of New Year. Sub- 
Ject—‘‘Franklin as a Man of Letters’’. 


The Manchester Woman’s Club 
held their opening meeting of the 
New Year Tuesday afternoon, the 
president, Mrs. Tenney, presiding. 

The announcements of club inter- 
est during the business session had 
reference to the parliamentary law 
class which meets this evening with 
Mrs. Nellie M. Rogers. The current 
events class will meet Jan. 10, with 
Mrs. Carrie L. Knight. 

Previous to the lecture by Dr. Vin- 
cent, Alfred L. Saben, principal of 
the Manchester High school, render- 
ed most acceptably ‘‘Roses of June’’, 
a vocal selection by Gerald Lane. He 
was accompanied by G. Allyn Brown. 

Dr. Vincent, who has such a hap- 
py style in presenting his historical 
lectures, gave the salient points of 
his address in his usual inimitable 
style. He does not forget the humor- 
ous touches which enliven such ad- 
dresses. In his treatment of Franklin 
he had great latitude to do so. Conse- 
quently he proved very entertain- 
ing. 

Dr. Vincent stated in part that 
Benjamin Franklin was the young- 
est son of 18 children. He was ap- 
prenticed early in his youth to his 
brother, James Franklin, a news- 
paper publisher. He read good books 
and reproduced their style in his 
writings. Personally he was a writ- 
er of inherited powers. 

In relation to colonial longevity, 
he stated that Franklin’s father died 
at 89 years, his mother at 85 years. 
He was born Jan. 6, 1706, at Milk 
street, Boston. 

In alluding to his literary style 
and characteristics, he mentioned 
the influence of the colonial paper 
called ‘‘The Spectator’. He was a 
skeptic as to religion. He was a 
great devotee of Bunyan. 

As to his family relations bearing 
on his career, he mentioned the 
quarrel which ensued between the 
brother James and Franklin over 
the latter’s surreptitious contribu- 
tions to his brother’s paper under a 
nom de plume. He married Miss 
Deborah Reed, a witty and spirited 
woman of Phila., whence he went 
after leaving Boston. 

Tlis places of residence beside Bos- 
ton were London, then again, Phila- 
delphia, where he published the 
Pennsylvania Gazette, which laid the 
foundation for American journalism. 
He was also the founder of subscrip- 
tion libraries. The Philadelphia 


library started from his endeavors 
in this respect. 

As an inventor he is particularly 
famous for inventive genius. Some 
of his inventions were lightning 
rods, the Franklin stove, watertight 
compartments in_ ships, movable 
arms for libraries, double spectacles, 
which have been modified in thou- 
sands of ways, the mangle and 
others. 

The characteristics, which gave 
him so much success, was his tact, 
diplomacy, general knowledge of 
life and innate ability. He was 
not ‘‘a learned ignorant man’’. He 
had the needful, close contact with 
the small actualities of life. He was 
witty and open minded. At 6914 
years he was doing great things. He 
was quoted as saying that in his 
methods he tried to ‘‘save people 
from being jealous of me’’. He was 
not mercenary. He eared not for 
the material results of his labors so 
long as his pride and ingenuity were 
satisfied. 

His literary productions famous 
for condensed expression include 
‘Poor Richard’s Almanac’’, pro- 
verbs and maxims, sententious say- 
ings, social and educational satires, 
epilogues, political papers and auto- 
biography. In his urbane and inimi- 
table style he founded American lit- 
erature. He was a forerunner of 
Mark Twain, 

His public service was manifold. 
It embraced statecraft, literature 
and science. He founded modern 
electrical science. He was a human- 
ist, the friend of man. He thought 
war was idiotic, peace just. He was 
a signer of the Declaration of In- 
dependence. 

As a man of letters he aiaich a dis- 
tinetive step forward for the founda- 
tion of our national literature. His 
art was self conscious, hence its suc- 
cess.

NORTH SHORE BREEZE 


“The Christ of Today and the Employees.” 


Manchester Pastor Preaches Sermon of Especial Interest to Working Men. Church Crowded Last 


Sunday Morning. Labor Unions Represented. 


At the Manchester Baptist church 
last Sunday morning Rev. Theodore 
Lyman Frost, the pastor, preached 
the first in a series of three labor 
sermons under the title of ‘‘The 
Christ of Today’’, the special theme 
being ‘‘The Christ of Today and the 
Employees’’. He was greeted by a 
arge congregation, a noticable fea- 
ture of the service being the appre- 
ciation shown by the various unions 
in town, which were well represent- 

ed. 

The pastor handled his subject in a 
very able and frank manner, such as 
would be possible only for one to do 
who understood thoroughly the ques- 
tion of labor organization and union- 
ism. 

The text: ‘‘I stand in your midst 

as one that serveth’’. Luke 22:27. 
Mr. Frost spoke in part as follows: 

Whom does the world select for 

universal fame today? The rich? 
No. The world selects today as one 
worthy of fame a poor servant, a 
carpenter, Jesus of Nazareth. Men 
are all interested in Jesus of Nazar- 
eth. He looms up in history as one 
towards whom all eyes are turned. 
At various times people are interest- 
ed in various characteristics of Jesus 
Christ. Our day is interested in his 
relation towards the well being of 
society. Jesus Christ stands out in 
the world today as one who ean re- 
deem, purify and save society. We 
should not fail to emphasize Jesus 
Christ as the Savior from sin, his 
wonderful power in society and his 
interest in mankind. Jesus today is 
the social Christ; unless today we 
as individuals are interested in the 
social question we are living a nar- 
row life. Jesus Christ is the social 
Christ as well as the personal Christ. 
Jesus today stands in our midst in- 
terested in the industries of the 
world. We will consider (1) The 
conditions of the employee; (2) de- 
mands of labor; (3) Christ of today 
and his message to labor or em- 
ployees. 

I. Onee a working man always a 
working man, as the general rule. 
Capital is so highly organized, that 
it is almost impossible for an ordin- 
ary man or woman to start out in 
business for themselves. Tremendous 
power has been placed in the hands 
of a very few men. Giant corpora- 


tions can even put through acts in 
the legislature that are favorable to 


them own industrial activities. What - 


chance has a carpenter, painter or 
iron worker to rise from the ranks, 


when capital is so highly organized 


behind the bulwark of dollars. <A 
working man stands very little 
chance of being a captain of indus- 
try. With many working men, the 
chief motive for work is the fear of 
losing their job. Modern industry 
is a reign of fear. The modern work- 
ing man’s family is but a few weeks 
removed from destitution. Of course 
the carpenters, painters, ete., get 
larger wages in Manchester than 
some other poor workers. 

In 1900 the average working man’s 
wages were $480 a year, while the 
railroad employees averaged $546, 
and then there were many lost days. 
The lack of employment is the curse 
of the American working man. If 
his chance of a job were constant 
his position would be better. The 
introduction of modern machinery 
throws many out of employment. A 
working man is always in danger of 
losing his position; and as he gets 


older he is sure of losing his posi- 


tion. I know of one man not far 
from here, who, in his prime could 
do the work of three men. Today 
he is past the prime and because he 
can’t do three men’s work (not one 
mind you) there are long intervals 
when he is laid off. 

A good many working men are 
clean shaven today. Is it because 
it is fashionable? No! It is because 
they want to hold down the job, 
and when those grey hair’s come on 
the lip they shave them off. Grey 
hairs may be a sign of experience, 
but are nevertheless a handicap in 
industry. Wages stop with old age 
even after devoting his life to build- 
ing up his contractor’s business. 
Men and women depending on char- 
ity of their employers, when they 
should receive compensation for ser- 
vices in building up their contrac- 
tor’s business! Its about time some 
able men and women got busy about 
providing for working men’s old 
age. Often working men have been 
injured by machinery. We want 
people to take an interest in the or- 
dinary working man. Once more: 
Physical power of American man is 


‘spread. 


deteriorating. The American man is 
not as strong as he was years ago. 
The reason is, living in large cities 
in poor houses where diseases 
The rise in food prices, 
pushed up by large trusts which com- 
pelled him to buy cheaper food is at 
the expense of his health. God pity 
the men who have anything to do 
with making the rich richer at the 
expense of the American working 
man. 

Il.As for the demands of labor.— 
They demand a right to organize. 
Apart from organization today labor 
is helpless. Some people in Man- 
chester take the magnifying glass 
to look at the labor union, and take 
the wrong end of the opera glass to 
look at capitalists’ mistakes, which 
are very often much greater than 
mistakes of organized unions. I be- 
lieve in a square deal for employ- 
ers and employees. I do not believe 
in magnifying mistakes of a poor 
man, and patting on back the mis- 
takes of a miserable scoundrel of a 
capitalist. The right to organize a 
working man should have and must 
have. 

Another consideration is: Shorter 
hours of working. In Manchester 
the union man works eight hours a 
day and has Saturday afternoon off. 
A right thing, too, as it gives a man 
a chance to breathe and feel he is a 
man. Many in the Bethlehem Steel 
Works have worked 12 hours a day 
for seven days out of: the week. 
What chance has a man that works 
12 hours a day for the religious life. 
Does he feel much like going to 
church on Sundays? 

We are not perfect in Manchester. 
Look at the clerks in the stores dur- 
ing the summer months, how they 
work. Girls working 10 hours a 
day, every evening but possibly one, 
and no éxtra pay for it, just for the 
sake of hdlding their job. It is op- 
pression and a crime. Look at the 
teamsters’ and expressmen’s long 
hours. Such things are at the ex- 
pense of vitality and spiritual life. 
These conditions right here in Man- 
chester, and on the North Shore that 
should be remedied and _ speedily, 
too.

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‘MANCHESTER'S NEW WATER WORKS PLANT SUBJECT OF AD- 


NORTH SHORE BREEZE 


DRESS BY RAYMOND C. ALLEN, AT ANNUAL MEET- 
ING OF NEW ENGLAND WATER WORKS ASSO- 
CIATION IN BOSTON, WEDNESDAY. 


_ At the annual meeting of the New 
England Water Works Association, 
at® the Hotel Brunswick, Boston, 
Wednesday, Raymond C. Allen of 
Manchester, presented an interest- 
ing paper on Manchester’s new gas 
producing pumping plants. 
len is an“associate member of the 
American Society of Civil Engineers, 
and it was he who had the charge of 
and additional water supply two 
years ago... 

_ Mr. Allen gave a resume of the 
conditions leading up to Manchester 
installing an additional water supply 
two years ago, its driven well system 
not being sufficient to cope with the 
erowing "needs of the town. He told 
how the matter finally came before 
the town and a committee was in- 
structed to go.to work on installing 
an additional supply from the Gravel 
Pond source, after plans had been 
submitted by Desmond. Fitzgerald; 
how after looking over various 
plants, and how finally when they 
were nearly ready to call for bids on 
steam pumps for the new station as 
well as for the old station, their at- 
tention was called to the use of Pro- 
ducer gas. 

They made investigations along 
this line with the result that they 
called for bids for an equipment of 
this character. He then told of the 
working’ of the producer gas plant, 
how the gas 1s pr odueed, etc., and the 
great saving obtained in the opera- 
tion of this kind of plant over the old 
steam plant. 

He next dwelt upon some of the ac- 
tual results obtained, in which he 
said in part: 

‘“Tt occurs to me, however, that it 
might interest this meeting more to 
hear some- results of actual station 
duty..under every day conditions of 
operation rather than any discus- 
sion of duties resulting from the pro- 
vision and maintenance of ideal con- 
ditions throughout the run,-the ev- 
ery day results being those we have 
to work with. 

‘““As you will note, we draw our 
water from two sources and run 
both plants throughout the year mix- 
ing the water. 

“The home plant has its hardest 


work in the summer when the load is 
greatest and the cold ground water 
is desired, making long runs at near- 


ly its full capacity. 
_‘*The Gravel Pond plant on the 


Mr. Al- - 


other hand runs more nearly uni- 
formly, pumping about eight hours 
a day in the summer and five or six 
hours a day in the winter, and at 
two-thirds its rating. 

~ ‘Under these conditions, the Home 
Plant gave for the summer months 
a pumping duty including standov- 
er from 104,000,000 to 135,000,000 
foot pounds, averaging about 120,- 
000,000 foct pounds per 100 pounds 
of fuel. 

‘“‘During other months when the 
plant is run but two or three days 
per week, and about five or six hours 
per day, and stands over the balance 
of the time, our duties including all 
standovers will average about 75,- 
000,000 for a two day run a week. 

‘““The results at the Gravel Pond 
Station, haying due regard to the 
fact that the plant is run fewer 
hours per day and at a lower ratio 
to its capacity, are quite as good as 
those at the home station. 

‘From January 1910, to January 
1, 1911, the Home Station pumped 
50,880,000 gallons against a total 
head of 260 feet at an expenditure 
of coal of 181,609 pounds. This gives 
a duty of 83.3 millions for the entire 
year. 


‘‘At the Pond Station we have in 
the same time pumped 66,580 gal- 
lons at an expenditure of 175,479 
pounds of coal or at a duty of 73.4 
millions. 

‘These figures I would emphasize 
are including all standovers and 
items of every sort, and include four 
to seven months when the plants are 
run but about six hours a day for 
but two or three days each week. 

“‘T would further emphasize the 
fact that, remembering what I have 
stated, the economical running of a 
producer depends on the skill of the 
operator in handling his fire, the 
above duties represent the combined 
handling of several men during the 
year. 

‘“We are well satisfied with the re- 
sult when we are able to pump some 
118,000,000 gallons of water against 
a mean total head of 246 feet with a 
total coal bill of 15314 tons. 

‘‘Our installations are for a total 
of 230 H. P. and cost us above the 
foundations, exclusive of pumps, 
$22,000.00 or a little less than $96.00 
per bi HE. 

‘Including the pumps the cost he 
the total equipment on foundation 
was about $32,000.00. 

‘“‘The experience of the Depart- 
ment at Manchester is that all the 
operators who have run these two 
plants have learned their work 
readily and had no special difficulty 
in operating.

“J. A cool, clean, uniform fire 
must be maintained in the producer 
and to obtain this, operators must 
learn from experience -how to care 
for and maintain their fires and be 
persistent in so doing. 

“2. The operator must keep the 
engine clean, and well oiled and the 
ignition and compression in perfect 
order. 


“3 For the best economy the 


plants should be run at least 10 


hours per day, as a long standover 
and consequent cleaning and longer 
blowing up, use coal to no purpose. 

“4. That under the best condi- 
tions a station duty at full load of 
150,000,000 foot pounds per 100 
pounds of coal can be obtained and 
a station duty for the summer 
months of 125,000,000 and for the 
year including about six months 
when runs of but two or three days 
of six hours each are made, of about 
80,000,000 obtained. 

**5. That our fuel cost with coal 
at $5.00 varies for 1,000,000 gallons 
raised one foot, from an average of 
1 73-100. cents in summer to 2 78-100 
eents in the short runs and long 
standovers of winter, and even when 
taken for the year and under the 


adverse conditions mentioned, the 


average for the year is 214 cents. 

“Those of us who were responsi- 
ble for this installation feel that the 
results we have obtained and are 
daily obtaining, are sufficient to 
show that in the field of water sup- 
ply pumping plants where condi- 
tions are at all similiar to those at 
Manchester Gas Producer plants can 
be managed very economically and 
efficiently and make a decided sav- 
ing in operation as compared with 
the steam plant which in such cases 
would be adopted’’. 

Mr. Allen had a collection of pic- 
tures which he cast upon a screen 
to more fully illustrate his talk. 

The Manchester plant, we might 
add, is regarded as one of the model 
pumping plants in New England, 
with its gas producing power ma- 
chinery, instead of the old-time 
steam pumps, and also with its new 
concrete standpipe. Committees and 
engineers from other cities and 
towns all over the east have been 
here or have made inquiries about 
the plant, and several of the en- 
gineering papers throughout the 
country have had articles on it. 

The success of the new plant re- 
flects great credit upon the town and 
especially upon the comnittee and 
engineer and others who were instru- 
mental in seeing it established.

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The early establishment of agri- 
cultural schools in Essex County is 
being considered by the state board 
of education. 


Danvers, the Merrimac Valley, 
Topsfield and Beverly have been 
suggested as districts for such 
schools. 

Beverly or some other spot on the 


North Shore has been suggested as a 
centre. It has been urged that an 
agricultural school might be estab- 
lished and equipped by subscriptions 
{rom wealthy residents, and that a 
district for its maintenance might 
well be made up of Beverly, Wen- 
ham, Ifamilton, Essex, Manchester, 


Gloucester, Rockport and perhaps 
Ipswich. Such a school it is urged, 
should provide instruction in gener- 
al farming, and should also give par- 


ticular attention to landscape gar- 
dening. 


It is a well known fact that North 
Shore country seats demand much 
skilled agricultural and horticultur- 
al work of all kinds, and that for 
meeting this demand the establish- 
ment and maintenance by the means 
above named of a somewhat special- 
ized agricultural school would be 
warranted. There appears to be no 
little merit in this proposal, and the 
transportation conveniences would 
make a school in this locality acces- 
sible to a large district. 


Two hundred and _ ninety-nine 
years ago this month on the cold, 
bleak shores of Cape Cod Bay, Mass., 
the intrepid little band of passen- 
gers who reverently disembarked 
there from the Mayflower two 
months before were battling against 
the pangs of hunger and tormented 
by the menace of ultimate starvation.

Out of the virgin soil of the wilder- 
ness that once stretched westward 
from Cape Cod to the Pacific sea- 
board have sprung this year agri- 
cultural products worth $8,000,000,- 
000 a record never before attained 
by any single nation in the world in 
any one year. 

Our national wealth has grown 
from $750,000,000 in 1791 to the 
prodigous sum of $125,000,000,000 
on January Ist last—twice that of 
the United Kingdom of Great Brit- 
ain, Scotland and Ireland and three 
times that of either France or Ger- 
many, our three closest competitors. 
Despite our enormous growth in 
population we now have a per capita 
capital of $1,859 where we had but 
$183 in 1791. We are the world’s 
greatest manufacturers as well as its 
most extensive and richest agricul- 
turalists. We mine more coal and 
extract more gold, silver, copper, 
and iron out of the ground than any 
two countries in the universe. We 
are prosperous beyond the most ex- 
travagant picture ever painted in 
faney by fertile human imagination. 
Unable to profitably employ all our 
own capital at home, we use our 
surplus millions to finance tobacco 
plantations in Porto Rico and the 
Phillipines, sugar plantations in Cu- 
ba, coffee plantations in Brazil and

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rubber plantations in British Guian- 
na and thus add to our rapidly ac- 
cumulating revenues. 

Favored by nature, blessed by 
Providence, admired by the world, 
everybody’s friend and nobody’s 
avowed enemy, endowed with mar- 
velous physical vigor, animated by 
such enterprise as no other nation 
has even shown, flattered and toast- 
ed the earth over, we should be su- 
premely happy. But we arn’t. 

We fret and fume because a rail- 
road president talks pessimistically 
of the future, as if he was inspired 
or had any better opportunity of 
foreseeing things in advance of their 
advent than the rest of the communi- 
ty who make no presence to being 
prescient. 

Pessimism never declared a divi- 
dend or built two houses where there 
was one before. Like the flea on the 
pessimist is inevitable. 
While his persistent propensity of 
reminding us of his presence may 
intermittently annoy and _ harass, 
when all is said and done, he euts lit- — 
tle ice. How literally true this is 
was never more forcibly or interest- 
ingly emphasized than in the figures 
of our national material pre-emin- 
ence now available. He indeed must 
be a queer American who in the con- 
templation of the stupendous devel- 
opment of his country and its epo- 
chal achievements does not feel a 
sense of patriotic exaltation as he 
reads and studies the significance of 
the record of its growth and trans- 
cending accomplishments since that 
intrepid little band of pilgrims brav- 
ed the terrors of the sea to plant 
their standard on our then inhospi- 
table shores.

Prospects of Trunk Railroad Elec- 
trification. 


The long silence of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Electric 
Railroad regarding the cost of oper- 
ation of its electric system between 
Stamford and New York, has grown 
to be significant; for it has been 
realized that, if the economies which 
it was hoped electrification would 
show, as compared with the results 
obtained under the old steam opera- 
tion, had been obtained, the com- 
pany would have been only too 
pleased to make an announcement to 
that effect. Both the New York 
Central & Hudson River Railroad 
Company, which equipped its sub- 
urban and terminal lines with a dir- 
ect-current system, and the New 
Haven, whose installation is of the 
alternating-current type, have testi- 
fied to the great benefits of an opera- 
tive and general physical character 
which have resulted from _ the 
change; but until very recently 
neither of these roads has made pub- 
lie the eagerly awaited figures on 
the relative costs of operation. 

The Legislature of Massachusetts 
some time ago directed the railroad 
companies operating within the met- 
ropolitan limits of Boston to make 
plans for the electrification of their 
passenger service in the district, and 
submit the results of their studies 
to a joint board on metropolitan im- 


It is published in Hubbard. 
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provement. This has brought forth 
from the New Haven Company the 
statement that the estimates for the 
complete equipment of the New 
Haven and the Boston & Maine rail- 
roads, within the Boston metropoli- 
tan district, amount to a total of 
$32,751,942. It is pointed out that 
the proposed restriction of the elec- 
trical operation to the metropolitan 
district has but little relation to the 
flow and volume of traffic, and that 
it would render necessary the estab- 
lishment of costly intermediate ter- 
minals at some thirteen different 


points on the boundary of the metro-. 


politan district for accommodating 
both steam and electric motors. All 
trains passing through these trans- 
fer points must be subjected to a de- 
lay of three or four minutes in both 
directions. 

Then follows an interesting re- 
ference to the results obtained at 


_ New York, where, it seems, in spite 


of the more favorable conditions, 
due to the greater density of traffic 
and the simpler track system, the 
records of the New Haven Company 
demonstrate that, under present con- 
ditions, where a joint steam and el- 
ectric service is being maintained, 
the electric train service not only 
fail to earn any interest upon the 
large amount of capital invested, 
but that it has also increased the 
cost of operation. 

Mr. McHenry goes on to say that 
no general substitution of electric 
for steam traction should be made 
unless the substitute is complete, in- 
cluding passenger and freight oper- 
ation, and yard switching in addi- 
tion. He also urges that in making 
such substitution, the operation 
should inelude the full length of run 
or engine distriet.—Scientific Ameri- 
can.

Of 
raw cotton alone the year’s export 
amounted to 450 million dollars; of 
meat and dairy products, 130 mil- 
lion; of wheat and corn, partly in 
the grain and partly in the form of 
flour and meal, nearly 125 million; 
of iron and steel manufactures, 180 
million; of petroleum and_ other 
mineral oils, 100 million; and of cop- 
per manutactures, nearly 90 million 


dollars, and so on down the list. 
The countries, colonies and other 
territorial divisions to which these

MANCHESTER’S OLD-TIME TAVERNS. 


In his presentation speech on New 
Year’s Eve, co-incident with the 
presentation of a handsome mahog- 
any desk to Landlord Kenney of the 
Manchester House, Lyman W. Floyd 
made the following allusion to Man- 
chester’s old-time taverns, the ac- 
count of which we were unable to 
print last week. Mr. Floyd said: 

‘Through the courtesy of the gen- 
tlemen here assembled and such as 
would gladly be present were they 
not unavoidably detained, it has 
been delegated to me to perform a 
very pleasant duty. It is eminently 
fitting, however, that before proceed- 
ing to that which may be of more 
special interest to our host, we turn 
back the historic pages to the earlier 
years of our town history’’. Mr. 
Floyd spoke of coming to Manches- 


ter in 1888 and dwelt briefly on the, 


hotel conditions as they existed at 
that time, contrasting the Old with 
the New order of things. Continu- 
ing he said: 

‘‘Few, if any of the gentlemen 
gathered here, know of the old tav- 
erns which existed in earlier years. 
It is an item of town history that 
the first public tavern was located 
at the corner of School and North 
streets, the same being built some- 
time prior to 1700. It had a long 
slanting roof, small windows and ac- 
commodations consistent with the 
day and generation, affording cheer

Old age, be- 
reavement, life’s failures and disap- 
pointments call for a saintly patience. 

But youth needs another sort—the 
patience that overcomes adverse con- 
ditions. Cheerfully making the most 
of meager opportunities, singing in- 
stead of sighing along toilsome ways, 
getting even a child’s grip on the best 
things and holding on while slowly 
the worth of it all unfolds—these are 
the ways of patience for the young. 

Job gives us the right.starting point. 
The conditions of poverty or dullness, 
of weakness of body or weakness of 
will, must not make us lose heart. 
They are simply handicaps which re- 
quire to be overcome by patience and 
perseverance. While these two traits 
are often associated with each other, 
there is a difference between them. 
Perseverance is active—to achieve.

poetry that has been favorably noticed 
by critics in many lands.

During the olden times men monop- 


own selfish purposes, they are doing 
the same today. In those times the 
rich people seemed to get all while 
the poor felt the heavy burden fall 
on them. It is so today to a great 
For is it not a fact that 
if a man has money today he can 
do almost anything the same as in 
those days? We today have only 
a narrow conception of life, if we 
fail to be interested in the social 
question. 

Jesus Christ is interested in mod- 
ern industry and so it is therefore 
valuable that we spend three Sun- 
days on the industrial question. 
What message has Jesus Christ to- 
day for the modern employer? It 


is a three-fold message. 


I. To do justice. That is the first 
requirement Jesus makes. Capital 
is so highly organized today that 
rarely do we see one man with 
money enough to own a large rail- 
road, or steam ship line. Capital- 
ists combine, they unite their cap- 
ital for one great industry or under- 
taking. They get others interested 
in it, to take shares, thus they build 
up a gigantic organization. If con- 
ducted properly this is a grand 
thing. But oftentimes after capital 
is so thoroughly organized and the 
organizers have becbme wealthy be- 
yond their dreams of avarice, they 
say to the working man, “We ‘don’t 
want you to organize, we want to 
hire and discharge no matter what 
the cause; we simply want to write 
‘your services no longer required’ on 
the pay envelope without any ex- 
plantation.’’ To say this most effec- 
tively the employers have organized 
themselves into ‘‘Employers’ Or- 
ganization,’’ etc. There are some as- 
sociations that are conservative and 
long-headed enough to deal with or- 
ganized labor justly. I am here be-

loved, this morning to deal justly 
with both employers and employees. 
But I am also here to condemn 
those associations known as ‘‘ Union 
Smashers’’, which are doing all they 
can to break up the Union and work- 
ing men’s rights. This is not help- 
ing the cause of industrial peace and 
it is also contrary to the demands 
of Jesus Christ for justice. For what 
does the Lord require of thee, but to 
do justice? We know when there 
are a lot of industrial plants they 
are working against each other. But 
when they combine they work to- 
gether. It is a great saving if they 
are managed for the good of man- 
kind in general. The same rules 
that apply to organization of capit- 
alists will apply to organization of 
the working men. The capitalists 
are so powerful they get legislation 
favorable to their own _ interests. 
They sometimes import working 
men whom they keep unorganized 
to keep down and hold back the 
American working man, who _ is 
coming to be more highly organized. 
I do not believe that there are two 
standards, one for employers and 
another for employee. I believe in 
the square deal for both employer 
and employee. What doth the Lord 
require of thee, but to do justice? 
This is the first great requirement. 
We must insist that the employ- 
er be just with the employee. Jus- 
tice is a great word. If working 
men require justice of employer, so 
the employer demands just of the 
employee. The employer demands 
that the working men who are or- 
ganized shall keep their agreement. 
I am sorry to say organized labor 
has not always kept their agree- 
ments, as a result the employer has 
lost thousands of dollars. The 
strike when rightly used is beneficial 
to organized labor. The sympathy 
strike is In some instances a help. 
But there is a limit to that right. If 
for instance there is a strike among 
the textile workers, and they go to 
the carpenters to go out and help 
them. But if those carpenters have 
made an agreement with their em- 
ployers to work for the same wages 
say for 5 years, they are bound in 
the sight of God to keep that agree- 
ment, and cannot go out on a strike, 
no matter how much they may be in 
sympathy with their fellow work- 
ers. And to break that agreement 
is a crime in the sight of God. Em- 


ployers demand that the labor lead- 
ers be wise, long-headed and free 
from graft. If a delegate is a man 
of no principle he becomes an in- 
jury to the labor union, and a tool 
in the hands of the trusts. Union 
men will sometimes be found who 
attend the meetings simply to carry 
back a full report of the business 
transactions to the employer. The 
working men do not as a rule be- 
heve in that sort of thing. They 
don’t want such a man as their lead- 
er. It is also a great and just thing 
that membership in a union should 
mean character and fitness. When 
that is so, it will be a great day for 
employer and employee. The Stand- 
ard day work should also be abol- 
ished. 

Society and the world at large are 
interested in a large production. The 
employers and consumers resent 
anything that limits a man’s out put. 
The standard day’s work, or dicta- 
ting how much a man should do, is 
the enemy of the short day. There 
must be no loafing, no shiftlessness, 
for poor work and slow work is the 
enemy of the employee. The em- 
ployer also demands that the labor 
press deal truthfully and calmly 
with the questions of times and not 
falsify. But in seeking fair play 
they must give fair play in return. 

2. The second requirement of the 
employer is to love merey. <A few 
months ago the newspapers gave an 
account of a man who fell into a 
tank of quid metal and was never 
seen. These things are commonly 
happening. Who this man was the 
papers didn’t state. Maybe he left 
a wife, and little children, maybe 
an aged father or mother depending 
on him for support. These industrial 
accidents are causing untold heart- 
aches. Many are killed every week, 
or crippled for hfe in machinery. 
The great burder of all this rested 
largely on the American working 


man. Labor has many heavy bur- 
dens to bear. Some people are now 
beginning to ‘see that’ they should 
share in the loss. Modern industry 
is so complicated that thére will 
result a loss of human life. It is 
time that more of the employers 
arose to the oceasion and took an in- 
terest in the modern working man 
and their human lives. Merey re- 
quires that we do all we ean to 
bear the burden of loss of human 
lives, Some forget justice and say 
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we will be merciful. The Ameri- 
can working man wants justice not 
eharity. Some people think that 
the way they spend their money will 
justify the. way it is earned. The 
end never yet justified the means. 
The means must be correct—must 
be just. What is the value of money 
if it has been gained at the expense 
of life. Beyond justice there must 
be merey and loving kindness. 

3. In the third place Christ requir- 
es that the modern employer walk 
humbly with God. 

Some people will say a business 
man cannot be a Christian, cannot 
walk humbly with God. There are 
three ways to walk humbly with 
‘God. (1). By determined efforts. It 
is useless to rush into modern in- 
dustry regardless of God and reli- 
gion or merey and justice, for if one 
does the chances are one will never 
walk humbly with God. But if a 
man puts his mind on God and right- 
eousness he will come out strong and 
he will forge ahead. 

(2). We must remember the heart 
of the universe is moral. We can’t 
see God, but if we could only see, 
we would see Jesus here this morn- 
ing, to bring mankind to a know- 
ledge of God. Jesus Christ is work- 
ing in this world to give us strength 
to overcome obstacles and tempta- 
tions im modern industry. (3). 
To ac! nowledge Jesus Christ. If we 
try to enter the industrial life with- 
out Jesus Christ we will fail to walk 
humbly with God. We must have 
Faith in Jesus Christ because he is 
the way, the truth and the life. 

If we take Jesus Christ into our 
lives he will illumine and give light 
where there was darkness. The em- 
ployer and employee in all places in 
life are face to face with Christ. He 
is interested in you. He is working 
for the moral good of this universe. 
Listen to him and his’ word. 
After vou have recognized him God 
grant that the great Captain of in- 
dustry.’ shall say ‘‘Well done, good 
and faithful servant, enter thou into 
the joys of thy Lord’’. It is only a 
few years we stay here, others will 
enter into our walks of life. Let us 
see to it that we are faithful to our 
responsibilities, so that we may hear 
Christ sav when that last grand day 
comes, *‘ Well done, well done.”’

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WORLD-WIDE CONTRIBUTIONS 
TO ‘THE COMFORTS OF AMERI- 
CAN HOMES. 


The contributions which people of 
other parts of the world are making 
to the comforts and requirements of 
homes in the United States are quite 
as interesting as the subject of last 
week’s discussion, regarding the ar- 
ticles which producers in the United 
States had contributed to the com- 
forts of homes in other parts of the 
world. Our tea, out coffee, our 
corks, our:bananas, our camphor, our 
licorice, our pepper, nutmegs and 
other spices, our silk, some of our 
cotton, a considerable part of our 
wool and, strange as it may appear, 
some part of the onions, potatoes, 
and cheese consumed in the United 
States are brought from other coun- 


tries and in many cases from the op- 
posite side of the globe and out of 
the way parts of the world. 

Few people would suppose, for ex- 
ample, that this great agricultural 
country imports onions, or potatoes, 
or clover seed, or honey; yet the 
value of onions imported in 1907 and 
1908 was nearly a million dollars in 
each year, and they came from 
Kgypt, Australia, Japan, the Canary 
Islands, Uruguay, Cuba, the British 
W. Indies, Bermuda, Canada, Mexico 
and Spain. Of potatoes more than 
3 1-2 million dollars’ worth were im- 
ported in 1909, the largest contri- 
buting country being Scotland with 
over 1 millon dollars’ worth, Ire- 
land and Great Britain, each three 
quarters of a million dollars’ worth, 
and the remainder largely from Eu- 
ropean countries and, in smaller 
quantities, from the British West 
Indies, Australia, and even China 
and Japan. Pepper, of course, is 
not produced in the United States 
and it is not surprising, therefore, 
that 2 million dollars’ worth is im- 
ported annually, much of it from the 
Dutch E. Indies, although largely ac- 
credited to the Straits Settlements, 
the southernmost point of eastern 
Asia, to which this merchandice is 
transhipped from the East Indian Is- 
lands, known a century ago as the 
‘‘Spice Islands ;’’ while smaller quan- 
tities come direct from Netherlands, 
the country which has for so, many 
years administered the government 
of those islands and_ controlled 
largely their lines of production. 
Nutmegs, of which the importations 
amount to a quarter million dollars 
a year, are also drawn chiefly from 
the ‘‘Spice Islands’’, or the Dutch 
East Indies. 

One would scarcely expect that 
such an agricultural country as the 
United States would find it neces- 
sary to import clover seed, but the 
quantity imported runs as high as 
20 million pounds a year, chiefly 
from Germany and in smaller quan- 
tities from France, Italy, and Scot- 
land. Sausage easings, which we 
would scarcely expect to see import- 
ed into a country slaughtering food 
animals in such large numbers, are 
imported to the value of from 2 to 
3 million dollars a year, by far the 
largest contributor being England, 
from which the importations in 1909 
were over 1 1-2 million dollars, the 
remainder being from widely scat- 
tered countries, from Germany, Tur-

key in Europe, China, Australia, and 
Turkey in Asia. Natural gas is an- 
other article which we would scaree- 


ly expect to see imported, yet the im- 
portations run as high as $50,000 per 


annum, being piped across the river 
from Canada at or near Niagara 


Falls. 
Of the more commonly used arti- 


cles of which other parts of the 


world are the chief source, sugar is 
the largest in value, its importations 
ranging about 100 million dollars a 
year from foreign countries and 70 
million dollars a year from our own 
island possessions, Hawaii, Porto Ri- 
co, and ‘the Philippines. 
of that coming from foreign coun- 
tries is drawn from Cuba, which sup- 
plied us last fiscal year with 346 mil- 
lion pounds valued at 9314 million 
dollars. Of coffee, the importations 
range from 60 to 75 million dollars 


a year and in exceptional years as 


high as 100 million. The bulk of this 
comes from Brazil, though a con- 
siderable portion comes from Java, 
Mexico, Central America, and the 
northern section of South America, 
and a comparatively small quantity 
from Africa. The tea importations, 
which amount to from 12 to 18 mil- 
lion dollars a year, come chiefly 
from Japan, China, and India, much 
of the latter, howey er, reaching the 
United States by w ay of England. 

One would scarcely expect to see 
raw cotton imported into the United 
States in view of the fact that she 
produces three fourths of the eottcn 
of the world, but the value of cotton 
imports run as high as $20, 000,000 
a year, the bulk of it coming from 
Hegypt, though Mexico and Peru con- 
tribute considerable quantities, even 
India, China, the Dutch Hast Indies 
and the British West Indies make 
small contributions. 

All of the raw silk used in the 
United States in manufacturing the 
150 million dollars’ worth of silk 
coods turned out annually by our

factories is brought from other parts 


ot the world, chiefly from Japan 
and China, though in smaller quanti- 
fies from Italy and France. To the 
112 million dollars’ worth of hides 
and skins imported last year, nearly 
every grand division contributed. 
Of goat skins alone the imports last 
year amounted to 30 million dollars, 
brought from such distant countries 
as India, China. the Straits Settte- 
ments, Persia, Moroceo, the Belgian 
Kongo, and Madagascar. :

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Development of Masconomo Park, Manchester. 


Commissioners Have Had Plans Prepared by Olmsted Bros. Two Schemes—One Being to Enlarge 


the Area of Park, the Other to Accept the Present Natural Boundaries of the Park. 


At the last annual Town Meet- 
ing the Board of Park Commis- 
sioners of Manchester, was in- 
structed to have prepared, and to 
present to the town, a set of plans 
along the line of some definite 
scheme of precedure for the de- 
veloping of the Masconomo Park.

something less than half of the area 
has been raised to the general level of 
Beach street, and a sea-wall has been 
constructed along the 
the park from Beach street for a dis- 
tance of about 325 feet. At the end of 
the wall a public boat-landing has been 
established, and to it a driveway has 
been built substantially along the lines 
of the plan. Except where the sea-wall 
has been built the filling has not been 
carried far enough to test the idea 
shown on Mr. Curtis’s plan for a rip- 
rap shore which is intended to support 
the filling and protect it against the 
action of the waves. 

It is our understanding that your 
Commission is now doubtful of the wis- 
dom of proceeding further along the 
lines of Mr. Curtis’s plan, partly be- 
cause itis not clear to you what the 
resulting effect of the work will be and 
partly because there is a desire to fill 
out to the very limits of the park, thus 
creating as large an area of solid 
ground as possible. 


Restore the Old Dam. ; 

Another suggestion which your Com- 
mission has under consideration is that 
of restoring the old dam and of hold- 
ing back the water of the estuary so 
that its mud bottom may not become 
visible during low tides. Furthermore, 
we understand that the general arrange- 
ment of the planting has been found 
impracticable of execution largely be-

cause of the nature of the soil. It 
should of course be stated that Mr. 
Curtis’s plan which you loaned us is 
quite general in character and does 
not show the relation of the proposed 
level of the park to that of Beach street, 
to the old level of the marsh and the 
varying elevations of the tides. We 
question the advisability of so many 
walks as have been proposed and cer- 
tainly we should like to see large units 
ort turf unbroken by paths of planta- 
tions, The location of the boat-landing 
is, of course, fixed by the channel 
to it and this feature, in relation to the 
sea-wall, seems to us good, but we do 
not like the location of the driveway 
to the landing because it monopolizes 
too much of the area of the park, and 
we see no point in starting it opposite 
Tappan street. We believe it should be 
located alongside of a walk that would 
follow along the top of the sea-wall 
from Beach street. 


Let us consider the more fundamen- 
tal matters concerning the development 
of the park; that is the treatment of 
the shore line, the extent to which the 
park should be filled and the relation 
that this filling should bear to Beach 
street on one side and the water of the 
harbor on the other. There is no doubt 


of the economy and probable practica- 


bility of carrying out the idea of restor- 
ing the old dam and maintaining an 
expanse of water to the south of the 
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should be kept unless upon further in- 
vestigation it is found to be unstable. 
Ot course the wall is essential so long 
as the small parcel of private land 
exists next to the park on Beach 
street. If this land were taken 
by your Commission the  treat- 
ment of this side of the park might be 
treated otherwise than with a retaining 
wall, although we are inclined to think 
the wall the best treatment. We do 
not think there is sufficient space re- 
maining outside the limits of the marsh 
to make it worth while to extend the 
area of the park to its present bound- 
aries, which alone would warrant the 
adoption of a rip-rap construction to 
secure the edge. Such a treatment of 
the edge is rough and out of keeping 
and would not be at all useable by the 
people, but on the other hand dangerous 
for children and careless persons to 
climb about on. The wash of the water 
is not sufficient we believe to call for 
this treatment of the edge. The real 
problem as we see it is to obviate the 
objectionable mud flats and this can 
best be done we believe by dredging. 

Manchester Harbor Should be Reclaim- 

ed by Dredging. 

There is still a more comprehensive 
solution of the problem, which appeals 
to us because it will provide an oppor- 
tunity to improve and develop the har- 
bor itself and would increase the area 
of the park land. This plan is best set 
forth in the accompanying sketch. We 
believe we are within reason when we 
assume that Manchester Harbor ought 
to be reclaimed by dredging, although 
it may cost a good deal and require 
many years for its accomplishment. Ex- 
cept for this one drawback the harbor 
is especially good and if improved 
would become more and more used, 
if not for the commercial purpose at 
least for pleasure boating, which the 
town, we believe, would do well to 
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encourage, particularly in view of the 
increasing use of the motor-boat. 

It will be seen by our sketch map we 
propose that the town should secure all 
the marsh land abutting upon Beach 
street and the high land of the Smith 
estate out to a line drawn approximate- 
ly parallel to Beach street and passing 
through the southerly extremity of the 
park where the old dam exists. Within 
this area we would raise the land to the 
general level of Beach street, but would 
slope the filling from the street toward 
the harbor. ‘l'he manner of treating the 
edge of this area against the water of 
the harbor needs further study, but if 
practicable we should prefer not to 
make use of a sea wall, but rather a 
shore line as low as the tides would per- 
mit. The filling for this operation would 
be obtained by dredging the bottom of 
the harbor and estuary or basin back 
of the old dam as well as the material 
in the dam itself. Thus a broad ex- 
panse of water would be secured which 
would add materially to the breadth of 
the harbor and increase the avail- 
ability by water approach of the solid 
of the Smith estate for which improve- 
ment the ‘’own should receive at least 
free of cost all marsh land necessary 
for the completion of the scheme own- 
ed by the Smith estate or others that 
may be benefited. In other words, we 
believe it would be feasible through 
the co-operation of the Town and such 
private owners directly concerned, to 
unite upon a scheme that would prove 
of mutual advantage. 


Enlarge Area of Park. 

The present area of Masconomo Park 
is not large eno gh, we believe, for the 
purposes it may serve and accordingly 
would recommend particularly the en- 
largement or its width from Beach 
street to the water. In a general way 
the westerly boundary of the park 
should be parallel to Beach street 
and have a breadth of 450 feet, 
If possible the park frontage should be 
extended in a southerly direction to 
include all the marsh land existing 
there. 


As to the general treatment of the 
park, we believe that there should be 
adequate provision made for all such 
forms of out-of-door recreation as may 
be needed from time to time by the 
people, such, for instance, as a single 
reserved area at least 400 feet square 
for baseball games. There should be 
a walk inside the park following along 
the side of Beach street and also a 
promenade following the water edge of 
the park. These are the primary lines 
of walks; there would be others of a 
secondary importance, but these, we 
believe, would be limited in number 
so that as much of the area of the park 
may be left unbroken and the views 
across it uninterrupted. After all the 
park affords a point of vantage from 
which the harbor views may be enjoyed 
and its design should be drawn accord- 
ing to this idea. Since the harbor it- 
self is the striking feature of the place 
we would recommend securing the shore 
line at the foot of the embankment of 
the railroad from Beach street to the 
railroad bridge over the Channel to the 
upper harbor. We believe it would be 
feasible at least to secure sufficient 
rights to enable the Commission to 
plant a row of trees at the foot of the 
embankment to partially mask it from 


view for now it is decidedly the most 
ugly feature of the harbor. 


In order to satisfactorily advise your . 


Commission as to the development of 
Masconomo Park in accordance with 
the suggestions above outlined, it is 
necessary that a map be prepared of 
the upper part of the harbor in the 
neighborhood of the park, showing all 
controlling elevations of the land, 
streets, retaining walls, drain outlets 
and culverts, also the elevations of the 
mean high and low tides and the flow 
line of the highest known tide. The 
map should show the varying properties 
included within the limits of our ac- 
companying sketch so that the subject 
may be studied in a broad way. We 
should like to be informed what legal 
rights the Commission may possess: in 
the land at present and what other 
legal ownerships there may be in any 
water-rights such as those we under- 
stand existed in the old dam. 

Our charge for the preparation of 
preliminary, detailed grading and plant- 
ing j;lans will be $300.00, plus ex- 
penses of draughting and other labor in 
the study and preparation of them, in 
accordance with our printed circular, a 
copy of which we enclose herewith.

Dear Sir:— 

We are sending you today under 
separate cover ovr preliminary plan for 
Masconomo Park and sections and pro- 
file of drive. 

In our letter to you of August 11th, 
1910, we set fourth two schemes for the 
treatment of the park:—one being to 
enlarge the area of the park very con- 
siderably by dredging the mud flats 
and filling out the present boundaries 
of the park to include the area south of 
the present boundary, which at present 
is marsh land and Day’s Creek; the 
other scheme being to accept the pre- 
sent natural boundaries of the park 
and to design the park within these 
limits. The plan we submit to you now 
is in accordance with the second 
scheme. 

On pages 5, 6 and 7 of our letter to 
you of August 11, 1910, we have set 
forth the main considerations: affecting 
this scheme of developing the park ac- 
cording to its present limits. We have 
accepted the present sea-wall extend- 
ing from Beach street to the wharf 
without any change. From this wharf, 
extending around the end of the park to 
a point on the south side, we have shown 
a revetment which will carry an iron 
railing on top to protect the walk 
which will be on the top of the re- 
vetment. We think it would be better 
to build this revetment with a con- 
cave face to the waves rather than 
with a vertical face, provided a firm 
foundation can be established at the 
toe of the revetment. Such a concave 
face will throw back the waves and 
will thus protect the walk, trees and 
turf better than a vertical face will. 

We have provided one drive which 
enters from Beach street at the north- 
ern corner of the park, which is the 
logical point where carriages would 
turn in, This drive goes past the 


. 
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wharf, which we have shown changed 
into a shelter and Janding, and then 
makes a loop at the end of the park 
where the outlook is good over the har- 
bor. To inerease the effect of making 
this end of the park command the har- 
bor we have made this slightly the 
highest part of the land and have 
thrown out a semi-circular buttress 
from the sea-wall to give a lookout 
point. The differences in elevation 
over the park are, however, slight, ow- 
ing to our desire to economize in the 
amount of filling called for. 

The system of walks is designed to 
give the public the best possible use 
of the park, with no unnecessary walks 
and with as large an open space in the 
center of the park as possible. This 
open field is slightly hollowed, which, 
with the surrounding planting that we 
have shown, gives it a sense of being 
enclosed within the park. 

The masses of planting are arranged 
to shvt out as much as possible the 
traffic on Beach street and to give 
pleasing landscape compositions from 
variovs points of view within the park 
itself. We have shown the location 
for the boulder monument to Mascono- 
mo, also position for a bubble drinking 
fovntain. 


The fence along Beach street 
could well be constructed: of granite 


posts and iron chains which is appro- 
priate for ovr New England seaport 
towns. The fence along the top of the 
seawall and revetment should be of 
iron, designed to prevent little child- 
ren from falling through and also com- 
fortable for adults to lean upon when 
they look ovt over the harbor. 

The bandstand we think quite im- 
portant for the park, and we have 
placed it in the most prominent position 


and surrounded it with the road and 
walks. This will make an excellent 
place for band concerts on summer 
evenings. 


It seems to vs quite necessary to pro- 
vide some shelter. We have therefore 
shown such a building erected on the 


wharf. It provides a floor space 25 ft. 
by 40 ft., which is rather small. How- 


ever, this will serve to protect from 175 
to 200 people in case of sudden showers, 
and may be sufficient for the present. 

I'he profile and sections show the 
amount of filling required to carry out 
this plan. While the amount will be 
large it is the least that can be done 
to get a satisfactory result. The lowest 
point we show on the path on the south 
side is only 10 1-2 inches above your 
hizh tide of the 21lst,—record of which 
Mr. Allen kindly sent us immediately. 
We therefore feel that the filling could 
not be less; and if possible we should 
prefer to increase it by at least a foot 
on the east side of the band stand to 
iacrease the effect of this point. 

After your Commission has examined 
this preliminary plan, and if it is ae- 
cepted, we will send some plans show- 
ing details of construction. Before the 
bids for the work of filling are ealled 
for by you we should have worked up 
the planting plan enough to indicate 
on }lan and to specity where the tree 
pits and where the shrub beds are to 
be, in order to have sufficient depth of 

topsoil in these places and to be 
omical with it on areas where less 
will be required.

Parent-Teacher Association Heard 
Manual Training Discussed 
by Prof. Reed of 
Salem. 


The Manchester Parent-Teacher 
association held a very interesting 
meeting at the assembly hall of the 
Price Primary school Monday even- 
ing. The exhibit of work by the 
pupils, displayed in the kindergarten 
room, was greatly admired by the 
visitors. There were some fine spe- 
cimens of sewing by the girls, and a 
variety of sloyd articles made by 
the boys of the various grades. 

After the president, Mrs. D. T. 
Beaton had called the meeting to or- 
der and the report of the previous 
meeting had been read by Secretary 
Miss Anne Clark, it was voted that 
the president appoint two dele- 
gates to attend the State Convention 
to be held in Lynn in February, when 
the national president will be present. 
Miss Lothrop will represent the 
teachers and Mrs. Otis M. Stanley 
the parents. After this business Miss 
Brenda Cook rendered a_ beautiful 
vocal solo. 

The speaker of the evening, Prof. 
J. W. Reed of the Salem Normal 
school, was then introduced, and he 
spoke on Manual Training in the 
publie schools, emphasizing the need 
of the work in the lower grades and 
telling how very important the pa- 
per and eard-board work is for the 
children. 

The difference between a trade 
school and a public school, he said, 
is that the former teaches a specific 
trade to a boy, while the public 
schools give a training effective for 
both hands and brain, working to- 
gether. To interest the average child 
start at the home. What the teach- 
ers need today is co-operation of the 


parents. In manual training the 
boy must be given a reasonable 
amount of lee-way under a teacher’s 
skillful guidance, of course.

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For more than a mile the white 
cliff homes of our first Americans 
rise up from ike level to a height of 
from 200 to 600 feet, and so close 
together are they but a thin space 
of the soft rock separates them. 
‘It is a strange sight for we for- 
eigners—we Columbus Americans— 
who don’t know our country. 

Hundreds of years ago, no doubt 
thousands of years ago, these cliffs 
stood prependicular, but time and 
erosian of wind and rain have crum- 
bled and broken down the rocks, 
and where four and five stories of 
human homes were once chiseled, 
now in many places but two and 
three stories stand the crumbling 
rock and the wash of accumulations 
from above having buried the low- 
er or ground floor rooms. 

When these cliff homes were dug 
there was no iron in New Mexico. 
They were scooped out by hand by 
these pre-historic people, carved out 
by pieces of volcanic glass that they 
traveled many miles to the Jemez 
(pronounce it Tlamez) mountains to 
find. 
From the wash at the foot of the 
cliffs I picked up several fine speci- 
’ mens of these glass tools, thick and 
as hard as a beer bottle, and as sure- 
ly glass as if blown in Pittsburg. 
With these fragments that the 
mountains vomited up, these little 
 eliff men burrowed out their homes. 
f The formation of the rock is soft 
- —-well, simply ashes— and I took a 
knife blade and soon made an ex- 
 eavation that would hold my fist. 

But these men did not have knives 
or any metallic substances, and | do 
not wonder their homes were not 
made larger when they had only 
these fragments of glass to dig them 
with. 

I commenced on the ground level 
(what is now the ground) and went 
down the line, crawling into almost 
every home, and I will never forget 
the impressions of awe and mystery 
they gave me.

of glass on hand. Almost every 
room has one excavation lead- 
ing from it, but very few of them 
are high enough for one to stand 
erect or long enough to lie down. 
The Indian farmer, who has custo- 
dy over the Puye cliffs, said that this 
one common side room seems to have 
been a grave and that when a mem- 
ber of the family died he was put 
in this little round room, in a sit- 
ting position and then the room 
walled up and plastered over. He 
said that excavations in many of 
the rooms had proved this and many 
skeletons had been found, not mum- 
mies, either in a sitting position on 
the floor, with back to the rock, or 
in marry eases, forward on the floor 
of the cave, faces down. 

So I take’ it that these second 
rooms chiseled out, plastered and 
left open, were graves waiting for

some one to die, and when they died, 
the corpse was walled in, and an- 
other grave dug—to: be in ‘readiness, 
that the funeral cerémonies might 
not hitch. And yet as I will tell you 
later, there is a great burial ground 
on the messa where hundreds of 
skeletons lie. . . 


Every home is plastered, covered 
with cement, and some have many 
coatings. That is they are plastered 
about half way up the walls, and 
you can plainly see where the plast- 
er ends, and where the smoke com- 
mences. You can hardly stand erect 
in the highest part of the oval 
rooms, so it seems that the walls 
were plastered only so high up as 
would dirty a shirt waist when Mrs. 
Cliff Dweller was sitting on the 
floor with her back to the wall. 


In one room I took my knife and 
cut through seven layers of plaster, 
one laid over the other, each strata 
clearly distinguishable. Whether 
these layers were put on once a year 
or once in a hindred years I ean 
only guess. 

Qn every side of these oval rooms 
are various sizes of nitches, eut in- 
to the walls and plastered. Some 
are high up some on the floor level

The cultivation of puble spirited- 
ness—the community spirit—was the 
keynote of the address of the eve- 
ning at the annual banquet of the 
North Shore Horticultural society in 
Manchester Wedesday evening. 

There is a call for patriotism in 
every community,—in science, in re- 
ligion, in education and in law,—yes, 
in every walk of our life. We need 
lawyers whose talents are consecrat- 
ed at the altar of civic righteousness, 
and whose service to the community 
makes the path of justice easier to 
tread and the ways of vice, crime. 
and injustice more difficult. We need 
leaders in religion with high motives 
and free minds, unbound by the 
shackles of outworn creeds, fearless- 
ly but justly dividing the Word of 
Truth, to live with the strong for 
the weak. We need men of commer- 
cial integrity and honor. We need 
large-hearted and level-headed edi- 
tors impelled by, and only by, high 
principles, never degrading his chair, 
nor paper, nor constituency by 
‘‘tommy-rot, smut and untruth’’ un- 
der disguise as news, advertisement 
or editorial, with a pen dipped in 
caustic for all that is harmful to the 
publie weal, and pen to serve the 
cause of worth. 


To THE many persons still hving 
who remember Horace Greeley as a 
daily figure in the life of New York 
the one hundredth anniversary of 
his birth, which falls on Feb. 3, 1911, 
will have a special significance. By 
those of a later generation no less 
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is tribute due to the memory of a 
man who played a part as editor, 
anti-slavery leader and ardent sup- 
porter of the Union that made him 
one of the leading characters of his 
century. 

The moral force and energy that 
Greeley brought to his work gave 
him a personal influence that to-day 
is difficult to appreciate under 
changed conditions. The blows he 
struck for freedom when the fight 
against human slavery was a doubt- 
ful cause and most needed recruits 
were the expression of convictions 
that ignore popular ill-will and per- 
sonal danger. He was a dangerous 
combatant whose conscience told 
him that he was right regardless of 
majorities and minorities, and time 
and events have fully justified the 
enlightened doctrines that he preach- 
ed with unsparing vehemence. 

Merely as’ the man who brought 
about the nomination of Lincoln, 
Greeley would deserve a fitting 
monument. In journalism, in polli- 
tics and in pubhe life he exercised 
extraordinary power, and in the 
main that power was the result of 
moral ideals that can never die. It 
is well that steps should be taken at 
once to bring about a fitting observ- 
ance of the centennial of his birth. 


On the 25th of January, 1759, Ro- 
bert Burns, the poet, was born in a 
little clay cottage, the first child of 
a Scotch gardener, William Burnes, 
in the parish of Alloway. What a 
place he has made for himself in 
the hearts of men! Well may we 
draw a mantle of charity about his 
failings in remembering the great 
good some of his poems have done 
for man. One cannot write his name 
without realizing the great work the 
Scotch race has done for démocracy. 

Robert Burns will endure because 
of the spirit of democracy, innate in 
man, that found expression for all 
time in ‘‘Is There for Honest Pover- 
ty.’’? It is the universal protest of 
erushed humanity against false vir- 
tue and a social cry for freedom and 
true worth as against lordly station 
and the presumptions of a well-filled 
purse. 


‘¢A prince can mak a belted knight 
A marquis, duke and a’ that! 


But an honest man’s aboon his might— 


Guid faith, he manna fa’ that, 
For: a? that; an’ +a” that, 
Their dignities, an’ a’ that, 
The pith o’ sense an’ pride 0’ worth 
Sve higher rank than a’ that.’’ 
The religion of creed and the hy- 
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pocrisy of ecclesiasticism did not es- 
cape his ‘‘terrible’’ mirth. He did 
his part in the struggle for the re-— 
ligious life of the heart as against 
ecclesiasticism. What is more search- 
ing in its biting sarcasm than: 

‘*Calvin’s sons! Calvin’s sons! 

Seize your spiritual guns, 
Ammunition you never can need, 

Your hearts are the stuff 

Will ke powther enough 
And vour skulls are store houses o’ lead, 

Calvin’s sons, q 

Your skulls are store houses 0’ lead.’’

The officers of the Naumkeag 
Trust Company, Salem, were happy 
men on Wednesday and Thursday, 
Jan. 18 and 19, when they had the 
_ pleasure of showing to their hun- 
dreds of friends, the beautiful new 
quarters that they are by this time 
oceupying in their new building cor- 
ner of Market Square and Essex st. 
For nearly a year the mechanics 
have been at work on the building 
under the general direction of 


tects. The old store has been re- 
moved and a dignified exterior of 
Colonial design, built. The windows 
on the side and rear have been low- 


interior. The entire fenestration, on 
the first story and basement, is 
guarded by heavy wrought iron 
grilles. A feature on the exterior is 
the marquise, which the architects 
have carefully designed in perfect 
scale with the exterior, and, though 
not pretentious, gives to the public 
a garriage entrance without obstruc- 
ting the light on the interior of the 
hanking room. On the marble frieze, 
on the front of the building, the 
name of the bank is inscribed in 
large bronz letters. The banking 
rooms. are planned and. equipped af- 

ter the most. modern ideas for a 

 Trnst.Company and, for conducting 

a Safe Deposit. business. 

. As one enters, the bank he is im- 
pressed with the many features har- 
moniously, and practically arranged 
for the convenience of depositors 
and, box renters and for transacting 
the, business of the bank. The en- 
tranee is guarded by massive orna- 
mental iren gates, with glass on the 
back, which open into a rich ma- 
hogany panelled vestibule, with 
marble base and floor; inner vesti- 
bule doors, with large glass panels, 
are provided that enter directly in- 
to the space alloted to the public. 

On either side of the public space 

are large ionic columns of mahogany 
any with gilded caps and mahogany 

pedestals. The floor is made of 
white Carrara Italian marble, in a 
simple pattern and the base around 
the public space is made of Tinos 
marble. The customers desks are 
made of heavy, polished plate glass, 
supported. on richly ornamented 
cast iron.consoles. 

The face of the counter and the 
partitions on the opposite side of 
the public spaces are made of sel- 
ected Mexican mahogany, with fig- 
ured, branch veneer panels of the 
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Messrs. Hutchins & French, archi- © 


ered to produce more light on the’ 


.story is 
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same wood. The counter grilles, the 
grilles in front of the large safe de- 
posit vault and the glazed grilles se- 
parating the public space from the 
safe deposit room are made of or- 
namented cast iron and are of a rich 
bronz color. A feature of the bank- 
ing counter grille is the method of 
lighting. A reflector, with linolight 
lamps illuminates not only the front 
and back of the counter but the 
signs designating the different win- 
dows in the grille. 

The officers’ quarters are near the 
entrance, to the left as one enters, 
and are enclosed by a low rail, 
which renders them readily acces- 
sible to the patrons of the bank. The 
rail, and the walls are made of 
Mexican mahogany with panels of 
figured, branch mahogany veneer. 
The floor is made of quartered white 
oak, stained and polished. An iron 
and mahogany screen separates the 
officers’ quarters from the working 
space of the bank. 

The President’s room opens from 
the Officers’ quarters and is panel- 
led from floor to ceiling with ma- 
hogany specially selected, branch 
veneered mahogany panels. The ceil- 
ing is beamed in mahogany with 
plaster panels. The floor is of quar- 
tered white oak. 

The ladies’ room, to the right of 
the entrance, 1s wainscoted the full 
height and is artistically painted in 
different tones of gray. The floor is 
of quartered oak. 

The ceiling of the entire first 
beamed, panelled and 
moulded in plaster and painted in 
soft cream tints. The counter and 
cages are equipped with drawers, 
cupboards and compartments, spec- 
ially planned to facilitate the busi- 
ness of the bank. 

The safe deposit vault is faced 
with Gray Knoxville marble and 
over the massive doors, on top of 
the marble cornice, is a richly ecarv- 
ed clock that can be seen from any 
point in the banking room. The 
floors of the working space and the 
safe deposit space are made of cork 
tile. The safe deposit space is fitted 
up with coupon rooms for one or 
more individuals and for corpra- 
tions. Coupon rooms are enclosed 
by mahogany partitions, with fig- 
ured, branch veneer and chipped 
plate glass panels, and heavy, pol- 
ished plate glass counters. 

In the basement is a large Dir- 
ector’s Room and toilet, toilet and 
locker facilities for the clerks, a 
large storage vault for silver and 
other valuables. The walls through- 
out the basement and the first story 
have been painted in warm cream 
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tints, the iron work is treated in 
metal leaf and color in harmony 
with the surroundings. 

The toilet rooms have been in- 
stalled and equipped after the most 
modern sanitary ideas and are ven- 
tilated by an exhaust fan, electrical- 
ly driven. 

The rooms are heated by indireet 
steam, the air being taken from the 
outside of the building, passed over 
steam heated coils and conveyed to 
the rooms through galvanized iron 
ducts and bronze registers. 

The furniture is of special design 
and is taken from the colonial prece- 
dent. The hardware is made of 
bronze metal, is of special design 
and is also of Colonial precedent. 

In case the vault is tampered with 
in any way an alarm is sounded 
from a large gong on the e xterior 
of the building, which continues to 
ring until disconnected by the bank 
authorities. ; 

The general contractors for the 
work are the Pitman & Brown Com- 
pany of Salem; for the electrical 
fixtures Pettingell, Andrews Coim- 
pany of Boston; for the furniture 
the C. Dodge Furniture Company 
of Manchester.

Puzzles of Mystery and Ruins Left for the White

In one room, plainly decernible, 
was what was once the opening of 
one of the larger rooms, mentioned 


above, and an oval seam on the

Wellman planned and put in mo- 
tion. He touches the whole subject 
of aerial navigation, not only des- 
cribing what has happened but fore- 
casting what will happen in the near 
future. On the whole, it is pretty 
safe to say that everyone who wants 
to get at the greatest subject now 
claiming the world’s attention, and 
to get at it either from a scientific, 
literary, educational or prophetic 
viewpoint, will want Wellman’s 
book.

A Period is Skipped

Boston & Maine Improvements. 

The outword station of the Boston 
& Maine in Lynn will soon be moved 
to Durham, N. H. and that ‘town 
will have one of the handsomest de- 
pots in the Granite state.

In 1906 railroad employees - _re- 
ceived an increase in wages amount- 
ing to $100,000,000. What did.they 
do with this money ? Some of them 
spent :it foolishly, when it should 
have been used in establishing new 
industries managed by workingmen, 
and owned by workingmen. There 
are in this country two million mem- 
bers of trade unions. If these men 
paid one tenth of their wages for 
one year toward forming new indus- 
tries, managed by workingmen, the 
result of such a movement in the 
course of twenty-five years would 
be beyond all mathematical peta 
tation. 

3. Co-operation between inpiots 
er and Employee. The employers 
of today are loudly clamoring for 
their men to take a greater interest 
in the firms for which they work. 
How can they? How can the em- 
ployers expect them to do this? The 
work is not their work. They de not 
own any part of the business. Christ 
tells of the great difference between a 
shepard who is an owner and a hire- 
ling shepard. When the wolf comes, 
‘the hireling flees because he. is a 
hireling and | eareth not for _.the 
sheep’. The good shepard. stands 
his ground and if necessary lays 
down his life for the sheep, because 
they are his own. The great ten- 
dency today in modern industry is to 
make hirelings and not men, cand - 
we need men. 

Where profit sharing eats men 
take more interest in their work. 
They are more careful. There is less 
waste, and the amount paid out in 
the bonus to the workingmen is over 
balanced by the amount saved, and 
the workingmen and workingwomen 
have gained in efficiency and in man- 
hood and womanhood. A man’s 
work is more than a means to fill 
his stomach. It is a means, or should 
be a means, to self-expression and 
self-realization. So, then, let us 
pray for the day when a better fel- 
lowship shall exist between the cap- 
tain of industry and the men in the 
ranks. ; sitot :

They 
come from Jesus Christ and His re- 
ligion. No man ean be a good man 
unless he has Christ. No man can 
be trusted to serve his fellowmen or 
take a responsible position in indus- 
trial life unless he is a Christian. 

Iiuman life grows great only as the 
feeble years of human existence 
stand out against the background of 
eternity and the life is directed to- 
wards the Kingdom of God. Jesus 
Christ alone can uplift society and 


_sanctify human existence. God grant 


that men in the industrial life, in 
business life, in social, may enter in- 


.to the life of God, and look to Him 


for strength, that when they meet 
the stress of life and the difficulties 
they can meet them in the strength 
of God. We cannot expect progress 
without God. Brotherhood is nothing 
but a beautiful dream unless men will 
accept Jesus Christ and base their 
doctrines of brotherhood on the fact 
of the Fatherhood of God. 

It is time men realized what God 
ean do for industrial, business and 
social life. When the workingman 
and his employer can truly pray, 
‘Thy Kingdom Come’, then their 
whole life of work will be a prayer, 
a glorious prayer towards bringing 
in the Kingdom of Jesus Christ. God 
help you and me to so live and at 
last to so die that the Kingdom may 
come and that Jesus may be glori- 
fied. 


The Impersonal Newspaper. 

‘‘Never once in my political 
career’’, said Gov. Dix of New York 
at a meeting of the Associated Dai- 
lies Tuesday, ‘‘Have I been ¢ on- 
sciously misrepresented by a single 
newspaper’’. The majority of able 
politicans we imagine would say 
much the same thing. . 

To the newspaper man criticism is 
a part of the day’s work. It is a 
part of his contract with the public. 
They read his sheet, not merely to 
see what has happened, but to see 
what intelligent men think about 
those happenings. In 99 cases out 
of 100, there is not the least ill will 
behind this expression of ovinion 
made to supply a public need. 

But when the politician picks up 
a paper and feels some rapier point 
tickling his fifth rib, he often thinks 
he sees some personal spite or re- 
venge or ambition. Sometimes he 


invites the editor out to dinner, im- 
agining that a distended stomach 
will alter his views of politics. An- 
other kind of man will take pains to 
send for the reporter of ihe rival 
paper the next time he has a scoop. 

And yet the politician’s next door 
neighbor, with whom he walks down 
street so jovially, may say in his 
heart or in private the same words 
of criticism whose sting in the news- 
paper is so keenly fesented. There 
is where our trade differs from the 
rest of the world. The newspaper 
man’s heart becomes an open book, 
while other people can play the 
game of life with lips sealed. 

Politicians and newspaper work- 
ers who have been long in the game 
learn to give and take and smile af- 
ter it is all over. Thus it is among 
the veterans of Congress, among 
lawyers, and all whose work brings 
them constantly into antagonism.: 
Too good a memory is not a business 
proposition, and it takes lots of fun 
out of life.

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AMERICAN PETROLEUM USED IN ALL PARTS OF THE WORLD. 


The United States lights the 
world. In one hundred countries, 
colonies and islands, scattered in 
every grand division and in every 
climatic section of the world Am- 
erican kerosene supplies light, while 
in more than eighty countries the 
products of our mineral oils are used 
in generating power or for lubrica- 
tion of machinery there in operation. 
About 1,000 million gallons of Ameri- 
ean kerosene pass out of the coun- 
try annually, to be used chiefly in 
lighting homes and places of busi- 
ness, and the value of all classes of 
mineral oil sent out of the country 
approximates 100 million dollars a 
year. 

The United States now produces 
two-thirds of the world’s supply of 
petroleum, the quantity produced in 
the year just ended having been 


according to a statement recently is-. 


sued by the Geological Survey, over 
200 million barrels of crude oil, or 
more than 8 billion gallons. Just what 
quantity of refined oil is produced 
from this more than 8 billion gallons 


of crude oil produced in 1910 cannot 


now be stated, but the Bureau of 
Statistics of the Department of 
Commerce and Labor shows exports 
of practically a billion gallons a 
year of the refined illuminating oil, 
and approximately 114 billion gal- 
lons of oil of all classes, including in 
this term illuminating oil, lubricat- 
ing oil, napthas, and certain quanti- 
ties in the crude or unrefined state. 


What is the value of this more 


than 8 billion gallons of mineral oil 
produced in the United States last 


year? Probably 175 million dollars, . 


though this is necessarily an esti- 
mate. What is the value of the fin- 
ished article, the illuminating oil, 
the napthas, the gasolene, the lubri- 
eating oil, the paraffin and other 
grades manufactured from this raw 
product? This can only be estimat- 
ed, though the Census of 1905 shows 
the value of the products of “‘petro- 
leum refining’’ in 1904 to be 175 
million dollars. What is the value 
of the mineral oil exported? The 


Bureau of Statistics shows that the | 


total value of the mineral oil: ex- 
ported in 1904 was 80 million dol- 


lars, and in 1908 was 109 million, of | 


which 76 million was illuminating 
oil; 19 millon lubricating oil; 414 
million napthas, and other lighter 
products of dstillation; 6144 million 
dollars crude oil and about 3 million 
dollars residium. In 1909 and 1910 
the value of the exports was slightly

The largest customer for our 
illuminating oil is England, to which 
the exports of 1910 amounted to 
about 180 million gallons, valued at 
more than 8 million. dollars. . Ger- 
many ranks second, the quantity 
sent to that country mm 1910 being 
about 108 million gallons; to Nether- 
lands about '100.. million gallons; 


China about 80 million; Japan about - 


45 million; and even British India 
about 32 million gallons. .In fact 
practically every. country, in the 
world receives. greater or_less quan- 
tities of our petroleum.

The United States treaty with 
Japan expires July 17. It is opera- 
tive for one year thereafter, actually 
becoming inoperative in 1912.

The yel- 
low peril is evidently no myth to the 
Pacific coast..

Japan is as anxious to discourage 
emigration as we are to prevent the 
wrong sort of immigration. The 
struggle of the Pacific coast for the 
restoration of the exclusion clause 
will be watched with interest.

7734 pounds; followed by Switzer- 
land, 64 pounds; Sweden, 54 
pounds ; and Germany and Holland, 
each about 43YS pounds. 

Not only is the U. S. the second 
largest sugar consumer per capita 
but the total amount consumed an- 
nually is much greater than that of 
any other country, aggregating, as 
above indicated, more than 7 billion 
pounds per annum, against about 4 
billion pounds in England and about 
3 billion pounds in Germany. 

About one-half of the sugar con- 
sumed in the United States is 
brought from foreign countries, 
about one-fourth from our own is- 
lands, and the remaining one-fourth 
produced in this country. The total 
production of sugar in the United 
States now amounts to 134 billion 
pounds a year, of which more than 
1 billion pounds is beet sugar and 
about three-quarters of a billion cane 
sugar. It is only recently that the 
production of beet sugar in the 
United States has come to exceed 
that of cane sugar. In 1900 domestic 
production of cane sugar was twice 
as great as that of beet sugar, and 
20 years ago was more than 60 times 
as great; but the growth of beet su- 
gar production has been very rapid 
in recent years, and in 1907, for the 
first time, exceeded in quantity that 
produced from cane and has so con- 
tinued since that time. .

eane.’ While about half of the 
world’s sugar is made from beets, 
most of it is produced in Europe and 
consumed in the country of pro- 
duction or in other parts of that 
grand division, while most of the 
world outside of Europe obtains its 
sugar supply from cane, grown of 
course, in the tropical and subtro- 
pical sections. Of the cane sugar 
which we consume, most of that 
coming from foreign countries is 
drawn from Cuba, the Dutch East 
Indies, and smaller amounts from 
the West Indies, Mexico, Central 
and South America. All of that 
coming from our own islands—Por- 
to Rico, Hawaii, and the Philippines 
—is cane sugar, while of the domes- 
tic product about 40 per cent. is pro- 
The beet sugar 
of the United States is grown chief- 
ly in Colorado, California, and 
Michigan, and some in Utah, Idaho, 
and Wisconsin; while most of the 
cane sugar is produced in Louisana, 
with smaller quantities in Texas, 
Florida, Georgia, and South Caro- 
lina. - 

The sugar ‘‘habit’’ is evidently a 
growihg one with the people of the | 
United: States’ and probably with 
those of other countries, since the 
total world production of sugar, in- 
cluding all countries for which sta- 
tistics are available, has increased 
50: per cent. in the last decade and 
about doubled in 15 years. In our 
own case the consumption has shown 
a rapid growth, the per capita con- 
sumption having been, in 1880, 40 
pounds; in 1890, 51 pounds; in 1900, 
59 pounds; and in 1910, approxi- 
mately 81144 pounds. 


What is the cost of this enormous 
quantity of sugar consumed in the 
United States? This is more diffi- 
cult to answer. The valuation of 
that brought from foreign countries 
and our islands is set down at about 
175 million dollars in 1910, and the 
stated value of that produced in the 
United States, at approximately 75 
million dollars; though this com- 
paratively high figure when consid- 
ered by the price per pound, is due 
to the fact that the valuation is bas- 
ed upon the refined article, while 
that of the sugar from abroad is the 
value of the unrefined article in the 
country of production. If, however, 
we accept a general average of 5c 
per pound as the retail price paid 
by our people for the 7 1-3 billion 
pounds of sugar consumed by them 
in 1910, we should get a total of 
$366, 000 ,000

_ With this letter I will conelude 
the cliff dweilers discriptions, and 
then to other places, and some of the 
places, people and things to come I 
think you will find equally inter- 
esting. .

as the old foot-worn path. 
d on each‘side of the path at 
the steep and difficult places are 
hand holes, where these people 
helped to pull themselves up, little 
nitehes worn smooth by the human 
hand, as the solid rock was eut deep 
by bare or moceasined feet. 
It is estimated by the Smithson- 
ian people that 10,000 people lived 
on the face of this one cliff and that

; Past.---A Great, Human Beehive.

the population of the adjoining cliffs 
and on the messas was fully 100,000 
people. 

We climbed the cliff, putting our 
patent leathers in the deep worn 
foot-path and our gloved hands in 
the handholds, and gained the top. 
And what a sight ! 

There in the bright sunshine lay 
the ruins of a great communal 
dwelling, one building that once 
sheltered 1200 people, a human bee- 
hive of the days before history. Ages 
ago this house fell into ruins, but it 
has been carefully excavated and 
cleared away, and the first story and 
its walls now stand as they did when 
built. 

The great building reminds one of 
our modern stock yards—an enclos- 


ure cut up into small pens or rooms 


—each room about 5 x 10 feet, and 
each communicating with the other 
by a door about three feet high by 
eighteen inches wide—just one great 
beehive with no outside entrances, 
And over one of these doors a piece 
of cedar wood was placed at the 
time of the building, as a frame to 
support the ‘dobie blocks and that 
support still stands through all these 


sages, crumbling with dry rot, but 


surely wood yet. I broke off a piece 
of this door frame that some little 
man placed there long before Colum- 
bus found this country, and I trea- 
sure it with my other souvenirs. 

From the quantity of the ruins it 
is pretty thoroughly established that 
this building was at least three stor- 
ies high, one great enclosure around 
a court, and with one main entrance, 
or street, which is clearly defined. 
In the center, or court, are many 
handsome’ stone relics, grinding 
stones, pieces of pottery, and many 
whose use one can only guess at,, 
but mainly fashioned for some pur- 
pose. 

And just behind this ruin is a 
burial ground, where during the 
past summer, the Smithsonian peo- 
ple excavated 250 skeletons, and all 
kinds of trinklets and pottery buried 
with them.» The graveyard is but 
partially excavated and hundreds 
of other skeletons yet sleep there. 

The excavators did not do a very 
thorough job. Some of the skeletons 
they dug up are not complete—nor 
ever will be. I have a part of a rib 
and some finger and hand bones,

The custodian was not looking, and 
I was, 

From one of the caves in the eliff 
Mr. Hoag showed me some leg bones 
he had hidden, the bones both above 
and below the knee, and by compari- 
son they were fully a third shorter 
than my 1910 bones. There are 
many proofs that these dwellers of 
the cliff were much shorter in sta- 
ture than the American of today. 

Further along the messa is the 
ruins of what seems to have been a 
great reservoir, but it might have 
been a fort. Its circular walls are 
plainly to be seen, with an opening 
leading to it from the rising ground 
above. This opening might have 
been a ditch to bring in water in 
time of floods, or a roadway to bring 
in the people in time of danger. If 
a reservoir, it is what I would eall 
a work of loose engineering, for 
should it break or overflow there 
would be a Niagara over the cliff 
homes below, and free shower baths 
for the dwellers. 

There must have been great eli- 
matic changes in this thirsty land 
since these thousands of people liv- 
ed here. Today thereis not an 
ounce of water to be found any- 
where—just a great burned up, 
dried up waste. Such a great popu- 
lation must have had water and such 
a population could not have subsist- 
ed entirely on game, for certainly 
rainfall could not have supplied 
them with sufficient water, nor these 
mountains with enough game. 

And there is nothing to indicate 
any great calamity or extermination. 
All is in order and whatever the pro- 
cess of extermination was, it must 
have been slow. In the ruins of 
southern Colorado, I am told that a 
calamity befell the people and that 
the skeletons lie unburied and the 
general confusion everywhere de- 
noted a sudden end, but on the Puye 
ruins there is absolutely no indica- 
tion of where these thousands of 
people went, or how they went. 


It is my guess that far back in the 
past ages a great river flowed at the 
bottom of these cliffs that rainfall 
was plenty, that the inhabitants 
were farmers and that what appears 
to have been a fort or reservoir on 
top of the cliffs was a storehouse for 
the community’s grain. 

Where did these strange people 
go, and why did they go? You 
guess, for your guess is as good as 
any history or theory I ean find. 

Lummis says they did not disap- 
pear but that their descendants are 
the Pueblo Indians. 


Hewett says this cannot be so, for

The Brooklyn, N. Y., Daily Eagle, 
noticing the golden anniversary of 
the beginning of the women’s organ- 
ized work for foreign missions in 
America, speaks very highly of Mrs. 
Helen Barrett Montgomery of Roch- 
ester, N. Y., Mrs. Newell Dwight 
Hills of Brooklyn; and Mrs. Henry 
W. Peabody of Montserrat. Of Mrs. 
Peabody, the Eagle says: ‘‘ Another 
attractive worker in behalf of the 
jubilee, is Mrs. Henry W. Peabody 
of Beverly, Mass., the wife of the 
philanthropist. Few women know 
more about women’s work and child- 
ren in foreign lands than does Mrs. 
Peabody, who as Mrs. Lucy Water- 
bury went to India with her former 
husband, ‘many years ago, and 


labored earnestly for the betterment.

Sudden Death of Daniel Low, Head 
of Big Salem Jewelry 
Store. 

The very sudden death last Fri- 
day of Daniel Low at his place of 
business in Salem, was a great 
shock to his employees, business as- 
sociates and the residents of Salem 
universally. 

Mr. Low was one of Salem’s most 
enterprising citizens and by his bus- 
iness sagacity and acumen kept the 
name of Salem in the front rank of 
the business world of the country. 

Mr. Low was born in Salem, Feb. 
3, 1842. .He was the son of Richard 
and.Margaret (Brown) Low. He 
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was educated in the Salem public 
schools. He was a member of the 
27th class of the Salem | , English 
High School. 

He was early apprenticed. a watch- 
maker and jeweler. Soon after the 
war he opened a store on the corner 
of Essex and Central streets. 

A tremendous mail order business 
was built up. Im their retail store 
a greater or more varied stock of 
sterling silver or solid gold cannot 
be found in any city of similar size 
in the country. 

This Salem firm was the first to 
sell solid gold and sterling silver ar- 
ticles by mail. In 1907 it closed a 
very important transaction, by pur- 
chasing the entire business of the 
Nevius company of New York City, 
including their exquisite and impor- 
tant colonial reproductions. 

The firm is still adding to its store 
by taking in the quarters just va- 
cated by the Naumkeag Trust Com- 
pany, alterations now being in pro- 
gress. When these are finished it 
will be hard to find a handsomer or 
more complete store in all New Eng- 
land, and it will be one that will re- 
tlect the very highest credit on the 
business enterprise of the deceased 
and a fitting memorial to his unfail- 
ing ambitions. 

Through the mail order business 
of the firm, the rating of the Salem 
postoffice was brought up to a very 
high standard. Mr. Low himself was 
considered one of the best. judges of 
diamonds in the country. Patrons 
abroad, wherever located, were just 
as sure to get the real articles for 
which they ‘sent, as though they 
stood right at the store counters. The 
name of the firm is a synonym for 
the squarest dealings. 

Mr. Low resided in the fine old 
Colonial mansion, 365 Essex. street, 
built by Joseph Cabot in 1748, and 
which was afterwards the home for 
30 years of William C. Endicott, sec- 
retary of war in President Cleve- 
land’s cabinet.

Take, sewing machines as an ex- 
ample. . A hundred. million dollars 
worth, of these machines have been 
exported. from the United States in 
the last quarter of a century, going 
to every part of the world. In the 
single year 1909, for: example, the 
countries, colonies. and islands to 
which, sewing machines. were sent 
included; Madagascar, Belgian Kon- 
go, the Carary,.Islands,. French 
Oceania, Asiatic Russia, Persia, 
Aden,. Hongkong, Dutch Hast In- 
dies, Paraguay, Peru, Dutch Guiana, 
Haiti,, Santo Domingo, Dutch West 
Indies, Egypt, Turkey in Asia and 
Eurepe, Siam, Korea, and Liberia. 

Typewriters are another example 
of complicated machines exported to 
distant, parts of the world with con- 
fidence that they.can there be suc- 
cessfully operated without return to 
the, manufacturer for, frequent. re- 
pair. The value of typewriters ex- 
ported from the United States since 
the fiscal year 1897, when they were 
first shown in the ‘statement of ex- 
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: “EXPORTS OF HIGH- GRADE AMERICAN MANUFACTURES. 
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ports of the Bureau of Statisties of 
the Department of Commerce and 
Labor, is over 60 million dollars, 
and in 1909 they’ went to no less 
than 90 different countries, colonies 
and islands, including Greenland 
at the far north, New Zealand at 
the far south, Moroeceo in North 
Africa, Siam in the extreme Orient, 


Edueator and Bolivia in South 
America, the Azores and Maderia 


Islands in the Atlantic, Dutch East 
Indies, and French Oceania in the 
Pacific; Bulgaria, Servia and Rou- 
mania in Europe; and Persia the 
Straits Settlements, and Korea in 
Asia. 

Cash registers are a still more re- 
cently developed item in our list of 
exportatons, yet they were sent in 
1909 to more than 50 _ differen! 
countries, including nearly a score 
in. Europe, practically all parts of 
North and South America, to China, 
Japan, Asiatic Russia and Straits 
Settlements in Asia; to Australia, 
New Zealand. and Philippine Islands 
in the Pacific; and to various sec- 
tions of Africa. 

The automobile, which seems to 
require careful and expert attention 
even in the country in which manu- 
factured, goes in large numbers to 
all the grand divisions and many of 
the principal colonies and islands of 
the world. The 1909 figures show 
exports of automobiles to 17 differ- 
ent countries of Europe, _ to 
practically all of the countries 
and larger islands of North 
America. to every country of 
South America; to China, India, 
Straits Settlements, Dutch East In- 
dies; Hongkong, Japan, Asiatic Rus- 
sia, and Siam in Asia; and to Egypt, 
Portuguese Africa, Canary Islands, 
French Afriea and British East and 
South Africa in that grand division ; 
the valuation of this class of exports 
having rapidly increased until the 
figures of the calendar year 1910 
alone show a total of 11 million dol- 
lars. 

Musical instruments of American 
manufacture, ineludng — organs, 
pianos and pianolas, are evidently 
popular, the countries to which 
pianos and organs are sent being 
approximately 75, and even of 
pianolas. the exports are numbered 
by thousands, and the countries to 
which they go approximately half a 
hundred, including China, Japan, 
Siam, New Zealand, the West In- 
dian Islands, the countries of Cen- 
tral and South America, and a doz- 
en or more of the countries of Eu- 


rope. 

Thus one might go on indefinitely 
enumerating the products of the 
American workshop of high quality 
and. complex eharacter, such as elec- 
trical apphances, phonographs, met- 
al-working machinery; shoe machin- 
ery, wood-working machinery, den- 
tal goods, photographie ‘goods, mow- 
ers and reapers, and many other ar- 
ticles of this class, forming a very 
considerable percentage of the 800 
million dollars worth of manufactur- 
es exported from the United States 
last year.

The responsibilities of government 
in America rests upon the individ- 
ual citizen. There is at patriotism 
of peace that demands courage. In 
a patriarchate responsibility rests up- 
on the patriarch; in a monarchy up- 
on the king; but in a democracy. it 
rests with the people. Our com- 
munity needs men,—men of charac- 
ter and leading, who are willing to 
make sacrifices to care for the ¢om- 
munity’s best interest. It is as pat- 
riotic to serve the town in its offi- 
cial positions, poorly paid as some 
may be, as it is to take up arms and 
fight in defense of the country. 


When Lincoln was approached 
during the great conflict by a slave 
holder to have two slaves returned 
to him Lincoln told the ‘‘exquisite’’ 
story of the boat passing over the 
rapids requiring great skill in the 
navigator. At the most critical 
point in the stream a lad called to 
the captain to stop the boat so he 
could pick up his apple. 


Men forget the great issues in their 
interests in the lesser issues. Our 
town campaigns for office should be 
conducted on a high plane to devel- 
op great efficiency of the whole 
business of the town. Stop quarel- 
ling about apples and stand by the 
ship! Boost Manchester! The in- 
terests of a whole community are of 
more moment than any petty effort 
of reform, or justifiable or unjusti- 
fiable criticism of a less important 
part of the town work. Manchester 
and her best interests call for ser- 
vice from her citizens. Too many 
of our elections hang on small, un-

chief of police, who is to be our 
next superintendent of streets, who 
is to superintend our water plant,

What 
damned rot! How long are the 
people of Manchester going to al- 
low the affairs of this beautiful 
town of ours to be run along such 
lines as these? We predict unpre- 
cedented success to the man who 
can rise above small issues and com- 
mit himself to the larger work of 
the town. 


At the Baptist Social Union (Bos- 
ton) on Monday Rev. Frank C. 
Briggs of Japan, and formerly of 
Manchester, made an earnest and 
affective address upon Japan. He 
is no ‘‘jingo’’. He scored Mr. Hob- 
son severly, and perhaps justly. He 
says ‘‘the hellishness of these re- 
ports with war between Japan and 
Ameriea is that they may create the 
very conditions they are talking 
about by their continued shouting’’ 
Mr. Briggs has been a_ successful 
missionary in Japan and has served 
his denomination well. We ean con- 
gratulate him on his fearless mes- 
sage and on the recognition he has 
received as speaker at the Baptist 
Social Union.

to Essex is committed by the provi- 
dence of nature to be a summer re- 
sort. Im many respects there is no 
area of equal size so attractive in the 
world. Nature is with us. This is 
the advantage. But the commercial 
success of this North Shore prevents 
the introduction of any industries. 
A shoe factory, or any other large 
manufacturing plant finds the price 
of land prohibitive. If this obstacle 
to commercial success were not in 
the way, such an enterprise would 
find public sentiment in the summer 
colony against it. This limits every 
possible growth of this shore to the 
one great task of properly caring 
for the interests of the one great en- 
terprise which by nature the shore 
has been fitted. A bank has and ev- 
er will be a first necessity here. Pub- 
lic spirit citizens among the perman- 
ent and summer population should 
do all within their power to help 
maintain the institution. The bank 
should be given the preference in de- 
posits out of public spirit, if not for 
local convenience. The loans will 
be limited because of the absence of 
industrial plants, but there are ways 
which will readily suggest them- 
selves to the business men, whereby 
the bank can be maintained. The 
best interest of the North Shore re- 
quires a bank. 


The question of state aid for in- 
stitutions of learning constantly 
comes up. In Massachusetts a very 
peculiar situation exists. We have 
a number of excellent institutions 
some of them the best in the world 
of their kind. We are wealthy in 
colleges. There is Harvard, Boston, 
Tufts, Clark’s, Amherst, Mass. 
Agri., Wellesley, Radcliff, and oth- 
ers of merit. Many states have been 
obliged to maintain state universit- 
ies. This has been done with great 
suecess by Michigan. In these in- 
stitutions the tuition is free as in 
the public school system. In Mass- 
achusetts, a father faces a situation. 
It will cost his boy $125 at Boston 
University, $150 at Harvard and 
$250 at Technology. The Institute 
of Technology and Boston Univer- 
sity have applied for state aid. This 
will increase the resources of the in- 
stitutions and assist the community 
But our boys must pay 


the tuitions just the same. A strong 
difference of opinion exists. What- 
ever the merits of the cases they 
are not parallel. Boston University 
is an excellent school, but it main- 
tains a theological department for 
Methodist ministers. It is not clear 
that the state has the right to main- 
tain such a religious institution. It is 
contrary to the teachings of history. 
State and religion should be diy- 
orced. If Boston University is sue- 
cessful in gaining the appropriation 
it should be explicitly for the col- 
legiate department. Even-then it 
would be a dangerous precedent 
that would cause trouble. The case 
of Massachusetts Institute of Tech- 
nology is different. 


Strong words only can convey 
the demand that judge appoint- 
ments be left out of politics. There 
are some fundamental principles 
which should be constantly in the 
public mind, the integrity and honor 
of the bench, the separation of edu- 
cation and politics and the separa- 
tion of church and state. Let a 
state fail in any of these fundament- 
als and there are perils ahead.

Essex Avenue improvements. 


The contemplated improvement. of 
Essex avenue, by the Municipal 
Council should, and doubtless will, 
receive the commendation of every 
citizen who takes a pride and an in- 
terest in the appearance of the main 
approach to the city.

Gloucester is peculiarly situate 
in that it has only one main artery 
over which, practically all land tray- 
el into the city must come. This 
great thoroughfare is Essex avenue 
The shore road by way of Manche 
ter and Magnolia has a comparitive- 
ly light traffic compared with that 
which comes into the city over 
Essex avenue. | 


The road from the foot of Lovett’ 
hill to Kent cirele is built across 
the marshes and from it one receiv- 
es a very beautiful view of the har- 
bor, the East Gloucester shore, and 
Eastern point. The road ‘of late 
years has been kept in good repair 
and in the summer time thousands 
of automobiles and earriages pass 
daily in and out of the city over 
this picturesque and _ interesting 
stretch of marsh road. Its appear- 
ances has, however, been sadly mar. 
red by a dilapidated and tumble 
down fence that lined each side of 
the causeway and which has for 
many years been an eyesore to the 
thousands who travel over the road. 
This spring the city will tear 
down these old fences and replace 
them with brand new © structures 
that will lend a dignity and a fin- 
ish to the otherwise magnificent 
roadway. It is an improvement 
that has long been needed and there 
is no dcubt that it will be greatly 
appreciated by the public.

"sympathy i in favor of the B. & E. be- 
cause of the apparent obstructions 
east in its path during the past three 
years, in an evident determination 
to kill it. The proposed road has 
“never had so many friends as at 
‘present. This, with the scheme of 
the B. & M., has caused the business 
men and builders of the eity to pre- 
pare for a boom. 
_ Whatever may happen in the rail- 
road line, there is a demand for at 
least 500 homes in the city forth- 
with, and when the new additions to 
the U. 8. M. Co. are completed, there 
will be 2000 more home seekers, so 
it ‘is not to be wondered at that the 
people of Beverly feel that an ur- 
gent expansion of enterprise must 
come at once on the part of the cap- 
 italists—Beverly cor., Salem News.

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THE LIFE OF THE ROUGH-GOING. 


A Story of the Range and the Stock of New Mexico of which 
Little is Known and Less is Printed. 


(By M. J. Brown, Eprror Lirrte Vauuey, N. Y., Hus) 


There are places and things, men 
and conditions to be found in the re- 
mote places and among the moun- 
tains of New Mexico and Arizona 
that but few of us know of—places 
that Pitt Hole in its wildest oil days 
would seem like a Sunday school in 
comparison. 

About twenty miles north of the 
Cliff Dwellers’ ruins, and twenty 
miles back from the Denver & Rio 
Grande’s narrow gauge railroad, is 
a lumber town, miners’ head quar- 
ters, Mexicans hang out, Indians re- 
sort and general round-up of rough 
necks, that must be about the tough- 
est place owned by the U.S. 

Here men fight it out, and end it. 
Grand juries and the penal ¢ode 
don’t bother these people. Some- 
times a U. S. marshall makes a bluff 
at investigating some bad affair that 
leaks down to the railroad towns, 
and sometimes the forest rangers 
will go in and cut out a flagrant case 
of crime. But on an average these 
men are law unto themselves and 
they make their own ordinances and 
enforce them in their own way. 

There is a great forest of yellow 
pine in this section, and a company 
hauls it twenty miles to a railroad. 
North, south and west there is no 
railroad for many miles, and this 
timber town is naturally a center for 
black, white, touch, gambler and fu- 
gative. 

I went to this region to see the 
great. stone lions, called the moun- 
tain lions of Cochite; but I did not 
see them. From an old mountaineer, 
who had lived forty years in these 
uplands, I learned that the reward 
was not worth the journey. He told 
me that many years ago these feti- 
ches were worth a journey from any- 
where to see, but that vandals, our 
Americans, who can see nothing 
wonderful in anything that has not a 
dollar behind it, dynamited these 
ancient idols to discover if there 
were not treasures buried under- 
neath. He said one was totally 
ruined, and the other partially des- 
troyed, and that the man who made 
the toilsome journey through the 
wild region would be disappointed. 
He said that these lions were carved 
out of some, life size, by unknown 
prehistoric people; that the present 
Indians hold them in reverence and 


travel many miles, at. certain sea- 
sons of the year, to anoint their 
heads and danee around them by 
night. 

And this is why I brought up in 
the timber camp, and here is what 
there was of it: : 

The lumber men were not. work- 
ing that day—why I did not find 
out. The Indian disturbance, and 
the wild rumors of a general upris- 
ing had brought many of the miners 
and speculators m, the Mexicans 
were all up in the air and sniffing a 
white man’s independence, because 
of the revolution against Diaz, and 
the day being misty and cold every- 
body flocked to that one publie shel- 
ter—hotel, saloon, gambling joint 
and general resort. 

And what a medley of men, and 
what a sight. Greasers, the tough, 
low-browed class that haunt such 
places. White men, the kind whose 
standing is determined by the size 
of the reward offered for them, and 
the soldiers of fortune, the bright, 
brainy men who the fever of gambl- 
ing or the lure of gold had drawn 
there. 

Over by the window was a game 
of draw poker, where men tried to 
conceal the excitement that was 
burning them by a nonchalant ex- 
terior. And that was a game _ con- 
eressmen would love to watch. 
The roof was the lmit, and 
when money was gone the men 
would bet their ponies and saddles. 

And at the other end of the room 
the Mexicans were playing their 
own game, with their own cards. 
They were more noisy than the 
white-faced gamblers, and there was 
a limit on their bets. 

And seattered around the room 
were white men, and forest rangers, 
not gambling but drinking. 

And then in walked an English- 
man, a young fellow with nose 
olasses and a natty outfit of a hunt- 
er. He walked up to the bar and

Trade of the United States with its 


- noncontiguous territories aggregated 
_ two hundred million dollars in the cal- 
__endar year 1910, against one hundred 
million in the calendar year 1903, the 


first year for which complete statis- 
tics of this trade are available. The 
figures of the Bureau of Statistics, 


Department of Commerce and Labor, 


just completed, show the total value 
of this trade in the year ending De- 
cember 31, 1910, to be $202,494,343, 
and in the year ending December 31, 
1903, $100,107,234, an increase of 10 
per cent, while the trade with other 
parts of the world was increasing 
about 40 per cent. The territories in 
question are Alaska, Hawaii, Porto 
Rico, the Philippines, Guam, Tutuila 
and the Midway Islands. 

The value of the merchandise 
shipped from the territories in ques- 
tion to the United States in I910 was 
$111,731,031, against $61,876,756 in 
1903. The value of the merchandise 


shipped from the United States to 


the noncontiguous territories was 
$90,763,312, against $38,230,478 in 
1903. ‘The increase in the period 
from 1903 to 1910 was thus 82 per 
cent in the value of merchandise 
shipped from the territories in ques- 
tion io the United States; and 139 
per cent in the value of merchandise 
shipped from the United States to 
those territories. 

The above figures do not include 
moyements of gold and silver. The 
value of domestic gold shipped from 
Alaska to the United States in 1910 
was in round terms 15 million dollars, 
and of foreign gold (presumably from 
British territory adjacent to Alaska) 
approximately 314 million dollars; 
while the value of domestic gold 
shipped from Hawaii to the United 
States in 1910 was about one-half 
million dollars. 

The principal articles forming this 
trade of more than 200 million dollars 
between the United States and its 
noncontiguous territories are in gen- 
eral terms tropical products sent from 
those islands to the United States, and 
fish, copper and furs from Alaska, 


while of shipments from the United 


States to these territories, manufac- 
tures and foodstuffs are the principal 
articles. Sugar and hemp are the 
principal articles coming from the 
Philippines, and as already indicated, 
fish, copper, and furs are the princi- 
pal articles coming from Alaska. The 
quantity of sugar sent from Hawaii 
to the United States in the calendar 
year 1910 was a little over 1 billion 
pounds, valued at 39% million dol-

lars; from Porto Rico, 626 million 
pounds, valued at 26 million dollars; 
and from the Philippines 218 million 
pounds, valued at 6% million dollars. 
Tobacco is also an article of some 
importance in the shipments of mer- 
chandise from the tropical islands to 
the United States, amounting to 1% 
million dollars of unmanufactured to- 
bacco and a little less than 5 million 
dollars in value of cigars from Porto 
Rico; a little less than 2 million dol- 
lars worth of cigars, cigarettes and 
cheroots from the Philippines, and 
about 9 thousand dollars worth of to-~ 
bacco from the Hawaiian Islands. 
Manila hemp from the Philippines in 
1910 amounted to about 8' 2-3 million 
dollars in value. Fruits and nuts 
(chiefly fruits) from Hawaii amount- 
ed to 2% million dollars in value; 
from Porto Rico a little less than 2 
million; and from the Philippines the 
shipments under this general head 
(chiefly cocoanut meat, broken, or 
“copra”) amounted to a little over 
one-half million dollars. 

From Alaska the principal articles 
shipped to the United States were fish, 
chiefly salmon, to the value of 11 1-3 
million dollars; furs, about one-half 
million; copper ore about one-fourth 
million. 

The principal articles shipped to the 
territories in question, are, as already 
indicated, manufactures and _ food- 
stuffs. Tio Hawaii the group “Cars, 
carriages, etc.” amounts to about one 
million dollars, of which about three- 
fourths is automobiles; cotton manu- 
factures, nearly 2 million dollars; 
iron and steel manufactures, 3 3-4 
million; leather and manufactures 
thereof, more than one-half million; 
mineral oils, 114 million; paper, and 
manufactures thereof, one-half mil- 


lion; tobacco manufactures, one-half 
million; manufactures of wood 
(chiefly lumber) 1% million; bread- 
stuffs, 1 3-4 million, and meats, three- 
fourths of a million. 

To Porto Rico the principal articles 
were cars and carriages, one million 
dollars in value, of which automobiles 
formed a little more than one-third; 
cotton manufactures, 4 1-3 million; 
iron and steel manufactures, 414 mil- 
lion; leather and manufactures there- 
of, over one million; mineral oils, % 
million; paper and manufactures 
thereof, over one-half million; soaps, 
nearly % million; manufactures of 
silk, one-third of a million; manu- 
factures of wood, 1 3-4 million; 
breadstuffs, practically 6 million dol- 
lars, and meats, 3 1-4 million. 

To the Philippines, the principal 
articles shipped were cars and car- 
riages over one-half million dollars in 
value, of which more than two-thirds 
was automobiles; cotton manufac- 
tures, 4 1-3 million; against 1 2-3 mil- 
lion in 1909; manufactures of iron 
and steel, 4 million; leather and manu- 
factures thereof, nearly one million; 
paper and manufactures thereof, more 
than one-half million, manufactures 
of wood (chiefly lumber) over one- 
half million: mineral oils over a mil- 
lion; breadstuffs, 1 1-4 million, and 
meats 1% million. j 

To Alaska the principal articles 
shipped were iron and steel manufac- 
tures, 4 1-4 million dollars in value; 
wood and manufactures thereof, 3-4 
of a million; mineral oils, 3-4 of a 
million; tobacco, ™% million; vege- 
tables %4 million; woolen manufac- 
tures over % million; cotton manu- 
factures, over 4 million; explosives, 
nearly 1% million; eggs, nearly % 
million; breadstuffs, 3-4 million; and 
meat and dairy products, over 2 mil- 
lion dollars in value.

SUNDAY SHOW SENTIMENT. 


‘The Holy Name Society of St. 
_Ann’s church, is the latest organiza- 
tion to take up the fight against Sun- 
day shows, and at a meeting held Sun- 
day, decided to appear in a body be- 
fore the municipal council and protest 
against the further granting of per- 
mits to the two local theatres. 

The objection to Sunday shows ap- 
pears to be very widespread in this 
city. Business and social: organiza- 
tions, churches and individuals have 
all registered a protest against the 
Sunday show and these people, collec- 
tively and individually, are certainly 
entitled to consideration from the au- 
thorities who have been chosen to rep- 
resent them in the government of city 
affairs. As the Breeze remarked a 
few weeks ago, this is a matter that 
should be settled by the sentiment of 
each community and the authorities 
should be governed by the sentiment 
as evidenced by the people of each 
city or town in which’ the ‘question of 
Sunday shows comes up for consid- 
eration.

A NEW SALOON LAW. 


Gloucester will be no license for ‘at 
least one year from the first of next 
May, and it is very likely to remain 
in the no-license column for a num- 
ber of years to come. That at least 
is the opinion of many people well 
qualified to judge. Therefore the bar 
and bottle bill and other liquor legis- 
lation will not excite the interest it 
would if this city had voted for li- 
cense last fall. Nevertheless the ad- 
vocates of license as well as the no-li- 
cense people will watch with interest 
the ultimate fate of a bill that has 
just been introduced in the Massachu- 
setts legislature prohibiting the open- 
ing of saloons until 8.30 in the morn- 
ing. At present, saloons are al- 
lowed to open at 6.30, presumably 
for the purpose of allowing the early 
worker to get his morning nip before 
beginning the labor of the day. It is 


a question whether such a law. will 


pass the present legislature as there 
is much more important liquor legis- 
lation that is bound to be _ settled 
first. 

That the proposed law is a good 
one from the temperance standpoint, 
there can be no argument. With the 
saloon closed from 11 o’clock at night 
until 8.30 o’clock in the morning, the 
average drinking man, be he a moder- 
ate drinker or a toper, will have plenty 
of time to get the effects of the night 
before liquor out of his system, for 
if he cannot get a drink on his way 
to work in the morning, he will have 
to wait until the noon hour and by 
that time he will feel the need of food 
more than of drink. 

The man who stops on his way to 
work in the morning for a “‘bracer,” 
needs another bracer by the time he 
is ready to go home to dinner. Shut 
off the opportunity for the © first 
“bracer” and in the intervening hours

before noon arrives, the desire for 
liquor will for the time being be least, 
have passed out of his system and a — 
healthy appetite for food will have 
taken its place. Such a law will of 
course work a hardship on the saloon- 
keeper for it would destroy a very 
profitable portion of his business, but — 
in view of the ever increasing senti- — 
ment against liquor everywhere, the 
saloon-keeper might as well realize 
that the halycon days of money making” 
in the liquor business is a thing of the 
past and that it is now only a question 
of time when-the saloon will become ~ 
one of the things that were, and that — 
alcoholic liquors will have as many 
restrictions placed about their sale as 
strychnine, arsenic, and chloral have 
now. .

Last Sunday evening, the atten- 
dants at the Beverly Farms Baptist 
church had the privilege to hear 
Judge Blake’s scholarly address on 
Abraham Lincoln. Judge Blake, who 
is a native of Helena, Montana, has 
recently become a resident of the 
Farms and is much esteemed. He isa 
graduate of the Harvard Law school. 
At the last commencement, he de- 
livered an address at the Alumni 
gathering at the Harvard Union. 

The salient points of Judge Blake’s 
address introduced Abraham Lincoln 
as a child reared in squalor and pen- 
ury and deprived of the common 
pleasures of youth. His parents had 
a very limited education. He grew 
up in a region typical of “bare exis- 
ence.” 

Every spare moment Lincoln had 
from drudgery, he devoted to read- 
ing. His small list of books com- 
prised the Bible, Aesop’s Fables, Rob- 
inson Crusoe, A History of the United 
States, Weem’s Life of Washington, 
the Pilgrim’s Progress and the Stat- 
utes of Indiana. He absorbed these 
books so that they were engraved on 
his memory. He became a good pen- 
man by practice. Such was the 
foundation of his cogent and lumin- 
ous style, which astonished and de- 
lighted the world. When twenty-two 
years old, he walked twelve miles to 
secure a copy of the first grammar he 
studied. 


Judge Blake impressed upon his 
hearers how the pupils of this genera- 
tion should appreciate the superior 
facilities bestowed on them for educa- 
tion without stint, by the tax payers, 
through the numerous instrumentali- 
ties in the modern methods of in- 
struction. 

When Lincoln reached his majority, 
despite the adverse influences of fron- 
tier life, his character was established 
for honesty, integrity, justice, truth- 
fulness and simplicity. Lincoln was 
a good man. His stepmother is quot- 
ed as saying, “He was the best boy 
I ever saw or expect to see.” 

His public career began in 1832 
during the Black Hawk Indian War. 
There was a call for volunteers. 
Lincoln was among the first to re- 
spond. He received an_ honorable 
discharge after its close. 

His insatiable love for books led 
him to become a lawyer. 

His first political triumph was his 
election in 1834 to the lower house in 
the Legislature of Illinois. He was 
re-elected several times. In 1846 he 
was chosen a member of the National 
House of Representatives. He was a 
stump speaker in political campaigns. 
His political defeats proved in his 
career blessings in disguise. He was 


an applicant for the office of Commis- 


sioner of the General Land Office also 
for United States Senator. His de- 
feat in these respects were considered 
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providential in respect to his future 
career mapped out by the hand of God. 

An event which commanded the at- 
tention of every citizen of the repub- 
lic in 1858 was Lincoln’s debate with 
Stephen A. Douglass. They were 
both giants in those eventful days. 
This debate placed Lincoln in the 
front rank of the logical and elo- 
quent orators of America. After that 
Lincoln was a national figure of co- 
lossal proportions. 

An able address in New York i 
1860 enhanced his reputation as a 
profound constitutional lawyer. 

Lincoln was nominated for presi- 
dent on the third ballot in 1860. They 
builded better than they knew. In the 
light of subsequent events the nomin- 
ation was an inspiration of the deep- 
est wisdom and statesmanship. 2 
“God moves in a mysterious way — 
His wonders to perform.” :~ 

A bitter and exciting campaign en- 
sued. Lincoln was a target for ridi- 
cule and villification. Despite this, 
Lincoln won and proved himself ev- 
ery inch a President. He was re- 
elected in 1864. Judge Blake him- 
self, was enrolled in the “Lincoln 
Wide Awakes.” 

It was his patriotic talk to preserve - 
the union and crush the rebellion. — 
In 1863, he issued his immortal proc-_ 
lamation for the freedom of three — 
million of slaves. He was always 
swayed by mercy and sympathy. He 
was the servant of the people, the per- 
fect type of the ideal American citi- 
zen. He met his tragic death April 
15, 1865 at the hands of an assassin. 

The lessons from his life are these: 
By labor he burst the bonds of his 
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narrow environment and _ gained 
mental freedom; he never ceased 
adding mental treasures to the 


wealth of his mind; his addresses 
and state papers were marvelous prod- 
ucts of a brain that was never idle. 
His sterling character was built on an. 
everlasting rock. iy 

His rise to fame from the lowest to 
the highest round of the ladder was 
what?

Funeral services 
were held this morning at 8.15 o’clock 
from his late residence, 111 Haskell 
street. Requiem high mass was held 
at St. Margaret’s church at 9 o’clock. 
The edifice was filled with neighbors 
and friends to pay their last respects. 
The interment was at St. Mary’s 
cemetery, Beverly. Among the beau- 
tiful flowers were several from his 
fellow employees.

tories of Arizona Desert Life—a part of America’s Great Sahara. 
a Our Country's Great Dead Land. 
(By M. J. Brown, Eprror Lirr.e Vauuey, N. Y., Hus) 


where trying to figure some scheme 
to make ties keep their places in dry 
sand, and reduce railroad wrecks, and 
I was all there was of China. I was 
the census. 

Marking the place where the sec- 
tion house was by a big bluff near it, 
I struck out on foot to ‘“‘do the des- 
ert,” and remembering the many tales 
I had heard of the strange fascina- 
tions of this land of thirst, and how 
the strange-colored ranges and the 
glistening sands lead one on, | kept 
the low gear, working and my eye on 
that bluff near the depot—that one 
mark of something close to the living. 

Fity years ago this desert was 
better known than today—when the 
lure of California gold strewed these 
vast, arid wastes with human bones. 
Today we ride through on a limited, 
fret at the heat and dust, look out the 
windows at the bunches of cacti, and 
go home and say we have been in the 
great American desert. 

But in those days no streaks of steel 
crossed this awful waste, and while I 
sat there hour after hour waiting for 
the section men to return, I blotted 
the Santa Fe off the map and went 
back to 49. 

And what a picture my imagination 
produced. A picture of caravans 


plodding across this burning waste, 


of men with fear in their hearts and 
thirst in their veins; of plodding 
oxen and mules dragging across this 
desolation with protruding tongues 
and blistering and cracked hoofs; of 
the desert buzzards in lazy pursuit, 
waiting for someone to die; of the 
drawn faces of the women and the 
thirst delirum of the children—and 
then the end, and the ghastly human 
bones that whiten there today. 

It seems to me that the penal places 
or other countries would be pleasure 
resoits compared with American’s 
Sahara. I could picture the mines of 
Siberia, the Yucatan rubber forests, 
and the desert of Australia as Coney 
Island laid side by side with this spot 
of America. If a man-proof fence 
was run around a thousand acres of 
this Arizona and the criminals of our 
country dumped into it, hell would 
quit business in thirty days because it 
could not meet competition. 

I had not wound my watch, and I 
had nothing by which to judge time, 
for strange to relate, the sky was en- 
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tirely covered with clouds—an un- 
usual sight in the desert. I dared not 
get out of sight of the railroad and 
could not tell when the train would 
come, and when I looked down the 
track to the west and saw a dot that 
I knew was a hand car, well, I knew 
something of how those caravans 
must have felt when they found an 
oasis. 

The section boss was a grizzled 
white man who had served fifteen 
years in teaching the Mexicans to 
drive spikes, and after I had coached 
him a little on the English language, 
he recalled that he was once a white 
man, and he told me many interesting 
things about the desert. 

There is a weird fascination in this 
arid waste that almost any visitor will 
admit, and none can explain. There 
is a something that entices, that calls 
to you to come on. No matter how 
cautious a man, he wants to go just a 
little farther, just over to the next 
draw. He doesn’t know what he is 
looking for, but he expects something 
-—something lures him on, beckons to 
him, 


The section man told me that some 
of his own Mexicans, men reared to 
the desert, had wandered off from 
the railroad, at different times, and 
never returned. And then he cinched 
it by the statement that they never re- 
turned for their month’s pay. | 
knew that ‘their bones were some- 
where out there in that waste. 

Before, behind, everywhere _ this 
dead country stretches away. It was 
created for something, but only God 
knows what. With the patience of 
ages the desert winds have used the 
white sand to chisel the rock and the 
lava into weird shapes and present- 
ments. ‘There is not a corner, not an 
edge, nothing sharp everything is 
smoothed, rounded sandpapered—ev- 
erything smells of age, of a time be- 
fore lite. Rock-strewn, empty, vast, 
mysterious, silent. 

What is hidden out in these wastes. 
Gold, silver, copper, and all the rich 
minerals that are characteristic of a 
land that has been forced up from 
earth’s bowels. And mother earth 
has set the time lock on them. None 
know how many a gaunt form has 
laid down to die in this hostile land, 
lured on and on by the gold fever, on 
beyond human aid, and where na- 
ture refused to help. Starving coy- 
otes have picked the bones clean, and 
the dryest air on earth has preserved 
them as sign boards— ‘Abandon all 
hope ye who enter here.” 

The section foreman told me he had 
lived fifteen years in this torment and 
that in one more year he would have 
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money enough to pay cash for a snug 
little irrigated farm in New Mexico. 
Heavens, what a price for a farm! 
He said that he had ten years pay 
checks that he had never cashed. 
What a beautiful example of trust 
in Santa Fe. And what a medley of 
men it is necessary to fill up the odd 
corners of our great, big, strapping, 
wonderful country. 

The desert is a place of awful 
winds. ‘The terrible heat rises, other 
air is sucked in, and the result is those 
terrible sand storms you have read of, 
The winds pick the sand up by ship 
loads, and scatter everywhere. Man 
or beast, caught out in the open, finds 
his own grave, for there is no facing 
or breathing this gale of hot, penetrat- 
ing, smothering sand. 

It is a country of great temperature 
changes, and pneumonia is prevalent 
and deadly. You will be surprised at 
this, because you never heard of it, 
but remember there are mighty few 
men to die of anything out there, and 
press reporters are as scarce as water 
and society. : 

The summer heat is something aw- 
ful, and the section man told me the 
mercury goes to 135, and that a piece 
of metal laid into the sun would burn 
blisters on the hand that touched it. 
Even in winter the noon heat is ter- 
riffic and but for the day being cloudy 
he said I would have found it almost 
unbearable in the sun. A change of 
from 50 to 80 degrees from noon to 
midnight is not unusual and there is 
where the dreaded pneumonia finds 
its place to reap. Many of the sta- 
tions have double roofs, to help shut 
out the sun’s fearful heat. 

There are many rivers that rise in 
the mountains north and east, but few 
if any have mouths. They flow down 
into this land of heat and the sand 
sucks them up. 

There are many sinks, big pot-holes, 
in this desert that no doubt were once 
lakes, filled with powdered alkali dust, 
and when rain does fall, it makes of 
those beds deadly poison, and no ani- 
mal will touch it. 

If the wolves would not eat it, a 
dead body would soon become a per- 
fect mummy in this desert—the air 
being so very dry and the sun so aw- 
fully hot. 


I never so welcomed a train as that 
which took me out of the Arizona des- 
ert that night. And yet I would like 
to go back. 

Nature says this is her country and 
forbids you, yet at the same time she 
beckons you—a spider’s bait. There 
is something about it that draws. You 
want some hardy companions, a good

Oklahoma City, Jan. 13, 1911. 
Mr. J. C. Mackin, 

Dear Sir: To introduce myself to 
you, I will say that I was a resident 
of Manchester, for over fifteen years, 
having moved away two years ago 
to benefit my  husband’s health. 
We settled in Oklahoma City which 
is a rising place and going ahead at 
a very rapid pace. 

Now, why I write you is, we have 
a good school system here and four 
or five new school houses which are 
modern and up-to-date in every way. 

The new high school building is 
just splendid. “I have two children 
attending this school which is sit- 
uated near our home. It is called 
the Whittier School. I belong to the 
Patron’s Club of that school and 
take great interest in it. We had a 
meeting to-day and a number of 
topics were talked over, among them 
being Manual Training and Domes- 
tie Seience. 

The Principal felt that at present 
we could not have both so the ma- 
jority said they preferred Manual 
Training if we could not have both. 
The matter was discussed but it was 
not decided as to which grades it

should be introduced. 

..Some.‘said to begin at the fifth 
grade, others said that we already 
had enough studies without crowd- 
ing in any more. 

[t was proposed that each mem- 
ber write to some one on that topic 
and gét what information they could 
with complements of the Whittier 
Patrons’ Club and the principal, 
Prof. Wellemeyer. 

If you could inform me, so | could

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The individual voter in Manches- 
ter is responsible for the present low 
standard of politics and he alone 
can rescue the siuation. We shall 
always have a town government 
with all its advantages, but we must 
be on our guard against its disadvan- 
tages’ In a city the government of 
all is delegated to the few, but in a 
town we have the purest form of 
self-government. How is Manches- 
ter using her trust? Does the aver- 
age citizen rise to his responsibility ? 
The Breeze does not hesitate to say 
that the present chaotic conditions 
is due to too-low standards set by the 
voters for their officers and the read- 
iness with which the gullible ordin- 
ary citizen allows his judgement 
concerning the main issues to be 
wharped by some insignificant or un- 
worthy contest over matters which 
in a business corporation, run upon 
business principles with the same em- 
phasis upon important matters, 
would be settled at on meeting of 
its board of directors. 

What Manchester needs is to rise 
to her opportunity. Let her carve 
out a vigorous and honorable policy 
and then. find the men to put it 
through. Our town interests are not 
to be determined by personal pre- 
ferences of any one set of individ- 
uals. The present state of affairs 
will continue until we cease to cater 
to the worst and begin to strive for 
the best. A strong policy and a vig- 
orous man will mean much. And 
Manchester will find that a clean-cut, 


high standard will in the end be her 
solution and save her good name 
from being a by-word of eastern 
Massachusetts. 

We repeat again that a strong man 
with a broad, elevating policy will 
have the unprecendented support of 
our voters. Manchester can do it, 
and she will. 

It is the present unworthy policy 
which keeps out many able men from 
publie service. But even this is open 
to eriticism, for such men should 
realize their personal responsibilities 
in honorable self-government, face 
the condition and lift our town af- 
fairs by concerted and determined 
activity to a high degree of effi- 
clenecy. 


THE HOME. 


A home is the base and triumph 
of civilization. The unwritten his- 
tory of the progress of the race from 
its early rude, unrestrained life in 
the far off beginnings of society to 
an organized moral community may 
be traced to the home—a father 
and a mother caring for their own 
children. Upon this one institution 
rests the success of Christianity, the 
triumph of civilization and the secur- 
ity of the nation, and for this rea- 
son the making of a home is conso- 
nant with the eternal problem of 
self-maintenance. Too much _ has 
been written and said about house- 
keeping, its difficulties and embar- 
rassments, and too little about home 
making. A father or a mother, or 
the ruler of a larger househould can- 
not escape the more precious duty of 
home-making by devoted sacrifice in 
house-keeping. A home teaches the 
simple lessons of hfe that makes 
existence in any society tolerable. It 
emulates love, and its altar fires 
should never burn low. From each 
sympathy—the capacity to suffer and 
enjoy life with others—goes out 
spontaneously and freely so that 
home becomes a safe refuge from the 
busy, imitating, saddening whirl of 
hfe. The responsibilities of life and 
work-sharing should not be placed 
too early on young shoulders, but 
they should be sheltered from un- 
necessary care until by frank and 
helpful assistance they may be taught 
to bear the burdens of work in our 
world. No home can long endure 
without self-sacrifice of the sincer- 
est and most unselfish character. A 
home is the school of every heavenly 
virtue. But unfortunately the enem-

ies of life do their worst work in this 
place of refuge: selfishness, sin, lazi- 
ness, carelessness, thoughtlessness 
and uncontrolled temperament work 
havoe and rots the home of its life. 
The unfortunate part of it all is that 
the guilty cannot bear all their cruel 
wrong—the innocent suffer for and 
with the wrong-doers. The true 
home-maker stands guard over the 
door of his home with the same dili- 
gence that fights fearlessly the wolf 
of starvation and poverty, guards it 
against the little foxes that destroy 
the vine. In that home good cheer, 
music, companionship, good litera- 
ture and a_ disciplined life in a 
practical christian fraternity should 
reign. Blessed are the home-mak- 
ers: to them is the joy of living! 


THE PROBLEM 


A house does not make a: home, but 
with the home-making spirit an 
earthly house is indespensable. <A 
modern family cannot be content in 
a 17th century house, cold, cheerless 
and unsanitary. Discontent ahd un- 
rest amid such an environment is at 
once noble, a sign of good healthy in- 
stinct. The housing problem at Bev- 
erly Farms and Manchester has long 
ceased to be an impending danger; 
it is more than acute—it is a 
condition. which confronts every fam- 
ily and business concern in the towns. 
The policy of the larger landed es- 
tates on the one side and the with- 
holding of land for a larger figure 
out of proportion to its real worth on 
the other has resulted in the present 
conditions. The policy is suicidal to 
every industry in town and to the 
best interests of the so-called sum- 
mer colony. 

The bane of the North Shore has 
been its unwise and un-American 
class distinctions. The peril works 
damage to the best interests of all 
and the dreadful housing conditions 


does more to irritate honorable men — 


and women worthy of better oppor- 
tunities for decent living to discon- 
tent and unhappiness than any other 
one thing. That there is not a single 
first class public place where a 
stranger can find a place to lay his 
head for a night, at Beverly Farms, 
or where a party could obtain a 
simple meal, served with ordinary 
decency, is an unfortunate truth. 
This state of affairs ought not to con- 
tinue. It is peculiarly lamentable 
when one considers the other side 
of the North Shore life with its

splendid mansions, costly display 
and luxurious ease. 


THE SITUATION. 


There are at least these different 
classes of people on the Shore (nam- 
ing them without any un-demo- 
cratic intentions), the laborers who 
do rough work for contractors, or, 
on the estates; servitors on large es- 
tates, including gardeners, caretak- 
ers, watchmen, butlers, coachmen, tu- 
tors, riding masters, etc.; business 
men, who serve in the usual necessi- 
ties and luxuries, medicine, provis- 
ions, grocers, flower, harness, etc. ; 
carpenters, masons; business men 
who live here, but who work else- 
where; skilled workmen, and finally 
the owners and residents of the sum- 
mer estates. 

In every one of these different 
classess except the last the burden 
is felt. The boarding facilities of- 
forded the poor workman are lament- 
able. The Italian with his outdoor 
shack fares better than he. To illus- 
trate the siuation three examples 
may be given. First is a second 
gardener estate in West Manchester. 
The editor met him outside this of- 
fice on his way to a meal and learned 
that he walked seven miles and a 
half every day simply to eat. The 
second illustration is that of a young 
woman with skill as a nurse who in 
order to have a suitable place to 
live for the summer hires a suite of 
rooms fot a whole year in order to 
use them two months. The last is 
a steady, reliable, honest skilled 
workman earning good wages strug- 
gling to better himself and which 
he could in any place but the North 
Shore, forced by necessity to share 
a house with two other families and 
no bath-room. The situation is ser- 
ious and something ought to be done. 


THE CONDITIONS. 


The conditions would be helped 
some if every resident should 
build cottages and provide for 
all their workmen. It should 
beeen definite part of. the 
plan of every estate. This would 
help. What would help more would 
be the release of some of the land in 
Beverly Farms especially, by philan- 
thropic spirits so that for a reason- 
able amount, thrifty, industrious 
people may purchase a house lot and 
build a home. This to be accom- 
plished not as a charity, but as their 
just rights and privileges. 

In the last ten years it ‘would be 
almost an untruth to say that only 
an average of one cottage a year 
had been built in the village of Bev- 
erly Farms. 
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The situation is ‘‘black’’ and some- 
thing should be done and at once 
and to it no one should be blind. 
The present policy of the Shore resi- 
dents.and the other land owners is 
suicidal to the best social, moral and 
business interests of the towns along 
the Shore, especially Beverly Farms. 


FORWARD MOVEMENT AT THE 
FARMS. 

The purpose of the West Beach 
Corporation to proceed at once to 
the removal of the unsightly booths, 
and to the construction of a commo- 
dious and chaste pavilion at West 
Beach is the most commendable for- 
ward movement inaugurated in years 
at this place. The generous vote 
returning the President and _ the 
Board of Directors to office was an 
indorsement in itself of the good 
work of the Board. The new plan 
provides for a pavilion with an out- 
look of ample dimensions and many 
bath-house compartments. The Cor- 
poration under the efficient business 
leadership of its officers, James B. 
Dow, president, D. M. Linehan, vice 
president, Charles Hull, secretary, 
Elmer Standley, treasurer, John H. 
Linehan, William H. Gerrish, Wil- 
liam R. Brooks, Fred Williams and 
J. Millage Publicover, directors, has 
been piloted through a very serious 
financial crisis, entailed by the suit, 
which was brought against it. 
Thanks to good management the 
property is free from all financial 
obligations and  embarrassments. 
The property is a trust and cannot 
be mortgaged so that when the pier 
was built, which is now all paid for, 
the money was raised on a note en- 
dorsed by its public spirited officers. 
The financial situation is encourag- 
ing and bright days are ahead. The 
‘vote of the corporation gives the dir- 
ectors power to remove the present 
booths and construct without debt 
to the corporation a suitable pavil- 
ion. Already a comfortable sum has 
been suscribed. 

This is an important real estate 
movement and cannot but enhance 
the value of every estate away from 
the water and its priveleges. It will 
remove the present unsightly booths 
and afford for all the pleasant priv- 
ileges which have been enjoyed by 
the few. Let the subscriptions come 
in!

TO BEGIN NEW BRIDGE 


Boston & Maine Planning a Draw 

Structure at Manchester, Mass. 

to Cost $50,000. 

The Boston & Maine is about. to 
begin building a new drawbridge 
across Manchester inner harbor, to 
eost with approaches between $50,- 
0OO and $60,000. This work is the 
result of a petition to the war de- 
partment and of strenuous objection 
to the old bridge by the citizens of 
this town. 

The objections come chiefly from 
the owners of small boats, most of 
whom tie up their power pleasure 
erafts at Town wharf, and who have 
been unable to get their boats out 
into the harbor at certain stages of 
the tides. 

In May, 1910, the war department 
pronounced the present bridge, built 
in 1896, an illegal structure, as de- 
partment approval of the plans had 
not been secured. It was ordered by 
the war departmest that the railroad 
increase the width of the draw open- 
ing to not less than 50 feet in the 
elear, and provide 6.5 feet above 
mean high water under the spans 
for the passage of small boats, that 
it instal am efficient mechanism so 
that the draw span can be promptly 
opened, and also required that with- 
in 12 months from the date of notice 
the work of construction of the new 
bridge shall be completed. 

A draw of the roll-lft type will be 
put in, and it is to be operated by 
either electricity or gasoline. The 
grade of the tracks will be raised 
three feet at the draw, dropping off 
at an easy grade in both directions. 
A temporary trestle will be built to 
take the trains around the draw 
during construction.

Gloucester’s Fisheries. 


In spite of the somewhat doleful 
predictions regarding the future of 
tHoucester in ease the reciprocity 
pact is passed by congress, which 
have been made by the large fish 
dealers of the city, there is an un- 
dercurrent of hope and confidence 
that is evident to even the most cas- 
ual observer. There is a feeling that 
Gloucester has reached the turning 
point in her history and that the 
future holds more in store for her 
than the past has ever produced. 
No right minded man believes that 
the fishing interests of Gloucester 
will be ruined by the adoption of the 
reciprocity measure. On the con- 
trary there are many well qualified 
to express an opinion on the matter, 
who do not hesitate to say that the 
fishing industry under the reciproc- 
ity measure will witness a revival 
that will reeall the bustling times of 
thirty years ago when Gloucester 
was one of the fastest growing and 
most prosperous cities im the Com- 
monwealth. 

Whether the fisheries of Glouces- 
ter will be injured or benefitted by 
reciprocity is a matter that cannot 
be settled by argument. It will have 
to be tried. There is hardly a doubt 
that the measure-as presented by 
President Taft will be adopted, and 
as that is to be the case, it is hoped 
that the predictions of ruin to the 
fishing industry are based on wrong 
conclusions and that experience will 
prove that those who welcome a 
return to the old reciprocical rela- 
tions with Canada are right in their 
deductions. 


Money For Parks. 

The request of the park commis- 
sioners for $30,000, the amount to 
be raised by a loan payable $2,000 
per year for fifteen years, is most 
certainly a reasonable one and 
should receive the favorable consid- 
eration of the Municipal Council. 
The plans of the park commissioners 
provided their request is granted, 
contemplates the completion of the 
esplanade along the water front on 
Western avenue, a distance of about 
200 feet; curbing the triangular plot 
of ground at Kent Circle; repairing 
the embankment along the Annis- 


quam canal; new settees for 
park, and other improvements and 
repairs to the parks of the city. 

The $380,000 loan asked by the 
Park Commissioners would be ample 
to. carry out this work and would 
provide a fund for further improve- 
ments that may be deemed advisable 
in the future. Nobody will deny 
that the work performed by the 
commission in the past three years 
has been of a distinct and perman- 
ent advantage to the city. The beau- 
titul marine park laid out on both 
sides of the Blynman bridge has not 
only added tremendously to the ap- 
pearance of the city’s chief entrance 
but it has been the souree of enjoy- 
ment to thousands of people who 
have made use of the park privileges 
on every day during the summer 
and early fall, and especially on 
Sundays when the park is thronged 
with people enjoying the beautiful 
view of the harbor and its surround- 
ing hills and shores. 

Money spent on parks is well 
spent, particuarly when the money 
is expended under the direction of 
a painstaking and careful board of 
commissionrds as has been the case 
in Gloucester. 

3v all means let the good work go 
on. Give the park commission the 
money they ask for and allow them 
to earry out the plans that will be 
appreciated by the public at large, 
as no other municipal improvements 
can be. 


Gloucester’s Fire Department. 


Gloucester certainly has good rea- 
son to feel proud ot its fire depart- 
ment. The manner in which the fire 
at the Wass house in Kent Circle 
was handled last Sunday night, re- 
flects great credit on the efficiency 
of the department. It was due to the 
excellent work of the firemen that 
the fire was confined to the resi- 
dence of Mr. Wass. There are only 
a few feet between the Wass and 
the Rowe houses and had the latter 
caught it would have endangered 
the entire circle and probably prov- 
ed one of the most distastrous fires 
of recent years. Chief Crowe and 
his men, who successfully fought the 
fire, well deserve the praise that has 
been bestowed upon them. 
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The Question of New Industries 


There has been for a number of 
years past a cry for new industries 
for Gloucester. Several spasmodie 
attempts have been made to get 
manufacturers to locate here, one 
at least of which resulted in fin ait- 
cial loss to the men who were publie 
spirited enough to put money into 
the venture. } 

It is not the mission of the Breez p 
to criticise the efforts that have been 
made, but it is possible that the 
methods employed may not ha 
been the correct ones. If we quote 
one or two instances that have come 
under our notice it may serve to 
make clear the point. ey 

A few years ago Bridgewater, a 
quaint and sleepy old town, about as 
far south of Boston as Gloucester 
is north, awoke to the fact that in 
order to keep itself on the map it 
would have to have some industries. 
A commercial club was formed, and 
an active committee appointed 
which solicited subscriptions to a 
$30,000 corporation composed en- 
tirely of local men. As soon as 
sufficient money had been paid in 
the corporation purchased land near 
the railroad station and erected a 
large three story modern factory 
building. 

At the time work was commenced - 
the corporation had no idea who 
would occupy it, but before the 
foundations were completed it had— 
been leased by the W. H. McElwain 
Co., at a yearly rental sufficient to 
pay six per cent per annum to the™ 
stockholders of the corporation. It 
was leased for ten years, but at the 
expiration of five years the McEl- 
wain Company bought the factory 
and it has since been enlarged sev- 
eral times to accommodate the in- 
creased out put of shoes. One or 
two other factories have been built 
since then, and Bridgewater, accord- 
ing to the last census, has shown — 
the second largest increase of any 
town in Plymouth county. 

The same method has been suc- 
cessfully followed by Weymouth, 
also by Marlboro and probably by 
many other towns. The individuals — 
or concerns which ask bonuses of 
land, buildings or money, are the 
ones to steer clear of. If Glouces- 
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ter had a modern up-to-date factory 


_ building there is not the slightest 


doubt that it could be leased to some 


responsible shoe manufacturer who 


would ask no bonus or assistance 
~ in coming here. 


There have been several thriving 
little industries grow up in Glouces- 
ter within the past few years that 
have not made much noise or receiv- 
ed much encouragement but they 
are an important factor in the indus- 


trial life of the city. They have all 


been established by local capital and 
have developed from extremely 
small beginnings, but in order to 


induce a large manufacturer to lo- 


cate here it will first be necessary to 
provide adequate facilities in the 
shape of a modern factory building. 


BOLT FACTORY TO ENLARGE. 


New Building to be Erected for 
Burroughs Nut and Bolt Co. 

It is reported that the Burroughs 
Nut & Bolt Company which recently 
commenced operations in their new 
factory at West Gloucester, will en- 
large their plant this spring, to meet 
the requirements of their increasing 
business. There are at present 
about thirty employed at the fac- 
tory and the orders on hand it is 
said, will require two years steady 
work to get out. It is understood 
that the company has taken an op- 
tion on a tract of land adjoining 
that: upon which the present factory 
is located and will erect another 
building of about the same size as 
the. .present one. 

This will double the capacity of 
the plant and will give employment 
to twenty or twenty five more hands.

The death of Deacon Edwin 
Pride occurred at the home of his 
son, Edinw L. Pride of Winter Hill, 
Somerville, last Friday age 74 years, 
11 months. While he had not been 
in the best of health, his death was 
unexpected. Hé was one of Beverly 
Farms’ most respected and honored 
old-time residents. He was espec- 
ially interested in the religious life 
of the community. He was an active 
worker at the Baptist church, hav- 
ing the honor of senior deacon. He 
took an active interest in local and 
public affairs. A widow and two 
sons survive him, Willis A. Pride, 
of Beverly Farms, and Edwin L. 
Pride of Winter Hill. 

Funeral services over the remains 
of the late Deacon Pride were held 
Monday afternoon at the Farms 
Baptist church, Rev. Clarence S&S. 
Pond officiating. The Lotus Quar- 
tet of Boston rendered a number of 
selections during the service. The 
pall bearers were John L. Chapman, 
Samuel F. Collamer, Oscar Hakan- 
son and Otis Davis. The floral trib- 
utes were many and beautiful. The 
interment was at the Farms cemet- 
ery. 

Rey. Mr. Pond paid a glowing and 
sincere tribute to the deceased. In 
the course of his remarks, he said :— 


“This good man God has called 
home, whom you loved, and who lov- 
ed you, the last leaf on the tree as 
it were, of a generation, has gone. 
In this meeting house, the church of 
the living God, we revently meet in 
a uniting body of sympathy. While 
the hour of death is a sweet fare- 
well, sadness with a touch of joy, for 
it is to the life and mind of the 
Christian, an hour of victory after 
a life well spent in the honor of 
God and in the face of human diffi- 
eulties of human life. He fought a 
good fight and hath laid hold on the 
eternal mystery of immortal life, 
promised unto men by Christ. ‘I am 
the ressurrection and the life. He 
that believeth on me shall never 
die.’ 

*‘Deacon Edwin Pride’s earthly 
life numbered 75 years. Born into a 
Christian home, he was never with- 
out the sheltering prayer of Christ- 
ian love. In middle life, he firmly 
and fervently began a new life in 
Christ. After his noble stand for 
righteousness he united with this 
noble church. The simplicity of his 
faith, the devotion of his spirit, the 
honorableness of his life at home 
and among men, his fruitful study 
of the Bible and his enviable gift 
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of prayer as the devotion of a soul 
communing with God and his power 
to voice the spirit and desires of oth 
er Christians gave him a divine eall 
to spiritual power and leadership.’ 

‘‘For thirty years he had honor- 
ably and without strain served with 
transparent honesty, irreproachable 
faithfulness and devoted fidelity the 
trust which was conferred upon him. 
For his loving devoted service, he 
has always had the loving appre- 
ciation of those who realized his 
painstaking industry and_ faithful- 
ness. 

‘‘His spirit was genuine, his re- 
hgion sincere and_ his faith like 
Peter, the rock upon which Christ 
would build his faith. He belonged 
to a generation and age who rever- 
ended the scriptures. The facility 
with which he called to mind pass- 
age alter passage of God’s holy 
word and the moving stanzas of 
Watt indicated the abiding worth of 
a soul and the knowledge and ex- 
perience of a living God as a vital 
experience rather than an intellectu- 
al equipment. 

‘His favorite psalms, the twenty- 
third and the ninety-first, universal 
comfort givers, reveal with clarity, 
the simple trust in God—abiding 
patience in his providence, conse- 
crated endeavor under his lead and 
loving resignation if needs be, in the 
shadow of the dark valley. Beneath 
were the everlasting arms till the 
end. He was not—but is— God 
took him. That sacrament which is 
administered in the earthly temple 
is now held in sweeter bliss of the 
eternal. 

‘““The eternal—immortality is a 
faith, a life—not a hope, hope is 
future, life is present. He knew the 
charm of the Christian life—eternal 
lhfe—beyond the veil only has he 
gone.

It is wonderful, weird, gruesome, 


s fascinating and revolting. It is a 
community and a people of the far 


past ages living in the present—an 
inhabitants 


- lived where they now live ages be- 


~ ealled Americans 
about Zuni and its strange people, 


fore a white man’s foot ever touched 
America. And yet but few of we so- 
know anything 


_ living in our midst. 


- Neither history nor tradition tells 
us when Zuni was founded. Some 


of us know that it is the oldest con- 


_ tinually inhabited Indian village in 


our country, and that is about all 


we do know. 


Once it was one ot the famous 


“Seven Cities of Cibola,’’ now it is 


a community of sun-worshippers, 
dog eaters and degenerates. Once 
its inhabitants were famous as re- 
lentless, blood thirsty savages, mis- 
sionary butchers, weavers, pottery 
makers; now they are spiritless, de- 
praved, filthy and live as __ beasts 
would not live. 


“It was the fabled hidden gold of 
Zuni that hundreds of years ago 
blazed a path across the desert plains 
from Mexico to the Rio Grande— 
and Zuni was an ancient pueblo then. 
Coronado found this village 370 
years ago, and how many hundreds 
of years it had been occupied before 
his coming, none know and few can 
make a reasonable guess. 

And there it stands in the desert 
sunshine today, and there its 1800 
inhabitants live, just as they lived 
long before Columbus ever tried to 
pound into the thick-headed Span- 
iards that there was another piece of 
the world over here. 


Let me tell you something of this 
unknown odd spot of our country— 
tell you of some of the sights I saw 
there in the closing days of 1910—of 
a people and conditions that you 
gould hardly believe existed in this 
great country of ninety-three mil- 
lions population. 


Unlike the community dwellings 


of Laguna and Acomo, Zuni is not 
cliff-built. It is built on a rise of 
ground on the bank of that little 
sluggish stream, called the Zuni 
river, It is built entirely of dobie— 
sun-dried mud _ brick—each house 
joining the other and reminding one 
of the plans of our modern stock 
yards. Years ago, when the fighting 
Navajos made life on these plains a 
survival of the fittest, the outside 
walls of this Indian city were forts 
without doors or windows, but now 
doors have been cut through most of 
the outside walls. There is no com- 


‘mon entrance, wide enough for a 


team to pass through, and once in- 
side, there are several acres of ad- 
joining houses and cut up with nar- 
row, irregular alleys. The whole 
city is one great communial house, 
and the inhabitants one great family. 

The streets, or alleys, are filled 
with Indians, dogs, pigs, turkeys, 
ducks, burros, water jars, mud ovens 
and ponies. The filth is something 
awful, and the first wonder to me 
was why a pestilence ov fever had 
not long ago wiped Zuni and its peo- 
ple off the United States map. But 
they are immune to everything but 
smallpox—they seem to fatten on 
filth and famine. 

I walked in at the main entrance 
and started to ‘‘do Zuni,’’ and the 
first horror that met my eyes started 
me back to the trading post to get a 
white man to accompany me. It was 
but a common sight of depravity and 
cruelty, but I will long remember it. 
A little puppy had both hind legs 


‘broken at the hips by these fiends 


and it was dragging its hind quar- 
ters as it crawled about the streets, 
while the Indians laughed. That the 
animal had been in this condition 
many days was shown by the flesh 


being worn through to the bone, 
where its legs dragged on the 
eround. 


The post trader told me that 1 
need not have any fear of the In- 
dians, for he said there was nothing 
left in them but cruelty, and that I 
could tie one hand behind me and 
drive the whole village out. 

And now let me explain some- 
thing that will give you a reason for 
this and many other instances of 
horrible cruelty and depravity that 
I saw in this village—or at least the 
reasons given by the few white men 
who live in this country.

ZUNI, WONDERFUL AND WEIRD. 


~ Strange, Unknown Communial Dwelling, where the Zuni Indians 
__ Have Lived Since Long Before the Landing of Columbus. 
(By M. J. Brown, Epiror Lirr.e Vauey, N. Y., Hus) 


’ Forty-eight miles by wagon road 
south from the little desert town of 


For hundreds of years the Zunis - 
have lived in this one village, lived 
and intermarried in this one family, 
until they are all, or nearly all, 
blood relatives. ‘They have degen- 
erated until nearly all the old in- 
stincts and arts, excepting possibly 
cunning and cruelty, have been brea 
out of them, and they now are de- 
based, cowardly, and filthy descen- 
dants of a once famous tribe of the 
southwest. 

1 saw an Indian ride into the vil- 
lage and dismount from a burro, and 
i noted a stream of blood running 
down the donkey’s shoulder. ‘The 
trader showed me the cause. On the 
animal’s shoulder was an old sore, a 
sore kept constantly irritated by the 
master, and when he wanted the 
donkey to go faster he would prod 
tiis Wound with a sharp stick. It 
was so much easier than swing the 
quirt on the tough hide, and the In- 
cian enjoyed it so much more. A 
og was running the streets with a 
great sore on its lower jaw, a part 
of which an Indian had cut off be- 
cause it crowded the pigs away from 
the street refuse and got more than 
huis Share. 

There are Indians over six feet 
tall, splendid figures of manhooa 
irom a distance, but om close inspec- 
tion their wrists. are not half the 
size of a woman’s. There are 
squaws, broad shouldered, fat-faced 
and tull-busted whose legs below the 
knees are not as large as their arms. 

But one of the strangest marks of 
inter-marriage that I saw in this vil- 
lage was two albino Indians—pure- 
biooded Zunis. There are four in 
the pueblo, it is said. They are as 
light as any white man, with 
straight, white coarse hair, pink 
cheeks, white eyebrows and almost 
pink eyes. I could not believe that 
these men were Indians until close 
inspection showed the unmistakable 
features the high cheek bones and 
the Indian hair. 

The Zunis dress and live in the 
same manner as they did before they 
ever saw a white man’s face. They 
all wear the bright-colored band 
about the forehead, the hair about a 
foot long, braided and looped up 
with red yarn; all wear the Indian 
blankets, bought from the Navajos; 
the turquoise is worn in earrings, 
bracelets, beads, finger-rings and 
belts. The turquoise is to the In- 
dians what a diamond is to the Amer- 
ican and silver of equal value with 
our gold. I doubt if an Indian 
would pick up a gold ring if he 
found one. The squaws wear bangs 
low down on the forehead, many 
wear them below the eyes, they all 
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wear the blanket, leggins and moc- 
casins. 

It is a curious sight to sit on the 
opposite side of the river and watch 
Zuni. You will see an Indian ap- 
proach the village from the opposite 
side from the main entrance. He 
will go into the first house that has 
an entrance, climb up a ladder that 
protrudes from the roof, and then 
run the tops of the houses to his 
pen. It is so much nearer than fol- 
lowing the crooked alleys. And at 
sunset you will see the aged Indians 
climb to the tops of the houses and 
there sit and watch the sun go down. 

One startling sight that confront- 
ed me on my slumming trip was the 
sudden appearance of a maniac. He 
darted out of a mud hovel, stood di- 
rectly in front of me, and glared 
with his wild eyes. His clothes 
were almost torn from him, and his 
long white hair was a mass of-tan- 
gle. I began to think that the trad- 
er who told me I could drive these 
men out like a bunch of sheep had 
put one over on me. But the lunatic 
only stared at me and then went 
back. This man was to the Indians 
a witch, and while they feared him 
and hated him, not one would ever 
dare touch him, or refuse him food.

I had a pocket size East- 
man, and wore my overcoat to hide 
it. They were having a sport day, 
horse racing and stick throwing, and 
I wanted some pictures. A big Zuni, 
the only English speaking Indian in 
the village, soon had me spotted. 
“Taking pictures?’’ he asked. ‘‘No’’ 
I replied. ‘‘Just looking around,’’ 
he again asked, and when I nodded, 
he went away, but I noted that he 
watched me continually. They will 
not allow a camera or a Mexican in

of blood, as a child gradually learns to 
confess a fault. 

There are two forms of courage, 
physical and moral. Physical courage 
is the resolute facing of danger. 
Courage is bravery, but is not brava- 
_ 4o, which is recklessness or frequently 
- foolhardiness. A reckless man does 
mot see danger, the foolhardy man 
makes brag and show of doing, while 
the courageous man sees the danger 
and bravely faces it. “Courage is re- 
sistance to fear, mastery of fear—not 
absence of fear.” 

The lack of courage is cowardice, 

‘which has been held up to scorn from 

the beginning of the world. It implies 
a want of common sense, a want of 
belief in oneself. 

Moral courage is obeying one’s con- 
victions in the face of opposition and 
disapprobation; doing what the con- 
science says is right against the scorn 

and ridicule of associates; standing up

- others grow rich by questionable meth- 


ods. It takes courage to say “No” 
squarely when others around you say 
“Yes.” It takes courage to be laughed 
at, scoffed, ridiculed, derided, misjudg- 
ed—to stand alone with all the world 
against you. 

To espouse an unpopular cause often 
requires more courage than to lead a 
charge in battle. But “mankind loves 
and-admires the man who dares to 
look the devil in the face and tell him 
he is a devil.” 

Although Admiral Farragut was a 
southerner and prayed “God forbid 
that I should ever raise my hand 
against the south,” yet when Virginia 
seceded Farragut remained faithful in 
his allegiance to the government. He 
was assigned the task of taking New 
Orleans, defended by forts which in 
1815 withstood the entire British fleet 
for nine days. With unexampled in- 
trepidity he pushed his fleet by the 
forts through a fire of shot and shell 
from 200 guns and destroyed the oppos- 
ing fleet and the forts. 

Practice.—Let everybody resolve to 
put fear out of his mind and let him 
say, “God is in his heaven.” When oc- 
easion comes for an act of bravery, 
as a- sudden fire, a child in danger, 
trust yourself and act quickly and with 
resolution. When it is an occasion for 
standing by what is right, treat it as 
you would a lie and scorn to belittle 
yourself by yielding. Say over and 
over, “No, no, no!’

CONTRIVES A.NOVEL .MOTOR- 


DRIVEN SLED.

Meredith Whitehouse, the son of 
Mr. and Mrs. Francis M. Whitehouse 
of Manchester, has contrived a novel 
motor-driven sled, that. has been at- 
tracting no end of attention on the 
North Shore roads, between Beverly 
and Gloucester the last two weeks. 
The picture printed above shows Mr. 
Whitehouse in his sled ready for a 
run from his Manchester Cove home 
over the Manchester roads to Bev- 
erly Farms. 


Mr. Whitehouse looks upon his in- 
vention as a matter-of-sort affair, 
though it is really a wonderfully con- 
trived machine. 

The motive power is a Watkins 2- 
eyele 2-cylinder marine motor, six- 
horse power, friction transmission. 
The engine is run and operated much 
the same as an automobile. Excel- 
lent control is obtained, as good as if 
a 4-cycle. The engine operates a 
large wheel affair in the center of 
the outfit, and just in front of the 
driver’s seat. This wheel is more 
like a water pedal wheel. As it re-

MUNICIPAL LIGHTING PLANTS. 


Rockport Considering Establishing 
One—If So Gloucester Company 
Will Be Deprived of 
Large Contract. 


We were amused as well as sur- 
prised to learn this week that the 
citizens of Rockpert, who are talk- 
ing seriously of establishing a mu- 
nicipal lighting plant, have had Ip- 
swich held up to them as an awful 
example of the folly of having such 
a plant. To be sure those who have 
thus warned Rockport may be said 
to ‘‘have an interest’’ in discourag- 
ing their town from going into the 
lighting business, for it is generally 
understood that they are talking for 
the Gloucester Electric Light Co., a 
private company which at the pres- 
ent time has a very profitable con- 
tract selling electricity to Rockport, 
not only for street lighting but for 
private buildings also. 

If the figures given us are correct, 
Rockport is paying to this company 
as much for less than 200 street 
lights, burning until one o’clock at 
night, as it costs Ipswich for 785 
street lights burning all night. The 
price to private consumers is 18 
cents per K. W. hour in Rockport, 
and in Ipswich only 12 cents, with a 
ten per cent reduction if paid before 
the 20th of the month. 

The Ipswich plant is in excellent 
condition, and the machinery put in 
seven years ago is not only taking 
care of Ipswich but for the past six 


months has furnished light for Row- 
ley as well.

Except the bust picture in the 
London National Gallery this is con- 
sidered the finest portrait of King 
Philip IV. It is notable for its rapid 
brush work and strong characteriza- 
tion. 

The price is said to be the largest 
ever paid for a single painting in 
America, and it is doubtful if a Vel- 
asquez ever commanded such a high 
figure in Europe. 

Mr. Frick already possessed an- 
other famous Velasquez portrait, 
that of Maria Anna of Austria, 
queen of Philip IV.

There is a great day coming for 
Manchester when her citizens will 
meet next Monday— March 6 —to 
discuss the common problems of 
Town Business. It is a_ privilege 
which has come to us as the result 
of the thought and work of other 
generations of men. Even yet the 
problem of self-government has not 
been fully solved. The experience 
of the past has taught the greatest 
- minds that the purest form of democ- 
racy is nossible in a Town Govern- 
ment. It is unhampered by the rep- 
resentative government of the cities, 
for each man has the opportunity to 
be heard in defense or in opposition 
to any provosed legislation. A voter 
in a town ean say what he wants to 
say and say it so everyone can hear. 
The opportunities and incentives to 
good government in a town are im- 
perative. 

The voters of the town of Man- 
chester may be depended upon to 
avail themselves of their privilege 
and duty to vote.

On February roth Representative 
Saltonstall introduced the following 
Resolve, into the House, which is 
now under consideration: 

“Resolve relative to Procuring a 
Water Supply for the Cities of Salem 
and Beverly and the Taking and Use 
of Water from the Ipswich River or 
any of its ‘Tributaries, or other 
Sources, for Public Water Supply 
and other Purposes. 

RESOLVED: The state board of 
health is hereby authorized and dir- 
ected to investigate, consider and re- 
port upon the question of a water 
supply for the cities of Salem and 
Beverly, to be taken from the Ip- 
swich River or any of its tributaries, 
of from such other source or sources 
as said board may find to be avyail- 
able for said purpose. 

The said board shall forthwith 
proceed to investigate and consider- 
this subject, including all questions 
relating to the quality of water to 
be obtained from available sources, 
its quality, the best methods of pro- 
tecting the purity of the water, the 
construction, operation and mainten- 
ance of works for storing, conveying 
or purifying the water, the cost of 
the same, the damage to property 
and all other matters pertaining to 
the subject; and the said board shall 
include in its investigation consider- 
ation of the needs and interests of 
all other communities and persons 
that may be affected by the taking 
of water for water supply pur- 
poses from the Ipswich River or any 
of its tributaries, or from any other 
source or sources, and consider such 
other communities as might be ec- 
onomically united for water supply 
purposes. 

The said board shall furthermore 
give a hearing or hearings to all per- 
sons interested in the taking of water 
from the Ipswich River or any of its 
tributaries, or from any other source 
or sources, for the water supply of 
the cities of Salem and Beverly or 
the use of water from said river for 
the water supply of any other city 
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The said board shall have power to 
employ such engineering or other as- 
sistance, and to incur such expense, 
as may be necessary for carrying 
out the provisions of this resolve. 

The said board shall report fully 
with plans to the next general court 
on or before the tenth of January in 
the year 1912. 

The total amount of money to be 
expended in carrying out the pro- 
visions of this resolve shall not ex- 
ceed $1500.”’ 

It is generally conceded that some- 
thing must be done very soon in re- 
gard to the water supply of not only 
Salem and Beverly, but other cities 
and towns situated in this part of 
the State, and it is hoped that after 
the situation has been thoroughly con- 
sidered by the State Board of Health 
that a comprehensive plan will be 
evolved which can be acted upon and 
carried out in the near future. In 
this exacting campaign, Representa- 
tive Saltonstall has been serving the 
public in a most important matter. 
He is interested not in his solution 
of the water problem but in a solu- 
tion of the problem. Many of -us 
wish that some plan could be evolved 
whereby Salem could be supplied by 
the metropolitan water system. ‘This 
would leave Wenham lake for Bever- 
ly. This would be an ample supply 
for the city’s use and with the prob- 
able discontinuance of the Longham 
Meadows supply, Beverly would 
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again have an ideal water reservoir.

AN IMPORTANT HEARING. 

An important hearing has been set 
for Tuesday, March 7, by the Muni- 
cipal Council when that body will 
hear the peition of a number of Brier 
Neck cottagers for permission to 
lease land at Good Harbor Beach up- 
on which to erect cottages. This peti- 
tion is the result of the recent action 
of the owners of Brier Neck in order- 
ing all cottages removed from that 
tract of land before the opening of 
the summer season. 

It is only natural to suppose and 
hope that there will be a strong and 
successful remonstrance against the 
leasing of land at Good Harbor Beach 
for the purposes prayed for. Good 
Harbor Beach is one of the finest 
beaches on Cape Ann. A row of 
cheap and unsightly cottages such as 
have been scattered over Brier Neck 
would effectually spoil the place and 
would have a tendency to depreciate 
the value of property at Bass Rocks 
and at Brier Neck, the owners of the 
latter place having in mind the devel- 
opment of that tract on a par with 
Bass Rocks and Eastern Point. 

The curve of shore between Bags 
Rocks and Brier Neck which forms 
what is known as Good Harbor Beach 
should be kept free from buildings of 
any kind whatever. It is a magnifi- 
cent stretch of sandy beach, wide and 
level and all parts of it should be re- 
served to the use and enjoyment of 
the public. 


FERNWOOD’S MISFORTUNE. 

The cutting down of the trees at 
Fernwood is much to be deplored as 
it has transformed a very pretty and 
secluded section into a somewhat 
barren, rocky and desolate tract. It 
seems rather a pity that the place 
could not have been preserved in all 
its pristine loveliness. The summer 
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cottages that nestled among the pines 
of that section were picturesque in 
their surroundings of trees and rocks. 
With only rocks and tree stumps 
much of the charm is gone and it will 
be many years before the place can 
regain its former loveliness. 

It is of course recognized that the 
woodland being private property, the 
owners had a perfect right to dispose 
of it and cut down the trees, but it is 
rather too bad that there was not pub- 
lic spirit enough among the owners of 
cottages there to have raised a fund 
and purchased the wood as it stood 
and thus preserve for all time the 
beautiful grove that made the entrance 
to Fernwood so attractive. 


IMPROVEMENTS AT WEST 
GLOUCESTER 

The Boston & Maine railroad are 
making some important and much 
needed improvements at the West 
Gloucester station which will be great- 
ly appreciated by the army of summer 
people who travel to and from Boston 
from that point during the warm 
weather. The station platform is be- 
ing repaired and widened and roofed 
over, as the other stations on the 
Gloucester branch are. 

Stationmaster Parsons, who for 
many years has’ kept the grounds 
around the depot in spick and span 
order, will this coming season go into 
gardening on a little larger scale and 
intends to have the West Gloucester 
station one of the most attractive 
on the entire system. 

The summer travel from West 
Gloucester has increased remarkably 
the past few years and indications 
point to a still greater increase this 
year. 


AUTO BURNED AT ANNIS- 
UAM. 

Roger W. Babson of Wellesley 
Hills and Boston, came here Monday 
afternoon in his automobile to make 
an inspection of his summer home at 
Annisquam.

_ Hotel on Russ’ Island, Annisquam. 
Commenting editorially on Storer 
__F. Crafts proposition to develop the 
beautiful Russ Island in Annisquam 
_ River, Gloucester, the Gloucester 
‘Times says: : 
_ Ina recent report of the municipal 
~ council doings, allusion was made 
_ to the project which Storer F. Crafts 
_ of the Commonwealth hotel, Boston, 
has in view, of erecting a 150 room 
_ hotel and summer cottages, to cost 
_ between $100,000 and $150,000 on 
Russ’ Island, Annisquam river. 
Mr. Crafts has owned the property 
_ some three years and has now ar- 
_ rived at the point either to abandon 
_ the enterprise or to carry it out, and 
_ for the accomplishment of his pur- 
pose, it is only necessary for the city 
to build a road across the marsh 
of from Concord street to the island. He 
has already invested $28,000 in the

gether with that of erecting the 
_ buildings, the large number of sum- 
mer visitors which would be attract- 
ed to this lovely spot and the busi- 
he they would bring to our stores, 
ide the opening up of other pro- 
_perty in that section—all combined 
should commend this enterprise to 
the city government as a business 
proposition which should receive 
their close attention and immediate 
action. 
_ Mr. Crafts, so far forth as we can 
ascertain, has a first-class reputation 
‘as a hotel manager and is very much 
in love with Gloucestgr as a sum- 
mer resort. He has improved Russ’ 
island by the building of several fine 
cottages and bungalows, which have 
been rented by good famalies; but 
they will not come again if they have 
to depend upon the river as a means 
of getting off and on the island. 
They want the road which will allow 
them to use their automobiles and 
carriages direct to and from the is- 
land to the various points of interest, 
which do here abound.

no trouble in’ getting individual 
views, for these old fellows readily 
posed for me when I offered them 
smoking tobacco, apples, ete. 

Hundreds of years ago, when the 
Spanish soldiers found Zuni, they 
tore out some of the houses in the 
center of the village and erected for 
the Indians a church, an exact count- 
erpart of the famous San Miguel 
mission in Santa Fe, and enclosed a 
burial ground adjoining it. The 
Zunis, being sun-worshippers, did 
not take to the Catholic faith, and 
as soon as the soldiers left they 
butchered the missionaries and 
abandoned the church. ‘Time and 
again the Spaniards endeavored to 
establish their religion there and 
convert the Indians, but the trader 
told me the missionaries did not hold 
out, and the attempt was finally 
abandoned. 

The old church, dismantled, stands 
today. Its dobie walls are four feet 
thick, and the handsome hand carv- 
ings on the old beams inside are as 
beautiful as the day the work was 
done. 

But the burial ground—let me tell 
you something gruesome. It is one 
hundred feet square and for nearly 
four hundred years every dead Zuni 
has been buried there, until now 
there is literally more bones than 
earth. When an Indian dies a shal- 
low grave is scooped out on top of 
the other graves, the body dumped 
in, and then the thickest of the seat- 
tered bones of the previous dead is 
kicked in on top of the new corpse. 
Then to add to the horror, the village 
hogs had rooted a hole through the 
dobie wall, got inside and did a mis- 
cellaneous and very careless job of 
exhuming, and everywhere human 
bones protruded. Near the dobie 
wall was a splendid skull specimen 
of some old, forgotten warrior, that 
I yearned for. The blowing sand for 
many years had given it a beautiful 
polish and it glistened in the sun. 
But the Indians were suspicious and 
there was no chance. I told the 
driver I would give him five dol- 
lars if he would help. me to get it 
when darkness came. But darkness 
did not come. The night was full 
moon. We remained in the village 
until nearly midnight, but the In- 
dians dogged our steps, and around 
the burial ground wall a hundred or 
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more stood for hours. They don’t 
wan’t their dead: bones disturbed by 
white men—hogs are a different 
proposition. 

The village is built almost to the 
water’s edge of the’ Zuni river, and 
running back up ‘the bluff. The 
stream is so nearly dry that there is 
barely a current. ‘All the sewage 
from the village and the seepage 
from the burial. ground runs down 
the banks to this sluggish stream, 
and then’the villagers scoop it up 
and drink it. A white man would 
not last thirty days under these con- 
ditions, but the Indians are immune. 

I found one place, and one only, 
where the Zunis excel—they are mar- 
velous foot runners, and have won- 
derful endurance. Many of these 
Indians will literally tire out, run 
down and capture a wild colt, by 
keeping him away from water and 
continually chasing him for twen- 
ty-four to forty-eight hours. I saw 
a young strappling win a foot race 
across an uneven prairie, a distance 
of fifteen miles, in one hour and 
twenty eight minutes. But taken 
away from their village they do not 
make good. Different conditions, 
different food and their inherited 
lack of sand make them easy losers 
in the white man’s game. 


But the Zunis are game sports at 
home. One of their sport day events 
was a.horse race, five miles under 
the whip, no saddles or stirrips and, 
absolutely naked jockeys. For hours 
before the event the Indians congre- 
gated out on the prairie, where bet- 
ting was fast.and furious. They wa- 
gered their -earnings, bracelets, 
rings, belts, blankets, necklaces, sad- 
dles and bridles. The course was 
two and.a half miles out and back, 
across the prairie, and when the 
ponies finished their sides dripped 
with blood, where the cruel quirts 
of the jockeys had cut open their 
skin. 

As a Socialistic community Zuni 
suited too well. They have a loose 
form of marriage, which is little less 
than a license to practice polygamy. 
After marriage an Indian takes any 
squaw that looks good: to him, and 
the one robbed doesn’t object or 
care. Ambition and jealousy have 
been bred out of him. They live 
only in the today—just exist. They 
are farmers to the extent of simply 
subsisting. When one has something 
to eat and the neighbor has not, the 
neighbor drops in and boards a 
while. They farm much in common 
and run their sheep together. Once 
a year in December, they have a re- 
ligious festival, when Indians from 
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the different tribes all over the 
southwest come to Zuni and where a 
feast and celebration lasts for many 
days. 

One of the most curious freaks of 
degeneracy that I saw in this strange 
community was the ‘‘squaw men,’’ 
and I could find no explanation 
other than the one excuse for every- 
thing extraordinary in this weird 
village—intermarriage. I was in the 
trading store one night. It was 
packed with Indians but the squaws 
seldom leave their village after sun- 
set. I noticed one squaw among the 
men, and so unusual was the sight 
that I spoke to the trader regarding 
it. And he told me that the squaw 
was a man. He told me that there 
were four of these ‘‘squaw men’’ in 
the village, that they dressed as 
women, did the menial work alloted 
to the squaws and associated entirely 
with the squaws. He asked me to 
watch the squaw when she left the 
store, and to stand near the door 
and make a quick movement when 
she went out. When she, or rather 
he, got near the door I made a sud- 
den movement with my hand to my 
pocket. The squaw man jumped 
back with a look of horror and 
fright on his face, and then when 
he saw me take out my handkerchief 
he laughed and went out. There 
was simply no explanation to be had 
of this strange chatacter. The 
trader said he had lived there for fif- 
teen years and could find no reason 
why these few men changed to 
women. 

Just outside the village is a stone 
pyramid that to the Zunis marks the 
center of the earth, and here early 
every morning the strange, secret 
ceremonies of the sun-worshippers 
is performed. An Indian will walk 
out and stand silent as a statute for 
perhaps a half hour, then throw open 
his blanket, take out a parcel of the 
sacred corn meal and sprinkle it 
around. Then he will go through 
the various forms of the daily ser- 
vice and conclude by walking so 
many paces, to the four points, af- 
ter which the sun will rise and set 
regularly for another twenty-four 
hours. And should he through any 
cause neglect this regulation, the 
sun would refuse to work and dire 
calamaties would follow.

was almost ready to fall in. The 
whole interior of the building was a 
mass of flames, and it was almost cer- 
lain death to enter the building. , 

A fireman, covered with a _ wet 
blanket and carrying a rope, made a 
dasb through the flames and somehow 
reached the -roof. He quickly let 
down all but one of the children, 
when the flames burst out around 
him, setting his clothes on fire, and 
the walls began to fall outward. It 
was an awful moment, and the spec- 
tators held their breath. With the 
flames enveloping him, but without 
thought of saving himself, he lowered 
that last child, when the walls crum- 
bled beneath him, and he was buried 
beneath the ruins. It was magnifi- 
cent devotion. but at the loss of a no- 
ble beart. and the whole city mourned 
the death of a hero. 

Heroism is bravery in the helping 
of others afd is the climax of forti- 
tude and courage. There is something 
that often passes for heroism which 
Is not heroism at all and deserves 
only contempt. This is found in those 
who show their strength at the ex- 
pense of the weak—those who exem- 
plify the idea that might makes right. 
A “bully” is apt to be a coward; oth- 
erwise be would not choose always to 
measure himself against the weak 
rather than the strong. 

Others are called heroes who have 
ready strength and courage to face 
real peril boldly, but they do this that 
they may win something that does not 
belong to them. The fascination of 
this bravery, however, disappears im- 
mediately in  detestation at the 
wretched total of their achievements. 
Of this stamp are very many whom 
the world admires. 

We speak of the heroism of common 
life. ‘There is an underlying element 
of courage that is manifest in every 
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ing at night, was 


day affairs, aS a ure, a runaway, 4 
mad dog scare, when officers and by- 
standers disregard personal safety to 
save others. Heroism manifests it- 
self in the contest maintained by fa- 
thers and mothers against poverty or 
ill bealth in the struggle to educate 
their children. Such heroism is as 
greatly to be honored as that of na- 
tiona! heroes. Firemen are continual- 
ly doing deeds of heroism worthy of 
the highest praise and admiration. 

These stories of heroic lives should 
not make us forget that there are op- 
portunities for heroism in every day 
life for everybody.

Jesus teach and was strangely in- 
terested. 
: The incident arove in my mind 
uring the past week and once there, 
nanded my consideration. I have 
passed this incident too lightly, now 
it seems to me so important that I 
cannot see how the lesson can be 
pared. 
LT eannot escape the significance of 
t. Iam strangely moved under the 
editation of it. My imagination is 
vung back for centuries, until I 
eel and see this tragic procession 
ul of an ancient crime in the name of 
eligion. I have a new picture paint- 
sd in my soul, I have a new lesson 
ngraved on my conscience. 
PAnd lo, as I bring this all before 
es. you it is a daily lesson on our 
eets that I relate. 
"The incident shows us a human 
su ifferer. We have seen Jesus hun- 
' and thirsty; have seen him 
ary and nervous and sleepless. 
Now we see him as we have seen 
‘other suffering mortals, utterly ex- 
austed. Jesus the man has reached 
the limit of endurance. He is a 
brother sufferer to the last depth of 
u fering. 
; » His body was worn with agony 
faint from loss of blood. He 
‘had been through mental torture. 
He had been buffeted by the mob 
from court to court and the pitiless 
persecution at last begins to tell on 
nerves racked to prostration. 
- The rough beams of the cross are 
eruelly heavy and Jesus staggers 
and falls under them. They beat 
and goad him up and he staggers to 
his feet again for the time being, but 
the measure of his suffering is full 
at last and he is powerless in his 
capacity to endure any more.

looked as though their victim would 
defeat their lust for revenge and die 
on the way to Golgotha. They must 
get him onto the cross and complete 
the measure of their inhumanity. 

I know the blood lust of the mob 
still blackens our day with deeds as 
inhuman as this, but a noble spirit 
of humanity lives in the world since 
that day. He said, ‘‘I thirst’’ and 
they give him vinegar and gall to 
drink, but in his suffering he has 
shown all the world how to feel for 
another’s suffering. 

When you run with willing feet 
and with eager hands lift a man who 
falts suffering on the highway, 
when you institute an order today 
to help the helpless you show the 
world the heart of Jesus. The 
world’s heart today compared to the 
world’s heart then is a great, sym- 
pathetic, helpful, loving heart. 

Up to the very last hour of his 
great life and passion, in the mute 
agony of his supreme bodily exhaus- 
tion Jesus teaches the world. this 


sublime truth—get under another 
man’s cross. 
The soldiers compel Simon to 


earry the cross. The word compel 
means nothing more than the act of 


Roman authority that ordered this - 


man to this duty. So the police 
might compel you to stop your car- 
riage or automobile to carry a 
wounded man to a surgeon or hos- 
pital. 
yet willingly perform the service. 

So I like to think of Simon as a 
willing substitute, as a sympathetic 
friend near the Savior when all 
others had forsaken him. The 
thought of Jesus as utterly friend- 
less is too painful. 

IT want to imagine one face there 
in that turbulent mob shining with 
tenderness, sympathy, compassion 
for this lone suffering Savior; to 
think him sorely restrained to come 
to the aid of Jesus. to think how 
onee or twice he has impulsively 
doen little things to help, until now 
the soldiers noting this sav: ‘‘Here 
if you are so eager to help, earry 
his cross up.

O. sometimes we are compelled to 
eet under another man’s cross,—a 
brother in sore straits. the cares of 
another family are laid as a respon- 
sibility upon us. There is a social, 


Compelled to do it you might 
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religious, conscientious compulsion 
that compels us to carry another’s 
cross sometimes. Do we get under 
the cross cheerfully or complain- 
ingly? 

| like to think that Simon jumped 
eagerly, gladly under the cross, that 
he came fresh and strong, a great- 
hearted, broad-shouldered man_ to 
hift this too heavy a_ load from a 
brother’s back as if the task was a 
holy privilege. 

Let us get under another man’s 
cross that way, making it for us a 
great, sacred opportunity instead of 
a duty,or a task. A man misses his 
chance for eternal glory until he sees 
the cross of a fallen brother as a 
means for succoring Christ. 

Jesus was born with this ‘‘eross 
eternal, sign prophetic’? upon his 
back and everyone that ever had 
anything to do with Jesus has gotten 
under Jesus’ eross. The sweet inno- 
cent babes slaughtered by Herod had 
to suffer under his cross. Every loy- 
al disciple got under it. Paul carried 
it, the martyrs carried it, every de- 
voted, self-sacrificing missionary, 
preacher and layman giving ‘them- 
selves for the world’s salvation must 
carry it. 

We are here to get under the Sa- 
vior’s cross. Cross-bearers for Christ 
and humanity, cross-bearers in a 
world’s redemption, that is what we 
are called to be. God give us a real- 
ization of our opportunity, a sense 
of the glory offered to us! 

You say, would that I had been 
Simon that day, would that I had 
had Paul’s privilege of fellowship 
with Christ under the cross! Today 
the same opportunity is yours. 

Simon a vicarious sufferer for the 
Savior of the world then, vicarious 
sufferers in the cause of human re- 
demption are substitutes for Jesus 
still, for Jesus said, ‘‘Inasmuch as 
ve have done it unto one of the least 
of these my brethren, ye have done 
it unto me.’’ 

From the agony of the lower ani- 
mal life under vivisection to the 
highest human self sacrifice the cross 
is laid upon suffering and sin. 
“Cross in nature, pain and travail, 

Wreckage strewn on_ endless 

sands ; 
Love divine in mystic meaning, 

Lo! The age-long symbol stands !”’ 

[ have read of a brave youth, full 
of fresh vitality, laying himself be- 
side the weakened body of another, 
his full veins linked to the depleted 
veins of another, sharing his very 
life, with A Simon under 
a brother’s cross. 

Here today the lesson is repeated. 
A man is sick, out of work, in debt, 
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prostrate under a burden too heavy 
to bear. You go to him and say— 
here, let me help now, let me bear 
this load of yours until you can 
get on your feet again. You are Si- 
mon under the cross of Christ. Bear 
a brother’s cross today, tomorrow he 
will have to bear yours. 

From every point of the compass 
they come to our shores, these weak- 
ened ones, these burdened © ecross- 
carrying sons of oppression and we 
turn them back in their despair. Al- 
most they have gained our safety 
but we beat them back into the 
black seas. Crosses, it is true, of ig- 
norance, of illiteracy, of supersti- 
tion, of poverty, of sin, but a Chris- 
tian America must get under the 
crosses of the fallen ones. As with 
backs bent and hearts broken they 
knock at the golden gates of Christ’s 
American empire, let them in, the 
King of Kings will care for his King- 
dom here.

Session of Very Short Length. The 62 Articles Disposed of in 
Nearly $200,000 Appropriated. John H. 
Cheever the New Member of Board of Selectmen. 

Water Commissioner Hoare Returned. 


Record Time. 


The anual Town Meeting in Man- 
chester Monday, was decidedly dif- 
ferent from most annual meetings of 
the past in that the business was dis- 
posed of in one day. The long war- 
rant was taken up and article after ar- 
ticle was acted upon until the 62 were 
disposed of. Moderator Raymond C.

Allen put everything through in rec- 
ord time and incidently demonstrated 
his ability as an able moderator of a 
meeting. 

Much of the work was done at the 
morning session. ‘The evening ses- 
sion opened at 7.35 and the meeting 
adjourned at 8.40. A total of $187,- 
265.960 had been appropriated. 

The most pronounced feature of 
the session was the lack of argument. 
There was not the least semblance of 
a “scrap.” Everything passed off in 
apple-pie order. 

The town went no-license by a most 
decided vote, 320 No, 153 Yes,—but— 
Well, the least said the better. Any- 
way, when W. C. Rust offered his 
customary vote in the evening to in- 
struct the selectmen to enforce the 
liquor law, the strong vote of the af- 
ternoon had dwindled to zero. When 
the moderator put the motion, not an 
“aye” vote was heard; and’ when he 
called for those opposed not a “nay” 
vote was recorded. He offered the 


motion again, and this time a few 
voices were heard in favor—not 
more than three or four; and in the 
affirmative, a weak three or four 
“no’s” were heard. 

Five hundred voters came out in 
the afternoon to vote for town officers. 
Fred K. Swett was re-elected assessor 
for three years and E. S. Knight and- 
Walter R. Bell were re-elected to the 
board of selectmen, the former re- 
ceiving 295 votes. John Henry 
Cheever was the new man elected. 

The most pronounced vote was that 
for water commissioner. There was 
a fight on in this office, an issue being — 
raised over the superintendent of the 
plant, as usual. Mr. Andrews came, 
out in an open letter in the local — 
papers, last week, and told the voters 
that 1f they wanted him retained as — 
the superintendent to support Mr. — 
Meldrum. ‘There can be no mistake 
as to the wish of the people in the 
large vote given Mr. Hoare. He re- 
ceived 332 of the 490 votes cast for 
this office, and Mr. Andrews’ candi- 
date received 158.

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PRESIDENT TAFT. 


Our President is revealing himself 
as a man of judgment, tact, power and 
determination.

Such high thinking 
and fidelity to duty inspires men in 
every walk to faithful service, against 
heavy odds, in their chosen work for 
the good of our republic. 


THE SENATE. 


The United States Senate was 
weighed in the balance in the Lorimer 
Case and found wanting. The hand 
writing on the wall reads plainly, 
election by the people. It is inexplic- 
able to the layman how Lorimer of 
Illinois was able to keep his seat be- 
cause of the alleged charges. The 
vote of the Senate on the case affords 
reasonable grounds to the nations of 
the world for a false conception of 
the governmental ideals of our peo- 
ple; the senate in particular. The 
vote does not clear the senator of 
suspicion nor the United States Sen- 
ate of culpability if time proves the 
alleged charges to be true. The lines 
fell strangely. The Senators from 
Massachusetts voted on both sides of 
the question. Senator Lodge voted 
against him and Senator Crane for 
him. While the citizens of Chicago 
received him in triumph, the citizens 
of Rockford, in a mass meeting as- 
sembled, demanded not only his resig- 
nation but that of his colleague, 
Shelby McCullom, who voted for him. 
The political fidelity of the Senators 
and the citizens of Chicago evidently 
warped their moral judgment. The 
episode is a reflection on the dignity 
of our Senate, of the honor of the 
Republican Party and the govern- 
mental ideals of our country and adds 
still one more reason why the senators 
should be eelcted by popular vote. 


The observance of Sunday as a 
of rest and devotion has been one of 
the sources of inspiration to our civi- 
lization. ‘The French Revolutionists 
endeavored to discard it and substi- 
tute a day of rest one day in ten. No 
provision was made for religious 
service or public worship. Religion 
was dethroned ;reason enthroned. The 


result was disastrous and will be to 


every community that endeavors to 


live in open violation of the Sabbath, 
The sane awakening in Beverly and 


Beverly Farms for a more faith- 
ful observance of the day ought 
to be followed by a similar move- 
ment in every North Shore town.

In spite of the fact that alarm is 
felt in some quarters over the future 
of Gloucester should the reciprocity 
ineasure be passed, there is every in- 
dication that the industrial outlook 
is most hopeful and promising.

Such concerns as the Boynton Im- 
proved Process Oiled Clothing Co., 
the Royal Manufacturing Co., the 
Success Manufacturing Co., the 
Burroughs Nut and Bolt Co., and 
other firms engaged in manufacturing 
have sprung into existence and are 
employing hundreds of men and wo- 
men, and for the most part are in a 
prosperous and expanding condition. 

Foster and encourage these estab- 
lishments which are already here and 
new industries are bound to follow.

ROCKPORT’S UNBROKEN 


CORD. 

Rockport still remains in the No- 
license column in spite of the reports 
that it was going license this year 
because Gloucester had voted No- 
license. Rockport has never gone 
license since the present system of 
granting licenses was inaugurated. It 
has always been a_ consistent No- 
license town. There was no great fear 


felt that it would go back on its re- 
cord this year although reports were 
current that the license men would 
succeed in reversing the vote of form- 
er years. 

It would have been a great mistake 
to have granted license in Rockport 
this year, and it is probable the vot- 
ers well understood that fact. There 
will be no open saloons in Gloucester 
during the year commencing May 
Ist., and to have granted licenses to 
five or six saloons in Rockport would 
have filled that quiet and respectable 
community with a class of visitors 
from Gloucester that would have 
caused an expense and annoyance 
greater than any possible monetary 
benefit that might have been derived 
from the sale of licenses. 

Rockport did well to maintain its 
unsullied record and remain .a No- 
license town. 


MUNICIPAL IMPROVEMENTS. 


The conference between the mem- 
bers of the municipal council and a 
committee from the board of trade 
which was held last week, will doubt- 
less result in much benefit to the 
city. It is a good thing to talk over 
these matters of public improvements 
and from such committees as those 
which represented the Board of 
Trade, the council can arrive at a 
pretty safe conclusion as to what the 
people want in the way of improve- 
ments. 

Two or three matters of great im- 
portance to the city were discussed 
with the result that some action will 
be taken upon them in the immediate 
future. The widening of Main 
street at the corner of Prospect has 
been advocated for some time as it is 
a dangerous corner and many nar- 
row escapes firom automobiles and 
street car collisions have taken place.

IMPORTS AND EXPORTS OF LEADING AGRICULTURAL, PRO- 
DUCTS IN 1910 COMPARED WITH. 100. 


“Calendar Year Statements show- 
ing the imports and exports of the 
United States from 1900 to IQIO,” 
a publication just issued by the Bu- 
reau of Statistics of the Department 
of Commerce and Labor, shows some 
interesting facts regarding the im- 
ports and exports of the United 
States in the trade with for- 
eign countries. Among the curious 
things shown is, for example, that 
fruits and nuts imported into this 
great agricultural country have 
doubled since 1900, having grown 
from 19 -million dollars in value, 
speaking in round terms, in the year 
1900, to 39%4 million in 1910. Fruit 
imports alone increased from a lit- 
tle less than 16 million dollars to prac- 
tically 26 million. Bananas form the 
largest item in the group, being valued 
at a little less than 6 million dollars in 
1900, and over 12 million in 1910. 

Hides and skins also form a marked 
increase in the importation of the 
term, having increased from 307 mil- 
lion pounds in 1900, to 573 million in 
1go9, the figures of 1910 being con- 
siderable less, 461 million pounds. 
The value of hides and skins import- 
ed was in 1900, 51%4 million dollars, 
and in 1910, 86 million. Goatskins 
form an important factor in this, hay- 
ing been in 1900, 19 million dollars 
in value, and in 1910, 27 million. 

Sugar, of which the United States 
is a large producer but not yet suf- 
ficiently large to meet the require- 
ments of her population, shows im- 
portations in 1900 of 3% billion 
pounds, valued at 9134 million dol- 
lars, and in 1910, 414 billion pounds, 

valued at 114 million dollars, these 
figures being exclusive of the sugar 
brought from Hawaii and Porto Rico, 
which amounted in 1910 to over 1 bil- 
lion pounds from Hawaii, valued at 
39% million dollars; and 626 million 
pounds from Porto Rico, valued at 
2614 million dollars. 

Cotton, although the United States 
produces practically three-fourths of 
the world’s supply, shows importa- 
tions in 1900 of 60 million pounds 
valued at 8 million dollars; and in 
1910, 85 million pounds valued at 
17% million dollars. Live animals of 
all classes shown a value in 1900 of 
4 1-3 million dollars, the largest single 
item being the group cattle, and in 
1910, a total of 734 million dollars, 
cattle still forming the largest single 
item, nearly one-half of the total of 
the group. Breadstuffs imported in 
1900, included under this term wheat, 
corn, barley, oats, rye, rice, flour, etc., 
amounted to 4 million dollars in 


value, and in 1910, 13% million, the 
largest item in the 1910 figures being 
macaroni, nearly 5 million dollars; 
rice, and rice flour and meal 4 1-4 mil- 
lion; wheat and wheat flour nearly 
1 million. Tobacco importations, 
which in 1900 amounted to 15 mil- 
lion dollars in value, were in IgIO 
practically 25 million, these figures 
being exclusive of manufactures of 
tobacco, which amounted in 1900 to 
244 million dollars in value, and in 
1910, a little over 6 million. Meat 
and dairy products imported, which 
amounted in 1900 to 3% million dol- 
lars, were in 1910, 1134 million, the 
largest items in this group being 
cheese, 7% million; and sausage 
casings, 214 million. 

On the export side the figures show 
a decline in the outward movement of 
bread stuffs, but large increases in the 
exports of manufactures. The value 
of breadstuffs exported in 1900 was 
251 million dollars, and in 1910, but 
109 million, under this term being in-~ 
cluded wheat, corn, oats, barley, rye, 
rice, flour, etc. Cattle exports in 1900 
amounted to 34 million dollars, and 
in 1910, to but 914 million, and of live 
animals of all kinds the exportation in 
1900 was 49 million dollars in value, 
and in 1910, but 15% million. In 
meats a reduction in the exports is 
also apparent, the value of meat and 
dairy products exported in 1900 hav- 
ing been 18614 million dollars, and 
in 1910, 129% million. Cotton, how- 
ever, shows a large increase, and so 
do manufactures, the value of cotton 
expected in 1900 being 314 million 
dollars, and in 1910, 531 million. 
Manufactures as a whole exported in 
in 1900 amounted to 332 million dol- 
lars in form ready for consumption; 
and 164 million, in form for further 
use in manufacturing, making a total 
of 496 million; while in 1910 the fig- 
ures were, manufactures exported 
ready for consumption 541 million 
dollars, and in form for further use in 
manufacturing, 286 million, making 
a total value of 827 million dollars.

GOeCO CHURCH! 


Campaign at Beverly Farms Inaugur- 
ated with reasonable Good 


Results. 
At Beverly Farms lJIast Sunday 
the “Go to Church” campaign 


was inaugurated. Each house pre- 
vious to the Sunday services was as- 
signed to a lieutenant. In this way 
the Protestant population received 
special invitations to attend. ‘The in- 
crease in attendance was not marked 
but was an indication of interest and 
responsibility in those who were in 
attendance that should produce re- 
sults in the next six weeks. 

The pastor delivered two addresses 
on the religious situation in Beverly 
Farms. Portions of the addresses 
were mainly of local interest. ‘The 
weekly calendar had a call to service 
printed in it. The morning topic was 
developed in four points. 

I. The movement was a united one. 
There was unity of spirit and 
sympathy in all the churches for one 
end that all of the people should real- 
ize their responsibilities to the church 
and the kingdom of God. 

II. The church is the interpreter of 
truth to men.. Institutions and books 
are the result of God’s spirit at work 
among men. The record of the exper- 
iences of these men gave us our Bible. 
The individual must voice the truth 
and live it. God gave the Christ. He 
was the Truth and the Life. The 


church is called to be the interpreters 
of his life. As ye have received 
Christ so walk ye in Him. We recog- 
nize the value of the printed page. 
The thirteenth chapter of first Corin- 
thians could very well be sent in a let- 
ter but when God would reprove Dav- 
id he did not send a perfumed essay 
and a collect for repentance, but he 
sent a man, Nathan, who looked him 
in the eye and said “Thou art the 
man’. ‘The church must be at work 
interpreting the principles of religion 
into every day life. The church ser- 
vice may consist of the worship and a 
sermon on principles of religion. This 
is the church service, but the church’s 
service comes on Monday morning, 
when the far more serious part of its 
work must begin; the working out of 
those principles into life. The church 
services and the church’s service in the 
world should be truth and _ therefore 
life. 

III. The church stands for raised 
standards. You cannot depend alone 
upon the press and the school. Where 
they end in their work the church 
must begin and make its truth dom- 
inate and control these. The church 
is or should be the fire of inspiration 
and all these other agencies the indir- 
ect work of the church. 

IV. The church is a haven where 
we may worship God. Man cannot live 
by bread alone. He needs to sing a 
Christian song with others; to read a 
psalm of worship and unite in prayer 
and listen to the reading of God’s 
Holy Word. We go to church to 
worship God. 

In the evening the pastor preach- 
ed on “Why go to church.” The 
local conditions were presented in a 
frank way. The pastor warned his 
workers against overdue pressure urg- 
ing them to invite their neighbors 
warmly and frankly but under no con- 
dition to urge the invitation so forci- 
bly as to increase the attendance 
against the real will of the people. A 
wholesome community — sentiment 
which inspires church attendance is 
desirable but an unhealthy prejudice 
which compels church attendance is 
undesirable.

LIBRARY FOR BEVERLY PLANNED. 


The book lovers of Beverly are 
patiently awaiting the report of the 
committee on public library, and hop- 


ing for action looking towards the . 


erection of a suitable library building 
upon the land recently purchased by 
the city for that purpose on Essex 
street, opposite the Common, between 
Winter and Dane streets. It has been 
said that the special committee will 
favor a structure to cost somewhere 
in the vicinity of $100,000, or a little 
rising that figure, which, when com- 
plete will form a sort of companion 
to the handsome new Young Men’s 
Christian association building now in 
process of erection near it. 

The project has the good will of 
wealthy friends who are disposed to 
assist in more ways than one, when 
once the project has been commenced. 
The city at present has two trust 
funds for this purpose; the first one 
a gift from Hon. John I. Baker, Bev- 
erly’s first mayor (1895), wno con- 
tributed his first year’s salary of $500, 
and which now amounts to about 
$825. In 1909 Rev. Augustus Wood- 
bury, D. D., of Concord, N._H., be- 
queathed to the city a fund to be 
known as the “Ebenezer Ray fund” 
for the use of the free public library, 
and this now amounts to nearly 
$18,000, so that the city has now 
about $25,000 to its credit, and with- 
out doubt this sum at no distant fu- 
ture will have substantial increase. 

The present quarters of the li- 
brary are at City Hall, and are wholly 
inadequate for the demands upon. it, 
for it has a very large collection of 
books, with thousands of readers. AI- 
though occupying the entire northerly 
half of the lower floor of City hall, 
it is compelled to seek outside quar- 
ters, occupying, in addition a suite of 
rooms in the Endicott building lower 
down on Cabot street. 

Some idea of the special work be- 
ing accomplished by the library de- 
partment can be learned from the 
following: 

Two cards are issued to every bor- 
rower on request; one is for general 
reading including fiction and _ the 
for non-fiction. These entitle 
patrons to two books at a time— 
one for travels, magazines, etc., and 
the other for lighter reading.

th hrowing it ahead of him with 


| hi feet. He must not t ouch 
it in any manner other than 
with his bare feet. Riders on 


P onies accompany the runners to 
keep watch where the sticks fall and 
point them out.

_ drop in a bunch of cat-claw or cactus 
bed and the Indian must fish it out 
ith his bare feet.

_ They run these races from five to 
fifteen miles, straight out and back, 
and over prairies covered with all 
kinds of vegetation that pierces and 
cuts and abounding in diamond rat- 
tlesnakes, tarantulas and lizzards. 

_ I saw only the send off of the race, 
for I could not keep up with the 
procession, and as there was not a 
white man or English speaking In- 
dian in the crowd I could not learn 
he distance or how soon they would 
return.

So nclusion of the Zuni Articles and Something about the 
- Famous Navajos.—A Man Greater than President Taft. 


(By M. J. Brown, Eprror Litrtz Vary, N. Y., Hus) 


About a mile from the Zuni pue- 
blo there rises a great cliff, one of 
those strange messas that “dot the 
southwest, shooting straight up from 
a pertectly level prairie. The idea 
that these places gives me is that 
once upon a time this country was a 
sea, and these messas islands. The 
waters subsided and the island stand. 

I was a full half hour gaining the 
top of this cliff. The sides were 
steep and the soil crumbling, sink- 
ing, shifting sand, where I stepped 
up twelve inches and fell back elev- 
en. 

But I made it and it was worth 
while. I judged the elevation was 
about five hundred feet, and on top 
of it were many acres of level, dried- 
up and cracked-open land, each 
crack the home of countless big, 


black, hairy tarantulas—the great 


spiders that almost defy you to mo- 
lest them. And I didn’t molest 
them. I well remember a little in- 
cident in Texas a few years ago, 
when I got one of these big fellows 
away from his hole and tantalized 
him with a long brush. I remember- 
ed of how he finally jumped at me— 
and I haven’t teased tarantulas much 
since. 

On top of this messa I found ruins 
of Indian life that must have dated 
far back of Zuni, ruins almost oblit- 
erated by simple time. The trader 
said he had lived there fifteen years 
but had never been on this top. He 
said the Indians called the cliff To 
yo-al-la-na, and their legend was 
that when the Great Spirit drowned 
the earth, the Zunis found refuge 
and safety there. But as Noah isn’t 
here to verify this, don’t date the 
foundation of Zuni before the flood, 
for there may not be anything au- 
thentic about it. 

When I left Zuni I well knew it 
was for the first and last time, for it 
is too far from the market places to 
be handy, and the weary stretches 
of sandy road don’t make one yearn 
for the second trip. And when we 
were out a half dozen miles I stop- 
ped the rig and looked back at Zuni, 
that grey, mysterious dobie village, 
and I took a farewell look of the 
most interesting odd spot I ever vis- 
ited. 

Remote from civilization and very 
little affected by the Spanish in- 
fluence of the old days and the 
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American influence of the present 
time, Zuni retains almost wholly the 
customs of the days before the econ- 
quest, and the weird, strange village 
makes an American pinch himself to 
know that he is not dreaming and to 
look at his note book to convince 
himself that he is not in some savage 
island, but is really almost in the 
center of his own country. 

And there it stands today, out in 
the edge of the Great Dry Land, in 
a valley of thousands of acres, and 
there its people live as they did long 
before the new world was dreamed 
of. It is one of the many wonder 
spots of which the southwest is fill- 
ed, and which our country neglects, 
and one need not travel to other 
lands to satisfy a longing for the 
curious. New Mexico and Arizona 
are filled with them—and Zuni is but 
one of hundreds of wonderful places 
of the southwest. 


North of Zuni, perhaps a hundred 
miles, is the Navajo land, and what 
a wonderful difference there is be- 
tween the Navajos and the Zunis. 

The government has given this 
tribe a large reservation, but if the 
whole state of Arizona was given 
them they wouldn’t stay within 
bonds. 

The Navajos are rovers, fighters, 
weavers, silversmiths and all that the 
Zunis are not. No bunching up with 
these fellows and no degeneration. 
They scatter and hide ail over their 
reservation and in the forest reserv- 
es. On the way to Zuni the driver 
went out of his way, and a half mile 
back from the road to show me a 
Navajo home. 

The stone house was hidden where 
one might pass it a dozen rods dis- 
tant and never know it was there. 
The family was away and the door 
was locked—the padlock showing 
that Lo was fast taking to the white 
man’s ways. Back of the house was 
the crude wooden frame where the 
squaw wove the world famous 
blankets, sitting on the ground for 
weeks and weeks. No doubt she and 
her master were then in Gallup ban- 
tering away the blankets she had 
worked on for three months—trading 
it off for ten dollars’ worth of the 
white man’s goods. 

The Navajos are a splendid tribe 
of our first Americans. Fighters, 
every man of them, proud as Italian 
counts, and a tribe that bends the 
knee very slowly and very stubborn- 
ly to the white man’s law. They scat- 
ter, hide their homes, and mix with 
other tribes, and they are rich in 
jewelry and stock. 

It is the Navajos who have made 
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so much trouble for the Tiffanys of 
New York—who own the big tur- 
quoise mine twenty miles from Santa 
Fe, and who recently overpowered 
the guards, plundered the mine, and 
sent word to Tiffany they would kill 
him if he ever returned. 

It is rather a sad thought that the 
Indian must go, that every year the 
white men shuffle his deck and make 
new restraints, and he is now up to 
where he must face payment. 

The Indian was born to the simple 
life and nature never fitted him to 
fight the white man under rules of 
survival. It is natural for the red 
men to follow the lines of least re- 
sistence—not to compete. Work 
means to him simply to live, with 
little thought for the morrow. For 
ages his people have lived in the 
great west, with the great out of 
doors all his own, and his habits are 
too firmly rooted to ever be made 
over to the white man’s laws and re- 
straints. 

And Lo is going down for the 
count, for he doesn’t know and ¢can- 
not play the game. 

As the west fills up he will be el- 
bowed out. The white man covets his 
lands and the white man will have 
them. 

The white man’s reasoning is that 


nothing should lay in waste, if a 
white man wants the waste, and you 
will see the reservations contracted, 
the Indians bunched closer and clos- 
er and soon he will be but a memory. 


But before I forget it, let me tell. 


you a little story, not relating to the 
Indians but a story of a sorry little 
old man—who was bigger for a few 
minutes than President Taft ever 
will be. 

Fort Wingate and Fort Defiance 
are a hundred miles apart, and the 
soldiers were being taken from one 
fort to the other to harden up the 
legs, so ’twas given out, but I have 
an idea the war scare in Mexico 
might have had a little to do with 
the exercise. 

Anyhow they were being marched 
up the mountain and marched down 
again. Ahead of us was a little dried 
up man driving a pair of cayuses 
that looked as if a feed of cactus 
once a day was the best they ever 
got. The officer rode ahead and 
asked the two teams to pull out and 
let the soldiers by, but the man and 
his rims paid no attention, and kept 
the road. The next time the West 
Point fellow thought was a splendid 
time to shine in authority so he 


rode up and commanded: 


‘Get out of the road and let the 
iInited States soldiers by.”’ 

The old fellow didn’t even tilt his 
chin as he drawled out: 

‘‘You go to hell and get out of the 
road and let the United States mail 
bye

“THE WORLD IN BOSTON”. 


Missionary Exposition to be held in 
Mechanics Building, Boston. 
Apr. 22 to May 20. 

Unusual preparations are being 
made for the presentation of the Pa- 
geant of Darkness and .Light in con- 
nection with “The World in Boston”, 
the Missionary Exposition to be held 
in the Mechanics Building, Boston, 
from April 22 to May 20. Five 
thousand choristers from the churches 
of Boston and vicinity are to be en- 
gaged in the presentation of the Pa- 
geant, serving in relays. The costumes 
used at the presentation of the Pa- 
geant at “The Orient in London” in 
1908, have been sent to the United 
States and are to be used in Boston. 

The Pageant of Darkness and Light 
is a great musical drama, a spectacu- 
lar representation of great historical 
events in the history of missions. 
There are to be five episodes or scenes, 
in each of which about 200 persons 
will participate. The first episode, 
known as the Episode of the North, 
represents a camp of American In- 
dians in the far northwest. The little 
daughter of the chief has been lost 
on the march, ‘The medicine-man 
suggests that a band of trading Eski- 
mos be killed to appease the spirits, 
but just as the Indians are about to 
do this, a missionary enters, bringing 
the little daughter of the chief whom 
he has found in the forest. 

In the episode of the South, which 
is Africa, David Livingstone minis- 
ters to a wounded Arab slave-raider. 
Shortly after Stanley enters, at last 
finding Livingstone. He begs the mis- 
sionary to return to England, but 
Livingstone refuses, saying his work 
is not done. 

The scene of the episode of the 
East India. A child is taken from the 
missionaries in order that she may be 
formally married to the man selected 
as her husband in her babyhood. In 
the second scene, the wife, now a 
woman, is led to the funeral pyre of 
her husband. As the pyre is about to 
be lighted, with the living widow up- 
on it, an official of the English gov- 
ernment arrives with a proclamation 
doing away with the suttee, as this 
rite was called. 

In the episode of the West, Kap- 
iolani, the Christian queen of Hawaii, 
defies Pele, goddess of the Lake of 
Fire in the crater of the Volcano Kil- 
auea. ‘The volcano is in eruption. 
The priest of Pele claims victims to 
appease the wrath of the goddess. He 
chooses a young bridegroom and a 
child, and is leading them to the cra- 
ter to be thrown into the Lake of 
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Fire. Queen Kapiolani comes quick- 
ly and.aetes the priest. She ascends 
to the crater, and, alter the fashion 
of Hlijah on Mount Carmel, taunts 


and aenes the goddess and breaks 


tne power of Pele forever. 

in the finishing episode, those who 
have participated in the tour previous 
scenes, march trom the corners of the 
hall towards the platiorm singing, 
and arrange themselves in the iorm 
ot a great star. Ata given signal the 
audience will rise ana everyone will 
sing, to the tune ot Old tiundred, 
“Au people that on earth do dwell.” 

Lhe Pageant is to be given in the 
grand hati ot Mechanics Building, 
which has a seating capacity ot be- 
tween five and six thousand, every 
atternoon and every evening during 
thle iour Weeks Oi Lie Eyxposition, Lilie 
Pageant was presented in Loudon to 
crowds ot people every day. lt was 
regarded there as one of the greatest 
religious spectacles of the century. 
‘here was evidence that a deep spirit- 
ual impression was made upon the 
people who attended.

CARROLL D. WRIGHT ON RE- 
LIGION. 


I cannot assent to the suggestion 
that there is any decadence or lessen- 
ing of a true religious spirit, taking 
our community as a whole. The in- 
fluence of the Church must be ac- 
knowledged, whether people attend it 
in as large numbers as formerly or 
not. 

The public conscience to-day is 
more acute, more sensitive, than at 
any time in the history of mankind. 
We see the evidence of the truth of 
my assertion in the question of crime. 
This new conscience is constantly ele- 
vating misdemeanors that were of- 
fences against individual conscience 
into offences against the public con- 
science, and making them punishable 
as crimes. If the public conscience 
had not been stimulated by high re- 
ligious conception of the rights of 
the community and of the develop- 
ment of the individual, this state of 
affairs would not have occurred. The 
treatment of the labor question offers 
the strongest evidence of the growth 
of a religious spirit. The best men 


are willing to grant to other men what 
they claim for themselves; and this 
is one of the highest conceptions of 
religious action. There is a new pa- 
triotism,—that patriotism which is 
born of a religious spirit. It is de- 
votion to a high principle. It is a 
patriotism which means personal sac- 
rifice' in social service. It is a higher 
type of patriotism than that exempli- 
fied on the battlefield. 

The Church has done all this; and, 
when I say the Church, I mean all 
churches,—I mean religious teach- 
ing, the constant enunciation of the 
highest principles relating to human 
conduct, the endeavor of pulpits 
everywhere to impress upon the peo- 
ple the necessity (not through a sys- 
tem of rewards and punishments, but 
in order to secure the best-results and 
the surest happiness) of dealing with 
all questions on a broad, tolerant basis, 
accepting the precepts of Christ and 
his teaching as the surest guides by 
by which to mould not only individual 
but public conduct. 

The modern Church may fail to 
reach as many people, relatively, 
through its direct ministrations as of 
old; but it is reaching them in another 
way. It is reaching them by the 
preaching of a sane doctrine, which 
means the upbuilding of the character 
of men and of the character of com- 
munity. It is teaching us to recognize 
the rights and the wrongs that sur- 
round us. It is teaching us to be more 
active in our endeavor to suppress or 
to right wrong, and in all ways to 
bring about the establishment of a 
saner and better community spirit. 
This does not come from the cricified 
Christ, nor the dead Christ, nor the. 
Christ of the resurrection, but from 
the living, active Christ, that always 
was, is, and always shall be; and it 
is through this living Christ that we 
find the solution of all social, indus- 
trial, and political problems.—Ad- 
dress at the National Unitarian Con- 
ference, 1903.

New Banking Institution Will be Lo- 
cated in Postoffice Block, and 
Will be Ready for Business 
by May 1.Sketch of Mr. 
Mann, its Organizer 
and Treasurer. 


The directors of the Manchester 
Trust Co. have decided upon a store 
in the Postoffice block, Union street, 
as the location of the new bank for 
Manchester and it is now expected 
that the bank will be ready to open 
its doors for business by May 1. 
The store on the westerly end of 
the block, occupied by Miss Bessie 
Lethbridge as a dry goods store, has 
been leased to the new company by 
M. J. Callahan, the owner of the 
block, and the work of fitting it in- 
to condition for its new business will 
be started at once. 

From the Waterbury (Conn.) 
American of Tuesday, we are pleas- 
ed to reprint the following concern- 
ing Mr. Mann, the organizer of the 
new bank, and its treasurer. The 
article speaks emphatically of the 
standing and the esteem in which 
Mr. Mann is held in his home com- 
- munity. 

“‘The announcement of the elec- 
tion on March 6 of Ralph M. Mann, 
a Torrington boy, as treasurer of the 
Manchester (Mass) Trust Company, 
came as a surprise to his many 
friends here, who have thought of 
him as a boy still in college, with 
many years ahead of him in which 
to be fitted for such a position of re- 
sponsibility as he has now assumed. 

“Looking backward into his years 
of preparation from boyhood one 
finds as the secret of his early suc- 
cess the improvement of his leisure 
time and the ability to make the 
most of the opportunity that came 
his way.

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‘‘After entering the Torrington 
High School for a short time, Ralph 
felt the aspirations for a business 
life and entered Hastman’s Business 
College in Poughkeepsie, N. Y., from 
which he graduated at the age of 
16, and secured at once a position 
with the Guardian Trust Company 
of New York City. Soon after he 
was offered and accepted the posi- 
tion of teller in the Maiden Lane 
Savings Bank of that city.

Samuel Mann of Boston, who gradu- 
ated from Harvard in 1665, nearly 
250 years ago. He is a member of 
the Kappa Sigma fraternity, and of 
the Mystic Shrine. 

‘¢After the close of the Harvard 
Summer School which he attended 
last summer he assisted in organiz- 
ing the Willimantic Trust Company 
and in December went to Manches- 
ter, Mass., to introduce the home 
safes, of which his father, Hosea 
Mann, is the patentee. While here 
on this errand, and with the success- 
ful organization of the Willimantic 
Trust Company fresh in mind, he 
was quick to see the opportunity 
for a similar organization and by the 
early part of January he was plac- 
ing stock for the Manchester Trust 
Company with remarkable success 
and soon had the proposed capital 
of $100.000. -with $25,000 surplus, 
fully subseribed by leading men of 
Manchester and vicinity.

MANCHESTER DEEPLY IMPRESSES A 
VISITOR. 

It must be a dull man who can 
visit, even by a prosaic railway on a 
perfect late June afternoon, Man- 
chester-by-the-Sea, the prophetically 
named Pride’s Crossing, and_ their 
neighbors, without the lively realiza- 
tion of something in sea, sky, atmos- 
phere and climate to distinguish that 
part of the Massachusetts coast from 
aught to be found even in the loveli- 
est shore regions farther south.

The _ strips 
and bits of glorious cobalt blue sea 
edging the prospect, the full sum- 
mer glories of dazzling green trees, 
and tenderly fresh grass, the deli- 
cious salty pungency of the atmos- 
phere. the chirp and song of birds, 
the flutter and hum of insects, dis- 
porting themselves in this, their high 
tide of life. the busy come and go of 
human beings. the smart equipages, 
the light laughter of young and old, 
and over all the ample vault of a 
sky, tender, but tempered by some- 
thing seemingly akin to the old Puri- 
tan spirit of the region—these things 
leave upon the mind of the observer 
an impression that for years after 
may serve as a refuge from the sav- 
age and the sordid—E. N. Vallan- 
digham in Boston Herald.

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FEBRUARY EXPORTS OF FARM 
~ PRODUCTS. 
_ February exportations 
- products show a marked increase 
when compared with those of the 
' corresponding month last year, ac- 
_ cording to figures just received by the 
_ Bureau of Statistics, Department of 
- Commerce and Labor. Corn, wheat, 
flour, other breadstufis, and meat 
‘and dairy products all show 
"a very large increase in Feb- 
ruary, 1911, compared with Feb- 
-yuary, 1910. The quantity of corn 
‘tically 1034 million bushels, against 
4% million in February of last year; 
of wheat, 11-3 million bushels, against 
i million a year ago; of flour 839 
thousand barrels, against 523 thou- 
sand in February, 1910; meat and 
‘dairy products 1034 million dollars 
in value, against 934 million one year 
ago; and cotton, 410 million pounds, 
against 169 million pounds in the 
_ corresponding month of last year. In 
the 8 months ending with February 
corn exports show also a_ large in- 
crease, being for that period 3534 
million bushels against 2214 million 
in the corresponding period a year 
earlier. Wheat exports, however, 
- show a marked decline, being in the 
‘IgII period 18 1-3 million bushels, 


ponding period of 1910. The outward 
“movement of flour in the 1911 period 
is about the same as a year ago, while 
other breadstuffs, show a total ex- 
port of 6% million dollars in value 
in the 1911 period, against 4% million 
in the corresponding period of the 
prior year.

While 
the exportation of wheat during the 
8 months ending February, 1911, has 
been much léss'than that of the corres- 
ponding period last year, and far be- 
low the annual average of the past 
decade, the figures will not make the 
lowest record of our exports of that 
article. The total exports in the 8 
months ending February, I9II, are 
18 1-3 million bushels, and in the 
single month of February, 1 1-3 mil- 
lion, indicating that for the fiscal year 
ending June, 30, 1911, the total will 
range between 20 and 30 million 
bushels, while the exports of wheat in 
the fiscal year 1905, following the 
very short crop of 1904, amounted to 
only 4 1-3 million bushels, the lowest 
record of wheat exports in many 


years. It seems probable, however,

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A Tale of Heraldry. 


The ‘‘Joust’’ or ‘‘Tournaments’’ 
began with the Germans. It is pop- 
ularly supposed that they were mock 
battles with blunted weapons in 
which mere skill and strength was 
the object of the contest and the dis- 
play of spectacular horsemanship, 
but often they were attended with 
severe wounds and fatalities. 

The Germans of the tenth and 
eleventh centuries, when these 
jousts may be considered to have 
arisen, were semi-barbaric, men of 
savage strength and they met not so 
much for friendly tests and popular 
amusement as for a display of their 
iron powers and many a field was 
made gory by slaughter in a pre- 
sumably friendly contest. 

The phrase ‘‘passage at arms’’ 
originated at the tournaments where 
a narrow pass was simulated, a 
cramped, limited place of battle in 
which space of attack and defense 
many lost their lives when nothing 
was to be gained but honors in the 
form of a crest or a court beauty’s 
smile. 

These tournaments were held on 
special occasions and some were of 
unusual magnificence. 

One of the most costly and _pic- 
turesque was that which originated 
in the scheming mind of Cardinal 
Wolsey; for it was not unusual to 
see in the thick of the contest the 
armorial insignias of the church. 
Literary bonors were ever the pre- 
rogative of the church, but combined 
with this a virile, martial spirit often 
seen in the ban of human progress. 
In the battle of human life the insig- 
nias of the church entwine with the 
ensignias of the state in spite of the- 
ories of separation. 

In the song and story of ‘‘The 
Field of the Cloth of Gold’’ we find 
this brilliant ecclesiastic bringing 
Henry VIII and Francis I of France 
and their satelites together in a gor- 
geous tournament. 

The flower of European aristoc- 
racy was there and nobility and roy- 


alty entered the lists, as on other oc- 

easions, in which they too, as the 

semi-barbaric Germans, shed each 

others blood, as set forth in the lines 

by Keats: 

‘And in the midst, “mong thousand 
heraldries * * *

THE TOURNAMENTS. 


A shielded scutcheon blushed with 
blood of queens and kings.’’ 

Almost three thousand tents from 
England, we are told were on the 
field in France whére the tourna- 
ment was held in the town of Giusne 
then belonging to England. 

The King of England’s pavilion 
was a very fountain of costly wines 
and liquors and in letters of gold 
the bibulous were invited, ‘‘Make 
good cheer who will.’’ 

Francis’ tent was draped outside 
with cloth of gold from which origi- 
nated the title of this famous tour- 
nament. 

To outrival one another on this 
occasion the nobility spread them- 
selves,—an eternal characteristic,—in 
selves,—an eternal charcteristic,—in 
such peacock splendor of equipments 
and royal robes that laid the es- 
tates of the nobility under heavy 
mortgages for generations, some 
never recovering from the poverty 
and seediness, until American mil- 
lons arose to burnish them up. 

This selling out everything for the 
honors of a day is not confined to 
any class, but proverbial of all since 
the days of Esau. 

It is said that the apparel of the 
ladies . was beyond description, 
whether in lavishness or as ques- 
tionable is not stated and may do 
as a general description for all times 
on state occasions, instead of the 
strained attempt by society scrib- 
blers to characterize dresses, best 
described as ‘‘dreams,”’ always re- 
membering the nature of dreams. 

In those days there was little dif- 
ferentiation, however, as to sex as 
the knights had their pavilion so 
gorgeously decorated with brilliant 
trappings and their horses and per- 
sons so magnificently apparelled as 
to make the beauties of the peerage 
turn green with envy. However, 
his sun has set sufficiently in the 
splendor of the wives and daughters’ 
luxuries since those days that a bat- 
tered hat of several seasons’ wear is 
sufficient for him. 

The wealthier the knight and the 
larger his credit, the more magnifi- 
cent the glamor in trappings of 
cloth of gold, silvered spangles and 
costly furs, above which shone 
their heraldic devices distinguishing 


them in the conflicts. 

Those old tilting fields of chivalry 
comprised all manner of trials to 
test the spirit of the knights from 


single handed contests to pitched 


battles. 

The field became the court of 
love’s disputes, a more civilized test 
than the bloody duel. 

It was often the supreme court of 
justice. Often all that was virtuous 
and valuable depended upon a man’s 
power and skill alone. Fame, for- 
tune, power, innocence, justice, love 
were the stakes for which they 
strove. 

The issues of the conflict were at- 
tributed to providence, thus often 
laying the odium of the triumph of 
wrong upon God in which even the 
innocent acquiesced. 

In the more friendly nature of 
these tournaments Montague says 
he saw ‘‘the outward spirit of a chiy- 
alry whose humanizing influence con- 
duced so rapidly to the extinction of 
the last traces of barbarism.’’ 

They often proved at last to be 
contests of the highest character and 
courage in which men scorned to be- 
tray a weakness. 

For an unknightly deed, for any 
foul or malevolent act a knight was 
publicly stripped of his armor 
which was broken and thrown into 
the dust of the highway, likewise 
his shield and spurs, and his banners 
were torn to shreds. With a loud 
voice the herald then would ask: 
‘““Who is this?’’ and answer, ‘‘A 


coward who has been false to his ~~ 


plighted faith.’’ Then the ceremony _ 
of the dead was read over him and ~ 
he was a knightly corpse ever after. 
And indeed to a true knight death 
was preferable. 

Some such social and political deg- 
radation as this, with name or sena- - 
torial toga dragged in scorn along 
the streets, might well be feared by 
many in high positions where laws 
and courts and even prison walls are 
defied. 

For the knightly honors won, dis- 
tributed by the hand of sovereign or 
court beauty, the true knight braved 
wounds and death and counted it an 
achievement beyond gold; and well 
may descendants proudly bear the 
trophies won so valiently in these

In an attempt later to revive the 
- spectacle it came to such a sorry end

_ Other contests called tournaments 
have taken the place of the conflicts 
of the days ‘‘When Knighthood 
~ Was in Flower.’’ 

Modern achievements of skill are 
_ rewarded in gold. For the beating 
of another man into insensibility, 
gold. For the hurling of a racing 
machine around a track or sending 
a flying machine over the clouds in 
a flirt with fate, gold. 

Is the reward as truly noble as a 
wreath of laurel or a coat of arms? 
_ Even the remnants of chivalric 
days in traditions and devices prized 
are superior dispite all supercilious 
 sneers, to the modern trophy in the 
form of newspaper check for break- 
ing a speed or altitude record. The 
modern contest and tournament, 
founded on the money prize, may 
well go back to knighthood days for 
the knighty spirit to put tone into 
decadent stock.

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WANTED—A REMEDY. 

Only by the concentrated thought 
of the residents, both transient and 
permanent, can the prevailing ten- 
dencies on the North Shore be alle- 
viated. For seventy years the pres- 
ent conditions have been provided 
for by the continuous policy to add 
land area to land area, to be held 
either for speculation purposes or 
for summer homes with estates of 
extensive area. The conditions 
which have resulted are similar in 
result, but of course not in cause to 
conditions in other parts of the 
country, of which the report of the 
Country Life Commission reports, 
‘the smaller land owners are iso- 
lated and unable to establish their 
necessary institutions * * * The 
holding of large areas by one party 
tends to develop a system of ten- 
antry and absentee farming. The 
whole development may be in the 
direction of social and economic in- 
effectiveness.’’ Is there nothing that 
can be done to open land for the 
man of small means? If there is no 
way . opened the penalty will be 
meted out with severity as is always 
done in the violation of known 
economic laws. 


THE TERCENTENARY OF THE 
KING JAMES BIBLE... 

In 1611, the King James version of 
the English bible appeared as the 
result of the incentive given by 
King Henry VIII to the translation 
out of the original Hebrew, Aramaic 
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and Greek of a uniform English ver- 
sion of the Bible. In 1611, the work 
was completed and addressed to 
‘‘the Most High and Mighty Prince, 
James, by the grace of God, King of 
Great Britain, France and Ireland, 
Defender of the Faith, etce.,’’ and 
hence the version is called the King 
James Bible. No more important in- 
cident in English history is recorded 
than this event by which the reli- 
gious documents of the race of 
Christ became the charter of politi- 
cal and religious freedom of the 
Anglo Saxon people. The Bible has 
been the fountain of living waters 
to the leaders of men and the un- 
written history of its ministrations 
to the lives of men, great and hum- 
ble, rich and poor, educated and il- 
literate can never be recorded. So 
wholesome and inspiring has its in- 
fluence been. A vivid imagination 
is unnecessary to recall the great 
social, political and religious move- 
ments that have resulted in the ad- 
vancement of the human race be- 
eause of the illumination of the con- 
science of the people by ‘‘The 
Book.’’ Other English editions, the 
Tyndale in 1526, the English re- 
vision in 1881, and the American re- 
vision in 1901, have appeared and 
are illuminating but the King James 
Version will always be dear to its 
readers. So familiar and spirit re- 
freshing are the fluent passages of 
this addition that it seems almost a 
sacrilege to mutilate them. Both of 
the revisions were triumphs of 
scholarship but they can never dis- 
place the King James Version, with 
its rugged style and pure English. 
Apart from its religious value it is 
the English classic. The Bible has 
had turned against it the severest 
eriticism of scholarship, but the out- 
come has only been to reveal its 
honor and abiding worth. On the 
ancient Huguenot seal there was an 
anvil with broken hammers strewn 
about which had been broken upon 
it. The Bible abides and the malig- 


nant attack of distinctive criticism. 


have failed. Out of the Higher 
Critical studies, which m the case 
of the New Testament were precipi- 
tated by the ‘‘Leben Jesus’’ of 
Strauss in German and ‘‘Vie de 
Jesus’? by Renau, in French, a de- 
eade of intellectual contention and 
religious strife arose. Atheism and 
Agnosticism were rife, but today af- 
ter distinctive criticism has spent its 
fury, the Bible has come into its

The granting of money 
to any sectarian educational institu- 
tion is contrary to the established 
policy of our government, the sepa- 
ration of the church and the state. 
Experience has proven that such 
separation contributes to the best 
of interests of the state and the 
church. On January 29, 1911, the 
federation of church societies of a 
large religious organization passed 


resolutions in favor of state support | 


for its schools. The recurrence of 
these applications, twice in this leg- 
islative session, emphasizes the need 
of State law to settle forever the 
point of law and policy involved. A 
state amendment has been proposed 
providing for an amendment to the 
Constitution so as to prohibit Sec- 
tarian Legislation and the support of 
Sectarian Institutions from Public 
Funds. Every religious organiza- 
tion should raise the funds for its 
own propaganda. When it cannot it 
is time for it to die. The unwritten 
policy of the Commonwealth on this 
question has paved the way so ef- 
fectively, the amendment should re- 
ceive favorable attention by the 


Legislative Committee on Constitu-_ 


tional Amendment.

Good Roads. 

Many thousands of dollars have 
been expended on, the North Shore 
and Cape Ann roads in the past 
few years, and columns have been 
written in the press urging a con- 
tinuance of the good work. 

Money carefully and judiciously 
expended on the roads is a good in- 
vestment. The North Shore can 
boast of having the best roads in any 
section of the state, and the fact 
that we have such excellent roads 
has brought many people to this 
section who have invested heavily 
in seashore property and built many 
magnificent summer residences and 
homes. 

The season is close at hand when 
these people will return here for 
their summer’s pleasure and it is 
to be hoped that as much work as 
possible will be done on the roads 
prior to July first. There are prac- 
tically three months in which to 
work on the roads before the great 
army of summer people begin to ar- 
rive, and in that time a great deal 
can be accomplished and the roads 
can be put in first class condition 
for summer travel. 

Last year a great deal of fault 
was found because much of the 
work was done during July and Au- 
cust and a number of the most popu- 
lar drives were closed for weeks at 
a time. If the city officials have 
planned for any extensive improve- 
ments on the roads of Gloucester 
the work should be begun as soon 
as possible and pushed to comple- 
tion before July first. 


The War in Mexico.

The Disaster in Gloucester Harbor. 


The distressing accident that oc- 
curred in Gloucester Harbor Tues- 
which four men lost 
their lives seems almost incompre- 
hensible. It was one of the many 


marine disasters that will probably» 


never be fully explained as all of the 
occupants of one of the colliding 
crafts were drowned and none’ of 


the crew of the other vessel seem” 


to have been aware of the close pro- 
ximity of the gasoliner until the ac- 
cident occurred. 

It was a bright, clear day with a 
fair wind and comparatively smooth 
water.. The little power boat Hope 
had just entered the harbor from 
the fishing grounds, and was almost 
within hailing distance of the shore 
when she was cut down by the out- 
going schooner Hattie A. Heckman 
and all of her crew of four men met 
their death in the blue waters of 
the harbor. 

The accident was one of the worst 
that has been. recorded in this port 
for a long time and it has caused 
universal regret over the loss of the 
four fishermen, and sympathy for 
the families of the victims.

Life of the Southwest Cowpuncher. 
(By M. J. Brown, Eprror Lirttz Vauuey, N. Y. , Hus) 


would ride his pony at the head of 
a frenzied, thirst-mad mob of cattle 
—that fellow is pretty nearly out of 
the running in the today’s wild west. 

Once in a while you will find him 
—when a big bunch of cattle is go- 
ing east, to pasture or market. Then 
it is that he is hunted out and put 
back in the game. 

Years ago I lived with the cow- 
boys in west Texas. Since then I 
have seen the real breed in New 
Mexico and Arizona, and such types 
are bred, not made, and the breeding 
is running out. 

On my last trip to the southwest 
I found a few of the real cowboys. 
The three-years’ drowth had made 
the big fellows pull out with their 
cattle, and there was a big bunch 
going north, for range and the mar- 
kets. 

We fell in with the camp wagon 
near Torrance and stayed over night 
with the outfit. We were not 
invited, we just unhitched and 
stayed. They never think to ask 
you to stop at a sheep or cow camp. 
Everything is as free as beer and 
sandwiches at an alderman’s picnic. 

And when night comes, when the 
herd is bunched and the guards set, 
then the fellows come stringing in to 
camp and to supper. And what a 
two ‘hours before bed time! It 
makes one feel like chucking all the 
cares and worries of the east and 
joining this great Lodge of Out of 
Doors—to be elected for the long 
term. 

The cook is the whole thing in a 
cow outfit, and his word is law. He 
goes by some woman’s nickname— 
Mary, Susan or Jane—but he rules 
like a Diaz. It’s an unwritten law 
that what the cook says goes and 
the whole bunch will help him to en- 
force his rules. 

For instance a man must never 
leave his tin plate or coffee cup on 
the ground when he has finished eat- 
ing. If he does, he is a ‘‘sheep man”’ 
and the punishment is to lay him 
over the wagon tongue and lay on a 
certain number of blows with a leg- 
gin. And they lay them on hard. 
The whole bunch helps in the punish- 
ment, and the law-breaker is de- 
prived of his gun until the next 
morning—lest he forget, and use it. 

There are many camp rules, many 
of them necessary and sanitary, and

they simply gO, Whenever there is 
an opportunity. e a bath and 
any of the boys’ fail to improve it, 
the cook orders all hands to impose 
it. 

The only reason that cigarettes do 
not get in their perfect work on 
these fellows is that the life they 
lead counteracts the effects. Many 
of these boys smoke a large-sized 
package of Durham-every day- But 
the open air and the every-hour ex- 
ercise seem to be the Stronger and 
health wins. Aman who ‘smokes 
Duke’s Mixture is a ‘‘sheep man’’ 
and they make him: get: outside’ the 
circle. 

I lay awake in the night. (the nov- 
elty drove sleep) and Tistened to the 
cigarette wheezing of this dozen 
cowboys, and it seemed to me asthma 
would kill them all before morning. 

The first move a cowboy makes, 
when the east grows red, is to roll a 
cigarette. Then comes two or three 
cups of coffee, so strong it will color 
the tin cup then - more cigarettes, 
then breakfast. They roll the cig- 
arettes from brown papers, never 
wet them, but hold the paper around 
the filling with three fingers. 

The magazine pictures and the 
picture shows always have the cow- 
boy in ‘‘spats’’—pants made of 
sheep hides, but it is very unusual 
to see them worn. Their purpose is 
to protect the cowboy’s clothes when 
riding through brush. They are 
heavy and hot and they are seldom 
worn. j 

After supper, after the story 
telling and smoking, it is a novel 
sight to watch the different punch- 
ers. One will go out a few rods, 
build a little fire for light, and using 
his saddle for a desk, write a letter 
—perhaps to a sweetheart he left 
down in Pecos or maybe to his 
mother in Amarillo. Three or four 
will get around the fire and play 
poker, using matches or toothpicks 
for stakes, and recording the win- 
nings or losings—to be squared up 
pay day. Some would gather 
around me and the driver and ask 
for news of the Mexican outbreak, 
while others would roll up in the 
blankets and go to sleep. 

The fare is bread, beans and ba- 
con, day in and out. Sometimes the 
eook will open a few cans of toma- 
toes, but this is a treat. The bread 
is stirred and baked in a skielet— 
what we would gall short.cake. It 
is served in pone’ as big as-a plate, 
and each man breaks off about what 
he thinks he can get away with—

If a fellow only had time and 
noney enough what a lot of wonders 
and strange tales he could dig up in 
this unknown part of America—the 
wonderland of the southwest. 

But when he has to count his 
money every night before he puts 
his pants under his pillow, and re- 
ount it every morning, to see if 
reams came true—well, then his- 
ory has to shorten up a bit. 

It costs six dollars a day and ex- 
penses to dig for forgotten history 
in the southwest. The expenses are 
a dollar and a half for the team, the 
same for a driver, and a little more 
for the digger. Eleven dollars at the 
least, and when you turn the driver 
back and relay to some interesting 
anknown spot, it costs at least $20 
per day. And what man outside of 
the Smithsonian, and doing business 
on his own account, can lay over for 
a week or two at places of interest 
and history ? 

{I have an idea that every fellow 
who ever came down here to review 
history was about as short as | am, 
and that he measured long ago 
events by how long his treasury 
cloth would pay livery rigs. (1’ll 
except one newspaper man from this 
elass—the late Frank Cushing—the 
newspaper writer who was adopted 
by the Zunis.) ; 

From Zuni back to Gallup there 
was nothing but sandhills, an occa- 
sional pine tree (called the forest re- 
serve on our maps) a lone trading 
ore, and a few scattered Navajo 
Indians. I had been over this lone- 
‘some waste once, and I didn’t fancy 
a return trip. From the trader at 
Zuni | learned that one could turn 
the driver back from Black Rock, 
relay at a ranch, and see records of 
our history of 370 years ago that 
but few white men have ever seen. 
So I sent the driver back and 
‘started for those sentinel rocks of 
‘our early history—the rocks where 
early explorers wrote their history— 
an autograph album that should be 
‘preserved by our country—a record 
written on eternal stone. 

Twenty miles east from Zuni these 
history rocks stand in the sunshine 
‘today—ancient as the sun. Wind, 
sand and erosian have tried to erase 
‘the records of these men who first 
‘made a path from Mexico to the Rio

Grande, and who wrote their efforts 
on these rocks. But the climate of 
the southwest has dealt more kindly 
with them than has our country and 
they yet stand—to be seen and read 
by any man who ean stand the hard- 
ships and six dollars a day, expenses 
included. 

From the pueblo of Zuni to the 
Rio Grande runs an ancient trail, 
obliterated by years, and now a 
thoroughfare. Back in 1540 it was 
the only trail thru New Mexico to 
Sante Fe and the Rio Grande, and 


it would seem that almost every 


Spaniard left his card there—often 
a last message to history. 

El Morro is the great historic 
rock that rises from the prairie— 
two hundred feet high and _ thou- 
sands of feet long—a wedged-shaped 
mass of solid stone that will long re- 
main a monument to our first civi- 
lization, and on whose face is the 
brief record of many a_ pioneer, 
whose daring exploits opened New 
Mexico to the world. 

El Morro was the one common 
camping place for the venturesome 
Spaniards and each man registered 
at Nature’s great hotel, little think- 
ing the register would some day be- 
come a part of our country’s history. 

The inscriptions read little to me. 
They were all in Spanish (the old 
ones) and in abbreviated Spanish, 
that has taken years to translate. 

But I had read of this famous In- 
scription Rock, and while I could 
make neither A nor Z from the let- 
tering, I knew it was the inscriptions 
of men who never hoped to come 
back from the unknown, trackless, 
waterless, foodless country ahead, 
filled with savages, wild beasts and 
countless dangers. And I looked 
with awe at those old registers, at 
the writing of men who wrote their 
own epitaphs. 

Later I found a book at Santa Fe 
which translated these rock writ- 
ings, and they meant much more 
than I thought. One of the oldest, 
and one well preserved, is that of 
Onate, which translated reads: 

‘‘Passed by here the officer, Don 
Juan de Onate to the discovery of 
the sea of the south, on the 16th of 
April, 1605.’’ 

Another one is dated 1526, but it 
is claimed this was an error in regis- 
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tering, as no white man had ever set 
foot in New Mexico at this date. It 
reads: 

‘*By here passed the Ensign Don 
Joseph de Payba Basconzelos, the 
year that he brought the town-coun- 
cil of the kingdom (N. M.) at his 
own expense on the 18th day of 
February of 1526 years.’’ 

And here is one that has romance 
and tragedy: 

‘“‘They passed on the 23d of 
March, 1632 years to the avenging of 
the death of the Father Letrodo.’” 

Father Letrodo was the first mis- 
sionary to Zuni, sent to that lone 
parish and to his death. He worked 
hard with the sun worshipping sav- 
ages, but they did not want his re- 
ligion. He was brutually murdered, 
and terribly mutilated — literally 
hacked to pieces. And the expedi- 
tion of Letroda was to avenge his 
death. 

I had three hours at this wonder- 
ful stone register—only three hours, 
or sleep out—and count my money 
again. On top of this great rock 
they say are the ruins of a people 
who lived there many years before 
our history began—ruins of which 
there is not the remotest history or 
tradition. But the driver said ‘‘we 
must beat it,’’ to reach the railroad 
at Grant’s that day, so there was 
nothing to it but regrets, while the 
driver pounded the ponies on the 
back for fifty miles. 

The time will come, when van- 
dals have half destroyed the many 
wonders of the southwest, that our 
country will take notice and throw 
protection around what is left. 

I wish I could take a half dozen of 
our leading congressmen down into 
this country and show them around 
a bit. I wish I could make them feel 
what I feel, and see what I see— 
make them actually know something 
of the valuable history that will soon 
be lost to us unless protected. I'll 
bet they would favor cutting out a 
battleship once in a while, and es- 
tablishing a custodianship over some 
of the greatest wonders on earth— 
our country’s earliest history. 

When you look up at the inscrip- 
tions on the faces of these ancient 
cliffs, and see where ‘‘J. H. John- 
son”? or ‘‘C. L. Howard’’ -has 
scratched his name over that of a 
man who gave his life to discover this 
country; when you see ‘‘John Jones 
of Kansas City’’ crowd out an Onate 
and stick his name up beside a Cor- 
anodo—well, it makes one’s blood 
boil. Why I can see a picture of a 
commercial meat packer of 1911 
handing a penny weiner to the first 
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discoverer of New Mexico. 

I got in with a bunch of moving 
picture makers south of Santa Fe, 
and became well acquainted with the 
two managers, meeting them at four 
different places. There were six in 
the troupe four cowboys, who trav- 
eled with them all the time and the 
two managers, both New York 
fellows. 

The managers told me that the 
east was simply crazy for the In- 
dian, Mexican and cowboy stuff and 
that they name their own price for 
the real western pictures. He said 
the public was now educated so that 
they could tell the difference be- 
tween a Tammany Hall brave and a 
Moqui Indian, and that a Coney Is- 
land cowboy wouldn’t pass any 
more, even in a country town. 

But the picture men are up against 
it hard down in the southwest. 

The Indians simply won’t back the 
play. They can’t understand it and 
they hate a camera. They don’t care 
so much about having a camera 
snapped on them, but they won’t act, 
and of the many motion pictures 
you see mighty few of the red men in 
action, few, very few are Indians. 

The Mexicans take to the game, 
but they can’t act. Give them a few 
pieces of change and they will obey 
all orders, but they are woodeny and 
unnatural and act much like the 
bridegroom having his picture taken. 

The cowboys go into the business 
for the fun they get out of it—if 
they play at all. The manager said 
the best pictures he got was by tak- 
ing the punchers into a saloon and 
getting them into just the right spir- 
its, when they would cut loose and 
furnish the most real cow pictures 
that could be had. 

At Lama Junction is a cowboy, 
whose photo is on hundreds of post 
cards in the southwest. He is said 
to be the most picturesque personage 
in New Mexico and he is one of the 
few fellows left who backs his plays. 
Picture men pay him big money, 
when they pay him anything. 

Lloyd, the manager, told me he 
found this puncher and made a bar- 
gain with him for three days. They 
put on a wild west doings, where 
the cowboy was to hold up the stage. 
A Mexican girl betrayed him and the 
sheriff got him before he got the 
stage. 

Ile said the play was getting nice- 
ly started, when he found the cow- 
boy had a quart of whiskey and his 
jag was getting the start of the play. 
Every time he took a drink things 
looked different. In the final, when 
the girl confronted him and when 
the sheriff protected her by keeping

“In our own small town no dealer carried the goods so we 
were compelled to go looking elsewhere.

The United Shoe Machienry Com- 
pany has never undertaken to de- 
velop a “Model Community,” nor has 
it sought to regulate the activities of 
the operatives outside the factory, 
but the company believes in co-oper- 
ation and joins hands with the people 
in its employ in any movement which 
will promote the general welfare. 
Contributing activities are encour- 
aged; they are widely diversified. 

George W. Brown,  vice-presi- 
dent of the United Shoe Machinery 
Company, in presenting to the em- 
ployees the new club house, dedicat- 
ed the structure: “A Home for Play 
and Good Fellowship.” 

The United Shoe Machinery Ath- 
letic Association has existed for a 
number of years. Membership is 
placed within the reach of every em- 
ployee at the factory. The company 
early donated a large piece of prop- 


erty for use as an athletic field. Its 


area permits football, baseball, cricket, 
tennis and shooting. Here is held 
an annual field day. On the river 
boating facilities are afforded. All 
this is within sight of the great fac- 
tories themselves; the playground is 
within ten minutes’ walk of the 
workshop. And just now the new 
home of the association has _ been 
completed and presented outright by 
the company to its people. 

The club house is a handsome 
structure, of cement, and is fully 
equipped. In the basement are sep- 
arate locker rooms, toilets and show- 
ers, for men and women, and there 
are four bowling alleys. On the main 
floor are lounging rooms, writing 


rooms, and_a library filled with ref- 
erence books and fiction, a_ billiard 
hall with four tables, a card room 
and a cloak room. 

The second story is devoted to a 
hall, with a stage for theatricals, and 


a seating capacity of 450. The build-— 


ing is lighted throughout with both 
electricity and gas. 

The club house is located in a roll- 
ing and picturesque country, and the 
broad porches afford the delights of 
the ideal country club.

NEW BATHING PAVILION AT WEST BEACH 


180 apartments, four shower baths, 


toilets, an office and a room where 
those who desire may eat their lunch. 


The structure will rest on posts 
and piles driven well into the sand. 
It will be of wood, with slap-dash. 
A covered piazza will extend the en- 
tire length of the building on the 
water side, and an uncovered piazza 
will be built on the ends and other 
side. Four sets of stairs will lead 
from the beach to the piazza, and 
other stairs will run from beneath 
the house to the bathing apartments, 
so that bathers may reach their 
apartments without passing over the 
piazza. 


The building will be constructed 
in such a way that it will really be 
three buildings from the inside. 
There will be eight light and air 
shafts in the center portion so that 


every apartment will be provided 
with light and air. 
The baleony on the roof, some

«$13,500 FOR DREDGING. 


STATE To SPEND $4,000 AND Man- 
CHESTER $9,500 IN DREDGING 
ee MANCHESTER Harpor. 

__ The adjourned Town Meeting in 
_ Manchester, Monday evening, was at- 
_ tended by about 150 voters and passed 
off without a word of discussion, 
some $23,400 being appropriated in 
the thirty-two minutes the meeting 
lasted. It was voted to spend $5,700 
_ for moving the fire station to the cen- 
ter of the lot on which it is located 
‘on School street, $3,700 for the con- 
struction of a sidewalk on Summer 
‘and Raymond streets; $4,500 for the 
purchase of a wood-lot on Pleasant 
street, of about 8 1-3 acres, and 
$9,500 for dredging. In addition to 
_the latter figure, the state is to spend 
$4,000 with $6,000 of the town’s 
money to dredge between the rail- 
road bridge and Point of Rocks, the 
town will spend $3,000 under ‘the 
direction of the selectmen, $2,900 in 
the inner harbor and $100 outside, 
and $500 will be spent under the di- 
rection of the park commissioners. 
Moderator Allen called the meet- 
‘ing to order at 7.35. Chairman E. S. 
Knight, of the board of selectmen, 
read the report of the committee on 
‘moving the fire station. The building 
vill be moved some ten feet westerly 
om the street and twenty feet 
mortherly, The cost wil! include the 
"construction of a retaining wall in 
‘the rear, granolithic walks, the turn- 
ing and removing of the stable. The 
work will be done at a cost of $5,700, 
under the direction of a committee 
composed of James Hoare, E. S. 
Knight and Horace Standley. 

_ Chairman Knight offered the mo- 
tion for the appropriation of $6,000 
for dredging to be used in connection 
with $4,000 offered by the state. 
‘The work will provide for the widen- 
ing of the channel between Point of 
Rocks and the railroad bridge and 
the enlargening of the anchorage 
basin. : 

Mr. Knight stated that in accord- 
ance with the acts of 1909, $100,000 is 
_to be spent by the state each year for 
‘three years, and of this sum such 
amounts will be allotted to towns and 
cities as are willing to spend money 
‘themselves for the work. 

He offered another motion that the 
Harbor and Land Commissioners be 
asked for an allotment for additional 
‘dredging in 1912 to be spent for work 
beyond Point of Rocks. 

Three thousand dollars for dredg- 
‘ing the inner harbor and $500 for 
dredging at Masconomo Park were 
voted without discussion. 
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Under Art. 39, the matter of build- 
ing sidewalk in the eastern part of 
town came up. M. Kehoe of the com- 
mittee, stated that the committee had 
gone over the ground and had_ had 
plans prepared by an engineer, and 
the plans were submitted tonight. C. 
L. Crafts would like to see the side- 
walk cross Summer street near Mr. 
Kehoe’s house instead of farther 
along down Raymond street, going 
down on the right hand side of the 
latter street. 

Mr. Kehoe thought the walk ought 
to be built on the left hand side of 
Raymond street, crossing Summer 
street at its junction with Raymond. 

G. S. Sinnicks thought the plan as 
presented was all right. O. T. Rob- 
erts also favored it. 

FE. P. Standley moved to refer the 
whole matter back to committee for 
revision. Lost. The original motion 
to build the walk at a cost of $3,700 
was voted almost unanimously. 

Under Art. 45, the matter of pur- 
chasing strip of land known as “Dark 
Woods,” on Pleasant street, near the 
junction of Pine was reported upon 
by the special committee appointed at 
the meeting last week. .C. L. Crafts 
read the report. The committee rec- 
ommended the purchase of this whole 
lot, instead of the strip. The lot con- 
tains about 8 1-3 acres, and adjoins 
the Moses Hill property on the north, 
the stone crusher property on the east, 
Pleasant street on the south, and the 
Carter-Kinsman lot on the west. ‘The 
committee recommended the purchase 
of the whole strip at an option price 
of $4,500. O. T. Roberts moved the 
acceptance of the report and the adop- 
tion of the recommendations. Voted. 


M. E. Gorman stated that at the 
April adjournment he would call for 
a reconsideration of the motion passed 
at the last meeting whereby the matter 
of building a new dam at Central 
street was left in the hands of select- 
men. He would offer this motion on 
the request of Mr. Rust, who was un- 
able to be present at tonight’s meet- 
ing. 

B. F. Foster moved that all the 
street lights in town be lighted every 
night throughout the year. 

M. C. Dodge thought this a need- 
less expense, and that it was unneces- 
sary to light the lights on moonlight 
nights. 

P. H. Boyle did not agree with Mr. 
Dodge. He said the moon was not 
always out on schedule and the smail 
cost of keeping: the lights two extra 
nights each month would be small 
compared to the advantage gained. 

It was voted to have the streets 
lighted 365 nights of the year. 
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At 8.07 the meeting adjourned until 
Tuesday evening, April 11, at 7.30 
o’clock.

Fifty little chickens in the incubator,

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The Harvard Spirit. 

Harvard has been judged un- 
justly from one side of its life to be 
snobbish and aristocratic. That it 
has deserved this criticism at times 
no one will deny but there is a spirit 
of democracy at Harvard, a_ true 
Harvard spirit which dominates the 
faculty and the mass of students 
which must not be _ overlooked. 
Harvard has her gold coast, her 
wealthy profligate sons but she also 
has the industrious sons of democra- 
tic Americans who are struggling to 
better themselves by a liberal edu- 
cation for the work of the world. 
The public often loses sight of this 
undercurrent, the solid basis of its 
ereatness, by the false reports of 
student pranks in unscrupulous 
newspapers. The Harvard spirit is 
expressed by the vote of the corpo- 
ration granting to Cambridge youths 
free tuition for the first year, re- 
duction of tuition in the Summer 
Schools to Cambridge teachers, the 
opening of the athletic fields as 
playgrounds for Cambridge children 
and finally gratuitous expert advice 
by the faculty to the municipality. 
This is the true Harvard Spirit. Her 
motto has always been in spirit, edu- 
cation for services. 

The provision of only one year’s 
free tuition has been open to criti- 
cism in some directions as unliberal. 
If for one year why not for four? 
The answer is simple: Every college 
eraduate who has been forced to 
work his own way through college 
knows that the first year’s tuition is 
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the great barrier to an education 
and if that be assured, there is 
usually a way out the remaining 
years of the course. At Harvard, a 
Cambridge lad will be given an op- 
portunity to make good and if he 
is a bright boy he will be able to 
obtain in an open struggle for uni- 
versity honors a scholarship for the 
other years of the course: He has a 
reasonable opportunity to obtain a 
scholarship for those three remain- 
ing years or if he be studious and 
especially successful he may com- 
plete his course in three years, that 
is, two years after the first. The 
other concessions are in keeping 
with a true academic and democratic 
spirit. 

These privileges which have been 
granted to Cambridge . residents 
arouse public spirit to the need of 
adequate opportunities for the boys 
and girls of Massachusetts to begin 
and continue a collegiate training. 
The new era has opened to the boys 
of Cambridge but what about the 
boys of Boston and the rest of 
Massachusetts? We do not need 
more universities in Massachusetts, 
but there can be a readjustment of 
such advantages so that the indus- 
trious sons of honorable but not 
wealthy parents may have an oppor- 


tunity to gain a collegiate education . 


on an equal footing with the boy in 
Michigan, who can go to the State 
University from the High School be- 
cause that institution is a part of 
the Public School system and_ its 
doors are open to him, with no tuition 
charge. To establish a_ state uni- 
versity in Massachusetts would be 
a folly, but there could be an adap- 
tation of the universities now opera- 
tive whereby the same results might 
be obtained at the minimum of ex- 
pense. Harvard progresses and in 
the right direction and in the right 
spirit. Three cheers for Harvard! 


Mr. Gardner and Reciprocity. 

The extra session of Congress will 
convene on April 4, at the eall of 
President Taft to consider the tariff 
agreement, commonly ealled Reci- 
procity, with Canada. Partisan fili- 
bustering prevented a vote in the 
regular session. Mr. Taft’s threat 
materialized and congress realized 
that there was a man with a. will in 
the White House. With the excep- 
tion of Mr. Gardner, the representa- 
tives from Massachusetts are re- 
ported as alligned with the Presi- 
dent and the people for the bill.

Mr. Gardner is doubtlessly in- 
fluenced by his interest in Gloucester 
and her great industry. He has 
fought well for them but it still re- 
mains true that not all the residents 
of Gloucester are agreed that the 
treaty will ruin the city.

Most of the men engaged 
in the granite quarries of Cape Ann 
are of foreign birth and of limited 
education, but they have proven 
good citizens and men of whom any 
community might well be proud. 

Whether they win or lose in their 
demands for what they consider a 
more adequate scale of wages, they 
have at least won the respect and 
good-will of their fellow citizens for 
the sober, quiet and peaceful manner 
in which they have sought to enforce 
their demands. 


The YMCA Game. 


The YMCA instituted a new game 
last week which proved highly suc- 
cessful, the results being extremely 
gratifying to the members and 
friends of that popular organization. 

Under the leadership and direc- 
tion of Secretary Berry, a four days’ 
campaign for new members was con- 
ducted, the slogan of which was 
‘“Get into the Game.’’ When the re- 
turns were all counted Saturday 
evening, it was found that 228 new 
members had been added, bringing 
the total membership well over the 
700 mark. It is an astonishingly 
good record and Secretary Berry 
and the captains of the different 
teams are to be congratulated upon 
the great work they have accom- 
plished.

‘DOES THE MODERN MAN NEED 
A CHURCH? 


By S. M. Crothers. 

I think that the question whether 
the Church has any longer a useful 
function depends on a consideration 
that has nothing to do with the old 
ecclesiastical pretensions. Let us 
turn away from these pretensions al- 
together. Let us face the future, 
and look at the free and generous 
ideals which command the allegiance 
of the modern man. This man is 
not asking how he may flee from the 
wrath of an angry God, he is not 
intent on understanding the niceties 
of any theological scheme. It may 


be that in regard to these things he © 


is profoundly sceptical, and he turns 
away from the churches where they 
are taught. 

Yet there are some things he does 
believe in, and his faith is real 
though it may be slow in taking 
form. * * * He believes in human- 


ity and in the moral relations be-— 


tween his life and the lives of others. 
He believes that he has within him- 
self powers to be developed for no- 
ble uses. He believes in nature, in 
reason, in conscience, 
are these great ideals of his to be 
most worthily fulfilled? Can they be 
best fulfilled in sullen solitude, while 
the believer shuns his fellows that he 
may work out his own salvation, or 
do they require for their develop- 
ment the contact with other minds 
and the co-operation of other wills? 
I believe that is a question that is 
answered in the very asking. The 
modern ideal of religion is pre- 
eminently a social ideal, and it must 
express itself in some social way.. It 
inspires to united effort, and does 
not drive the individual into selfish 
isolation. * * * One cannot excuse 
himself for his lack of co-operation 
by saying that he is cultivating the 
virtues which belong to his own 
character. There are’ virtues 
which flourish only in the genial 
atmosphere of human fellowship. 
** * This fellowship must be 
freer than that of the church in the 
past, but it must not be less real. If 
we believe in the revelation of divine 
truth, through nature and through 
the soul, we will seek out our fellow- 
believers. As we unite for a common 
work, we are strengthened and in- 
spired, 
faith.’’—Exchange.

The 
stoms and habits of centuries are 
f their blood and they can’t con- 
form to 1911. An Indian is an In- 
dian, and you can’t make him a 
white man. 
ere is a half-regal pride about 
fellows that compels respect 
ui admiration, and a reserve that 
you ean’t break through. 
Mexican can be made a servant 
n ten minutes, if the ‘‘tourista’’ is 
oose with his change. He will wash 


your feet if you ask it. He invites 
miliarity and tips. 
a Indian doesn’t want any- 


thing from the white man. He is 
icily independent. He doesn’t want 
patronage, favors or jobs. He wants 
ge to be let alone and he will 
take eare of himself. 

The Pueblo Indians of the Rio 
Grande with the Navajos as possible 
equals, are the finest race of the 
‘SO thwest. Splendid specimens of 
phy ysique, peaceable, industrious, (in 
a way) they will never ask any aid 
from the white man, if let alone. 
They won’t work—that is in the 
white man’s way. Work is  un- 
natural to them, and money worth- 
less to their mode of living. I never 
saw but one Rio Grande Indian do- 
ing real hard white man’s work, and 
he looked as much out of place un- 
loading lumber from a flat car as 
he would at a full dress ball. 

Here is a little illustration of what 
an Indian considers his work, or his 
duty: 

The Santa Clara river comes down 
through the dry country, a beauti- 
ful stream of coldness and clearness 
from the mountains. In many places 
‘a day’s work by a white man would 
_ divert enough water to irrigate three 
or four acres of soil that will pro- 
‘duce anything, when it has the mois- 
ture. 

An Indian will go up this river 
and plant perhaps a half acre of 
apple trees, and build a sort of a 
woven brush fence around it. He

Indians of the Southwest Today.

will dig a ditch and let the water in. 
Then he will select a spot high above 
his ‘‘farm’’ and build himself a 
shade. Four long poles are set up 
making a square. Perhaps four feet 
from the ground he will put across 
a floor of piles, covering with reeds 
and brush. Four feet above he will 
lay the roof, the shade, built the 
same as the floor. And then he will 
settle down and wait for his orchard 
to bear—stay there and watch it, 
month in and out. 

That’s an Indian. 

This irrigated spot is many miles 
from his home village. It is a desert 
in the fullest meaning of the word. 
There is absolutely no life except 
the snakes and lizzards, and the 
the summer heat is something aw- 
ful. And the Indian will stay there 
day and night, month after month 
watching and irrigating a garden 
sized orchard the apples of which 
would hardly be worth a week’s 


work of a white man. That’s an 
Indian again. 
It’s the primative. Life to him 


is existence—time has no value. The 
Great Spirit didn’t intend he should 
work for money like the white man. 

About the only marks of progress 
I ever saw were three ‘‘grist mills’’ 
along the Santa Clara—and I was 
told that these were financed and 
installed by the Mexicans. They are 
called ‘‘molines,’’ little stone build- 
ings perhaps eight feet square, 
where a very crude arrangement 
grinds corn by water power. All 
three had been abandoned, and 
there was not enough left for one 
to get an idea of how they worked. 
I could never imagine what they 
were built for, in the long drive I 
made across this reservation I never 
saw a bit of vegetation that even 
resembled a corn stock. 

Pictures of the southwest Indians 
show the papooses as strapped in 
leather or wooded frames and car- 
ried on the mother’s back. I never 
saw a baby in one of these cradles. 
Around the village I have occasion- 
ally seen the racks kicking around, 
but the custom seems to have been 
discontinued. The papooses are 
carried on the mother’s back and 
hip and held there by the blanket. 

I have seen a mother carry a pair 
of youngsters on either hip and at 
the same time carry a ten quart 
water Jar, full, on her head. 
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From a distance the squaws all 
look like girls, and it keeps one 
guessing on their age when close 
by. They are all short in statue 
and all wear dresses to the knee— 
making them look like school girls. 
It keeps one guessing whether the 
young lady is trotting around 
her baby brother or whether the 
young Indian calls her mamma. 

To me the blanket seems to be the 
biggest nuisance ever handed down 
by custom. It is never fastened, but 
is held in place, always slipping 
down and always being adjusted. It 
seems to me that at least five hun- 
dred years ago they would have 
found something like a safety pin 
to snug it up, but it also seems that 
what was handy enough before 
Columbus is sufficiently convenient 
now, and it still goes. 

It is a very unusual sight to see 
a hat on a man or woman. Occas- 
ionally one will see a dilapidated 
old lid on some Indian who hangs 
around the white towns, but in the 
Indian villages, never. When it is 
very cold they will reef the blanket 
up over the head, and wind it 
around the body. But as a rule 
they are bareheaded, women, men 
and babies. 

I never saw an Indian sick, bald- 
headed, with poor teeth or with eye 
glasses. They tell me colds and 
pneumonia are almost unknown, 
and yet they are ever exposing 
themselves in a way that would kill 
a New York white man—sleeping 
out on the ground, bare-headed in 
the wind, ete. 

I don’t remember ever having 
seen a drunken Indian. They can’t 
get the fire water and they don’t 
try. They are kind to their families 
in their way, but of course the 
squaw must hunt the wood, carry 
the water and do what little work 
is necessary. The master can’t get 
Hiawatha out of his head yet. He 
still thinks his work is to go out 
and shoot the red deer. 

In the villages you will see the 


big pa Indian sit on the ground and 


direct his better half to build an 
oven. She will scoop up the mortor 
and plastering it on with her bare 
hands, while he will hold his 
blanket around his shoulders and 
grunt. 

The ovens are built mound-shap- 
ed, not inside the house but outside. 
They are a miniature of our char- 
coal oven, some times made of dobie 
and sometimes of stone, and cover- 
ed with some sort of cement. The 
inside is both fireplace and oven. 

They will build a _ hot fire, 
thoroughly heat the oven, then rake 
out the fire and put in the corn- 
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bread to bake. The Indian is a 
splendid hand to watch the opera- 
tion and eat the bread. 

Nearly every village has a flock 
of turkeys and ducks, but they are 
never eaten unless one dies, of old 
age or accident. They are raised 
for their feathers,—the feathers for 
head dress and ornaments. 

I was told that in the pueblo of 
Isleta, a millionaire white man has 
lived for years, and yet, lives, as an 
Indian, by adoption, and aside from 
having a residence of his own, and 
a few of the white man’s comforts, 
he lives the Indian life. 

He was a son of a wealthy New 
Jersey manufacturer, and had in- 
herited consumption. At twenty-five 
he had tried everything that. money 
could buy, sea voyages, foreign 
trips, ete., but without help and fin- 
ally he fired the whole bunch of 
doctors, nurses and attendants and 
went to Isleta and lived just. as the 
red men lived. When he went there 
his voice had gone and it was said 
he could not live. He is now a 
strong, healthy man, with the en- 
durance of any Indian in the village. 
But he can only live in this dry 
clime. Three times he thought he 
was cured and went back to. his peo- 
ple and each time the malady show- 
ed signs of return. He lives there 
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today, the only white man in the 
village, talks the language: fluently, 
has adopted many of the Indian 
ways and is highly respected by the 
Indians. 

In social relations the Pueblos 
have some curious customs. At home 
the mother is very much the whole 
thing. The children belong to her 
and not the father; the children 
take the mother’s name; the home 
is hers and the man cannot own it, 
and she has entire control of all 
home matters. 

The Indians are inveterate smok- 
ers and the cigarette is the common 
means, but unlike the Spanish 
women, the squaws never smoke, 
with the possible exceptions of the 
very old women. It is said that if 
an Indian girl were caught smok- 
ing her parents. would. slit her 
tongue. 

The Indian girls are always, strik- 
ingly picturesque and many are 
handsome. They are all thick set, 
well proportioned and have. hand- 
some dark eyes. 

One often wonders why the white 
man cannot become friends and be- 
come familiar with the Indian. 


There are many reasons; but the 
main ones are that the white man 
has nothing that the Indian wants, 
and the Indian has a splendid mem- 
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_ stood there 


ory of countless past wrongs. | 

The Indians do not want anything 
from the pale faces. Money has lit- 
tle temptation for them; they do 
not want work; favors, clothing or 
anything except possibly food, and 
this they will get by exchange. They 


are wonderfully independent and 
have a crust you can’t. break 
through. 


To illustrate, on the road to Zuni 
we stopped at a trading store and 
ate lunch. In the store were a 
Mexican and a Navajo. The Indian 
for nearly an hour, 
scorning to sit down on the same 
bench with the Mexican. When we 
had finished we had an abundance 
of lunch left. The Mexican by his 
looks, invited us to give him the 
leavings, while the Indian by his 
actions dared us to offer it to him. — 
We left it on the bench and when I 
came back after my gloves the — 
Mexican had cleaned up nearly ey- 
erything, while the Indian stood 
there like a sphnix. 

They don’t want favors, don’t 
want your company. You can’t un- 
derstand them—they are of the- 
past, of the old days. Let them 
alone and they will never harm 
you, and it is said do them a favor 
and they will never forget.

JAMES T. WHITE. small apple or- 
chard. After spending the afternoon 
fn boyish sports the class was invited 
into the orchard to have some apples. 
With generous hospitality the host in- 
_ Yited the boys to help themselves, but 

to his amazement the boys, who were 

all from homes of refinement and sup- 
4 posed to be well brought up, began an 
_ orgy of unrestrained apple eating and 
_ after gorging themselves with all they 
could possibly eat stripped the trees in 
_ wanton waste, just taking a bite here 
_ and there, and destroyed barrels of ap- 
ples. The poor boy host could not 
conceal that this waste was an unlook- 
ed for financial loss. It was an intem- 
perate indulgence and abuse of hos- 
pitality that was contemptible. 
. In general, temperance is a kind of 
power to hold appetite at arm’s length, 
as it were; to handle it or put it whol- 
ly away, according to one’s will. It is 
like the regulator of a clock, which 
prevents it from going too fast or too 
slow. 

It is also an expression of freedom. 
A temperate person is master of all his 
_ appetites. The intemperate person is 
ruled by his appetite and thus becomes 
- aslave. At each moment of a man’s 
_ life he is either a king or a slave. As 

he surrenders to a wrong appetite, to 
any human weakness, to any failure, 
he isaslave. As he day by day crush- 
es out human weakness and recreates 
a new self from the sin and folly of 
the past he is a king. 

Every boy must begin in youth to 
tame these wild beasts of his passions 
if he would draw their teeth and clip 

their claws. This is the task of life, 
to tame them into domestic animals 
and servants, restive perhaps, but sub- 
missive. 

Experience shows that, quicker than 
almost any other physical agency. al- 
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coudgt vreuKsS GOWN a Mabs power or 
seif control, and this is a moral injury 
a thousand times worse than the physi- 
cal evils, great as they are. Manhood 
is lost, and the drunken man surren 
ders the reins of his nature to a fool 
or a fiend. Lyman Beecher was once 
asked why he was a total abstainer. 
He replied, “I thought I had better use 
my head.” The young man who means 
to do the best possible work’ bis body 
and mind can do must keep his body 
and mind as pure as Beecher kept his 
brain. The laws of health are as sa- 
cred as the Ten Commandments. 

Intemperance destroys self respect, 
the soul’s health. Gluttony and drunk- 
enhess cause disgust to those about 
us. The candy habit is too often car- 
ried to excess, and to deny oneself this 
indulgence is good practice in self re- 
straint, which is a great help in con- 
trolling more dangerous appetites. 
The appetites are so insidious—first, 
there occurreth to the mind a simple 
evil thought, then a strong imagina- 
tion, afterward delight, and lastly con- 
sent. A step toward temperance is 
appeal to the higher senses. The choice 
given to children between a second 
dish of ice cream or a bunch of flow- 
ers usually falls on the flowers. 

The value of total abstinence is be- 
coming widely recognized, and the 
United States Steel company and the 
Pennsylvania railroad have lately put 
out a rule that any employee who takes 
even a single glass of liquor will be 
discharged, and the belief is rapidly 
extending through the large industrial 
establishments that total abstinence 
will probably do more for the cause of 
temperance than all legislation, for it 
defines that absolute temperance is the 
requirement of business success. 

Practice.—Let each boy sign a per- 
sonal pledge with himself, “I will not 
drink, I will not smoke cigarettes, I 
will be a king over myself and not be 
a slave to any habit.”

1899. His first commission was 
signed by President McKinley, the 
second and third by President Roos- 
evelt, and the fourth by President 
Taft. 

The Manchester Postoffice has seen 
some big changes since Post Master 
Wheaton first took charge, the most 
pronounced of which is the intro- 
duction of city delivery, which is an 
unusual thing for a town the size 
of Manchester. 

During the fiscal year, April 1, 


1898, to April 1, 1899, the gross re- 


ceipts of the office from the sale of 
stamped paper and box rents were 
$5,055; the receipts for the year 
ending April 1, 1910, were $13,038 
and the sales will be practically the 
same for this year. The records for 
the years previous to 1903 were des- 
troyed by fire so we can not give 
the figures for the money order and 
registry business for 1899. 

The business of the office increased 
to such an extent that in 1903, J. M. 
White, Assistant Sup’t. of the Sal- 
ary and Allowance Div., decided 
that more room was needed and took 
a lease of the present quarters. On 
January 18, 1906, the post office was 
destroyed by fire and during the 
next week was located in the select- 
men’s room in the town hall. It was 
then moved into the store now occu- 
pied by Miss Lethbridge, on Beach

street, and remained there until 
April 1, 1906. 

In 1899 the force consisted ot 
the postmaster, assistant postmaster 
and one extra clerk for the summer 
months. Now two clerks are em- 
ployed for the year and a sub-clerk 
serves for.six months. 

In 1909 the department furnished 
an American hand power cancelling 
machine which will ecancell 250 let- 
ters per minute. This machine is a 
great improvement over the old ham- 
mer method of cancelling. During 
1910, the office dispatched 3,212 
pieces of registered mail and re- 
ceived 2,651 pieces. In 1910, we is- 
sued 3,221 domestic money orders, 
amounting to $32,956 and 681 inter- 
national money orders, value $10,507. 
Paid 3,100 domestic orders, $21,067, 
and 25 international orders $278.

Mroand Meson Rogers Allen of Manchester Celebrated 
Their 55th a ee Anniversary. 


Mr. and Mrs. 

Surrounded by their children, 
grandchildren and near relatives, 
Mr. and Mrs. John Rogers Allen 


very informally celebrated the 55th 
anniversary of their marriage, at 
their attractive home, in Allen’s 
Court, off Summer street, Manches- 
ter, last Sunday. They were married 
on Mareh 26, 1856, by the Rev. Ru- 
fus Taylor, pastor of the Congrega- 
tional church. 

Mr. Allen was born in Manchester, 
August 31, 1839, and like many of 
his age and time, he has had his 
share of adventurous experiences. 
He is one of two Manchesterites left 
who made the trip to Caifornia in 
search of gold in *49. William C. 
Rust is the other. 

Mrs. Allen is a native of Portland, 
Me., but since her marriage she has 
made Manchester her home., Mrs. 
Harlan G. Morgan of School street, 
and KE. EK. Allen, who conducts a 
grocery store on Washington street, 
are the two surviving children. 
There are also six grandchildren. 

For many years Mr. and Mrs. 
Allen lived in the Eastern part of 
the town, where Mr. Allen dida 
teaming business... In his early life 
Both 
Mr. and Mrs. Allen enjoy excellent 
health. 

Mr. Allen can relate many inter- 
esting incidents of that eventful trip 
to California in 1849. He was one of 
a company of 40 who got together 
on the share and share alike plan. 
They bought the brig Metropolis, 
loaded it with lumber and set. sail 
under command of Capt. John Ben- 
nett of Beverly, Eben Ellenwood 


John R. Allen 
first mate. The voyage consumed a 
few days lacking seven months. In 


their provisions when they started 
were 31 live hogs, and it was a part. 
of Mr. Allen’s duty to slaughter one 
every Saturday, which kept them in 
fresh meat. When they arrived in 
San Francisco, they had a sow and 
a litter of pigs left, “‘and the old 
sow was so thin,’’ said Mr. Allen, 
‘‘she would hardly cast a shadow, 
but she readily sold for $80.’’ 

There was a profit for each man 
on the trip of about $250, but they 
reckoned that the fare to San Fran- 
cisco was worth $500. ‘‘ Although I 
could readily make $12 a day in 
Sacramento at my trade,’’ said Mr, 
Allen, ‘‘I was bound to go to the 
diggings and so after recuperating 
and fitting out a mule team I went 
up 70 miles with five of the company 
as partners.’”’ 

It was a rough, wild life. They 
staked out three river claims, which 
they cradled, besides cutting timber 
and sawing it up by hand into 
miners’ tools. Mr. Allen’ soon 
amassed $2300, but it dwindled 
while he was ill for six months, with 
doctor’s fees of $16 a visit. He con- 
tinued at the diggings for four years 
and then came home via the Nicar- 
agua route, there being 800 in the 
party. Two days were required for 
the transit across the isthmus and 
22 days from San Francisco to New 
York. He had intended to return 
again, but his people dissuaded him.

Life is a mystery but is a mystery 
of light and not of darkness, ‘‘for 
darkness in the pathway of man’s 
life is but the shadow of God’s provi- 
dence.’’ It is our attitude toward 
this mystery which determines the 
character and quality of our think- 
ing, feeling ard being. 

A man’s thought concerning life, 
whether it be the crude idea of an 
untrained brain or the keen discrim- 
inating insight of a trained mind, 
constitutes that man’s philosophy of 
life. A view of life is optimistic 
when one believes all things work to- 
gether for good and it is pessimistic 
when an opposite view of life is tol- 
erated. 

A man’s view of life is of supreme 
importance for it will in a large de- 
gree determine the character of his 
life and the share of happiness 
which shall be his. Every man 1s 
under an obligation to himself and 
owes it as a duty to his fellows to 
hold an optimistic view of existence. 
That all men at all times do not 
entertain such a calm and wholesome 
view may be due to varied causes. 
The exigencies of life may so con- 
spire as to make such cheerfulness 
at times almost impossible. It is 
then that the soul must throw out its 
anchor and wait. The storm will 
pass and the light will break and 
we shall be piloted into a quiet 
haven. Because dark days fall upon 
man and at times he must walk in 
deep valleys it does not follow that 
all life is evil and that the worst will

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work destruction. Such a view of 
life will paralyze endeavor and help- 
lessly cripple humanity in doing the 
work of the world. That there is a 
day of light dawning tomorrow, the 
light in the darkness, a star of hope, 
which dissipates the terror, the dis- 
tress and the melancholy of present 
evil is a comfort in the life to men. 
Sufficient unto the day is the evil 
thereof. But each day is a part of 
the whole, not an end in itself. To- 
day in itself may be a failure but in 
the extended experience of life, the 
failure may contribute more to the 
real and enduring success of life than 
the many days of apparent calm and 
restfulness. For it is evident that 
a day is but a small part of a life. 
If there be shadow or sunshine, on 
that day it can only contribute a 
day’s work to life. In a master 
painting if a tiny square of light or 
shadow be viewed in isolation one 
can never know the beauty of the 
work as art. It must. be seen as 
whole in a picture. Then the lights 
and shadows contribute, each its rel- 
ative share to its beauty of color and 
concept. One day of failure, despair, 
misery, or darkness does not ruin a 
life. It may make it. All life must 
not be crippled by a submission to 
the inevitable misery. An evil day 
of worry and despair for the soul 
in man can mount above the husks 
of life, the feeding of swine, and 
come to itself by arising and going 
unto the Father from whom cometh 
help. Faith in life will displace dis- 
trust and fear and true optimism 
will displace unwelcome pessimism. 


The Habit of Pessimism. 

Many things conspire to interrupt 
‘“‘the even tenor’’ of man’s way. 
Some shadows are avoidable while 
others are not. In our best moments 
all know that it is spiritual and mor- 
al indolence to suffer anxiety con- 
cerning that which we can help and 
that it avails nothing to be terror- 
ized by that which we cannot help. 
One strong man says: ‘‘I do not 
worry about what I can and cannot 
help.’’ In sharp contrast to a hope- 
ful pessimism there creeps into the 
minds of many a_ subtle habit of 
pessimistic thinking. It insinuates 
its way into the mind when there is 
no apparent outward cause and in 
the minds of such who are in normal 
health and with no known reason for 
anxiety, fear or depression. There 
are causes for gloom. such as. sin, 
great losses, bodily disease and count-

The Yellow Peril. 
One of the perils of our day is 
: medical ignorance. Where the ig- 
; norant are the ‘‘yellow apothecary”’ 
: thrives and scientific treatment of 
| disease through medical care and ac- 


curate prescriptions is neglected. 
The public pays the price and the 
unscrupulous manufacturers of nar- 
cotic drugs grow fat on _ their 
ill gotten gains. This evil can only 
be stamped out as the public awak- 
ens to the sacredness of the human 
body and the folly of making it the 
subject of experiment for every 
nostrum advised by ignorant friends. 
It is of course at once apparent that 
the cost in money will be greater to 
any family in ealling in a regular 
physician and administering an ac- 
curate prescription. A prescription 
pharmacist should be entitled to the 
profits of his intelligence and skill. 
But m‘the end is not a body broken 
and wrecked by ‘‘patent drugs’’ a 
heavier expense. Is it not cheaper to 
pay the honorable physician and 
pharmacist his fee?” The Harvard 
Medical School lectures are filling a 
long-felt need in this respect and 
an unknown amount of good is being 
accomplished. 


Mayor Fitzgerald and the Drama. 

Mr. Fitzgerald’s censors are still 
on duty in Boston and the theatre 
managers are awakening to the fact 
that public opinion counts in a 
matter of moral judgment. No 
drama can be an artistic success that 
is immoral in its suggestions or even 
lacking the ethical tone. That Mr. 
Fitzgerald has made no mistake is 
apparent. It is a pity that many of 
the dramatic critics, so-called, have 
not sustained the Mayor in his de- 
cision. It is only another illustration 
of the befogging influence of pro- 
fessionalism and the restraint of 
‘‘eonnections.’’ The easiest way for 
the leaders of dramatic art to over- 
come the defensible prejudice of a 
part of the public is to raise the tone 
and character of its stage produc- 
tions. This movement to elevate 
the stage should come from within 
the profession. 


Fools and Their Money. 

The writer of the book of Proverbs 
could have written the line, ‘the 
fool and his money are soon parted”’ 
very recently judging from the pir- 
acy of bucket shops and false brok- 
erage firms. The flight of the schem- 
ing Davie and the trouble now being 
aired in the courts illustrates the 
cullibility of the public. Some time 
people will learn. The teaching of 
thrift has already become a regular 
nart of our school system and there 
is still much to be taught. The 
Stamp Savings Card System has 
been instructive and the government 
Postal Savings Bank will help. But 


with both of these the interest ac- 
count is unattractive. For safety the 
savings banks are unassailable. The 
small investor has no moral right to 
squander his hard earned money in 
doubtful cheap stocks and securities. 
He should flee from them as from 
the plague. There are many indus- 
trial preferred stocks with command- 
ing values yielding larger returns 
than the savings bank but in such 
investments a consultation should be 
made with reputable banking houses. 
For systematie saving nothing has 
equalled the compulsory saving sys- 
tem of the Co-operative Bank. 
Most of such banks yield about five 
per cent. interest. The shares are 
sold usually semi-annually and each 
share costs one dollar and requires 
one dollar to be paid in each month. 
At the end of about eleven years 
the share matures with a_ value 
around $200. In France, there are 
many bonds sold in $100 denomin- 
ations. There ought to be more 
bonds of small denominations from 
$100 to $200 in America. There is 
a demand. With all these reputable 
means and opportunities for a true 
investment, safety of principal, regu- 
larity and rate of interest a small 
investor has no defensible reason for 
dabbling in curb stocks and margin 
speculations. 


Governor Foss. 

Governor Foss in his veto of the 
Lowell Celebration Bill has done 
well. The tone of the veto com- 
mends itself and is its own defense. 
Let us do all we ean to let the old 
wound be forgotten. In so doing we 
do not honor the brave men who fell 
April 19, 1861 any the less. No man 
ean add anything to the honor that 
is already theirs.

Sunday Closing of Post Offices. 

The movement looking towards 
the closing of post offices on Sunday 
is meeting with popular’ favor 
throughout the country and it seems 
probable that a reform will be ac- 
complished in this matter and that 
in a short time it will be the excep- 
tion rather than the rule for a post 
office to open on Sunday. 

Really when one comes to con- 
sider the matter there is very little 
occasion for the post office to be 
opened Sundays. Take the local of- 
fice for instance. It has come to be 
a habit fer people to flock from the 
church services direct to the post 
office, get their mail and then go to 
office or store and read over their 
correspondence. This could just as 
well wait until Monday morning and 
in every case it would be better to 
forget business and business cares on 
Sunday and to keep the day free as 
far as possible from secular matters. 

Postmaster Brown is an obliging 
and efficient official and he and his 
assistants are doubtless willing to 
accommodate the public by keeping 
the office open for an hour on Sun- 
days if there is a universal demand 
for it, but we do not believe there 
is. It is simply a habit the people 
bave acquired and we believe that 
there would be but little objection if 
Gloucester followed the example of 
many other cities and kept the post 
office closed Sundays. 


The Russ Island Road. 

It has been practically decided by 
the county and city authorities to 
build the road asked for by Storer 
F. Crafts, from Concord street in 
West Gloucester to Russ Island in 
the Annisquam river. On Tuesday 
last, the county commissioners were 
in Gloucester and accompanied by 
Alderman C. Homer Barret, City 
Engineer Webber and Mr. Crafts, 
visited the proposed roadway. 

This news will be welcome to all 
the citizens of Gloucester, for with 
the building of the road a large tract 
of desirable property will be opened 
up and in addition to that it means 
the development of Russ Island upon 
an extensive seale. 

Now that the road is assurred, 
Mr. Crafts will go ahead with his 


plans which include the erection of 
a large summer hotel and _ several 
cottages on the island. 

The estimated cost of the road is 
about $2,500, of which the county 
will pay $1,000 and the city $1,500. 


The Bar and Bottle Bill. 

The Bar and Bottle bill will 
stand as passed by the legislature 
last year, as all attempts to repeal or 
modify it have met with complete 
failure. The result of the various 
attempts did not stir up much in- 
terest among the liquor dealers of 
Gloucester, probably for the reason 
that when the bill goes into effect 
they will be retiring from business 
with the prospect ahead of them of 
staying out of the business for a 
number of years, so far as Glouces- 
ter is concerned. 

While the workings of the law 
will not affect Gloucester this year, 
it will be watched with keen inter- 
est to learn whether or not it will 
develop into the strong temperance 
measure that its adherents claim. 


City Officers’ Salaries. 

There seems to be a general effort 
this year on the part of certain city 
officials to get a raise in salary, and 
the matter has been pretty thor- 
oughly discussed by the municipal 
board with the result that it has been 
about decided to indefinitely post- 
pone action. This will probably 
meet with the approval of the tax- 
payers, as it is not felt that the 
condition of affairs in the city war- 
rants any boost in the salaries of 
city officers. 

It certainly cannot be claimed that 
the Registrars or the Assessors have 
any more work to do now than they 
formerly had, and in the case of the 
first mamed, there are many who 
think the pay is already more than 
adequate for the services performed. 
It is a safe bet that if the council 
should cut the salary of the regis- 
trars in halves not a member of the 
board would resign. 

It would seem, however, that if 
any official was really underpaid for 
the amount of work he does, it would 
be no more than an act of justice to 
increase his salary to an amount 
commensurate with the work accom-

plished, and to do this even if the 
city is not in the best condition fi- 
nancially. ‘ 
Those who are most familiar with 
the work at city hall, regard the sal- 
ary of the secretary of the overseers 
of the poor as entirely inadequate. 
The secretary occupies a responsible 
position, is an extremely busy man 
and receives a very small salary. It 
may not be best to let the bars down 
at this time to increase the salary 
of even an official who deserves an 
increase, but surely if any increase 
is to be made anywhere it should be 
made in this particular instance. 


Postal Savings Bank. 


Postmaster General Hitchcock has 
designated Rockport as one of the 
45 places in which postal savings 
banks are to be established. These 
are in addition to the banks already 
established. 


Quarry Strike Settled. 

The strike which was inaugurated 
March Ist, by the employees of the 
granite quarries at Lanesville and 
Pigeon Cove, and which caused a 
closing down of all work, was ended 
Saturday, when a definite agree- 
ment was entered into by the quarry- 
men and employers for a term of 
five years. 


Base Ball Season Opens. 

The 1911 season of baseball was 
formally opened on Wednesday of 
this week by the Pacifie Coast 
League, which is the first to start 
on its schedule. The regular games 
of the three big leagues, the Ameri- 
can, National and American Asso- 
ciation will not, however, start be- 
fore April 12. The New England 
league games do not begin till April 
24th. : 

While Gloucester is much too 
small to. have a team in any of the 
professional leagues, the city has in 
years past been well represented by 
base ball teams of a semi-profes- 
sional nature and it is hoped in 
many quarters that the sport will 
be revived this season and that the 
local fans will be given an oppor- 
tunity to witness some good games 
in this city.

| The matter of closing the Man- 
chester post office on Sundays, 
which has been the subject of con- 
siderable discussion the past few

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COMMERCIAL MOVEMENTS OF 
ARY, 


Decreased receipts of wheat at 
leading interior markets, and small- 
er shipments of flour are the leading 
features of the commercial move- 
ment of breadstuffs during January 
of the present year, as reported by 
the Bureau of Statistics of the De- 
partment of Commerce and Labor. 
For the first time also the monthly 
exports of wheat, were less in quan- 
tity than the exports of corn. 

Grain receipts during January at 
15 important markets, 69,403,731 
bushels, show but little variation 
from the January figures of the pre- 
ceding year and the January aver- 
age for the preceding 5-year period. 
The total inbound movement was 
made up of 16,494,484 bushels of 
wheat; 29,482,533 bushels of corn; 
16,487,593 bushels of oats; 6,187,041 
bushels of barley; and 752,080 bush- 
els of rye. As compared with corre- 
sponding 1910 figures for the more 
important grains, the receipts of 
corn, oats, and barley, show larger 
totals, while those of wheat show a 
sharp decline from the correspond- 
ing monthly total. It should be 
stated though that this decline is 
not a peculiar feature of the January 
receipts. As a matter of fact wheat 
receipts for all the months of the 
current season beginning with Sep- 
tember were lower than the year be- 
fore, indicating either heavier re- 
ceipts at the smaller markets, for 
which no official reports are had, or 
else larger stocks in the hands of the 
producers. The decrease may be 
said to affect almost equally the 
spring wheat and the winter wheat 
markets. Wheat receipts at these 
markets for the five months of the 
present crop period fell more than 
20 per cent short of like receipts dur- 
ing the 1909-10 season and about 13 
per cent short of the average receipts 
during the same period for the pre- 
ceding five crop seasons. 
receipts at fifteen interior markets 
for the five months, 114, 204, 168 
bushels, were heavier than for the 
same periods in the preceding five 
seasons, the larger receipts for the 
current season corresponding to the 
larger export demand at the Atlan- 
tie ports. The five months’ receipts 
of oats, 90,857,225 bushels, were 
larger, while those of barley, 44,607,- 
655 bushels, smaller than for the pre- 
ceding season. 

The total grain receipts during the 
fi.e months’ period since September 
were 373,746,192 bushels, compared 
with 400,270,433- bushels for the 
same period last year and an aver-

age of over 406 million bushels for 
the preceding five-year period. The 
January shipments of flour from 
thirteen milling centers, 2,755,804 
barrels, likewise show an unfavor- 
able turn as compared with the fig- 
ures of the preceding months, and 
the corresponding January, 1910, 
total. 

The month witnessed increased re- 
ceipts of corn at the four principal 
Atlantie ports, 10,485;721 bushels, 
compared with 7,830,845 bushels re- 


ceived during January, 1910, and 
0,487,814 bushels received during 


January, 1909. Wheat receipts at 
the four Atlantic ports totaled only 
1,240,475 bushels, compared with 
3,934,000 bushels received in Jan- 
uary, 1910, and 4,308,460 bushels re- 
ceived in January, 1909, the exports 
at these ports showing correspond- 
ing declines. As a matter of fact, 
of the total domestic exports of 
wheat for the month, 2,789,151 bush- 
els, almost 75 per cent was shipped 
from the Pacific ports, the exports, 
from Portland, Oregon, and Puget 
Sound points leading those from any 
other custom district, both for the 
month as well as for the cumulative 
period since July, 1910. It should 
be stated though, that the seven 
months’ wheat exports for the pres- 
ent fiscal year, 17,195,728 bushels, 
were practically only one-third of 
the average seven months’ exports 
for the preceding five-year period. 
The largest shrinkage in the wheat 


exports is shown _by the gulf ports, 
particularly Galveston and New 
Orleans.

A ranechman at Langtry pointed 
out to me a Mexican leader who he 
said was one of the shrewdest and 
most troublesome of all the local 
disturbers, and a man whom the 
Mexican government would give 
much to get its hands on. The fel- 


low appeared to me to be just a 
common, low-type Greaser, and he 


sat around the store with the Mexi- 
ean bunch, smoking cigarettes and 
marking time. I let my hat blow 
off and he chased it for me, and then 
I offered him a cigarette and tried 
to engage him in conversation. He 
could say a few words in pigeon 


English and I a few in’ mongrel. 


Spanish, but whenever I tried to 
talk war he could not understand. 
The man appeared to be of the peon 
type, of very little intelligence, and 
it seemed to me that about all he 
was good for was to smoke cig- 
arettes. And yet he was one of the 
“‘leaders.”’ 

And from Brownsville to El Paso, 
a distance of about 800 miles, the 
river bank on the American side 
was lined with these men — smug- 
gling across arms and ammunition— 


while the other bank was lined with 
the. Mexican government’s 


river 
guards and rurales, to see that there 
Was no smuggling—and they tell 
me that many turn their heads so 
they couldn’t see it. 

You have to know Mexico and 
the Mexicans to appreciate the pres- 
ent insurrection.

able ignorance of the country native. 
An Alabama negro is a scholar com- 
pared with him and a New York Da- 
go has him skinned many ways in 
intelligence. 

They simply exist, live in the to- 
day, with no thought for the mor- 
row. They are care free, have few 
wants and are happy like animals. 
They have little ambition and sim- 
ply take life as it comes. And this 
is largely the make of the Mexican 
revolutionists. 


There are two classes of people in 
Mexico—the upper and lower—and 
there doesn’t seem to be any middle 
class. And it is the lower class that 
makes up the rebellion. Half of 
these insurgents don’t know what 
it’s all about. They are against the 
government—that’s all. They are 
told that if they can depose Diaz 
they may live in the City of Mexico; 
they may open the jails and free 
their countrymen; that they may 
have riches without labor—and it 
looks good to them, and they get a 
gun and join something. 


Human life among this class is 
mighty cheap in Mexico. There is 
only one cheaper thing, time. A 
killing is nothing. Here’s a little il- 
lustration of how cheap: A year ago 
I came up from Mexico to Eagle 
Pass. Between the coaches was a 
peon, fighting full of mescal and 
armed with a big knife. He had no 
money or ticket but he proposed to 
ride just the same. The conductor, 
an American, didn’t care to mix it 
with the crazy Greaser, so he went 
into another car where four rurales 
were riding and told the boss of the 
quartet to do something with the 
Mexican. And he did. It was neat- 
ness, dispatch. He went back where 
the Mexican was riding, talked with 
lim a minute, caught him off his 
guard, and simply kicked him off the 
train. The train was running thirty 
or forty miles an hour, and it kept 
on its schedule. 


The rurales are to Mexico about 
what the rangers are to Texas—a 
buneh of men picked for their sand 
and fearlessness. Years ago north- 
ern Mexico was at the mercy of high- 
waymen. They held up stage 
eoaches, private rigs and trains, and 
Diaz couldn’t break them up. Fi- 
nally he sent for the leaders and had 
one of Elbert Hubbard’s heart to 
heart talks with them. He found 
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out just about how much the busi- 
ness of robbing netted them and 
then put them on the government 
payroll at the same price—made it 
as profitable to them to protect the 
government as it had been to rob 
the people. And he broke up the 
system. Such is Diaz. 

It doesn’t seem possible that a shal- 
low muddy river could draw such a 
sharp line between civilization and 
barbarism. Cross the Rio Grande 
and you go into a community of the 
time of Christ—back to the early 
days of simplicity and antiquity, 
back to where the ox and the horse 
are hitched together and the black 
man holds the handles of an old 
wooden plow. Mexico is of the old 
days and we Americans cannot ap- 
preciate this. We see a descendant 
of the Toltees take a piece of Mexi- 
ean bread from under his hat and 
make a home and a hotel of the 
place where darkness finds him; 
we see a Mexican girl pull the 
threads from a piece of drawn work, 
day after day, and sell it for a dol- 
lar; we see soldiers marching out 
to target practice barefooted; Mex- 
ican women grind corn on the ma- 
tette stone as they ground it in Je- 
rusalem—all is old, simple. 

All northern Mexico is a land of 
drought—a land of much sunshine 
and little water. And there is the 
seat of the rebellion. One can drive 
hour after hour and never see a liv- 
ing thing—not a single ’dobie house, 
not a sign of life. And an army 
must be fed in such a country. Do 
you wonder at the slow progress of 
the rebellion? 

They tell me that almost every 
American along the border is in fa- 
vor of the insurrection; that they 
aid the cause in every way they can 
and that the army is full of Texans 
who are in command. With a Tex- 
an’s natural hatred for the Mexicans, 
a hatred born of Alimo days, it 
seems odd that they should take a 
part in this affair. But a Texan is 
never so happy as after something 
has started, and these border soldiers 
of fortune drop naturally into any 
situation that means risk and fight. 

I met a cowboy in New Mexico 
who told me he had been having the 
time of his life down below Juarez 
drilling Mexicans. He said he was 
broke in El Paso and he got in with 
an insurrecto leader who was look- 
ing for an American to drill some na- 
tives in the little towns below. He 
said all he knew about war was a 
few drill moves he had learned in 
a fancy fire company to which he 
belonged. But he took the job and 
held it down as long as the Mexicans 
had any change, and for a few weeks 
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he was the biggest man in the state 
of Chihuahua, and that he taught 
the natives some wonderful maneu- 
vers—some fancy moves that he 
thought would scare the regular 
army fellows to flight. 

And for just the adventure and a 
handful of change this fellow took 
his life in his hands—but such is the 
Texan. 

I met an American druggist who 
was bringing his wife and little son 
to the American side before things 
got too warm down there. He said 
his family was the only Americans 
or Hnglish speaking people in the 
town of 1000 people. He stated that 

ihe country towns the Mexicans 
ignorance of the war situation was 
something woefully dense. In one 
fown the natives would think it was 
an uprising against the Americanos 
and in another they considered the 
Americans as their friends in help- 
ing to overthrow the government. 


He said he boxed and shipped his - 


drugs and patent medicines to the 
border and that the Mexicans could 
have stomach ache for a while now. 

They tell me that President Diaz 
has the organization to kill the re- 
bellion in a very short time, but that 
he is afraid of his own machinery— 
that the rank and file of the men 
who make up the army are in sym- 
pathy with the uprising. 

The insurrectors are wise to this; 
they know that by commencing op- 
erations in the north and west of 
Mexico the people are almost unani- 
mously with them and that it will 
be a hard job for the government to 
break them up. But on the other 
hand, there is little spoils of war 
in this section and it is a hard prop- 
osition to feed an army of any size 
and find water and grass for horses. 

It is about as hard to determine 
American sentiment regarding the 
war as it is Mexican. There are 
many Americans who own big ranch 
and mining interests in the north of 
Mexico and in the Santa Rosa moun- 
tain regions, and these men are 
against the insurrection and with 
the government, fearing a loss of in- 
terests. 

On the other hand I am told that 
there are powerful American inter- 
ests behind the uprising—interests 
that are backing the rebellion, of 
men and money that will come in for 


about all they may ask for if the in- 


surrection succeeds. 

And then once in a while a fellow 
will get confidential and whisper 
that there is American polities brew- 
ing, that the Rio Grande is too far 
north for a southern boundary to 
the United States. All he knows is

The New Hotel for Pigeon Cove

-The new hotel to be erected at Pig- 
eon Cove, is exciting much interest 
and comment. It will be erected on 
land recently purchased of the Phil- 
lips estate, and to be known as the 
‘New Pigeon Cove House.’ It is to 


be ready for occupancy, during the, 


summer of 1912. In fact work will 
be commenced on the new structure 
this spring just as soon as the frost is 
out of the ground and conditions are 
favorable for excavating for the foun- 
dations. 

‘The new structure will be a model 
one in every particular and as near 
fireproof as human ingenuity can 
make it. It will be four stories high, 
built of terra cotta blocks with 
stucco trimming, and will be 138 by 
154 feet. It will cost $80,000. Chas. 
A. Brigham is the architect, and the 
undertaking will be financed by a syn- 
dicate of Boston capitalists, who were 
interested- in- the enterprise through 


Henry P. Mason, a young attorney, . 


formerly of Gloucester, who has re- 
sided in Boston the past few years, 
and he is the originator and _ pro- 
moter of the undertaking. 

The basement will be divided up 
into a mammoth up to date kitchen 
and the servants will also have their 
quarters in this portion of the build- 
ing. 

The main entrance will be hand- 
some and striking in appearance and 
will lead to a great lobby, 13 feet, 
extending the entire length of the ho- 
tel. On the right of the lobby, will be 
the ladies’ parlor, 17.6 x 40 feet, and 
the reading’ and smoking rooms of 
similar dimensions. At the left of the 
lobby on this floor for the convenience 
of guests who do not care to travel 
up stairs, will be seven bedrooms and 
two private baths all of good size, 
and likewise the billiard room and 
private dining rooms. The _ officers 
and check room will also be on thus 
floor, leading off this corridor, 


Directly back of the lobby and run- 
ning parallel with it for some distance, 
facing directly on the ocean will be 
the main dining hall, 34 by 70 feet. 
Off of this will be the pantry and 
serving room, with dumb waiters lead- 
ing to the kitchen below. 

On the second floor will be 32 
chambers, mostly 11 by 121% feet, and 
some of them even larger, seven pri- 
vate and two public baths and those 
apartments are so arranged that they 
can be thrown into suites of two, 
three or four rooms, with or without 
baths. 

Directly over the dining room, and 
as. large as that apartment will be a 
splendid roof garden, facing the 
ocean. 

The third and fourth floors will be 
exactly the same as the second floor, 
divided up into bedrooms, with the ex- 
ception of the roof garden, and the 
space of that on those floors will be 
utilized for bedrooms. 

In all there will be 125 sleeping 
apartments in the building. All of 
the inside will be in the natural wood, 
beautifully stained and colored to 
correspond with the surroundings. 


New Hore, To BE ERECTED ON SITE 
oF CoLONTAL ARMS.

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The Teacher and the Parent. 

It is an acknowledged fact that 
every department of our Public 
School System has been developing 
more rapidly than ever before in the 
history of education. The colleges 
are awakening to the perils of 
a dominance of the high» school 
courses. More.superintendents are 
trained men. The normal | school 
graduate constantly. meets the de- 
mands of our school system. The 


demand for vocational training -is 


being heard and the school’ courses 
have been adapted to the need. Of 
this forward movement the Beverly 
Day Industrial School is a suecessful 
illustration. The school as a social 
centre is constantly increasing and 
this will be more apparent as the 
years go by. But one missing link 
must be wrought, the link which 
binds the teacher and the parent. 
This relation could grow to be one of 
most cordial and mutual helpfulness. 
It does not take a vivid imagination 
to realize that there are many cases 
where any hope of help in training 
the child properly is not to be ex- 
pected. But there are many parents 
who eould and would assist the 
teacher in her problem of discipline 
and education of the young in her 
care. 

The Lawrence Sun suggests that 
the teacher and parent ‘‘discuss the 
child honestly and frankly. Let the 
parent tell the teacher the things in 


which the child is interested at home - 


and his peculiarities, if he has any.

will get a sufficient amount of sleep ; 
his bed-room well ven- 
tilated; to ¢élothe the child com- 
fortably; to see that the upper

- hours of home study; to see that 


their baths are attended to regular- 
ly and properly; to provide proper 
nourishment; to prevent the use of 
coffee and tea, and to keep them off 
the street after nightfall.’’

Validity of Wills. 
, The bill introduced by Honorable 
Albert E. Pillsbury into the Massa- 
chusetts legislature seeks to assure 
he maker of a will that his desires 
and wishes will be accurately exe- 
euted after his death. So many 
eases of contested wills have ha- 
‘rassed the benefited ones named 
therein it seems wise that provision 
shall in some way be made so that 
man’s wishes may be respected 
nd that his will be executed as 
written. The bill provides for an 
opportunity to anyone to question 
‘the soundness of mind of the will- 
writer or to present charges of un- 
due influence. When the court de- 
cides that the will-maker knows that 
he is of a sound mind and not un- 
duly influenced, no contest can arise 
fter his death. If enacted the bill 
will prevent two evils, undue influ- 
ence upon the individual by un- 
scrupulous attendants, financial 
gents or field secretaries before the 
decease of the individual, and it 
would obviate contests after death. 


Japanese American Treaty. 
The final ratification of the Ameri- 
can Japanese treaty puts an end to

e a corresponding development of: 
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war with our neighbors across the 
Pacific Ocean. The cordial greeting 
which was handed to Ambassador 
O’Brien for President Taft at the 
luncheon tendered to him as a diplo- 
matic courtesy augers well for the 
future relations of the countries. 
The opening of the ports of Japan 
to the world by Commodore Perry 
in the last century and this treaty 
are two of the most important 
events in the history of Japan. It 
is a matter of national moment 
when two great nations can come to 
so amicable an agreement.

The Japanese people 
owe much to the United States and 
her institutions. The future will 
mean more as year after year the 
Japanese students return from their 
education in the best institutions of 
the United States. 


Peary and His Office. 

An Admiral’s title or a degree 
from a reputable college is an honor 
to any man: but its value rests upon 


the worth and content of the work 


done to attain the title or degree 
and not upon the degree. No one 
doubts the ability and pluck of 
Lieutenant Peary but it is a just 
question, is an exploit of discovery, 
however great, to be rewarded in 
terms of naval service?. Peary. is 
worthy of honor for what he has 
done but the title given him should 
represent the quality and character 
of the work done. A naval title of 
high honor should be reserved for 
naval prowess and ability. 

After all it is the man that counts. 
There are too many varieties. In 
the old days it was ribbons and in- 
signia, now it is degrees and titles. 
A degree should represent work weil 
done. Only a few years ago a-group 
of ministers punctured a well laid 
scheme of a college to grant Doctor 
of Divinity degrees. For something 
like forty dollars. they discovered 
these degrees were available. Need- 
less to say, the sham was exposed 
and in this day and generation it is 
the souree of the degree and the 
man that counts, not the degree. 

If Congress hands out naval: hon- 
ors for discovery work, the titles 
will be belittled and with it the rank 
and standing of every possessor of 
the title. The American public is 
no longer deceived by titles that 
mean nothing. Who is the greater 
Abraham Lincoln, plain unadorned 
American, or an obscure individual 
with many degrees to his name?’ A 
good name is rather to be chosen 
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than great degrees. Great degrees 
will come to a good name and honor 
them, but great degrees will not make 
great names. Lieutenant Peary, 
D.N.P. (Discoverer of North Pole), 
gives him a distinction no other man 
can hold. Let him be content with 
his great and well won laurels.

What will be the future of 
Gloucester? Will this. famous old 
fishing port gradually become the 
Newport of the North Shore? Will 
its industries, many of which have 
been on the wane for a number of 
years, finally become extinct and the 
city resolve itself into a summer 
home for millionaires and the well- 
to do? 

Many are willing to. predict that 
Gloucester: has seen the best of her 
industrial days and that the future 
holds: out no encouragement along 
those lines of dévelopment. Conse- 
- quently, they argue, the best. ef- 
forts Should be directed towards 
catering to the interests of the great 
army of summer people who yearly 
flock to Cape Ann for rest and rec- 
reation: Just at present it looks as 
if that advice was good. The ef- 
forts that have been made to attract 
new industries here have been la- 
mentably unproductive. Manufac- 
turers pass up Gloucester with hard- 
ly a thought and settle in some lo- 
cality that does not begin to have 
the ‘advantages possessed by this 
city. 

It is difficult to determine just 
what is the matter. Possibly the ef- 
forts of those who are trying to in- 
terest manufacturers in this city are 
misdirected. Perhaps there is no 
well defined policy of procedure. At 
any rate there’ is something lacking, 
some good reason for the ill success 
that attends these efforts and it 
might be well to make a radical 
change in the methods pursued and 
make Gloucester not only an ideal 
summer resort but an ideal indus- 
trial city.

The Pueblos of Acomo and Laguna. 


Indian Villages of New Mexico that Date Back Before the Conquest, 
Our First Americans in their First Homes. 
“he (By M. J. Brown, Eprror Lirrte Vauuey, N. Y., Hus) 


- Before closing this series of letters 
' want to tell you a little of two 
cient inhabited pueblos that | 
ave only mentioned in former let- 
ters, Acomo and Laguina, but which 
‘are no less wonderful and strange 
than Taos or Zuni, and are typical 
of Indian life back in the days be- 
fore white men came to America. 
We live in an age of automobiles, 


bird men, wireless talk, and trust 


e goods, and there is nothing 
new under the sun. 

But right here in our own country 
so pitifully 
little—there are some old things, 
conditions and people that date 


back before history and _ tradition. 


And when a 1911 American drops 


down into these 1540 Indian towns 
and tries to tell what he sees and 
what he feels—well, he simply can’t 


make the assignment good. 


The Santa Fe spoiled Laguna.

through the solid rock at the foot of 
this Indian village it made a museum 
of Laguna and took away the old 
smell. Today the Indian mama has 
to watch out for the 10.45 and see 
that her young Indians are off the 
track. 

I passed a few hours in Laguna 
ea a wait between trains. It isa 
eliff-built village, »ot as old as many 
Bot the other comunity houses of 
the southwest, but old enough to be 
on the map. It was founded in 1699 
and has been doing business since 
—an offspring from Acomo. 

Like the most of the Pueblo vil- 
lages, Laguna is really one great 
house —a village where the houses 
join, a bee hive. The houses are of 
stone and are built up the side of a 
solid rock cliff. What the object 
of building on this barren cliff was, 
only the contractors of the old days 
knew, and they are past the telling. 
A half mile out on the prairie is a 
splendid village site, but the Indians 
chose this rocky hill, The generally 
accepted reason is that this village 
was built for protection—as a fort. 

I got off at Laguna. 
fore a lumber train had gone over 
the bank and piled up a modern 
wreck. The great engine of 1911 
lay there on its side, while the In- 
dian boys of over two centuries ago 
climbed over its mass of broken steel 
and rubbed their hands over the pol- 
ished sides of a steel horse made by 


The day be-. 


the Brooks Locomotive Works in 
Dunkirk, N.Y. It made me think 
of that celebrated painting, where 
the Indians, had massacred a pack 
train, and found an illustrated paper 
which they had gathered around. It 
made me think. of Salem and then 
Broadway. 

Laguna is built on an island of 
rock, and its walls rise high above 
the surrounding plain, built of 
stone, terraced one above the other. 
For hundreds of years the Pueblo 
Indians have lived here and they 
live today just as they have always 
lived. They retain their habits and 
customs of the time before the con- 
quest and do not conform to the 
white man’s ways. Many years ago 
the Santa Fe railroad almost cut the 
village in two, but the Indians never 
by any sign or change noted its 
coming. They live just as they have 
always lived and just as they al- 
ways will live. Civilization and de- 
velopment can have no part in their 
lives. They are of the old days. 

Just before the sun set behind the 
desert plain, I sat on a rock at the 
foot of this village and watched twi- 
light activity in this old town. From 
almost every direction the Indians 
Were coming in, singly and in 
eroups, some with sacks of grain, 
some with wood, some on foot, others 
on ponies—all coming home for the 
night. And by my _ observation 
place came an old man, an Indian 
long past the century mark, they 
told me, a man dim of sight and fee- 
ble of foot. This old fellow had 
been sitting on a rock for hours, 
watching the white man’s trains go 
by, and no doubt thinking back to 
the time when the red men domin- 
ated the southwest. The old man 
turned his dim eyes to me, stopped, 
made a sign with his arm and then 
erawled up the cliff to his coop. 

And I thought what wonderful 
stories this old man could tell me— 
if he only could. 

It is only when the through trains 
stop at Laguna that you see the In- 
dians as they are not, see them at a 
vocation utterly foreign to their na- 
tures. And then it is only the 
squaws and the children who ply the 
trade—selling pottery and_ bead- 
work. They block around the ob- 
servation car, showing their wares, 
looking at you from those old In- 
dian eyes, wishing you to buy, but 


never asking. They are not ped- 
dlers; they can’t ‘‘trade.’’ <A Little 
decorated dish is fifteen cents, but 
you ean’t buy two for a quarter— 
they can’t understand that. If you 
offered to buy all they had if they 
would give you a nickle off, they 
would simply shake their heads. 
They have a fixed price and that 
price goes or it doesn’t go. There is 
no Yankee streak in these Indians. 
They hate to sell you anything, but 
they know smoking tobacco comes 
easy this way. 

You can’t mix it with these vil- 
lage Indians, you simply can’t get 
chummy. You can prowl through 
their village and offer them every in- 
ducement to be neighborly, but they 
act as if they don’t see you. They 
have a crust thicker than Huclid 
Avenue. They will look over you, 
beyond you, but not at you, and as 
plain as actions can say it they will 
tell you to get out. 

Twenty miles southwest from La- 
guna is Acomo—the most wonderful 
of the many pueblos of New Mexico. 
Like Zuni it is far back from the 
railroads—one of the remote pueb- 
los that we Americans know little 
or nothing of. When the Spanish 
explored this region, three hundred 
and thirty years ago, the Acomos 
were living there—and they live to- 
day just as they lived then, and 
nothing but the white man’s law of 
survival, and that law literally en- 
forced will ever change their present 
life. 

The driver told me, and tradition 
told him, that many hundreds of 
years ago Acomo was a village on 
top of an island messa, where the 
Indians fled for self protection. A 
great rock, with a stairway, afforded 
them a Gibralter defense against 
any of the wandering tribes who 
thought war was easier and cheaper 
than agriculture. But one day a ecy- 
clone swept away the stairway and 
Acomo had to lay out a new village. 

Nobody knows how old Acmo was 
when the first white man found it. 
Coronado could find no tradition or 
anything that started at the begin- 
ning. It was so old that its history 
was forgotten when the first Euro- 
peans came up in 1540. It is the 
most picturesque and most natural 
of the many communial dwellings of 
the unknown southwest, and an 
American can hardly believe that he 
is yet in our own boasted eiviliza- 
tion, our own progressive America, 
when he looks up at this strange 
village builded by our first Ameri- 
cans—founded while yet the people 
of the old world scoffed at Colum- 
bus and his world-round theories. 
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Lummis gives us a little interest- 
ing history regarding these Indians, 
and the part that Catholic supersti- 


tion had in their early lives. It all 
came about over an old Spanish 


painting—a picture that hangs to- 
day in the Indian church in Acomo 
—a square of dim canvas that wealth 
could not buy. 

A white headed old man at La- 
guna remembered something of the 
story and the famous law suit which 
was taken into the white men’s 
courts, and from his _ recollections 
and Chas. Lummis’ story | give a 
brief outline. 

Nearly three hundred years ago, a 
Catholic priest founded a mission at 
Acomo and when he dedicated the 
little mud chapel that he built with 
his own hands, he hung therein a 
Spanish painting of some saint. 

To the unlearned Indians this pie- 
ture became an object of veneration, 
and they believed that good fortune 
would ever come to them with its 
possession, and generation after gen- 
eration it was treasured. 

Many years later drought and 
famine afflicted Laguna. Their ecat- 
tle starved and the crops failed, 
while but twenty miles away Acomo 
prospered. 

Then the head men of Laguna vis- 
ited Acomo and asked to be loaned 
the picture until bad luck could be 
driven from their lands. 

Acomo let them take the paint- 
ing, and it is said that as soon as it 


was hung on the walls of their 
church, the rains descended and 
prosperity returned, and so great 


was their faith in the painting that 
they refused to return it. Then war 
was threatened. After much parly- 
ing Acomo agreed to let the matter 
be decided by lot, and an Indian girl 
drew the ballots from a box. For- 
tune failed Acomo and the great pic- 
ture was taken back to its first home. 

But the next night, an armed band 
from Laguna broke open the chapel 
at Acomo and carried away the sa- 
cred picture. Acomo was raging. 
War was inevitable. But the paris! 
priest counseled peace, and begged 
the Indians to submit the case to the 
white man’s justice. He prevailed 
and an action was brought in the 
district court of New Mexico, and 
Judge Benedict heard and decided 
the case in favor of Acomo. 

When the court’s decision was 
given, Acomo went after the picture, 
armed and expecting trouble. Half 
way to Laguna they found the paint- 
ing by the side of the trail, and to 
this day the Indians believe that the 
picture made the trip alone and was 
on its way to its rightful home when 
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they met it. 

And this is one of the many inter- 
esting stories and legends of the 
interesting and unknown southwest 
—one of the little stories of the life 
of these simple-minded village In- 
dians—of a people that live the sim- 
ple life today as they lived it when 
America was their own country—of 
a people who can not change. 

Next week I will clean up the 


little odds and ends of a note book 


and close until next year the des- 
criptive letters. And next year I 
hope to tell you of new places and 
odd corners that you know but little 
of—and try to make interesting an- 
other series of letters. 


to Have One Day OFF IN 
FIFTEEN: 

The following enactment was 

signed by the governor on March 28, 

thus giving the police of the towns 


POLICE 


and cities of the Conumonwealth (ex- 
cept Boston), one day’s vacation in 
every fifteen days, which days, of 


course, will probably be taken by 

most officers all at one period, or two 

periods during the year. The law 
follows: 

“Be it enacted by the Senate and 
[louse of Representatives in Gen- 
eral Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows: 
Section 1. Members of the police 

department of every city and town 

which shall accept this act as here- 
inafter provided, except the city of 

Boston, shall be excused from duty 

for one day out of every fifteen days, 

without loss of pay. ‘The time and the 


manner of excusing members of 
lice departments from duty in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this act, 
shall be determined by the chief, sup- 
erintendent or other office or board 
at the head of the police department. 
A member so excused shall be ex- 
empt from duty and from attendance 
at a police station or other place, but 
otherwise shall be subject to all laws, 
rules and regulations, relating to mem- 
bers of the department to which he 
belongs. 

“Section 2. The chief, superin- 
tendent or other officer or board at 
any city or town, except the bead of 
the Police Department of the city of 
Boston, shail have authority, in case

Word reached Manchester last 
Sunday of the death at Newport, Ky., 
of Charles H. Bingham, a native of 
Manchester, brother of Henry T. 
Bingham and Mrs. Harriet Perkins of 
this town. Mr. Bingham died of 
blood poisoning as the result of an in- 
jury to his shoulder. His death re- 
vealed the fact that for the last 4o 
years he had been living under the 
name of Charles H. Devereux. The 
cause of his changing his name is a 
mystery to his former acquaintances 
here and his brother says he does not 
know the reason. It may be he en- 
listed in the army after the Civil War 
under an assumed name. At the out- 
break of the Civil War, he left Man- 
chester with several other boys and 
went to Readville to join the Fifth 
Mass. Volunteers. When he arrived 
there he was too late’to be mustered 
in and the general told’ the» young 
men—Bingham was then 14—to come 
along with them. ‘They were mus- 
tered in when the regiment reached 
Fort McHenry, Baltimore. George 
Driver, Hildreth and Elwell were 
other boys going along with Bingham. 
When the war was over Bingham re- 
turned to Manchester and he later 
enlisted in the 6th U.S. regulars, 
serving in the west throughout the In- 
dian conflicts. At the outbreak of the 
Spanish-American war, he was sent to 
Cuba, and afterwards to the Philip- 


pines. He was a-clerk in court at 
Newport, Ky., since the war. Henry 
Bingham had not seen his brother 


since August 1865. He had corre- 
sponded with him at various times, 
but not within the last five years, 
when the estate of their late. mother 
was © settled. Unable to with- 
stand the ravages of pneumonia and 
the great shock of her husband’s 
death, Mrs. Devereux (or Bingham) 
died late Tuesday afternoon at 
Speer’s Hospital, Dayton, Ky. Rich- 
ard E. Newman of Manchester, re- 
members Devereux well, though he 
did not know until this week that his 
real name was Bingham or that he 
came from Manchester. Mr. New- 
man was with the 6th U. S. Cavalry 
at Fort Buford, Dak., as. Quarter- 
master Sergeant (in the same troop 
with D. O'Sullivan of this town), at 
the same time Devereux was Sergt. 
Major with the 6th U. S. Infantry. 
He knew Devereux well.

ADJOURNED. ‘TowN MEETING. 


The adjourned Town Meeting in 
Manchester,’ Tuesday evening, was 
called to order by Moderator Allen 
about 7:40. The first business was 
the matter of building a new dam in 
place of the present one at the outlet 
of the channel into the harbor. Upon . 
motion of M. E.. Gorman it was 
voted that the town reconsider its 
former vote whereby the subject mat- 
ter of the article in the warrant bear- 
ing on this matter was referred to 
the selectmen. After some discussion 
it was voted that the selectmen be 
instructed to build a concrete dam on 
the northerly or southerly side of the 
bridge as in their judgement shall 
be for the best interest of the town. 
It was voted that the sum of $1,200 
be appropriated for the constructio 
of the dam. 

It was voted that the report of the 
finance committee be accepted and 
their recommendations adopted “That 
all town officials and committees in- 
trusted with the expenditure of mon- 
eys keep within the appropriation as 
voted by the town.” ps 

A report from the county commis- 
sioners was read hy Chairman Knight 
of the selectmen bearing on the 
acceptance of the Water Works 
road, so-called, between Manchester 
and the new pumping station at 
Gravel Pond. It was voted that 
$7500 be appropriated for the pur- 
pose of constructing the new road 
from Pleasant street to the Hamilton 
line as ordered by the county com- 
missioners. This appropriation was 
made with the understanding that 
upon the completion of a graded way 
the county of Essex will pay into the 
treasury of the Town of Manchester 
the sum of $2,500. The construction 
of this road to be done by contract 
under the direction of the selectmen. 

It was voted that the sum of 
$130,000 be raised by taxation the 
ensuing year. Res 

It was voted that the town grant the 
free use of the ‘Town hall to the pu- 
pils of the Story High school on the 
evenings of June 22 and 23. 

It was.voted. that the moderator be 
paid $25 for his service, after which 
tl:e meeting dissolved a total appro- 
priation of $219,365.96 having been 
made. 

Last year the total appropriations 
amounted to $259,744.58, including 
the special meetings later in the year, 
which sum included the retiring of 
$36,350 of unmatured water bonds. 
It was voted last year to raise by tax- 
ation $110,000. It looks this year as 
though the tax rate will be kept un- 
der the $9 mark.

Newburyport’s Propucts To BE E;x-

In common with the general move-

Cotton manu- 
facturing, comb manufacturing, sil- 
verware working and other interest- 
ing trades will also be exemplified by 
working exhibits. 

Newburyport has sev@ral distinc- 
tions in the industrial line. It is the 
second largest producer of sterling 
silver spoons in the world and has two 
of the four horn comb factories in 
the country. While it has never been 
rated by some as highly important in 
the industrial world, owing to the 
quiet methods of its business, it 
points to 46 industrial establishments, 
giving employment to 4,919 people 
and producing goods to the value of 
$9,624,300 annually, the wages paid 
in a year amounting to $2,381,350. 
This is a gain of $2,360,999 in annual 
products and of $845,424 in wages 
paid in comparison with 1908, the las 
year census statistics were available. 

‘The exposition of next week is free 
to all and a cordial invitation is ex- 
tended to the general public of all the 
state to witness it.

MANCHESTER WOMANS CLUB. 


J. L. Harzour oF Boston, LECTURED 
AT OPEN MEETING Mon- 
DAY EVENING. 

The Manchester Womans’ club 
held an open meeting Monday eve- 
ning to permit J. L. Harbour of Bos- 
ton to fill his engagement with his 
lecture “Blessed Be Humor,” for 
which he was originally booked 
March 7th, while in New Orleans. 
He was unavoidably detained in the 
south, 

Mrs. Tenny presided and first in- 
troduced Miss Dora Marshall, who 
executed the following two pianoforte 
selections very ably:—1tst, Nocturne, 
J. Leybach; 2nd, Valse in B., God- 
ard, before the lecture. 

Mr. Harbour, who is a member of 
the Youths’ Companion editorial 
staff and a writer of note, stated that 
he had come to entertain, not to in- 
struct. From his fund of humorous 
experiences in a diversified career in 
the west and east as miner, prospec- 
tor, newspaper reporter, teacher, edi- 
tor and litterateur, he had gathered 
together much humorous material. 
Mr. Harbour taught the first school 
in the great mining camp of Lead- 
ville, Colo. He drew his examples of 
humor from the amateur writers, 
particularly those who soared in the 
realms of love and _ spring poems. 
The humor of the mistakes in proof 
reading, and rural journalism were 
demonstrated. 

Other examples of humor were 
blunders in letters, humor of the 
Irish, whose merriment comes from 
that great expansion of heart, subtle, 
keen and good natured. Jewish hu- 
mor, slips of the tongue, humor of 
situations, humor of repartee, illus- 
trated by anecdotes of Mrs. Julia 
Ward Howe and humor of childhood 
were all illustrated.

Isaac S. West, Well-Known Man. 
chester Man Dead. 

From the New Orleans Times 
Democrat of March 30, we print the 
following account of the death of 
Isaac S. West, a former well-known 
Manchester summer resident: 

‘* Another of the prominent men of 
New Orleans was claimed by death 
yesterday afternoon, when Isaac S. 
West died at hislate residence, 1224 
Jackson avenue, at 7.45 o’clock. 
Death was comparatively sudden, 
Mr. West having attended a bank 
meeting a week ago Tuesday, and 
at that time there was no intimation 
of his ill-health. He began to suffer 
from a complication of diseases soon 
after that, however, and since Sat- 
urday evening his relatives have 
known there was no hope for his re- 
covery. He bore his last affliction 
with the same cheerfulness and sim- 
ple bravery that had characterized 
his life. 

‘A man of unswerving 
honorable in his business dealings, 
always thoughtful of others, Mr. 
West was popular with a wide circle 
of friends, both in the business and 
social world. While he belonged to 
leading clubs and social organiza- 
tions of the city, home life always 
appealed to him, and it was there he 
found his greatest enjoyment. He 
chose New Orleans as his residence 
in the seventies, and since then has 
been prominently connected with 
the city’s welfare. 

‘“Mr. West was born May 30, 1840, 
at Manchester-by-the-Sea, Mass., and 
spent the first part of his life there. 
He early decided upon a commercial 
life and, exerting all his energy in 
that line, became well known in the 
wholesale leather business in Boston. 
He was connected with F. Shaw & 
Co., one of the leading leather 
houses in the country at that time. 

““In 1869, Mr. West was married 
to Miss Laura B. Thompkins of New 


honesty, 


Orleans, the only daughter © of the 
late William Church Thompkins; and— 
in 1875 moved to this city, which he 
has since made his home. He suc-. 
ceeded W. C. Thompkins & Co., one 
of the largest wholesale dry goods 
houses in the South at the time, and 
continued the business with success 
until he retired in 1895. 

‘‘His retirement from business en- 
terprise, however, did not end _ his 
active connection with the financial 
world, as he was identified with the 
Whitney-Central National Bank,’ 
being its senior director. He was 
one of the first invited to serve on 
the directorate of the old Whitney 
Bank when it was organized, and 
has served continuously since the or- 
ganization. He was the sole surviv- 
ing liquidator of the old bank. He 
had always been an active member 
of the Executive Board, and his ad- 
vice was always sought on important 
business deals. 

‘“When the new home of the Whit- 
ney-Central Bank was started Mr. 
West was given the honor of driving — 
the first rivet. His interest in the 
new building was enjoyed by his 
associates, and on the day the struc- 
ture was formally opened he took 
great delight in showing his friends 
about. 

‘“Mr. West has also been identified 
with the directorates of many of the 
other large enterprises of the city. 
He was one of the organizers of the 
Maginnis Mills. He has also held 
humerous important positions of 
fiduciary trust, the last having been. 
the liquidation of A. Lehmann & Co. 
He was a member of the 
Club and prominent in Carnival or- 
ganizations. 

‘‘Mr. West is survived by his 
widow, two sons, William T. West 
and I. S. West, Jr., and one daughter, — 
Mrs. Perey Macomber of Boston. 
Mr. and Mrs. Macomber are now in 
New Orleans, having been summoned 
here after Mr. West became ill.”? 

The funeral was held from the 
family residence last Friday after- 
noon at 4 o’clock, with temporary 
interment in Metairie Cemetery. 
The remains will later be brought to 
Forest Hills Cemetery, Boston.

SuNpDAY CLOSING OF POSTOFFICES. 


Postmaster Wheaton, of Man- 
chester, is in receipt of a letter from 
the Postmaster General bearing on 
the matter of Sunday closing,—the 
same letter as was sent to postmasters 
in all cities and towns of the country, 
in which the postoffices are open on 
Sundays,—in which it will be seen 
what the recommendation of the Post- 
master General is on this, question, 
after a canvass of the country. By 
the closing of the carriers’’ windows 
in Manchester on Sundays very few 
people are affected. People who de- 
sire may have letters forwarded them 
by special delivery by leaving special 
delivery stamps at the office in ad- 
vance, while those who desire, may 


have boxes for use on Sundays. ‘The 
letter referred to follows: 
“The general delivery window 


should be kept open a sufficient length 
of time to accommodate the traveling 
public and those patrons of the office 
who call for urgent personal mail. 
Mails should be received and dis- 


. patched as usual and distributed to 


boxes, enough clerks being detailed 
for duty on Sunday to carry this plan 
into effect; such clerks should be al- 
lowed compensatory time off during 
the week. Business men who desire 
their mail regularly on Sundays 
should be allowed to rent boxes (at 
the full rate) even though their mail 
is delivered to them by carriers on 
the other days of the week. 

“The Department realizes that a 
search of the carriers’ cases by the 
general delivery clerk would consume 
a little time but it is anticipated that 
patrons will refrain from calling for 
mail on Suridays unless the occasion 
is urgent and that under such circum- 
stances they would be willing to wait. 
Any patron desiring an important 
personal communication delivered to 
him on Sunday should be accommo- 
dated upon payment of the prescribed 
fee for special delivery service.” 


WEALTH REPRESENTED IN AUTOMO- 
BILES. 
Where was. all the money,’ ten 


years ago, which is now invested in 
automobiles? While on the way to 
3oston the other day, and it was not 
a very good day for motoring either, 
I met fully 200 machines.

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Tue Easter Hope. 


A scientific analysis of the brain 
will never reveal the soul to man. 
Science looks down and pulls out an 
answer for us by deduction but sci- 
ence and deduction do not and cannot 
answer the question of life—“if man 
die shall he live again?” Ever since 
the days of Aristotle, the Greek, and 
the day the unknown Egyptian carved 
on an ancient tablet “what of the fu- 
ture’ man has been using the tele- 
scope of knowledge and philosophy 
to try to see afar into the future. 
Every race has built up its own con- 
ception of immortality upon the faith 
which is inherent in man. The 
great pyramids are attestations of the 
Egyptian faith in immortality—cor- 
poreal and in the flesh. The reasons 
for immortality have been inspired by 
the inherent faith which man has in 
a future life. ‘The reason becomes 
active because of man’s faith in im- 
mortality, not_a faith in immortality 
because reason presses in and com- 
pels it. 

The arguments for immortal life 
are many. Plato reasoned to it from 
the indivisibility of the soul. Aris- 
totle’s immortality is not personal but 
racial. ‘The race of man continues 
eternally, but the man dies. The 
modern theories of the conservation 
of energy and the correlation of 
matter, the indestructibility of world 
matter and world forces, are seized as 
hints of the indestructible soul. The 
analogies of nature in the developing 
crysalis and the awakening spring are

conjured up but fail because the 
transformation is followed by death 
and the season of life is followed by 
the season of death. 


The prophets, the preachers, the 
poets follow the hope of Christ. He 
asserts faith as the way of life. 
Easter is dedicated to man’s faith in 
the immortal life because of the Res- 
urrection of Christ and His eternal 
abiding revelation of an Eternal God 
who “breathed into man the breath 
of life.” Jesus never argued about 
the eternal life. Paul’s great passage 
in his letter to Corinthians is but a 
noble expression of the faith in im- 
mortal life revealed to him by the 
Resurrection Life of his Master, Je- 
sus Christ. ‘There is a natural body 
and there is a Spiritual body.” A 
practical illustration is given in Dr. 
Wilfred T. Grenfell’s experience on 
Easter, 1908, as he floated away out 
to sea on a pan of ice, hoping against 
hope to be rescued: 


“T can honestly say that from first 
to last not a single sensation of fear 
ever entered my mind, even when 
struggling in the . slob ice. Now 
mostly, I felt sleepy, and the idea 
was very strong in my mind that I 
should soon reach the solution of the 
mysteries that I have been preaching 
about for so many years. Only the 
previous night (Easter Sunday) we 
had been at prayers in the cottage, 
discussing the fact that the soul was 
entirely separate from the body, that 
Christ’s idea of the temple in which 
the body dwells is so amply borne out 
by modern science. We had talked 
of thoughts from that admirable book 
on Brain and Personality by Dr. 
Thompson of New York and also of 
the same subject in the light of a re- 
cent operation performed at the Johns 
Hopkins Hospital by Dr. Harvey 
Cushing. The doctor had removed 
from a man’s brain two large cystic 
tumors without giving the man an 
anesthetic and the patient had 
kept up a running conversation 
with him all the while the doc- 
tor’s fingers were working in his 
brain. Our eternal life has always 
been with me a matter of faith; it 
seems to me one of those mysteries 
that must always be a mystery to 
knowledge. But my own faith in 
this matter has been so. untroubled 
that it seemed now almost natural to 
be leaving through this portal on the 
ice pan.”

THE Essex County AGRICULTURAL 
ScHoor BILL. 


The Essex County Agricultural 
School Bill is slated to come up this 
week. It provides $35,000 to be 
given by state and $35,000 to be 
given by the county for its construc- 
tion and inauguration, and provides 
for an annual grant of $10,000 from 
the state for maintenance. ‘The bill 
was presented two years ago and was 
vetoed by Governor Draper because 
insufficiently investigated and_ be- 
cause of the reference clause to the 
Industrial Commission which was 
then soon to go out of existence. The 
bill is now re-introduced and is rec- 
ommended unanimously by the com- 
mittee. Such a school if inaugurated 
under state auspices at all ought not 
to disregard in its inception the lo- 
cal demands of Essex County. . 

As an industrial school in. one 
place is devoted to dhe type of man- 
ufacture, and in Beverly to making 
shoe machinery, influenced by local 
conditions, so such a school in its or- 
iginal foundation should adapt itself 
to local conditions. A part of Essex 
County may be interested in Agri- 
culture as generally understood, but 
a large section of the County extend- 
ing from Lynn along the entire 
coast is interested in an entirely local 
and peculiar department of agricul- 
ture, namely, the rearing and caring 
for flowering plants, in a word,. pro- 
fessional gardening. To ignore these 
local conditions is transparent folly. 

In the Beverly to Gloucester shore 
district the Editor does not recall the 
name of many American-born men 
holding official positions as _ profes- 
sional gardeners. The cause is not 
difficult to discover. There is no 
training provided for this particular 
type of “farming.” The owners of 
estates are of necessity dependent

The debt of Massachusetts was, in 
1900, $11,704,000; in I9I0, it was 
$20,340,000. The expenditures of the 
state were, in 1900 $7,764,000, and in 
1910 $13,521,000. Citizens should 
know, and it is their duty to inquire 
and find out, the reason for the in- 
crease. 
_ “You owe the state continued inter- 
est in state affairs. -Voting on elec- 
tion day is only one phase of your 
_ duty. You owe it to the state to in- 
ee yourself as to the fitness and 
character of the candidates. You 
owe it to the state to see that no leg- 
islation is enacted for any special 
class, and to keep informed upon the 
bills presented, that you may judge 
and study the problems under con- 
sideration.”

I do not want it to be praise 
to a man that he is honest. I want it 
to be an impossible supposition for a 
representative to be thought of as 
anything else. * * * You cannot af- 
ford not to have a man honest all 
the way through, because if he is not, 
you do not know quite where the 
breaking down will come.” 

The increasing evidence is con- 
vincing the public of some things if 
the case be never re-opened. ‘The 
wicked stand in slippery places.”

The release of M. Jean Guiffrey, 
assistant curator of the Louvre 
Museum to become curator of. paint-

vate subscription of $100,000 for 
two years will give M. Guiffrey avail- 
able funds for the purchase of new 
works. His aim to make the Museum 
the treasure house of American Art 
meets with the endorsement of the 
art world and the appreciation of the 
larger body of interested friends of 
the institution, the public.

ARBOR Day. 


Saturday, April 29, has been des- 
ignated by Governor Foss as Arbor 
Day. The governor’s proclamation is 
in the nature of a suggestion to the 
people of the state advising them to 
observe the day by setting out trees 
along the streets and highways and 
thus aid in making beautiful and at- 
tractive the various municipalities in 
the Commonwealth. The proclama- 
tion also calls upon the people to 
beautify their gardens and homes and 
trim and care for neglected trees. 

Arbor Day is the outgrowth of an 
idea originated by J. Sterling Morton, 
Secretary of Agriculture during the 
second administration of Grover 
Cleveland. Although it is a legal holi- 
day in only 14 states, it is very gen- 
erally observed throughout the United 
States and is growing in importance 
with each passing year. 

Massachusetts is one of the few 
states which has heretofore paid but 
little attention to the day, although 
of late years there has been a growing 
tendency in certain localities to live 
up to the suggestions of its founder 
and plant trees, vines and_ shrubs 
along the highways and on public and 
private estates. Gloucester has many 
grand old trees but very few young 
trees, and on some of the residence 
streets of the city there are no trees 
at all. 

In view of the governor’s proclama- 
tion it would seem an appropriate 
time to urge upon the householders 
and citizens of Gloucester the neces- 
sity of planting trees and thus beauti- 
fying the streets and highways of 
what is otherwise one of the most 
beautiful and attractive cities in the 
state. 


Essex AVENUE IMPROVEMENTS. 


Some time ago it was given out 
that Essex avenue, from Kents Cir- 
cle to Lovett’s Hill, was to be im- 
proved and the many who use that 
thoroughfare felt greatly elated over 
the announcement. Since then, the 
Russia Cement Co. has made a cin- 
der walk from the wooden pump at 
Lovett’s barn to a point at about the 
beginning of the marsh, which has 
been greatly appreciated by travellers 
on foot, but the other contemplated 


improvements do not seem _ to be 
forthcoming. 

The road in one place is a perfect 
quagmire and heavy teams have taken 
to driving up on the cinder sidewalk 
to the great detriment of that con- 


venience. In fact, it is being so rap- 


‘idly cut to pieces that it will soon be 


of little value as a sidewalk. 

The city was to. replace the un- 
sightly, tumble-down wooden fence 
that lines the road across the marshes, 
and it was understood that the bed of 
the road would be regraded and re- 
paired. ‘The summer season is fast 
approaching and if anything is to be 
done this year it would seem that the 
sooner a start was made the better it 
would be for those who are obliged 
to pass to and fro over the road. 


MANUFACTURING IN GLOUCESTER. 

In spite of the fact that industrial 
matters are at rather a low ebb in 
Gloucester at the present time, there 
are a number of citizens who still 
have faith that Gloucester will de- 
velop into. an important manufactur- 
ing center and as evidence of their 
earnestness back up their faith by 
expenditure of capital and energy that 
is worthy of emulation by other citi- 
zens whose progressive spirits balk 
when it comes to investing money in 
Gloucester enterprises. 

Harry Revman, who is the active 
head of the Royal Manufacturing 
Company, informed the Breeze re- 
cently that he knew of a manufacturer 
of children’s and misses’ dresses 
who would be glad to locate in 
Gloucester provided he could find a 
suitable factory and be sure of ob- 
taining sufficient help. He would 
probably employ from 300 to 500 
hands. 

According to Mr. Revman, and the 
fact is recognized by others, there are 
no modern factory buildings in 
Gloucester that can readily be utilized 
for manufacturing purposes. ‘That is 
one great drawback and obstacle to 
the development of manufacturing in 


this city. 
The concern which Mr. Revman 
represents started operations about 


three years ago, employing ten hands. 
There are now 120 women and girls 
on the payroll which amounts an- 
nually to about $40,000, This spring 


it is the intention of Mr. Revman to 
take up the manufacture of children’s 
dresses and he expects to give em- 
ployment to a large number of addi- 
tional hands, although it is possible 
that this branch of the business will 
be established in some other city than 
Gloucester. 


PAINTERS OUT ON STRIKE. 


DEMAND $3 PER Day FoR WEEK OF 
48 Hours. 

The painters of Gloucester affili- 
ated with local union 176, struck last 
Monday for an increase of wages and 
a week of 48 hours. The painters ask 
that they be paid 37% cents per hour, 
or $3 per day for 8 hours’ work. 
Several of the employing firms ac- 


ceded to the request and granted the 


rate asked, while others refused. In 
consequence, about 40 of the 98 mem- 
bers of the painters union, did not go 
to work Monday. 

E. G. Walker of Salem, business 
agent of the North Shore Building 
Trades Council, who has charge of the 
matter for the painters said in an in- 
terview that he did not anticipate 
any prolonged disagreement as there 
was plenty of work at this time all 
along the shore and if the demand 
was not granted within a few days the 
painters would go to other places on 
the shore where the wage scale is 
even higher than that asked for in 
Gloucester.

State Forester Rane wishes to di- 
rect the attention of Massachusetts 
citizens to the fact that the most 
dangerous season of the year for for- 
‘est fires is at hand. A number of 
serious fires have already occurred in 
different sections of the state during 
the past few weeks and many more 
may be expected during the next few 
months unless every precaution is 
taken to prevent them. 

Your state forester, realizing that 
the first essential at all times to suc- 
cessful forest management is pro- 
tection from fire, has studied the 
problem carefully with a view of ob- 
taining in Massachusetts towns so 
far as possible, an up-to-date fire 
fighting equipment, that shall be at the 
disposal of a live organization who 
are ready to respond at a moment’s 
notice to a forest fire alarm. 

Upon the recommendation of the 
state forester laws have been enacted 
that properly enforced, will result in 
lessening the number of such fires ma- 
terially. The act passed by the legis- 
lature of 1910 which allows the state 
forester to reimburse certain towns 
50 per cent of the cost of fire ap- 
paratus, has induced a number of 
towns to take advantage of its pro- 
visions and many applications for this 
aid are now on file with the forestry 
department, and will receive early 
attention. 

The cordial disposition of the rail- 
roads to co-operate with the state 
forester in correcting the fire evil

INCIDENTS AND ANECDOTES. 


BeeResume of the People and Events Which Struck Our Fancy 
in the Southwest. 


(By M. J. Brown, Eprror Lirriy Variey, N. Y., Hus.) 


This letter will close the southwest 


series, and it is made up of odds and 
ends from a note book, little stories 
of human interest and the unusual 
incidents noted on the trip. 


Taking a long walk down the 


banks of the Rio Grande one after- 
noon, by the side of the railroad ! 


found an Indian boy playing alone 
with the stones, building little cattle 
pens. I stopped and watched the 


boy. He was perhaps six years old, 
and a type of the full blood Pueblo. 


I noticed one of his hands was badly 
swollen and inflamed. I sat down 


_ by his side in the gravel and finally 


induced him to let me see his hand. 
It had been badly eut across the 
palm and without any care it had 
become a dangerous wound, swollen 


and cracked open. 


I tried the sign language and fi- 
nally the little fellow understood 


What I wanted. He placed that hot, 


throbbing little brown hand in mine 


and we went back to town and to the 


drug store, where a doctor carefully 
dressed and poulticed it. Then I 
led him back down the track and 
bade him goodbye. 

He was an Indian. He couldn’t 
express himself as we gushing white 
men do. He just looked at me when 
1 left, but I know that should I ever 
meet this little brown man again, I 
have a friend who will come 
through. 


Along the Rio Grande, any where 
where trees grow, you may see the 
beavers’ work, and it is certainly 
wonderful what work these little fur 
animals can do. You have read of 
the beavers’ dams, how these little 
fellows will fell hundreds of trees, 
dam a river and make for themselves 
But it seems to me that tree 
cutting is an instinct or habit with 
these animals and they just bite 
them down to be doing something. 
All along the river the trees are 
felled, and the sharp teeth of these 
water animals have bitten them off 
as smooth as an axe could have cut 
them. 


About as tough a sight as I ever 
saw was a little girl and a drunken 
father, just outside of the little 
mountain town of Espanola. The 
father had fallen from his horse and 
laid in a drunken stupor in the trail. 


_and I shared with him my bed. 


The girl was vainly trying to revive 
him. She would soak her handker- 
chief in the stream, carry it over and 
sprinkle it in the face of the drunken 
father. I told her to go back to the 
town and get help, but she said they 
would put him in jail as they did 
before ‘‘and mamma is. sick at 
home.”’ 

The man had a sack of potatoes 
and a few groceries tied to his sad- 
dle. He had fallen from his horse, 
dead drunk. If left there he would 
freeze before morning. I went back 
to the town, reported the matter to 
the marshal and as I rode into Santa 
Fe that night, many times I won- 
dered if the brute was arrested and 
how the little woman and the sick 
mother came out. 


I saw a traveling salesman and a 
gambler play the limit in a mountain 
saloon one night. Afterward I 
shared my bed with the victim and 
listened to his remorse. He was a 
traveling freight agent. He had sold 
his home in Denver and with the 
money was to have made payment on 
a neat little dobie in Albuquerque, 
and wife and little boy would soon 
be down. He got crazy drunk and 
the soldier of fortune saw him first 
and claimed him. He had several 
New York drafts. Crazy with small 
loses, he endorsed the papers and 
turned them over to the saloon keep- 
er as trustee, while the winnings and 
losings were recorded by pencil. 

The game was dice, one throw. It 
started with a dollar and went to 
one hundred dollars as a stake at 
one throw. As fast as the railroad 
man’s losings totaled the amounts of 
the drafts they were handed over to 
the winner. He told me he lost 
$1200 that night. The place was full 
So- 
bering up in the night, and realizing 
what he had done, he begged to die, 
and if ever I felt like providing a 
man with the means for a quick trip 
to the hereafter it was then. But I 
didn’t have a gun and he was asleep 
when I crawled out the next morn- 
ing. 


While the Mexicans are looked 
upon with much contempt by Amer- 
icans, yet they are feared to a con- 
siderable extent, and if a man has 
anything to say about a Greaser he 
looks around first, and tells it to you 
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low. They are revengeful and never 
forget. If they hate a white man 
they will stick a match under his 
store or barn. 

In northern New Mexico the most 
of the Mexicans are Penetenties— 
they belong to the Penitent Brothers, 
the self-scourgers, and a word 
against their religion makes you 
their deadly enemy. The most of 
them are deplorably ignorant. They 
are fanatics, and think the white 
race is against their religion, and 
a man who would pry into their 
strange Flaggellent rites takes a 
long chance, for they will kill him if 
the surroundings are favorable. 


Many of the Mexican girls are 
handsome, some of them strikingly 
beautiful, the red under the olive 
making an unusual combination. 
The men are dark, almost black, 
while the women are nearly all light, 
with just enough of the olive to 
brand them. They love ‘dress and 
display.- 


One of the curiosities made in this 
remarkable country is the Navajo 
blanket. There is no other blanket 
like it. It is remarkable that half 
naked savages in a remote wilder- 
ness which is almost a desert, un- 
washed nomads who never live in a 
house, weave a handsomer, more 
durable, and more valuable blanket 
than is turned out by the costly and 
intricate looms of Europe and Amer- 
ica, but it is true. 

The covers which shelter us at 
night are very poor affairs, artistic- 
ally and commercially, compared to 
those superb fabrics woven by Nay- 
ajo women in the rudest carica- 
ture of a loom. 

Blanket weaving is the one do- 
mestic industry of this great tribe 
of twenty thousand souls, whose 
temporary brush shelters, dot the 
northwestern mountains of New 
Mexico, and the eastern ranges of 
Arizona, but they do it well. The 
work of the men is_ stock-raising, 
they have a million and a half of 
sheep, a hundred thousand cattle and 
several hundred thousand beautiful 
ponies, and they also plant a little 
corn. The women have no _ house- 
work to do, because they have no 
houses—a very different social con- 
dition from that of their neighbors, 
the cleanly, industrious, farm-tend- 


ing home-loving Pueblos. They 
make hardly any pottery, buying 
what they need from the expert 


Pueblos, in exchange for their own 
matchless blankets, which the Pueb- 
los no longer weave. 
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The Navajo country is a very 
lonely and not altogether safe one, 
for these Indians are jealous of in- 
truders, but it is full of interest, and 
there is much to be seen in safe pro- 
ximity to the railroad, particularly 
near Manvelto, the last station in 
New Mexico. It fairly takes one’s 
breath away to ride up one of these 
barren mesas, among the twisted 
pinons, and find a ragged Indian 
woman squatted before a loom made 
of three sticks, a rope, and a stone, 
weaving a blanket of great beauty 
in design and color, and with the 
durability of iron. But that is what 
one may see a thousand times in this 
strange country, by taking the neces- 
sary trouble, though it is a sight that 
few white people do see. The Nava- 
jo is a seeker of seclusion and in- 
stinetively pitches his camp in an 
out of-the-way location. You may 
pass within fifty yards 
‘““HOGAN?’ and never suspect the 
proximity. of human life, unless your 
attention is called by one of his wol- 
fish dogs, which are very fond of 
strangers and strangers RAW. 

If you can induce the dog to save 
you for supper and will follow his 
snarling retreat, this is what you 
may see: 

Under the shelter of a juniper a 
semicircular wind-break built breast- 
high of brush and about fifteen feet 
from point to point; a tiny heap of 
smouldering coals; a few greasy 
sheep-skins and blankets lying 
against the brush; perhaps the-jerk- 
ed meat of a sheep hanging to a 
branch, and near it pendent a few 
silver ornaments; a_ bottle-necked 
basket, pitched without and full of 
eold water; an old rifle leaning 
against the ‘‘wall’’,; a few bare-leg- 


ged youngsters filled with mirth, 
but diffident towards strangers; 
maybe the lord of the _ castle 


and a male companion or two 
playing comquian with solemn faces 
and Mexican ecards; the dogs, the 
lariated ponies—and the lady of the 
house at her remarkable loom. 

All Navajo blankets are single 
ply, the pattern being the same on 
both sides. The Navajo and Pueblos 
also weave remarkably fine belts and 
garters from two to eight inches 
wide and two to nine feet long, and 
durable and pretty dresses for their 
women. 

It may also be news to you to 
learn that both Navajos and Pueblos 
are admirable silver smiths, and 
make all their own jewelry. Their 
silver rings, bracelets, earrings, but- 
tons, belts, dress-pins and bridle or- 
naments are very well fashioned 
with a few rude tools. 
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IMPORTATION OF BANANAS INTO THE 
UNITED STATES. 


Four thousand million bananas 
were imported into the United States 
in the calendar year 1910. The ba- 
nana habit is a growing one in the 
United States. In the early eighties 
the value of bananas imported, ac- 


cording to the figures of the Bureau. 


of Statistics of the Department of 
Commerce and Labor, ranged _ be- 
tween one and two million dollars per 
annum; by 1890 the value had in- 
creased to 4% million dollars, in the 
fiscal year of 1900 to nearly 6 million 
dollars; and in the calendar year 
1910, to practically 12% million dol- 
lars. The rapid growth in this class 
of importations led the Bureau of 
Statistics a few years ago to call upon 
collectors of customs for the quan- 
tity as well as the value imported, 
and the figures of quantities, begin- 
ning with the year 1908, showed for 
that year 3534 million bunches; in 
1909, 39% million; and in IgIo, a 
little over 40 million bunches were 
imported. Assuming that these av- 
erage 100 bananas to the bunch, a 
figure which the importers state to 
be a conservative estimate, the total 
number imported in 1910 would ag- 
gregate approximately 4,000 million 
bananas. 

The value of the bananas imported 
in the last decade aggregates in 
round terms 100 million dollars. In 
the calendar year 1901, the total value 
of bananas imported was 634 million 
dollars; in 1905, 934 million; in 1907, 


1134 million; and in Igio, 12% 
million. These figures of the values 


of bananas imported are the valua- 
tion at wholesale prices in the coun- 
tries from which exported to the 
United States, and the average price 
per bunch was 31 cents, as will be 
readily seen by dividing the 40,192,958 
bunches imported in 1910 into the 
stated value of $12,433,334. How 
much money is paid by consumers in 
the United States for bananas can- 
not be estimated with accuracy, 


though the cost of freight, and the. 


profits of importers, wholesale and

GOVERNMENT. 

The real business of the govern- 
ment in this nation is not to be vin- 
dictive or destructive, but to establish 
justice, to deny privilege and to as- 
sure equal opportunity to rich and 
poor alike. As a nation we are be- 
yond question the most extravagant 


retailers must add very materially to 


the 12% million dollars paid for them 
in the countries of production. 
Central America and the West In- 
dies are the chief sources of supply 
of the bananas imported into the 
United States. Of the 4o million 
bunches imported in the calendar 
year 1910, 2f million were from Cen- 


tral America; 13% million from 
British West Indies; 2% million 


from South America, principally Co- 
lombia and Dutch Guiana; 2 million 
from Cuba; and about.1 million from 
other countries. Costa Rica is the 
largest source of supply in Central 
America, Honduras second, and Pan- 
ama third, and Jamaica is the largest 


source of supply in the West Indian | 


Islands. ‘The United States is the 
world’s largest importer of bananas. 
The United Kingdom is the next 
largest importer, her imports of this 
article in the calendar year 1909 be- 
ing 614 million bunches, as against 
3944 million bunches imported into 
the United States in the same year: 
Practically the entire banana sup- 
ply of the United States comes from 
abroad. Efforts have been made 
from time to time to develop the ba- 
nana industry in the extreme south 
and in California, but the domestic 
production is 
compared with the importation. The 
banana, while probably a native of 
India, is now grown in practically all 
tropical countries, and among a con- 
siderable part of the human race 
ranks as high as do cereal grains 
among the people of the temperate 
zones, and it is said to produce more 
food upon a given area than wheat. 
The consumption of bananas in tem- 
perate zone countries has increased 
enormously in recent years. ‘They 
are used chiefly in the natural state 
but in smaller quantities in the form 
of banana flour made from ripe fruit. 
Small quantities of this flour are im- 
ported into the United States but in 
such inconsiderable amounts that the 


Bureau of Statistics has not up to — 


this time found it advisable to sep- 
arately enumerate it among articles 
imported.

nor have we as yet felt the pinch of 
necessity which will eventually com-

EASTERN Y.C. PLANS FOR THE 
SUMMER. 
With no international contests in 


American waters on their hands, the 
officials of the Eastern yacht club 
have laid plans for considerable sport 
along the New England coast for the 
long days of the early summer. 

The club’s yachting range this 
season will extend from New London 
on the south to Winter Harbor, Me., 
on the north and will include two 
ocean races, two open races off Mar- 
blehead, the annual regatta and the 
annual cruise. 

The first ocean race, was contingent 
as to its date upon the Harvard and 
Yale rowing regatta at New London, 
but that latter event having been fixed 
for June 30, the former event will 


follow the next day. 

In this first yachting event it is ex- 
pected that the big schooners, three 
of which are new this season, will 
furnish a lively race for the Clark 
cup, while the larger sloops and 
yawls will also have a good contest 
for the Ramrill and Armour cups. 
This ocean race will start from New 
London and finish at Marblehead, 
while the same day the smaller yachts 
of Massachusetts bay will be enter- 
tained with an open regatta off Mar- 
blehead rock. 

With the customary southwester 
off the elbow of New England, the 
finish is expected at Marblehead rock 
some time on July 2. 

The annual regatta will be held on 
Independence day, and three days la- 
ter the fleet will continue on to the 


activities, but the visit to Burnt Coat 
harbor, far down on Swans Island, 
will be omitted, while instead the 
yachts will race up the bay round 
North Islesboro and then down Egg 
Maggin beach to Billings cove, half- 
way down the beach. 

Bartletts cove will be visited, and 
then the yachts will run round into 
Winter Harbor, to the eastward of 
Bar Harbor. The cruise will end at 
Bar Harbor on July 15 with the an- 
nual banquet, and two days later will 
come the second ocean race for the 
Norman cups.

Sunday, July 9—Proceed at will, Booth- 
bay to Tennants harbor, 25 miles. 

Monday, July 10—Tennants Harbor 
around Old Cilley bell buoy, then to 
Cambden, finish at the Graves, anchor at 
will, 30 miles. 

Tuesday, July 11—Proceed at will to 
Fox Island thoroughfare, 12 miles. 

Wednesday, July, 12—Race, from en- 
trance Fox Island thoroughfare up the 
bay around Turtle Head to Billings Cove 
in Eggemeggin reach, 36 miles.

To give up this hope today we 
could not help but acknowledge our- 
selves the poorer. By no sort of a 
calculus could we conclude that hu- 
man life minus this hope would be 
as rich as life plus this hope of the 
risen Christ. 

Destroy this hope today and you 
sublime 
progress back into the grave of des- 
pair where Jesus found it. Nothing 
but the ruin of man is involved in the 
destruction of the resurrection hope. 
Well did John Ruskin say: “When 
we lose this hope even the Orpheus 
song is forbidden us. The fates or- 
dain there shall be no singing after 
that.” 

It was the sublime event that raised 
a dead world to life and has made it 
what it is. Christian civilization lives 
for the future, paganism lives upon 
the past. The former has its face set 


- toward the day, the latter toward the 


night. Without this hope of trium- 
phant life man yields forever to des- 
pair. 

Blast this hope and with a thou- 
sand social blessings you blast the 
civic hopes and even the financial 
foundations and monetary values of 
the world. Death to this sublime 
Christian hope is death to human 
progress and happiness. 

There are some very vital questions 
in this story of the resurrection for 
each one to settle. Let us not mince 
matters, let us not be philosophically 


-mealy-mouthed about these questions. 


Has the Bible fixed its seal of ap- 
probation to a lie? 

Did the disciples bear false wit- 
ness? Then they are the most ex- 
traordinary liars on record. Then 
they are the most picturesque mounte- 
banks and fools in all history to suf- 
fer poverty, persecution and death all 
for the pleasure of lying. 

Jesus claimed things for himself 
that no mere man can claim for him- 
self without blasphemy. Was Jesus 
a blasphemer ? 

These are plain and terrible ques- 
tions to ask, but I ask these questions 
of the eminent and eloquent preachers 
who deny the facts of the resurrec- 
tion as set forth in the Gospel and the

Epistles of the New ‘Testament. 
I do not impugn a man’s intelli- 


‘gence nor deny his right to think 


what he pleases; but I do dispute 
any man’s right to misconstrue the 
plain indisputable facts of the resur- 
rection as set forth in the New Test- 
ament. 

The issue is too simple for dispute. 
Jesus was an impostor and blas- 
phemer and the disciples were liars 
or fools, or Jesus arose from the 
grave and the disciples stated a fact; 
one or the other. The issue must 
stand. We accept the New ‘Testa- 
ment or reject it on this issue. Why? 
Because the language is too ‘plain. 

There is no use talking about the 
high moral character and_ exalted 
spiritual power and influence of im- 
postors and liars. 

I can well imagine Jesus and his 
disciples saying to the illogical and 
inconsistent disputers of this mir- 
acle,— never mind about your fine 
words and compliments, are we liars 
or not? 

In 1 Cor. 15:15, the Apostle Paul 
puts his finger on the vital point at 
issue. 

If this is a deception everything 
else is subject to dispute. We can- 
not place confidence in anything else 
set forth. Then the New Testament 
writers cannot be trusted. Then I 
honor my own intelligence with more 
revelation and wisdom than to follow 
fools or deceivers. 


Let us look the logical conclusion 
in the face as Paul did and not fool 
ourselves with a religious bubble. 

If Christ did not arise from the 
dead, our faith is foolish for it rests 
on a thing that never happened. Then 
all the noble and sublime institutions 
of Christianity are the spawn of an 
imposition. 

Everything in Christianity hinges 


upon the divine person of the Son. 


of God with power to lay down his 
life and with power to take it up at 
will. If this can be proven false it is 
all up with Christianity, for what 
other dependable revelation and phil- 
osophy is there? Then England and 
America will simply duplicate Nine- 
vah and Babylon. Then human prog- 
ress does not move in a straight line 
today but is simply swinging round 
despair and 
death. 

On the marble slab of a beautiful

fire place, a man engraved the one 
small Latin word, “Quo’’— whither. 
As the soul comes home in the falling 
shadows of life’s evening shall it still 
sit and try to warm the chill of night 
away at this altar? 

What, said my thought, contains 
the greatest element of human suffer- 
ing? And in an instant it replied, 
disappointment. Every human joy is 
regulated by hope. Give the soul 
hope and it lives; deprive it of hope 
and it dies. And the higher the hope, 
the greater the soul’s suffering when 
it fails. 

This hope of the new life of the 
risen Christ is the nation’s greatest 
incentive as note it in* comparison 
with peoplés that have it not. The 
whole living, aspiring world of hu- 
man progress has thrown its whole 
soul into this hope. If that hope 
fails what is left for humanity? 


Poetry without this hope is a wail, 
music a discordant jangle, and the 
light in earth and sea and sky is a 
blur. Heathen religions can symbol- 
ize for us the loss of this hope in 
their symbols of a broken pillar, a 
wreck on the strand, a harp with 
broken strings, a flower bruised. 

Do you suppose God created such 
a sublime personality as Jesus only 
to dash it to nothingness in death? 
Then God is playing with his creation 
just as a little boy plays with soap 
bubbles. Then the Christian cen- 
turies are blowing a soap bubble civil- 
ization and faith. 

Then our morals and laws are with- 
out divine revelation or authority. 
There is no answer to prayer. There 
is no sanctity to marriage as we know 
it. There is no regenerating power, 
no power over evil. 

Then there is nothing but a wild 
guess of duty and responsibility ; 
nothing but a wild guess of the future 
and we are no further than the in- 
terrogations of the ancients. All we 
can do is to make some random se- 
lections of philosophy as suits us 
from Socrates to the German sceptics 
of today. 

Then God, the Creator, simply cre- 
ated a man with a soul like Jesus to 
show his creatures what a_ perfect 
man he could create, but failed to do 
for the rest of us. 

Let us thank God today that Paul’s 
words and my _ discoursing is all 
merely hypothetical. “They are only 
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to show the absurdity of the hypothe- 
sis and to bring out the glory of the 
fact. 

Our human destiny is linked to 
Jesus, the risen Son of God. He is 
the light on the world’s horizon that 
heralds the day. He is the bud of 
spring that heralds the glory of June. 

Confidence, hope, joy, aspiration, 
energy, progress are all comprised in 
this “Easter Message of the Risen 
Christ.” It is the festival of a great 
optimism the world celebrates  to- 
day. We discount all fears today and 
the whinings of disbelief and despair 
fall on deaf ears. 

There is but a narrow step between 
the before and beyond the gateway, 
only a step from blindness to sight, 
only a moment from darkness to 
light. 

Sometimes I wonder how it must 
feel to fly. Steamships, express 
trains, whizzing automobiles, these 
would have seemed like flying to our 
ancestors, but they are common ex- 
periences to us, and soon flying will 
be. So the transition to the future 
life will come at first with a strange 
“ecstasy, but in a little while the ex- 
perience will be perfectly natural. So, 
“all the days of my appointed time 
will I wait, until my change come.” 

Said, in effect, an aged gentleman 
to me while I was away lately, “If I 


was forty years younger, I would 
throw myself into this modern rush 
of affairs.” His body getting old, 
could not dim the youth of his soul. 
Just as a baby’s fingers are the 
prophecy of the hand of genius, and 
as every rudimentary organ of the 
body moves along the unerring line of 
development here, so shall every 
prophecy of the immortal faculties of 
man be fulfilled and move along the 
unerring line of immortal develop- 
ment. 
“There is a divinity stirs within us, 
’Tis immortal life that points the 
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way.

AT PRELIMINARY CLOSING FOR 
GREAT Cross-COUNTRY RACE 

AT CLYDE PARK.

Chamblet memorial steeplechase, one 


of the notable events at The Coun- 
try ‘Club* race“meetine, Jine’ 17, 21 
and 24, have been received by the 
stewards, making twenty-three in the 
preliminary closure. The magnificent 
silver cup presented by the daughter 
of the late Robert Chamblet Hooper 
is one of the finest turf trophies ex- 
tant, and cost $1,000. It will become 
the property of the owner winning it 
three, not necessarily consecutive, 
times. The guaranteed cash value in 
this race for four-year-olds and up- 
ward is $2,000. Mr. Hooper’s daugh- 
ter passed on the design before it was 
accepted by the stewards of The 
Country Club. Around the rim of 
the trophy there is set forth ‘The 
Chamblet Memorial Steeplechase 
Cup.” The bowl, of sterling silver, is 
2234 inches in diameter and 1534 
inches in height. The trophy stands 
on an ebony base, and a silver plate 
will contain the names of successful 
horses and owners. The heavy cor- 
nice at the top is seven-eights of an 
inch wide and on it are the names of 
“Mr. Chambley’s” noted horses, Land 
of ‘Clover, Duke of Abercorn, Zinzi- 
bar, Plato, White Garters, Ochiltree, 
and Roy Elle. 

The column supporting the bowl 
is 27 inches in circumference and 
shows double etched in low relief the 
parade of horses to the starting post. 
The oak tree decoration is emblemat- 
ical of The Country Club. A punch 
ladle, also simple in design, and an 
oak chest for the trophy complete the 
outfit. The horse scene is antique 
gray finish, and the remainder of the 
cup will be burnished silver. Leading 
horses in America and Canada will 
start in this race. In fact it appears 
that the greatest field of ’chasers in 
the history of racing at Clyde Park 
will get away.

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VOCATIONAL TRAINING. 

The public is under an obligation 
to the two mistaken women who 
showed their folly by attacking Pres. 
Eliot and his views on vocational ed- 
ucation. It is not unlikely that their 
attack has given the sane views of 
Mr. Eliot a wider reading for the 
need of vocational training has been 
the need for generations and it is one 
of the signs of a progressive democ- 
racy when the public discovers a man 
of Dr. Eliot’s vision and outlook rec- 
ognizing and pleading for the new 
irovement within the schools. 

The state board of education re- 
ports in its seventieth annual record, 
on this very issue, “The most effec- 
tive agency in the intellectual develop- 
ment of a boy is not the study of 
books. It is experience in some form 
of productive industry. It is making 
something or doing something that 
has value in itself when it is done. 
Not only does he acquire skill of 
hand, but what is of much more im- 
portance, he gets an idea of the ele- 
ments involved in all productive proc- 
esses, namely, materials, labor and 
time; he gets some basis for esti- 


mating values in terms of cost; and. 


he acquires that quality which is the 
mark of the master workman,—power 
to see the end from the beginning, 
and to trace the line which connects 
the two. Feeble at first, but gaining 
strength as his work broadens, he ac- 
quires a comprehensive grasp that 
marks the thinker. ‘The idea is 
deep rooted that education consists of

academic culture; that schools exist 
to promote this culture: and that the 
more elegant the school house is and 
the more artistic and beautiful it is 
made, the finer and the more impres- 
sive the culture which it presents and 
promotes. Marble and stucco, books, 
pictures, statuary and _ decorative 
plants are provided to cultivate and 
minister to the esthetic sense of chil- 
dren. The sense they do not culti- 
vate is a sense of the dignity of man- 
ual industry. A marble palace is a 
poor substitute for a shop or a piece 
of land. It may have its place in 
education, but its place is a subor- 
dinate and not an exclusive one.” 

The problem of vocational training 
must be met by the school superin- 
tendents and committees and as they 
work out their plans some must fail 
but they should have the sympathy 
and co-operation of the public. 

The erratic attacks of the two 
women at the hearing in Boston on 
the views of President Eliot would be 
unworthy of notice were it not for 
the fact that their attack is typical of 
the slumbering criticism which every 
devoted worker in the interests of 
our School System must meet. 
Usually the attack is not so open. 

The Town of Manchester should 
give to its superintendent, Mr. 
Mackin and the City of Beverly to its 
superintendent, Mr. Small, and the 
respective school committees, a free 
hand and loyal support while they 
work away at the problem of our 
republic. 


READING IN THE Home. 


There is nothing like good books 
and interesting magazines to give at- 
mosphere to a home. A bookless 
home is a cheerless home. Good lit- 
erature is as _ reasonable today as 
cheap reading matter and every home 
can spare something to feed the mind 
and elevate the soul. What a de- 
light there is before the fire place or 
in the warm corner in the home to 
take down a volume and be carried 
back an age and then permit the mind 
by its imagination to live over the 
scenes of the years that are gone.

and inspiring as in the Merchant of 
Venice or Whittier always equal in 
charm and spirit to “Eternal Good- 
ness.” Yet a book is “embalmed” 
until it has been “resurrected” by a 
kindred spirit. It remains dead until 
such souls meet in the writer and- 
reader. Then there is life. The 
great thought of the ages awaits the 
happy meeting of kindred minds to 
make it live again. Some never have 
the mind opened to the wealth of hap- 

piness in the books of the world and 
some by disuse lose the happy soul 
inspiring faculty. Charles Darwin 
confesses that his close application to 
books had robbed him of his delight 
and desire for music. ‘The mental 
pleasure of good books must be ac- 
quired and then retained as a price- 
less possession. 

One book in the home is worth a 
hundred in the library. Every home 
builder, especially where there are 
children, should guard the home 
against ruinous reading matter and 
increase the parental influence by ju- 
diciously chosen books and __ papers. 
In these days of trained library ser- 
vice parents may obtain expert in- 
formation concerning books. 

The news journals are the most 
debauching influences. No paper 
should be brought into the home that 
children should not read. Vice, ra- 
pine, incest, in fact everything that 
is evil is exposed in coarse pictures 
and degrading reading matter. In 
this generation the cost can not be 
the reason, for it is possible to pur- 
chase each day a good daily paper for 
one cent and on Saturday for three 
cents a superior paper is issued than - 
can be purchased the next morning 
for five cents. 

The schools are doing much to 
awaken a better taste for reading in 
boys and girls. It is the parents’ 
privilege to increase or undo that in- 
fluence. It would be well for every 
parent to consider the influences of 
the papers and books in the home. 
Can you not spare a little out of the 
home funds for the growing boy and 
girl? What do you think the influ- 
ence of your daily paper upon that 
growing boy or girl is? 


Fire SrruatIon 
FARMS. 
Alderman Loring’s order for a 
new steamer for, the Beverly Farms 
fire department is now before the 
chief engineer of the city and the 
Mayor for consideration. The  de- 
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cision of this conference is problem- 
atical. It is evident that something 
must be done to lessen the fire haz- 
ard in Ward 6. The present steamer 
is twenty-five years of age and 
throws but two streams of water. If 
it were new it could not effectively 
cope with the fires which are al- 
ways possible, if not probable. When 
the steamer was installed very few 
houses had been built upon the high 
ridges and valleys in Beverly Farms. 
If a fire should break out on the ridge 
running along back of the Baptist 
church or on H. P. McKean’s hill, 
the loss of water pressure due to the 
friction of the long lines of hose 
would be embarrassing. There are 
several places where at least 2,000 
feet of hose would need to be laid 
from the steamer to the fire. A seri- 
ous fire in central square would find 
the company almost helpless for it 
could only operate two streams to ad- 
vantage. On some of the hills, the 
water pressure is insufficient to 
throw even a hydrant stream. ‘The 
fire protection all rests in the capac- 
ity and power of the local steamer for 
it will require thirty minutes from the 
time the alarm is rung in before a 
steamer could arrive from Beverly 
and have a stream of water playing 
on the blaze. 


It will take $2,000 to repair the. 


present engine, but even that will not 
increase its value. It will still be the 
old engine with its limitations. 

Ward Six requires an unusually 
powerful steamer and eventually it 
must be installed and the time is at 
hand. It would be an unwise expen- 
diture of money to rebuild when a 
new one is absolutely necessary. 

Beverly Farms does not and has 
not made many demands upon the 
treasury of the City of Beverly. It 
seems that this request is just and in 
line with true economy and municipal 
efficiency. 

The Breeze respectfully requests 
the Mayor and the Chief Engineer to 
grant the fire protection petitioned 
for by the citizens of Ward Six. It 
would be well for every interested 
property owner to write a personal 
note to the Mayor. He can be de- 
pended upon to see the reasonable- 
ness of the request. Write now. The 
time is short!

Farms and Magnolia would gain 
much by a concerted plan to introduce 
each winter into their respective pre- 
cincts a Lyceum Course consisting of 
lectures, musicales, readings and pos- 
sibly an occasional drama. This has 


been attempted in a spasmodic way 
by each town and with various re- 
sults. 

To make such a series of lectures 
or entertainments successful it should 
be made an_ educational venture 
backed by the community. As a 
money making enterprise, it would 
be a failure from the start. At least 
it ought not to be developed along 
those lines. One church endeavored 
several years to maintain such a 
course. Its effort*° was unsuccessful 
because of a limitation of its con- 
stituency and because it’ soon dis- 
covered that they were being attended 
by some merely as an obligation and 
thus defeated their primary object. 
Such courses, if inaugurated in Bev- 
erly Farms, Manchester and perhaps 
Magnolia, could follow the Middle- 
boro or Falmouth plan where the 
town’s people formed an association 
for this purpose and all the money 
raised was used for Lyceum purposes. 
The programs should be planned as 
ends in themselves and not as money 
making enterprises. 

Such a broad co-operation of the 
winter populations of the towns of 
the North Shore to introduce an eve- 
ning’s program on a high plane once 
a month where all people without dis- 
tinction of creed or religion could 
gather for entertainment or instruc- 
tion would be an institution of unde- 
niable value. 


THe Socrety FOR THE PREVENTION 
OF CRUELTY TO CHILDREN. 


One of the most efficient humani- 
tarian agencies of our generation 
opened a branch office on the North 
Shore last summer and has been do- 
ing its splendid work quietly but ef- 
fectively. During the summer months 
a district nurse was engaged to be at 
the service of the physicians of Bev- 
erly in nursing babies back to life, to 
distribute literature of information to 
the foreign born concerning the care 
of children and to respond to all calls 
for special instruction or service in 
maternity cases. ‘This department of 
the work was very successful and will 
be repeated the coming season. 

In addition to the distinctive work 
which its name implies, the organiza- 
tion has established a Confidential 
Exchange department which will uni- 
fy the charitable work of the district 
and prevent duplication, a favorite 
fraud among some unscrupulous per- 
sons, who obtain aid from various or- 
ganizations. The Branch is young, 
but has begun its work well. There 
is a resident secretary with an office 
on Cabot street, Beverly. The new 
district includes, Salem, Beverly, 


Manchester, Gloucester, Rockport, 
Marblehead, Hamilton, Wenham and 
Essex. ‘The board of directors rep- 
resent the entire district. The treas- 
urer is Fred C. Dodge, Beverly, Mass. 


THE WATER SITUATION IN BEVERLY. 


Since the appearance of the article 
on the water situation in Beverly in 
these columns, progress has _ been 
made through the constant attention 
of Representative Saltonstall, who 
has been the leader in the fight for the 
last weeks. The Bill was signed by 
the Governor on Friday and provides 
for an investigation by the State 
Board of Health of the immediate ne- 
cessity for an efficient and pure sup- 
ply of water for the: Salem-Beverly 
district. The resolve requires the 
Board of Health to present a_ pre- 
liminary report to the legislature on 
or before May 5. This report will be 
awaited with interest by the interested 
cities. Before the presentation of the 
final report the State Board of 
Health will give the whole subject 
careful consideration, provide public 
hearings and arrange for a thorough 
study of the problem. The water 
supply has been increasing, but those 
who know realize that the menacing 
conditions during the last drought 
may be repeated during the coming 
season if there be a small rainfall. 


Tue Beverty YMCA 

The YMCA Building at Beverly 
has been in the hands of the build- 
ing committee for nearly nine months 
and rapid progress has been made. 
Before many more months are passed 
the new building will be dedicated 
it is hoped by President Taft, who 
laid the corner stone. The public 
spirit of Beverly citizens has made 
the undertaking possible. A Secre- 
tary has been engaged and will be- 
gin work soon. In his choice there 
was unusual unanimity and he will 
assume charge of the work aus- 
piciously. At the election of offi- 
cers for the coming year in May it is 
practically assured that Beverly 
Farms will be represented in the new 
board of directors. Such representa~ 
tion is so just that it is strange that it 
had not been done earlier.

INDUSTRIAL EXPOSITIONS. 

Salem has just been enjoying a 
very successful exposition of the 
products manufactured in that city, 
and now on Tuesday next, Newbury- 
port comes to the front with a four 
days’ “Made in Newburyport exposi- 
tion” which is expected to and doubt- 
less will attract wide attention to the 
greatly diversified industries of that 
bustling little city at the mouth of the 
Merrimac. 

These expositions are a good thing. 


They serve to advertise in a practical 


way the industrial resources of a 
town or city, and lead manufacturers 
to investigate the advantages and 
benefits to be derived from locating 
in the city so advertised. 

In the long run the most prosper- 
ous city is the one that has the most 
diversified industries. Newburyport, 
for instance, is a better city in this 
respect than Marlboro. ‘The latter 
depends almost wholly upon shoe 
manufacturing and at times the city 
suffers severely from dull periods; 
while in Newburyport, with its many 
smaller manufactories employing in 
the aggregate about as many hands as 
the shoe factories of Marlboro, there 
are practically no dull seasons and the 
general run of business amounts to 
about the same throughout the year. 

Gloucester should fall in line in this 
exposition business although the ex- 
position, if one is held, should be 
given sometime during the summer 
when the city is filled with visitors. 
Fishing being the chief industry, it 
would naturally hold first place in any 
such exhibit, but special efforts should 
be made to exploit the various other 
industries that have sprung into ex- 
istence during the past few years, the 
growth and success of which will be 
an inducement to others to locate 
here. 


THE WESTERN AVENUE SEA WALL. 

The park commissioners have ad- 
vertised for bids for the construction 
of another section of the magnificent 
sea wall that is being built along 
Western avenue and which is to ex- 
tend along Stage Fort Park. 

This work, commenced three years 
ago, is one of the most important 
ever undertaken by the park depart- 
ment of Gloucester. Already several 


hundred feet of sea wall have been 
constructed extending from a point 
about one hundred feet east of the 
Annisquam river nearly to ‘the junc- 
tion of Western and Essex avenues. 
It is the rendezvous of thousands of 
people during the warm days and eve- 
nings of the summer months and is a 
source of constant delight and en- 
chantment to all who visit it. 

The commission is doing good 
work and the money seems to have 
been economically and wisely ex- 
pended. 

MAIN STREET CONDUITS OPPOSED. 

At a meeting of the Municipal 
Council, Monday afternoon, the mat- 
ter of the Main street conduits came 
up for consideration on a question as 
to whether the granting to the New 
England Telegraph and ‘Telephone 
Company the right to lay a conduit 
in that thoroughfare constituted the 
granting of an exclusive franchise, in 
violation of the City Charter. Mayor 
Patch was of the opinion that the city 
had a right to grant the franchise, 
while Alderman Donahue took the 
opposite view. 

Antone A. Silva, president of the 
Central Labor Union, was permitted 
to address the council in opposition 


and warned the council that if it did. 


not live up to the provisions of the 
charter he would cite the 
into court. The matter was finally re- 
ferred to City Solicitor Cunningham 
for an opinion.

would not do them 
any harm, and 
gradually they 
eame closer and closer, and there grew 
to be a beautiful sympathy between 
him and the birds and animals. They 
would come at his call. 

On taking a squirrel from the tree 
the little creature would refuse to leave 
him and would hide in his pocket. A 
wood mouse whose hole was under his 
house would first run over his shoes 
and at last became so tame that it 
would run up his sleeve and round the 
table when he was at dinner. Such 
communion between man and beast 
has hardly been equaled. 

Not only should we be kind to human 
associates, but we should be kind to 
our animal friends, for they also have 
a place in our lives. 

One reason is that they are so much 
in our power. To take advantage of 
their weakness and our strength is 
mean and belittling. Man is as a God 
to the inferior races. To abuse the 
power which this gives us over the 
helpless beings which Providence has 
placed at our mercy is as mean as it 
Is inhuman. 

We owe much to domestic animals. 
The horse, the ox, the cow give a life 
of service for us, and we owe it to 
them to care for them and to treat 
them with kindness. It is a shame 
when the craven who quails before his 
equals wreaks his unmanly resentment 
on a creature which can neither retali- 
ate nor speak. 

Many are unkind from thoughtless- 
ness. They leave a horse uncovered in 
the cold or use too short a check rein 
or use a check rein with a heavy load 
or on a long journey. Some children 
forget to feed and take care of their 
pets. By keeping domestic animals in 
our stables and homes we have made 
them forget to get their own living 
and therefore owe them food and shel- 
tar and cara

our animal friends for their service to 
mankind is expressed by such kindly 
hearts as Lnndseer, who has painted a 
beautiful dog which he calls “A Dis- 
tinguished Member of the Humane So- 
ciety,’ by another who calls the dog, 
“Man's.

Browuing’s tribute is “He that loveth 
greatly.” Alexander Pope thinks, “Ad- 
mitied to that sky, his faithful dog 
shall bear him company.” 

A good way to become sympathetic 
with animals is to observe and study 
them. The writer 
when a boy once 
went gunning and 
came upon a mead- 
ow lark perched 
upon a branch sing- 
ing its twilight song 
of happiness and de- 
votion. He blazed 
away. There wasa { 
scurry of feathers, § 
and the song ceased. 
But that song still 
kept on singing, and 
until his dying day ERNEST THOMPSON 
it will never cease SETON. 
to haunt his soul. He has never been 
able to get out of his memory that 
condemning note nor that accusing 
shroud of feathers. Shoot another 
bird? Never! 

A society for the prevention of cru- 
elty to animals would soon have no 
place in the commonwealth if the chil- 
dren would resolve that they will al- 
ways obey the law of kindness to 
dumb animals. 

Ernest Thompson Seton advocates 
the going shooting with a camera only. 
G. T. Angell founded the Massachu- 
setts Society For the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals. 

Henry Bergh in early youth became 
interested in animals and devoted his 
life to their protection. He was the 
founder of the American Society For 
the Prevention of Cruelty to Animals. 
Audubon took so much pleasure in 
birds that he learned to paint them to 
keep their beautiful plumage ever be- 
fore him. 

Practice.—Let every one charge his 
mind not to neglect the wants of one’s 
animal friends.

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GRAPE CULTURE UNDER GLASS 


SUBJECT OF TALK BEFORE THE NORTH SHORE 
HORTICTLTURAL SOCIETY 


A very interesting talk was given 
before the North Shore Horticultural 
society, Manchester, last Friday eve- 


ning. The subject was “Grape Cul- 


ture under Glass,” which was ably 


delivered by J. Tillson, of Beverly’ 


Farms. He dealt on planting and 
forcing the fruit. After the lecture, 
the topic was discussed by the mem- 
bers of the society, Mr. Tillson an- 
swering their questions. A vote of 
thanks was given Mr. Tillson. 

Eric H. Wetterlow had a fine ex- 
hibit of “Pure Culture’? mushrooms 
of four varieties for which he was 
awarded a certificate of merit by the 
Society. Mr. Tillson’s talk follows: 

“I have been asked to speak a few 
words here tonight and have taken 
for my subject “Grape Culture Un- 
der Glass.” I suppose we all know 
what the grape vine is. 

“In the first place we will take the 
border as that is the chief thing if 
we wish to make a success. In order 


that vines may produce regularly and 


support good crops for a number of 
years it is necessary to provide for 
them a good border of rich soil. 
This should be about three feet deep 
and should be made by degrees. A 


portion of from three to four feet 


in width is sufficient to commence 
with, ac.'ing a little more as the prog- 
ress of the vines demand it. 
“Another important point is the 
drainage. For if they are not prop- 
erly drained it is impossible to obtain 
good results. A good layer of large 
stones should first be put in the bot- 
tom, next a layer of smaller stones 
or broken bricks and other suitable 
material, then a smaller grade on top. 
On top of the drainage should be 
placed a layer of whole turfs with 
the grass-side down and then the soil 
may be put in. To produce heavy 
crops of fruit the soil must be rich 
and should be made up of materials 
not likely to become close or sodden. 
A good, turfy, fibrous loam is the 
principle constituent, in which the 
fibre is of such a nature that it will 
not rot soon. Loams vary much in 
texture and it is not always possible 
to obtain that which is best suited to 
the growth of the vine. The loam 
should first be chopped up into rough 
sized pieces, afterwards adding a fair 
percentage of charcoal and wood 
ashes and as much broken brick or old 
mortar rubble as will keep the whole 
mass open. For manure use 100 
weight half in bones and the same 
amount in bone meal. The whole 


should be mixed before putting it into 
the house or houses. 
PLANTING. 

“Planting may be performed either 
in the fall or spring. The roots 
should be laid out in a horizontal posi- 
tion; the topmost roots being about 
two inches below the surface. After 
planting, give a thorough soaking of 
water which will settle the soil around 
the roots. 

FORCING THE VINE. 

“The time when a vinery should be 
started depends on when the ripe 
fruit is required. For the fruit to be 
ripe in May, the house should be 
started about the first of December, 
thus allowing a period of about six 
months. For later crops less time is 
required. “With regard to tempera- 
ture: When a vinery is started say 
the ist of January, the temperature 
should be 45 degrees at night. When 
the buds have broken, increase it to 
50 degrees, and as soon as the roots 
are about three inches long, increase 
it further to 55 degrees. When the 
bunches begin to develop increase it 
again to 60 degrees, retaining the 
same until they commence to flower, 
when the night temperature should be 
65 degrees, with the exception of 
Muscats, which require a higher tem- 
perature of say 5 degrees. After the 
fruit is set keep the houses at 65 de- 
grees. until the fruit is properly col- 
ored and ripe. 

VENTILATION, 

“Air should be given at all times 
when the state of the weather will 
permit, but avoid cold draughts, and 
if possible, do not give air to lower 
the temperature. When the house 
has to be ventilated, the air should 
be shut off in the afternoon and the 
vines well syringed early enough to 
insure the temperature rising to 90 
degrees, and even if it should exceed 
this figure by a few degrees no harm 
will be done, provided there is suffi- 
cient moisture in the house. 

WATERING AND SYRINGING. 

“Heat, air and moisture should be 
regulated so as to induce an even 
growth. A warm, humid atmosphere 
is necessary to insure an even break 
of the buds, and this is obtained by 
syringing the vines several times a 
day and by dampening the borders, 
walls and foot paths. Syringing 
should be discontinued when the vines 
commence to flower until the fruit is 
set, then the syringing and dampen- 
ing of all the exposed surfaces in the 
house may be resumed at least twice 


‘easily seen. 


a day. Avoid watering if possible 
while the vines are in flower. 
DISBUDDING. 

“As vines usually develop more 
growth than is required, it is neces- 
sary to reduce their number by dis- 
budding. ‘The time for this is as soon 
as it can be seen how many shoots 
are likely to develop and which of 
these it is thought best to leave. 

PINCHING THE SHOOTS. 

“With fruiting vines this is usually 
done at the second leaf beyond the 
branch, with the exception of the 
leader, which should not be allowed 
to bear fruit but let grow away. 

THINNING THE FRUIT. 

“This can take place with free 
setting varities as soon as they are 
set, but with shy setters it is best to 
leave them a little longer, as the more 
promising berries then can be more 
Thinning the berries 
should be done according to the va- 
rieties, aS some varieties are larger 
than others, but avoid making the 
bunches too thin. It is advisable to 
go over them two or three times 
rather than try to thin them outright 
the first time. 

PROPAGATION. 

“This can be done by seeds, cut- 
tings, eyes, layers and grafts, but the 
usual method is by eyes. ‘These re- 
quire a little bottom heat to start 
them, potting as their progress de- 
mands it 

POT VINES. 

“Now we come to pot vines. 
These should be raised from eyes and 
grown on as strong as possible, pot- 
ting them on until a 12 or 15-inch 
pot is reached, which will be large 
enough for fruiting purposes. In the 
following winter when the canes. are 
started into growth cut them back to 
within three eyes of the soil, shake 
them out and repot them in as small 
a pot as possible. Select the stronger 
of the three breaks to form the fu- 
ture cane, rubbing off the other two. 
When well grown these vines are 
much stronger than those grown in 
one year. One year old canes can be 
fruited earlier than the two year old. 
The same temperatures, syringing, 
etc., as applied to forcing vines can 
be applied to pot vines. 

“Inarching is a method of propa- 
gation that has a great deal to recom- 
mend it inasmuch as there is no ne- 
cessity to lose a crop. The scion can 
take the form of a vine in a pot which 
can be easily placed in position and 
will support the scion until a union is 
formed. After which the — scion 
should be gradually cut away from its 
parent.”

For ApDDITIONAL WATER SUPPLY. 
The following Resolve, introduced 
by Representative Saltonstall of Bev- 
erly relative to procuring a water 
supply for Salem, Beverly and Pea- 
body and to the use of the waters of 
Ipswich river, has been passed: 
“Resolved, ‘That the state board of 
health is hereby authorized and di- 
rected forthwith to investigate, con- 
sider and report upon the matter of 
a water supply for the cities of Sa- 
lem and Beverly and for the town of 
Peabody, to be taken from the Ips- 
wich river or any of its tributaries, 
or from such other source or sources 
as the said board may find available 
for the purpose. The board shall in- 
vestigate all questions relating to the 
quantity of water to be obtained from 
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available sources, its quality and the 
best methods of protecting the purity 
of the water; and the board shall also 
consider the needs and interests of all 
other communities and persons that 
may be affected by the taking of 
water for the purposes aforesaid 
from the Ipswich river or any of its 
tributaries, or from any other source 
or sources, and shall consider what 
other communities might economi- 
cally be united with those already 
mentioned for water supply purposes. 
Upon the above-named subjects the 
board shall give one or more public 
hearings to all persons interested. 
‘the board shall first consider the im- 
mediate needs of the cities of Salem 
and Beverly and of the town of Pea- 
body, respectively, for additional 
water, and shall make a preliminary 
report thereon to this general court 
on or before May fifteenth, nineteen 
hundred and eleven, reporting  es- 
pecially with reference to the neces- 
sity and expediency of legislation by 
this general court giving said cities 
and town, or any of them, the right 
at once to take a portion of the waters 
of Ipswich river or any of its tribu- 
taries or waters from any other 
sources as an additional water supply. 
The board shall have power to em- 
ploy such engineering or other assis- 
tance, and to incur such expensé as 
may be necessary for carrying out the 
provisions of this resolve. The said 
board shall make its final report with 
plans to the next general court on or 
before the tenth of January, in the 
year nineteen hundred and_ twelve. 
For the purpose of carrying out the 
provisions of this resolve the sum of 
fifteen hundred dollars is hereby ap- 
propriated to be paid out of the 
treasury of the commonwealth from 
the ordinary revenue of the current 
year; and the treasurer and receiver 
general is hereby authorized to re- 
ceive and to add to the sum so ap- 
propriated any money which may be 
contributed by any city, town, corpo- 
ration or individual for said purpose. 
Any city or town may appropriate 
money and may pay the same to the 
treasurer and receiver general to be 
added to the appropriation as above 
provided.

ORDINANCES. 

A movement is on foot to present 
to the Beverly Board of Aldermen 
the results of a committee study of 
the Building Conditions in Beverly, 
A serious question is introduced by 
the rapid growth of certain sections 
of the City.

striving to own a home. On one eve- 
ning recently, in the Board of Alder- 
men building permits, aggregated 
$315,000, one man asked for 37 per- 
mits representing $225,000 invest- 
ment. ‘The city government owes it 
to the prospective purchasers of these 
homes protection in a reliable code of 
Building Laws. It owes it to her own 
interests to guard against the terrible 
consequences of poorly constructed 
homes in health and happiness to her 


citizens. The moral question is 
very easily raised in the _ dis- 
cussion. It is surprising that the in- 


surance companies have not been 
alert. ‘The question of fire risk can- 
not be disregarded. ‘The committee 
appointed is representative of the city. 
An investigation will be made, the 
council of an expert considered, and a 
report submitted to the Board of Al- 
dermen. It will be awaited with 
interest. 


THe New Primary Law. 


The recent vote for direct pri- 
maries found our representatives on 
opposite sides in the vote. Its pass- 
age may make some changes in the 
political aspect of affairs on the 
Shore. Marblehead may lose in the 
senatorial contest to Salem, and Dan- 
vers to Beverly. An arrangement 
made by the Republican committees 
of Danvers and Beverly provides for 
a representative from Danvers in the 
alternate years. This year Mr. Mac- 
Donald.and Mr. Saltonstall are rep- 
resentatives to the lower house of the 
General Court. Under the old regimé 
only one representative would come 
to Beverly and one to Danvers at the 
next election. The direct primary act 
would benefit Beverly to the loss of 
Danvers. ‘The vote being heavier in 
Beverly than in Danvers, this may re- 
sult in the return of both Mr. Mac- 
Donald and Mr. Saltonstall. 

The direct primary is the more 
democratic institution and commends 
itself for ordiliness, simplicity and ap- 
peals to the voter. Many predict that 
the growing sentiment for direct pri- 
maries will result in a day in June 
designated to nominate candidates for 
the Presidency that will “rival in in- 
terest election day itself and the na- 
tional convention will in time be- 
come as perfunctory as the electoral 
college.” Direct nominations present 
difficulties but not insurmountable 
ones. The day of the people 
approaches.

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‘What a Community Owes to its Bays

PART ONE. 


_ That great German statesman, 
Martin Luther, in an address to the 
councilmen of all the towns of Ger- 
‘many in 1524, used these words, 
which are as significant in America in 
the twentieth century as they were 
in Germany in the sixteenth :— 

' “A city’s increase consists not 
alone in heaping up great treasures, 
in building solid walls or in multi- 
plying artillery; nay, where there is 
a great store of this, and yet fools 
with it, it is all the worse and all 
the greater’ loss for the city. But 
this is the best and the richest in- 
crease, prosperity and strength of a 
city,— that it shall contain a great 
number of polished, learned, intelli- 
gent, honorable and well-bred citi- 
zens; who, when they have become 
all this, may then get wealth and put 
it to good use. Since, then, a city 
must have citizens, . we are not 
to wait until they are grown up. We 
can neither hew them out of wood 
nor carve them out of stone... . 
We must use the appointed means, 
and with cost and care rear up and 
mold our citizens.” 

The long process of development 
by which the boy ultimately becomes 
useful includes on its physical side 
much that belongs to the lower ani- 
mals. He is a whole menagerie. 
He runs like a hound, climbs like a 
monkey, digs like a woodchuck, dives 
like an otter, swims like a fish, fights 
like a bull dog, and in it all works like 
a beaver and is as busy as a bee. 

The boy finds himself under an ir- 
resistible impulse to measure himself 
against every external force, to test 
every limb, every organ, every func- 
tion, to its limit, and to do this every 
day. Although he bears no banner to 
advertise his emotions, ‘“E;xcelsior’’ is 
stamped on his every act. The warn- 
ing cry of his anxious mother, “Try 
not the pass,” is always sounding in 
his ears; 
—if not today, tomorrow. 

By obeying this impulse he ac- 
complishes two things. He gains in 
strength and agility, in power to 
handle himself,— to direct his energy 
in the most effective way. 

According to the Lamarckian the- 
ory, the neck of the giraffe grew by 
a long-continued effort to reach a re- 
ceding food supply. So by doing 
stunts, by perpetual effort to break 
his own record, the body of a boy 


but he tries it all the same, © 


grows into the body of a man and 
becomes the efficient servant of his 
mind. And the mind itself grows in 
perception and judgment and general- 
ization and inductive reasoning. 

This fundamental law of boy life 
explains things which perplex many 
good people. It explains his general 
attitude towards the world, his con- 
tempt for the weak, his hero-worship, 


pirate, a cow-boy, a policeman, a 
fireman, a locomotive engineer, a 
diver, a balloon man,—and latterly 
he sees in the occupation of a chauf- 
feur a supreme opportunity to kill 
and be killed. The sea with its mys- 
teries and its perils has always had 
an irresistible charm for boys. 

It explains, too, his choice in read- 
ing. He wants to know about men 
who dare. When a small boy had 
asked his mother to read to him in the 
papers about the prize fights, and had 
been refused, “Then read to me in 
the Bible about Samson,” was his 
reply. 

In all this are we not hearing a 
faint echo from that dim and far-off 
past, where the ancestor of all boys, 
that creature which we call “primitive 
man,” was feeling his way into the 
mysteries of his new-found world, 
measuring himself against its inhos- 
pitable forces? Was it not by doing 
stunts that the primitive man saved 
the race and set it going on its for- 
ward and upward way? Has it not 
been the law of growth in the race 
as well as in the individual? Does it 
not underlie all myths and legends, 
all the giant lore of all the ages? 
Who were Hercules, Thor and Sig- 
urd, Lancelot and Roland, but proto- 
types of all boys? . 

With this orderly, beneficent world 
process of development a city inter- 
feres in the most ruthless way. All 
the natural impulses of the boy are 
thwarted—and most aggravatingly 


thwarted. There are trees, but he 
may not climb them; flowers and 
fruit, but he may not pick them; 


stones, but he may not throw them; 
waters, but he may not swim in them; 
hills, but he may not coast on them; 
animals, but he may not hunt them. 
His vagrant instincts must be re- 
strained. He must walk in beaten 
paths. He has lost his freedom. He 
is a caged animal. 

All this is no fault of the city. 


_ containing many children; 


The city cannot help it. Steadily as 
the town becomes a city and as the 
city grows populous, the happy hunt- 
ing grounds of the boys grow fewer 
and narrower. ‘The woods, the fields, 
the gardens, the orchards, the houses 
with their enticing sheds and attics, 
disappear. Blocks and _ tenement 
houses cover and cumber the ground, 
and the boys are turned into the 
streets. This process is called “im- 
proving the property.” We read in 
the paper that a piece of property has 
been sold to Mr. A., and that Mr. A. 
buys for improvement. I have re- 
cently watched this process in two 
pieces of property in a suburban city. 
On one street was a house sheltering 
a single family. About it were trees 
and shrubs, and back of it was a gar- 
den and an orchard. ‘There was a 
barn and sheds,—an ideal place to 
grow boys in. Two or three years 
ago this property was bought for im- 
provement. ‘The old house was torn 
down, and on the land are now thir- 
teen three-tenement houses, occupied 
by thirty-nine families. In these thir- 
teen houses are about fifty children; 
they play in the streets. Another 
similar improvement has replaced two 
single houses by twenty tenements, 
they play 
in a public square. 

The Spartans exposed their chil- 
dren on Mt. Taygetus; we expose 
ours in the city streets. 

Under such conditions, inseparable 
from city life, one of two things hap- 
pens. The boy gradually learns to 
submit to the superior forces about 
him, goes tamely in leading strings 
and becomes a good boy,—a comfort 
to his mother and the pride of his 
school teachers. But he has lost 
something in fiber, he lacks initiative, 
has no go in him. He likes to wear 
clothes and talk with the girls. He 
is ignorant alike of his own powers 
and of his own limitations. He 
doesn’t know what to do in emer- 
gencies. He wants to ride when he 
ought to get out and push. Or he re- 
fuses to recognize the reigning au- 
thorities as legitimate, breaks through 
their restraints, eludes their vigilance, 
matches his own powers against the 
powers that be. Having little better 
bodily development than the others, 
he becomes precociously acute. His 
perceptions are keen but narrow, his 
judgment-warped, and his reasoning 
is ready but fallacious. 

These are extreme types, but every 
city has them both in numbers suffi- 
cient to make the problem of dealing 
with them a perplexing one. ‘The 
majority of city boys will be found 
between these two extremes, having 
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can lift it with your finger. 
Practically noiseless. 


the characteristics of both in varying 
degrees. 

Using the terms bad and good in a 
conventional way, besides the boys 
who are habitually bad or habitually 
good are the boys who are intermit- 
tently bad and good; who try to con- 
form to urban requirements, and suc- 
ceed fairly well, but whose boy na- 
ture sometimes asserts itself and gets 
them into trouble. 

Then there are just average boys, 
who contrive to get a little fun out of 
life, even in the city; who never do 
anything very bad, but whose bodies 
and minds, never being subjected to 
any real tension, are flabby. They 
lack grit. These are the boys who 
clog the grammar and the high 
schools in every city. 

The tragedy in all this is reached 
when the city boy has lost his in- 
stinct for primitive sport, when his 
ear is deaf to the call of the wild. 
Workers among city boys have told 
us that this is the saddest thing they 
find,— children who do not know how 
to play. 

In view of what boys are, of na- 
ture’s provision for their growth, of 
the necessary interference of city life 
with those provisions, the first obliga- 
tion of a city to its boys appears to 
be to give them a chance to develop 
freely in accordance with the laws of 
nature without breaking the laws of 
man. 

In other words, every city is bound 
to furnish suitable and ample means 
by which its boys may grow physically 
into men without becoming criminals 
or even juvenile delinquents. Most

“Two-NuMBER” ‘Tout CALLS. 

Various reductions in rates or ex- 
tensions of talking periods are an- 
nounced by the New England ‘Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company in 


connection with a change in the 
method of handling short-haul toll 
calls. 

After May 1 toll calls to most 


points within 15 miles of any ex- 
change will be handled by what is 
known as the “two-number no-delay 
method.” This obviates the neces- 
sity of referring the call to the toll 
operator and the somewhat cumber- 
some process of having her ask a lot 
of questions, such as “Whom do you 
wish to speak to?” “If Mr. So-and-

else?” “Who will speak at your tele- 
phone?” and so on. 

Under the old method of operating, 
these questions were unavoidable be- 
cause the answers were being jotted 
down by a recording clerk who in 
turn sent the slip containing these 
directions to the toll operator. Nat- 
urally this process consumed a good 
deal of valuable time, and time is a 
very important consideration in the 
transaction of business affairs in this 
swiftly-moving country. 

After carefully observing the re- 
sults throughout the territory for 
slightly shorter distances the tele- 
phone people concluded they could 
handle calls up to, and including 15 
miles just as local calls are now han- 
dled, that is, by number. Instead of 
calling for some particular person, 
therefore, and being subjected to the 
exhaustive cross-examination of the 
toll recording operator, the caller 
must ask his local operator for the 
number he desires and then hold the 
receiver to his ear until the person 
at the other end responds. 
responds. 

In some places the work of supply- 
ing the necessary extra cable will not 
have been completed in time to per- 
mit the operation of this No-Delay 
System on May 1, but will be put into 
effect as soon as possible. 

Under the old plan, one could call 
for a particular party and be charged 
a reduced rate if this party were not 
on hand to answer. ‘This practice 
will be abandoned under the new sys- 
tem of handling toll calls whose ra- 
dius is not more than 15 miles from 
the calling exchange. All calls will 
have to be made by number, but if 
for any reason the number desired 
does not answer there will be no 
charge for the call. 

Wherever this new plan has been 
tried it is said to have given great 
satisfaction to subscribers, inasmuch 
as connections are made in less than 
one-tenth the time consumed in the 
old toll routine,

After carefully tabulating calls 
covering extended periods, the tele- 
phone people found that of what are 
known as “particular party calls,” in 
other words calls for a designated 
person, in 89 per cent of the cases the 
party wanted was found at the 
other end of the line or within easy 
reach, while in an additional six 
per cent of particular party calls the 
call was completed to some other 
person as a satisfactory substitute. 
It is calculated from this ratio, there- 
fore, that even the comparatively 
small number of particular party calls 
would benefit by the changes an- 
nounced, while on toll calls as a whole 
there would be a decided reduction in 
cost as well as an increase in effi- 
ciency. 

It is said by those conversant with 
the matter that it will not be long 
before this “two-number” system of 
handling toll calls will be extended to 
apply between points 40 to 50 miles 
distant, and even between such places 
as Boston and New York, where 
there is a heavy toll traffic. 

Points in this locality favorably 
affected by a reduction in rate from 
15 to 10 cents or an extension of the 
three-minute period to five minutes 
are as follows: Rockport, Glouces- 
ter, Marblehead, Salem, Peabody, 
Beverly, Danvers, Hamilton, Ipswich, 
Topsfield, Saugus and Lynn.

A BACKWARD SEASON. 

Although the first of May is close 
at hand the weather with the ex- 
ception of the past three days has 
been more like the first of March 
than the latter part of April. The 
season is an extraordinarily back- 
ward one. Even the grass which is 
the first to show the effects of the 
warm spring sunshine is brown and 
dead except in a few exposed places. 


The trees have scarcely begun to bud- 


and the general appearance of the 
woodlands along the North Shore is 
not especially indicative of spring 
weather. 

April has been unusually cold and 
windy and several snow storms have 
served to keep up the impression that 
winter was lingering in the lap of 
spring. All hopes are now fostered 
on May, and it is possible that the

A Reciprocity SIGN. 

The action of the Gorton-Pew 
Fisheries Co. in purchasing a 1,000- 
ton steamer to be used in the winter 
Newfoundland branch of ‘their fish- 
ing business, indicates that the reci- 
procity treaty with Canada does not 
have quite the terrors for that enter- 
prising concern that the public has 
been lead to believe. It is practically 
admitted everywhere that the ‘reci- 
procity measure will be adopted and 
become a law. Consequently the 
Gorton-Pew Fisheries Company, the 
largest concern of its kind in the 
world, is preparing to meet the con- 
ditions that will exist after the treaty 
goes into effect and will-actively com- 
pete with the Nova Scotia fishermen 
from the very start. Gloucester fish-

which confronts the fishing industry 
by the adoption of the Canadian

asset in her career. 


A Girt oF SHADE TREES. 
William G, Brown, proprietor of 
the Boston Store, will today pre- 
sent to each school child of 
Gloucester a small Catalpa tree, with 
the request that each child receiving 
a tree plant it along the highway on 


_ Saturday, which has been designated 


by Governor Foss as Arbor Day. 

The distribution of trees was made 
at the different school houses at the 
close of the afternoon session and the 
streets were soon after filled with the 
children, each proudly bearing in their 
arms a small tree. In all there were 
five thousand of these trees given 
away. 

Mr. Brown has certainly done his 
part towards a proper observance of 
Arbor Day this year, and it is to be 
hoped that the children and the chil- 
dren’s parents will be duly apprecia- 
tive of the munificent gift of Mr. 
Brown, and will see that the trees 
are properly planted, and cared for 
until they have become firmly rooted.

NORTH SHORE BREEZE 


The common, almost universal, fact 
in our country is a scarcity of labor. 
The same complaint is heard from 
farms, factories, and shops all over 


the country. Immense areas in the 
United States are not settled at all, 
or are very sparsely inhabited. From 
New England to California the crops 
are not thoroughly gathered and mar- 
keted, because there are not hands 
enough to do the work. In all the 
great industries the desirable develop- 
ment is hindered not by lack of capi- 
tal, but by lack of workmen. Not 
only is an adequate supply of skilled 
labor lacking, but unskilled labor is 
also scarce. In some spots or at some 
moments a temporary oversupply of 
labor may occasionally exist in large 
cities, but this temporary difficulty is 
soon cured by a redistribution of the 
laboring population. There is al- 
ways a considerable number of un- 
employed people, but they are chiefly 
persons who are disabled, incompe- 
tent, or unwilling, or they belong to 
trades which, because of climatic 
conditions or seasonal fashion, do not 
afford continuous employment during 
the entire year. One may see in the 
large cities many poor people, but 
they constitute only a small fraction 
of the population, and, for the most 
part, it is not low wages that have 
made them poor, but drink, drugs, 
disease, or the premature death of the 
breadwinner of the family. The two 
main facts about the American indus- 
tries are, first, that labor is scarce, 
and, secondly, that wages have been 
high relatively to those prevailing in 
other countries; that they. have risen 
very much within the last 50 years 
and are still rising. 

There is almost universal assent 
to the proposition that every healthy, 
honest laborer who comes _ hither 
from other lands contributes appre- 
ciably to the productiveness and 
wealth of the country. Lately, how- 
ever, there is a disposition to make a 
distinction between the skilled and 
the unskilled immigrant, and between 
the immigrant who comes to stay and 
the immigrant who comes for a few 
years to lay up money enough to en- 
able him to live comfortably in his 
fatherland, but even an unskilled la- 
borer who works faithfully makes an 
addition to the wealth of the country, 
although not so large an addition as 
the skilled laborer, and every immi- 
grant who, after a few years, returns

to his native land with his savings 
must have done good work for the 
country during his entire stay here, 
else he would not have saved money 
enough to go home with contentedly. 
The unskilled laborer who only lives 
a few years in the United States is no 
exception to the general rule that 
every healthy and faithful laborer is 
profitable to the country and _ that 
more labor is needed in every branch 
of American industry. 

An educational test to restrict im- 
migration is both misdirected and 
untimely. It is misdirected, because 
ability to read is no proof of either 
health or character. Many entirely 
illiterate persons are vigorous, hon- 
est, and of sound judgment in affairs 
and in the conduct of life. It is un- 
timely, because the right moment to 
apply an educational test is on ad- 
mission to the suffrage, not on ad- 
mission to the country. In all races 
the most dangerous criminals come 
from classes than can read and write, 
and not from the illiterate. A test 
founded on ability to read will not 
keep out the worst criminals, and will 
furnish no safe guide in action to the 
officers charged with the execution of 
the existing restrictive laws. 

All attempts to exclude healthy 
and honest immigrants are inconsis- 
tent with the rightful generosity of 
freemen toward people who wish to 
be free, and of working people whose 
conditions of labor are favorable 
toward people in other lands whose 
conditions of labor are less favorable 
and who are ambitious to improve 
their environment by going to free 
America. The present people of the 
United States have themselves been 
immigrants in to the fresh continent 
within generations still recent; and 
they ought to shrink, and do shrink, 
from imposing hard conditions of ad- 
mission to the country on the newer 
immigrants who are ambitious to fol- 
low their example. It is the mission 
of the United States to spread free- 
dom and democracy throughout the 
world by teaching as many men and 
women as possible in freedom’s larg- 
est home how to use freedom rightly 
through practice in liberty under law. 

Some American publicists have 
been disquieted about immigration, be- 
cause the new immigration is to some 
extent different from the old, as re- 
gards race and religion. They appre- 
hend that these newer immigrants

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ters of towns and cities, and there 
maintain their social and religious pe- 
culiarities. This apprehension is 
based on a belief which has no foun- 
dation in fact, namely, that the nu- 
merous races which came to _ this 
country during the nineteenth cen- 
tury have formed, or may be expected 
to form, a racial amalgam or blend. 
It is obvious that very little blending 
has thus far taken place. The dif- 
ferent races remain essentially dis- 
tinct, not geographically, but socially, 
and in many cases industrially. The 
process of assimilation begins with 
children born in this country and sent 
to American schools, and is even then 
very slow, particularly as regards in- 
termarriage. Experience during the 
nineteenth century shows that real as- 
similation will take centuries, and 
that amalgamation, or blending of 


races through intermarriage, is not 
only extraordinarily slow, but of 
doubtful issue as to the strength and 
viability of the offspring. In short, 
the different races already in this 
country live beside each other, and all 
produce in time good citizens of the 
Republic, but they do not blend. The 
probability is that the twentieth cen- 
tury will exhibit the same methods 
and results in a population become 
somewhat more various racially. 
Some religious people fear that the 
Catholic Church will become unduly 
powerful in the United States if 
races which have long been Catholic 
continue to pour into the country im- 
migrants by the hundred thousand 
who are vigorous, industrious, fru- 
gal, and prolific. Whatever gains the 
Catholic Church may make in this 
way under a régime of religious tol- 


eration, that church is fairly entitled 
to. Even the extreme Protestants 
who feel this apprehension — shrink 
from declaring that their motive in 
advocating restrictions of immigra- 
tion is fear of the Roman Church; 
and, indeed, for the United States to 
try to shut out Roman Catholics by 
restrictions not avowedly for that 
purpose would be an extraordinarily 
insincere and cowardly performance, 
at the very moment when in Europe 
the Catholic Church is being steadily 
dispossessed in Catholic countries of 
the control it once exercised; and 
when in the United States the effects 
of democracy on the Catholic Church 


are plainly much wider and deeper 


than the effects of the Catholic 
Church on either American govern- 


ments or American society. To re-— 


strict immigration because, for the 
time being, immigration is more 


Catholic than Protestant would be- 
the public confession of lack of faith 


in the efficacy of religious toleration 
and the independence of church and 
state as bulwarks of political free- 
om. 


Finally, it has been lately main-— 


tained. by some persons of humane 
proclivities that America is no longer 
needed as a refuge for people of 
other lands who think themselves po- 
litically or industrially unfortunate at 
home. 
the present extraordinary migrations 
of the European races would come to 


a natural end. People who exile 
themselves and encounter all the 
risks of a new start in life ina 


strange land must have some strong 
motive for such extraordinary con- 
duct. At any rate, the decision of 
the question whether America is still 
needed as a refuge may best be left 
to the decision of the people most in- 
terested, to the people who, being 
poor or hopeless at home, think they 
see brighter prospects and an animat- 
ing hope in the New World. The 
people now occupying the United 
States know that those prospects are 
brighter, and they are themselves ani- 
mated by a great hope, the hope that 
freedom nourishes. The American 
people, if they, get a chance to ex- 
press themselves, will not be found 
in favor of shutting the door on any 
honest and healthy persons who be- 
lieve they can better themselves by 
coming to America, and are 
prising enough to assume the inevi. 
table risks. 

The arguments against further re- 
strictions of immigration are essen- 
tially arguments to the sense of grat- 
itude, justice, and generosity in the 
actual Americans of to-day.

The April meeting of the Manches- 
ter Parent-Teachers’ association was 
held last evening at the Price school. 
It was largely attended. Mrs. Grace 
K. Beaton, the president, presided 
very gracefully and Supt. Mackin 
was chairman of the program com- 
mittee. 

The program opened with a well- 
executed piano solo by Master Don- 
ald Height. This was followed by 
the president’s announcements in be- 
half of the purchase of pins bearing 
the emblem of the Mothers’ Congress, 
the white carnation. She also spoke 
in behalf of the Society for the Pro- 
tection of Native Flowers. She 
urged the co-operation of parents and 
children in this regard. 

The speaker of the evening, E. 
Thomas Curley of Waltham and of 


the Massachusetts Civic League, was 


next introduced. His subject was 
“On Playgrounds.” In part, he stated 
that the boy is today the great prob- 
lem. Millions are being spent for 
education to develop the boy for man- 
hood, as a fundamental medium of 
developing character. Opinions in 
this respect differ. Pres. Faunce of 
Brown University, takes a_ radical 
view. It is not through schools and 
colleges but habits which are the best 
teachers and developers of fine 
character. A boy spends more time 
uncared for than cared for. ‘That is 
the time the tendency arises to go 
wrong. 

The age of the “gang” was alluded 
to as about ten or eleven years. ‘This 
is the time the boy wants to “belong 
to a gang.” His desire then is to so- 
cialize. "Tis his budding  disposi- 
tion that demands at this time the so- 
cializing instinct, to get with his fel- 
lows. It should be encouraged or he 
will do something else worse. If he 
is a “goody-goody” get it out of him. 

The genesis of a “gang” was de- 
fined as a group of boys who get to- 
gether. They are spontaneous or- 
ganizers. They choose a leader who 
really is their supervisor. He that 
can do the most stunts and create the 
most diversions is elected. 

Boys should not be suppressed, but 
guided and directed. Boys take more 
stock in the head of their “gang” than 
in their elders. For that reason, in- 
fluence of church, home and school 
are failures oftentimes— for that 
reason, also, a very rigid rule of the 
“oang” is that you “must not snitch 
on one another.” Judge Lindsey, the 
famous juvenile judge, has made this 
rule a foundation in his dealings with 
boys.

ASSOCIATION. good conditions and activities good 


habits result and good habits are a 


good judge of character. Habits 
grow out of actions. 
Mr. Curley compared the condi- 


tions among boys in Waltham before 
and after the establishment of play- 
grounds. There was order out of 
chaos. Don’t judge your own boys 
until you’ve watched your neighbors’ 
boys. If a boy don’t want to play 
from 6 to 8 hours a day he needs a 
physician. A boy’s ideals are all ath- 
letic. It is a  providential instinct 
from the physical and mental stand- 
point for approaching manhood. 
The baseball period starting from 
eleven to twelve years has its signifi- 
cance and value as to the approach 
of the adolescent period. Mr. Curley 
gave a humorous description of boys 
first starting on their baseball  en- 
thusiasm. The cheating period, the 
lack of order and discipline. 

Supervised playgrounds have prov- . 
en that after all, the boys like fair 
play best. The moral code of the 
playgrounds is: play fair, tell the 
truth, no cigarette smoking, no vul- 
garity. Omission of these rules mean 
exclusion from the grounds. 

Here the best habits are formed 
and impressions during play are 
more lasting. Tis the plastic, recep- 
tive age. ‘Temperance in all respects 
is taught, co-operation, good fellow- 
ship and team work—the funda- 
mentals for the best manhood. 

Mr. Curley proved a very interest- 
ing, forceful speaker with well 
grounded principles for his notably 
successful work in this respect. He 
was heartily applauded. 

The program closed with a finely 
rendered piano duet by the Misses 
Antoinette Vidal and Ely Kinsella.

XXV.—Justice. 


RUTH is the 
summit of 
living; justice 

is the application of 
it to affairs. Hon- 
esty deals with 
oneself, but justice 
represents one’s re- 
lations to one’s 
kind. Honesty may 
make a_ hermit; 
justice makes the 
citizen. Justice is 
a religious element, 
though based on 
moral grounds. Jus- 
tice may be defined 
as that virtue which impels us to give 
every person what is his due. In this 
extended sense of the word it compre- 
hends the practice of every virtue 
which reason prescribes or society 
should expect. 

Our duty to our Maker, to each oth- 
er and fo ourselves is fulfilled if 
Wwe give them what we owe them. 
Thus justice, properly speaking, is the 
only virtue, and all the rest have their 
origin in it. 

Justice is not absolutely inexorable; 
it tempers its severity with kindness 
and mercy and aims at a medium 
course which brings about the greatest 
good. Mercy involves forgiveness. 

Charity is an aspect of justice. Being 
just is equivalent to not hindering the 
advancement of our fellow men. Be- 
ing charitable is equivalent to assist- 
ing in that advance. 

There is what might be called an in- 
tellectual charity which consists in 
opening the eyes of the mentally blind. 
But the noblest of ail charities is in 
coming to the aid of those in the deep 
slough of moral despondency and in 
raising the sinful and the fallen. 

In its application to juvenile offend- 
ers it has been found that kindness 
and interest in their future work 
greater reform than punishment. 
Judge Benjamin B. Lindsey, who is at 
the head of the Children’s court in 
Denver, says: ‘We have been strug- 
gling to put a little love into the law. 
It has been said that there is no love 
without justice, but it is equally true 
that there is no justice without love.” 

An awakened sense of justice will 
show the wrong of talebearing and 
saying unkind things of others, for 
such tales may be untrue and work 
great iniustice and cause unmerited

pain and distress, And the worst o1 
it is such unkind words cannot be re- 
called and sometimes cause wounds 
which are never healed. 

A story is told of a young woman who 
was given to talking about her neigh- 
bors. She told idle tales against them, 
which were told again by others until 
much harm was 
done in the vil- 
lage. The good 
priest remon- 
strated with her 
to no purpose. 

Finally he told 
her to perform 
this penance: She 
was to buy a 
fowl in the mar- 
ket and to pluck 
out all the feath- 
ers and scatter 
them through 
the village until the last feather was 
gone, when she was to report to the 
priest. This seemed a light punish- 
ment to her, but upon her return the 
priest told her to go back over the 
same road and pick up every feather 
under pain of heavy penalty. She said, 
“But this cannot be done, for the wind 
has blown them all away.” 

The wise priest replied: “So it is with 
the unkind words which you have let 
fall from your lips. They have gone 
quite beyond your ability to recall 
them. But they must be recalled be- 
fore your sin can be washed out. Look 
at the task you have set for yourself!” 

John Hay displayed a sense of jus- 
tice in his dealings with weaker na- 
tions which was a new revelation to 
the world and gave a worldwide lIes- 
son in moderation as well as humani- 
ty. It is the result of his just policy 
which returned to China the unex- 
pended portion of the indemnity paid 
to the United States for losses in the 
Boxer uprising.
